pose.    On  approval,  the  Delegates  took  their  seats.* 

The  certificates  from  St.  Paul's  Church,  Yonkers,  and  St.  Philip's 
Church,  New  York,  were  reported  as  containing  among  their  Dele- 
gates the  names  of  persons  known  to  be  in  Deacon's  Orders, 
although  the  papers  were  regular  in  other  respects.  Whereupon  it 
was 
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Resolved^  That  so  much  of  the  certificates  from  St.  PauPs,  Yon- 
kfers,  aijd  St.  Philip's,  New  York,  as  concerns  Delegates  known  to 
be  in  Deacon's  Orders,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  to 
report  whether  such  persons  can  bo  received  as  Delegates.  The 
names  of  the  other  Delegates  for  the  parishes  were  called. 

Of  the  Clergy,  not  present  yesterday,  several  appeared  and  took 
their  seats.* 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  Election  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese,  and  of  the  Missionary  Committee. 

The  names  of  the  Clergy  were  called  by  the  Secretary ;  and  of 
the  Churches,  by  the  Assistant  Secretary. 

•   The  members  having  deposited  their  ballots,  the  Tellers  retired 
to  count  the  votes. 

The  Committee  on  the  Examination  of  the  Certificates  of  Lay 
Delegates  reported  that  a  certificate  had  been  presented  from  St. 
Alban's  Church,  New  York,  which  Church  is  not  cfn  the  List  of 
Churches  in  union  with  this  Convention. 

The  Secretary  having  stated  that  St  Alban's  Church  was  sup- 
posed to  be  the  same  as  that  before  known  as  the  Church  of  the 
Intercessor,  New  York,  having  so  changed  its  name, 

On  the  motion  of  the  same,  it  was 

Ordered^  That  the  certificate  from  St.  Alban's  Church,  New  York, 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  of  Churches,  to 
examine  whether  the  proper  legal  steps  have  been  taken  for  chang- 
ing the  name  of  said  Church  from  that  of  the  "  Church  of  the  In- 
tercessor "  to  that  of  "  St.  Alban's  Church ;"  and  whether  it  is  ex- 
pedient for  such  change  to  be  made  in  the  list  of  the  Churches  of 
the  Diocese;  and  if  so,  to  report  a  Resolution  requiring  this  to 
be  done.

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  SOCIETY  FOR  PROMO- 

TING  RELIGION  AND  LEARNING. 

The  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  as  the 
canonical  agent  for  the  reception  and  distribution  of  Educational 
Funds  in  the  Diocese,  respectfully  reports — 

That  during  the  year  past  its  Treasurer  has  received  from  collections 
in  Churches,  as  remitted  to  him*,  the  sum  of  $1,174.73;  which 
by  the  Society,  has  been  faithfully  expended  in  the  aid  of  desti- 
tute Students  for  the  Ministry  within  the  General  Theological 
Seminary ;  the  same,  however,  being  a  sum  so  manifestly  inadequate 
to  the  ends  proposed  by  the  Canon,  and  so  unworthy  of  the  great 
Diocese  of  New  York,  in  the  great  cause  of  Ministerial  Education,  as 
to  show  either  wide  neglect  of  the  provisions  of  the  Canon,  or  else  a 
very  false  appreciation  of  its  value  and  necessity.  So  great,  however, 
has  been  the  need,  that  the  above  Society  has  yet,  from  its  own  indepen- 
dent funds,  legally  open  as  they  are  to  all  claims  for  the  promotion  of 
Religion  and  Learning,  from  the  necessity  of  the  case,  concentrated 
all  its  efforts  to  the  support  of  this  great  and  neglected  cause,  and  during 
the  past  year  has  actually  expended  upon  it  more  than  tenfold  the 
amount  contributed  to  that  end  by  all  the  Churches  of  this  wealthy 
Diocese,  as  will  appear  by  the  following  statement  of  items,  which  is 
here  reported  to  the  Convention,  not  as  its  canonical  agent,  but  for 
the  satisfaction  of  the  ^Church  at  large,  and  in  the  earnest  hope  of 
awakening  both  Churches  and  Churchmen  to  more  liberal  contribu- 
tion and  more  faithful  obedience  t-o  Canons  which  they  have  them- 
selves solemnly  passed  and  bound  upon  the  Diocese.  Payments  of  the

To  this  statement,  as  arguing  for  larger  and  more  faithful  contribn- 
tioQ  from  the  Churches  and  Ohnrchmen  of  the  Diocese,  the  Society,  as 
their  almoner,  would  add  these  further  considerations  pleading  for  in- 
crease : 

1.  The  diminished  valae  of  money,  adding  largely  and  necessarily  to 
the  sum  required  for  the  support  of  students. 

2.  The  great  importance  of  making  the  stipend  paid  to  them  ade- 
quate to  their  support,  without  the  aid  of  extra  labor  in  teaching  and 
oth^r  out-door  services,  withdrawing  them  from  regular  duty. 

8.  The  fact  that  other  similar  Institutions  in  our  Church  are  now 
outbidding  our  Diocese  in  its  provisions  for  students,  and  thus  with- 
drawing from  us  many  even  of  our  own  candidates. 

To  this  great  cause,  therefore,  the  Society  herewith  pledges  itself  to 
the  Convention  to  devote  all  its  energies  and  most  of  its  funds,  and  to 
double,  if  not  quadruple,  every  dollar  it  receives  from  such  canonical 
collections — ^the  present  Report  exhibiting  every  single  dollar  thus 
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received  through  the  past  year,  as  mult.plied  by  tfaem  more  then  ten- 
fold. 

Tis  true  abortion  of  the  Society*^  own  expenditure  has  been  devoted 
not  directly  to  the  support  of  the  student,  but  to  the  deeper  want  of 
provision  for  those  who  are  to  teach  him.  Hence  our  large  expendi- 
ture in  building  up  St.  Stephen^s  College,  Annandale,  an  Institution 
the  fulfilment  of  our  Church ^&  great  need  and  our  Society's  early  and 
persevering  aim — a  Training  School  for  the  Diocese  at  large,  and  more 
especially  fo.  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  This  long-cherished 
design,  forwarded  but  not  begun  by  the  liberal  gift  of  a  noble-hearted 
Churchman^,  stands  now  before  the  Diocese'  no  longer  an  experiment, 
but  a  success^,  already  furnishing  its  annual  supply  to  the  ranks  of  our 
Clergy,  limit€;d  but  by  the  funds  provided  for  its  support,  and  fur- 
nishing to  our  Church  what  we  have  never  before  possessed — a  tru4 
Church  College :  and  it  now  stands  before  the  Diocese  with  more  than 
half  the  number  of  its  students  supported  by  the  liberality  of  the  So- 
ciety now  reporting,  and  more  than  half  its  certain  income— an  annual 
donation  from  its  independent  treaMiry.  Under  these  facts,  as  now 
exhibited,  the  Society  for  Promoting  Eeligion  and  Learning  would 
herewith  plead,  with  earnestness  and  confidence,  that  the  canonical 
contributions  for  Ministerial  Eduoation  may,  during  the  coming  year, 
be  made  more  adequate  to  a  cause  that  lies  at  the  foundation  of  the 
Church's  prosperity,  and  to  which  the  good  faith  and  honor  of  this 
convention  stand  solemnly  pledged.

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  Stephen's  Training  College, 
Annandale,  was  presented  and  read  by  the  Warden,  the  Rev.  Robert 
Fairbairn,  D,  D. : 

Heport 

OF  ST.  STEPHEN'S  TRAINING  OOLLEGE,  ANNANDALE. 

The  undersigned,  appointed  a  Oommittce  by  the  Trustees  of  St. 
Stephen's  Gollege,  to  report  to  this  Convention,  beg  leave  to  announee 
the  continued  prosperity  of  the  College.  There  have  been  twenty- 
seven  students  in  attendance  during  the  past  year.  One  has  comple- 
ted his  preparation  for  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  has 
entered  that  Institution.  The  Gollege  building  has  been  rearranged 
during  the  vacation.  It  will  now  accommodate  thirty-four  students. 
The  additional  rooms  have  in  some  cases  been  engaged  six  months  in 
advance,  and  all  have  been  taken  before  the  commencement  of  the 
Academic  year.  The  Warden  has  been  compelled  to  reftise  several 
for  whom  no  provision  can  be  made. 

The  College  has  thus  been  received  with  a  greater  degree  of  favor 
than  it  was  possible  for  the  Trustees  to  expect  in  so  brief  a  period ; 
and  it  has  attained  a  condition  for  which  they  could  make  no  provision. 
As  the  Institution  has  arrived  at  a  period  in  its  existence  when 
it  must  call  upon  the  Ghurch  for  aid,  it  will  be  well  to  recount  what 
has  been  done,  and  to  name  the  objects  for  which  provision  must  be 
made. 

It  is  now  only  seven  years  since  the  first  students  were  received 
under  the  immediate  instruction  and  supervision  of  the  College 
authorities.     In  the  time  which  has  intervened,  a  charter,  securing  to 
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the  Ghnrch  entire  control  and  Episcopal  supervision,  has  been  obtained 

from  the  Legislature.    One  of  the  three  proposed  buildings  has  been 

erected  for  the  accommodation  of  students.    A  chapel  has  been  built 

at  the  sole  expense  of  one  of  the  Trustees.    Twenty  acres  of  land 

bsre  been  secured — part  by  donation,  and  part  by  purchase.     At  the 

lest  Oommencement,  two  persons,  recognizing  the  work  which  the  Ck)l- 

lege  was  doing  in  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry,  made 

an  offer  to  erect  a  College  Hall  and  residence  for  the  Warden,  of  great 

architectural  beauty,  under  the  supervision  of  Richard  Upjohn,  Esq. 

A  qrstem  of  instruction,  embracing  preparation  in  classical  studies  and 

the  full  collegiate  course,  has  been  adopted.    Three  Professorships  have 

been  established,  which  are  now  filled,  and  also  a  Tutorship.     Daily 

religions  worship  and  instruction,  under  the  pastoral  superintendence 

of  the  Warden  of  the  College,  have  been  provided.    The  whole  work 

of  preparation  for  entering  on  the  study  of  Tlieology  at  the  General 

Theological  Seminary,  has  been  successfully  carried  on. 

So  far,  the  money  for  land  and  buildings,  and  salaries  of  Professors, 
has  been  furnished  almost  wholly  by  a  few  of  the  Trustees  and  their 
friends,  to  whom  they  made  personal  appeals,  and  by  the  Society  for 
the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  learning. 

The  work,  which  was  originally  proposed  by  the  venerable  Superin- 
tendent  of  the  Society,  and  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  several  of 
his  addresses  to  the  Convention,  has  thus  become  a  reality.  The  Institu- 
tioD  for  which  they  asked  has  been  established,  and  is  successfully 
proeeeoting  th^  work  which  they  proposed.  It  has  been  brought  to 
\U  present  state  under  their  inspection  and  advice  ;  and  it  has 
rtoeiTed  their  cordial  indorsement  in  their  official  reports  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

In  Tiew  of  these  facts,  and  considering  the  favor  with  which  the 
Ghnrch  has  received  their  work,  and  the  general  disposition  which  is 
shown  to  send  young  men  to  Annandale  to  prepare  for  the  General 
Seminary,  the  Trustees,  at  a  recent  meeting,  resolved  unanimously 
that  the  time  has  arrived  when  it  is  necessary  to  make  an  appeal  to  the 
Ohoreh,  for  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  additional  buildings,  and  in  part  for  the  endowment  of  the 
OoUege. 

It  is  not  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  do  more  than  to  state 
the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  College.  The  necessity  and  import- 
(met  of  the  work,  which  the  College  is  simply  an  agent  of  the  Church 
in  carrying  on,  have  been  presented  by  those  highest  in  authority,  and 
most  worthy  to  enjoy  your  confidence.  The  Committee  have  only  to 
eipreas  the  hope  that  the  noble  example  which  has  been  furnished  by 
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the  generoas  donation  of  a  College  Hall  and  Warden^s  residence,  maj 
find  imitators,  and.  that  the  time  may  not  be  far  distant,  when  they 
shall  be  able  to  report  that  the  Centre  College  Bailding  and  residenoea 
for  Professors  have  been  erected — ^that  Profensorships  have  been 
endowed — that  Scholarships  have  been  established — and  that  all  the 
means  for  a  thorough  preparation  of  young  men  for  the  work  of  the 
Holy  Ministry  have  been  furnished  by  the  Church  to  this  College. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CANONS. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  who  were^directed  at  the  last  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  to  consider  and  report  upon  a  Proposed.  Canon, 
with  reference  to  the  casting  of  more  than  one  vote  by  any  Lay  Dele- 
gate ;  and  who  were  also  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
adopting  a  further  provision  in  the  Canons,  in  order  to  prevent  in  the 
future  the  appointment,  by  any  two  or  more  congregations  or 
churches,  of  the  same  person  or  persons  to  be  Delegates  from  each  to 
the  Convention — beg  leave  leave  to  present  the  following 

REPORT : 

At  present,  any  parish  may  send  as  its  Delegates  three  persons,  who 
are  qualified  to  vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  in  the  same,  without 
any  regard  to  the  question  whetlier  they  or  any  of  them  have  been 
chosen  by  another  parish.  And  this  right  has  been  enjoyed  by  the 
parishes  of  this  Diocese  since  its  organization,  nearly  eighty  years  ago, 
and  hitherto  no  evil  result  has  followed,  nor  are  any  serious  evils 
likely  to  occur.  This  right  cannot  now  be  taken  away  but  by  an 
alteration  of  the  Constitution,  though  the  exercise  of  it  might  be  regu- 
lated by  Canon. 

It  appears  to  the  Committee  to  be  a  sound  principle  of  action  for 
this  Convention,  not  to  legislate  with  a  view  of  depriving  either  Clergy 
or  Laity  of  existing  rights  and  privileges,  unless  from  the  exercise  of 
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those  rights  and  privileges  serious  evils  have  arisen,  interfering  with 
the  order  and  welfare  of  the  Diocese,  or  unless  there  are  well-founded 
apprehensions  existing  that  such  evils  are  likely  to  arise.  Experimen- 
tal legislation  in  the  Church,  especially  where  it  interferes  with  an 
existing  order  of  things,  is  not  wise.  As  in  the  case  now  before 
the  Committee,  no  great  evils  have  existed,  or  are  likely  to  arise, 
thej  do  not  deem  it  expedient  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
proposed  Canon,  or  to  report  any  amendment  to  the  existing  Canons 
with  relation  thereto.

The  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  report: 
They  are  again  permitted  to  state  to  the  Convention  that  the  de- 
mands on  its  Treasury  for  the  current  year  have  been  promptly  met. 
Small  additional  appropriations  were  made  to  several  of  the  more 
needy  of  the  Missionaries,  about  Christmastide,  and  the  funds  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer  are  adequate  to  meet  the  quarterly  stipends 
dae  Ist  of  October.

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Tho  number  of  Missionaries  in  the  diocese  is  fifty-four. 

Your  Committee  bj  no  means  consider  that  the  amounts  of  the  pres- 
ent stipends  are  in  many  cases  at  all  adequate  to  the  necessities  of  the 
times.  Much  less  should  we  be  satisfied  with  simply  the  present  number 
of  laborers  in  this  w ide  and  promising  portion  of  the  Master^s  field.  Nor 
is  the  relief  to  the  Treasury,  by  dropping  old  and  unpromising  stations, 
sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  new  and  promising  openings  in 
various  sections.  We  trust  an  increasing  number  of  the  present  mig- 
sionary  stations  will  feel  a  laudable  emulation  and  make  the  requisite 
exertion  to  place  themselves  on  the  list  of  self-supporting  parishes. 
Not  that  the  Church's  offerings  may  be  spared,  but  rather  stimulated 
to  an  enlarged  amount,  by  being  asked  for  new  and  enlarged  efforts  of 
Church  extension. 

Never  was  the  field  in  this  Diocese  more  ripe  for  harvest.  And  your 
Committee  feel  that  a  safe  reliance,  under  God,  for  reaping  bountifully, 
is  in  the  simple  compliance  with  theT  canonical  requirement  of  an  an- 
nual collection  in  every  parish  for  this  most  promising  work,  the  details 
and  success  of  which  are  to  be  found  in  the  reports  of  your  missionaries.

The  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  of  Churches  applying  to  be  ad- 
mitted into  union  with  this  Convention  respectfully  Report : 

That  they  have  examined  the  certificates  submitted,  and  find  that  the 
following  Church  has  been  duly  incorporated  according  to  law,  viz. : 

1.  "  The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Cross,  in  the  Town  of  Warrensburgh,  in  the  County  of  War- 
ren." 

The  Bishop's  approval  is  duly  endorse^  on  the  certificate. 

2.  "  The  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

It  is  not  stated  that  the  certificate  of  incoiporation  has  been  record- 
ed in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose.  Tour  Committee  have  been 
informed  by  the  Rector  that  it  has  been  so  recorded.  In  otheir  re- 
spects the  papers  are  correct. 

i 

The  following  certificates  are  defective,  viz. : 

8.  "The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  of 
the  Redemption  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

It  states  that  the  Rev.  Robert  O.  Dickson  presided,  but  not  that  he  is 
the  Rector,  or  was  called  to  the  ohair  by  a  m%|ority  of  the  votes  of 
those  present. 
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The  Unitbd  States  revenue  stamp  is  wanting.  By  section  152  of. 
the  Revenue  Law  of  June  80, 1864,  it  is  enacted,  ^*  That  it  shall  not  he 
lawful  to  record  any  instrument,  document  or  paper  required  hj  law  to 
be  stamped,  unless  a  stamp  or  stamps  of  the  proper  amount  shall  have 
been  affixed;  and  the  record  of  any  such  instrument  upon  which  the 
proper  stamp  or  stamps  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  affixed,  shall  be 
utterly  void,  and  shall  not  be  used  in  evidence. ^^  According  to  this 
law,  there  is  no  certificate  of  incorporation  upon  record  in  the  case  be- 
fore us ;  and  the  corporation  dates  its  existence  from  the  recording, 
which  is,  therefore,  indispensable. 

4.  "The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  St  Paul's 
Church,  in  the  Town  of  Franklin,  in  the  County  of  Delaware." 

The  certificate  is  correct  and  duly  recorded.  The  Bishop's  consent 
is  given  to  the  organization  of  the  parish  in  a  separate  document  dated 
previous  to  the  incorporation.  His  approval  of  the  incorporation  is  not 
endorsed  on  the  certificate  itself. 

The  two  things  are  not  identical,  as  the  parish  might  be  organized 

ecclesiastically,  but  not  incorporated  legally  till  years  afterwards.  This 

point,  however,  is  only  brought  forward  by  way  of  suggestion.    The 

grave  defexst  is  that  the  U.  S.  revenue  stamp  is  wanting,  and  therefore 

there  is  no  evidence  of  incorporation. 

« 

5.  "  The  Rectors,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  in 
the  Town  of  Whitehall,  in  the  County  of  Washington." 

The  Bishop's  consent  is  given  *'  to  the  reincorporatiou  of  St  Paul's 
Church,  Whitehall."  In  the  certificate  the  words  "  St.  Paul's  "  are 
stricken  out  Mid  the  word  "  Trinity  "  interlined ;  no  note  of  the  alter- 
ation has  been  made  before  execution,  and  this  is  a  material  defect.  The 
proof  before  the  Notary  Public  is  made  by  Oliver  Bascomb,  one  of  the 
paitiea  who  wUne$9ed  the  proceedings  and  sealed  the  certificate^  who  is 
named  in  the  attestation  clause.  It  is  not  proved  by  either  of  the  sub- 
scribing witnesses.  Mr.  Bascomb  does  not  acknowledge  the  instrument 
as  signed  by  himself,  but  testifies  to  witnessing  the  execution  of  the 
other  three  parties,  and  also  testifies  (which  is  a  mistake)  tliat  he  was 
a  snbeoribing  witness.    The  execution  is,  therefore,  radically  defective. 

There  is  no  U.  8.  revenue  stamp,  whi<sh  oonsequentiy  renders  the 
record  null  and  void« 

6.  "^The  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  St  John's  Church 
Long  Jsland  City,  in  the  Town  of  Newtown,  in  the  County  of  Queens.' 
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The  certificate  is  correct ;  bat  wants  the  U.  S.  revenue  stamp,  which 
'  is  indispensable,  as  set  forth  in  previons  cases. 

7.  "The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  Mary's 
Church,  in  the  Town  of  Luzerne,  in  the  County  of  Warren." 

The  names  of  the  Vestrymen  are  omitted  in  the  certificate ;  and  there 
is  a  defect  in  the  attestation  clause.  The  names  of  the  two  persons 
who  sign  as  witnessing  the  proceedings  are  not  mentioned  in  the  body 
of  the  attestation. 

8.  "  The  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  in  the  City  of  Poughkeep- 
sie." 

The  Committee  are  still  of  opinion  that  the  certificate  should  state 

upon  its  face  that  of  the  seven  trustees  "  not  less  than  five  are  persons 

who  are  not  ministers  of  the  gospel  or  priests  of  any  denomination.*' 

This  fact  is  not  stated  in  the  certificate  before  them.  In  other  respects 

the  certificate  is  correct

Tub  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  in  the  City  and  County  of

The  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Warrensburqh,  Warren 
County,  were  severally  received  into  union  by  the  Convention. 

Resolved^  That  in  the  other  cases  reported  by  the  Committee, 
the  papers  be  referred  back  to  the  applicants  for  remedy. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  Order  of  the  Day  :  which  was 
the  consideration  of  the  subject  of  the  Resolution  offered  last  year 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  McVickar,  on  the  subject  of  the  Provincial  Sys- 
tem, and  postponed  to  this  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Boggs,  the  Convention  consented 
to  include  the  Resolution  as  first  offered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  McVickar, 
and  as  ending  with  the  words  **  Provinces,"  as  follows,  viz.  :• 
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Whbrbas  The  time  has  come  when,  by  reason  of  the  increase  of 
the  popalation  and  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  these  United 
States,  a  greater  namber  of  Bishops  is  now,  or  is  likely  soon  to  be, 
required;  and 

Wherbas  It  is  desirable  that,  in  providing  for  this  increase 
IB  the  number  of  Bishops  with  their  Dioceses,  as  little  change  as 
possible  should  be  made  in  the  conservative  spirit  of  the  Church, 
and  especially  in  her  principle  of  conformity  to  the  civil  divisions 
oC  the  country  :  Therefore, 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  that  a 'Pro- 
vincial System,  adapted  to  the  positibn  of  the  Church  in  this  coun- 
tiy,  should  be  established.  It,  therefore,  prays  the  General  Con- 
Tention  to  make  such  provision  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  organ- 
isation of  the  ''  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America  ^  into  Provinces. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Ruggles  moved  to  amend  this  Preamble,  by 
atriluDg  out  the  words  *'  and  especially  in  her  principle  of  con- 
formity to  the  civil  divisions  of  the  country." 

The  question  on  this  amendment  being  taken  by  ayes  and  noes, 
the  vote  was  ayes  81  ;  noes  54.     So  the  amendment  was  carried. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Richey  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  all  after 
the  word  ^^  Resolved,'*  and  inserting  as  follows : 

L  That  in  the  event  of  the  division  of  any  Diocese,  it  is  requested 
that  the  General  Convention  take  measures  to  preserve  the  local 
divisions  of  States. 

iu  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  that  a  Provinciai 
System,  adapted  to  the  present  position  of  the  Church  in  this 
country,  should  be  established.  It  therefore  prays  the  General  Con- 
vention to  make  provision  for  the  organization  of  the  Protestant 
J^iscopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  into  Provinces. 

The  vote  being  taken  on  striking  out  and  inserting  the  first  of 
thea^  Resolutions,  it  was  lost. 
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The  vote  was  then  taken  on  striking  ont  and  inserting  the  second 
of  these  Resolutions ;  and  it  was  carried. 

The  question  beingr  then  taken  on  Preamble  and  Resolution 
amended,  they  were  adopted  as  follows,  viz. : 

Wbbrbas  The  time  has  como,  which,  by  reason  of  the  increase 
of  the  population  and  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  these  United 
States,  a  greater  number  of  Bishops  is  now,  or  is  likely  soon  to 
be  required  :  And  whbrbas  it  is  desirable  that  in  providing  for  this

DEATH    OF   TIIE    RIGHT    REV.  BISHOPS    BROWNELI^ 
DE  LANOEY,  ALONZO  POTTER,  AND  BOONE. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  a  suitable  form  of 
expression  of  the  feelings  of  this  Oonvention  relative  to  the  deaths  of 
the  several  Bishops  of  this  Branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ  which  have 
occurred  during  the  past  year,  beg  leave  to  report  for  adoption  the 
following  minutes : 

The  departure  from  the  scene  of  their  earthly  labors  of  the  Bishops 

of  Connecticut,  Western  New  York,  and  Pennsylvania,  would  seem  to 

oiU  for  especial  notice  from  this  Convention,  inasmuch  as  they  were 

lU  acme  time  clergymen  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  and  members  of 

tins  body,  and  two  of  them  (Bishops  Brownell  and  Potter)  were  elected 

to  the  Episcopate  while  Presbyters  of  New  York ;   while  the  third 

(Bishop  De  Lancey)  was  a  native   of  the  State,  here  was  admitted  to 

Holj  Orders,  here  commenced  his  ministry,  and  hither  returned  as  the 

first  Bishop  of  the  daughter  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  taking  up 

the  work  which  had  been  commenced  by  Bishop  Ilobart  and  carried 

on  bj  his  immediate  successor. 

In  the  venerable  Bishop  Brownell,  Senior  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  this  country,  we  recall,  with  deep  and  grateful 
interest,  his  long  and  faithful  services  to  the  Church  of  Christ,  his 
meek  wisdom,  his  wise  and  sagacious  counsels,  his  great  charity,  and 
^  nnfailiDg  courtesy  in  all  the  relations  of  life. 

Bishop  Potter,  of  Pennsylvania,  will  long  live  in  the  memories  of 
Ohnrehmen  as  the  accomplished  scholar,  the  eloquent  advocate  of  all 
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the  great  interests  of  the  Church  and  of  hnmaliity,  the  oonnsellor  dis- 
tinguished for  the  breadth  of  his  views  and  the  soundness  of  his  judg- 
ment, and  the  Bishop  whose  Episcopate  was  marked  by  energy,  zeal, 
and  wisdom,  and  by  labors  most  abundant. 

In  Bishop  De  Lancey  we  see  the  Christian  gentleman,  a  divine  of 
great  wisdom,  a  fearless  champion  of  the  Church  of  God,  a  pastor  of 
pastors,  who  was  skilled  in  the  high  art  of  winning  the  confidence  and 
affection  of  his  clergy,  and  leading  them  and  their  flockb  on  to  noble 
efforts, in  the  cause  of  Christ  and  his  Church. 

Bishop  Boone,  the  Missionary  Bishop  to  China,  was,  so  to  speak,  the 
property  of  the  whole  Church — a  man  distinguished  for  his  high  abil- 
ity, great  learning,  burniivg  zeal,  and  most  laborious  efforts  to  fulfil  his 
high  calling. 

All  these  Bishops  of  the  Church,  we  rejoice  to  know,  with  their 
varied  gifts  and  graces,  were  men  of  faith  and  prayer,  whose  glorying 
was  only  in  the  Cross  of  Christ,  and  whose  hope  of  acceptance  and 
salvation  was  only  through  the  merits  of  the  most  precious  blood  of 
the  Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world.  May  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church  give  us  grace  to  remember  these  fathers 
who  have  had  rule  in  the  Church  of  Christ,  who  have  spoken  unto  ns 
the  word  of  God,  and  to  follow  their  faith,  considering  the  end  of 
their  conversation — Jesus  Christ,  the  same  yesterday,  to-day,  and  for- 
ever. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Beso- 
Intion : 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  minute  be  entered  upon  the  Journal ; 

and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  families  of  the  several  Bishops,  to  their 

successors  in  the  Episcopate,  and  to  the  Conventions  of  the  Dioceses

EXTRACTS    FROM    THE  RECORDS  OF  THE  STANDING 
COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NEW   YORK.

IN  MEMORY  OF  THE  RIGHT  REV.  BISHOP  DE  LANCEY.J 

New  York,  April  Uh,  1865. 
The  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  took  appropriate  notice  of 
the  death  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bisliop  De  Lancey,  which  occurred  at  his 
rendence  in  Geneva,  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  on  the  5th  inst. 

Whereupon  it  was  unanimously  voted  hy  the  Committee 

That  the  following  resolutions  he  adopted,  not  only  as  expressive 
of  the  feelings  of  the  memhers  of  this  Committee,  as  individuals,  on 
this  sad  event,  hut  also  as  a  proper  otRcial  act  of  respect  and  rever- 
ence on  the  part  of  a  body  canonically  representing  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

I.  Beiolted,  That  in  the  death  of  the  Right  Reverend  William 
Heathcote  De  Lancey,  D.D..  LL.D.,  D.C.L.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Western  New  York,  this  Committee  deplore  the  removal  from  the 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  one  whose  name  and  eminent  virtues 
have  been  long  familiar  to  all  her  members,  but  more  especially  to 
this  great  Diocese  of  New  York,  from  which,  by  his  consecration  as 
a  Bishop,  that  of  Western  New  York  was  twenty -five  years  ago  finally 
separated,  but  with  which  it  has,  notwithstanding,  ever  since  tli rough 
him  continued  to  be  both  intimately  and  afifectionately  associated. 

II.  £e$olvedf  That  a  tribute  of  respect  and  afiTection  is  especiallj 
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due  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York  to  the  memory  of  Bishop  De 
Lancey,  as  having  been  throughout  liis  long  Episcopate  its  earnest 
and  faitliful  friend  and  its  powerful  and  intrepid  advocate,  in  all  its 
questions  before  our  civil  or  ecclesiastical  tribunals ;  whether,  while 
watching  over  and  guarding  its  legal  rights  in  the  Legislature  of  the 
State,  or  uttering  in  the  general  Convention  of  the  Church  his  ever- 
potent  and  eloquent  voice  in  the  assertion  of  its  canonical  privileges. 
His  unwearied  zeal  for  its  benefit,  in  the  midst  of  his  own  oppressive 
duties,  is  precious  among  the  recollections  of  New  York  Churchmen, 
when  they  revert  to  the  years  of  their  long-continued  bereavement 
of  Episcopal  supervision,  through  the  sentence  (believed  by  many  to 
be  of  doubtful  validity,  or  quite  illegal)  of  unlimited  suspension  in- 
flicted on  their  suffering  Head. 

III.  Resolved^  That  in  a  calm  survey  of  Bishop  De  Lancey's  mani- 
fold and  great  labors  and  of  his  personal  and  official  influence,  both 
within  and  beyond  his  Diocese— of  the  vigorous  and  unremitted  con- 
tinuance of  these  down  to  the  last  year  of  his  life — and  of  the  nn- 
broken  force  and  clearness  of  his  deep  intellect,  making  him,  during 
the  failure  of  bodily  powers  under  advancing  disease,  to  be  still  to 
the  last  unsurpassed  as  the  most  wise  and  efficient  counsellor  in  the 
Church — in  view  of  these  singular  mercies,  we  thank  God  for  his 
long  continuance  among  us ;  and  pray  that  the  memory  of  his  life  and 
character  may  be  engraven  deep  on  the  heart  of  the  Church,  for  her 
future  guidance,  unity,  and  peace. 

IV.  Besohedy  That  while  we  bend  in  humble  submission  before 
the  All-wise  Providence  that  has  called  this  faithful  and  venerated 
Father  in  God  to  his  reward ;  we  yet  cannot  but  feel  that  we  are 
parted  from  him  at  a  moment,  when  to  human  eye  his  wise  and  saga- 
cious foresight,  his  calm  and  gentle  counsels,  his  brave  and  magnani- 
mous leadership,  and  his  all-persuasive  voice  and  influence,  seemed 
never  more  peculiarly  needed  than  now,  amid  the  many  doubtful  and 
distracting  questions  which  the  present  condition  of  our  Church  and 
country  will  in  all  probability  soon  awaken.  And  therefore  we  deeply 
and  especially  lament  his  loss  at  this  great  crisis,  and  fervently  hope 
and  pray  that  the  mantle  of  his  apostleship  may  rest  with  a  double 
blessing  on  the  Right  Reverend  Brother  who  has  been  called  from 
among  us  to  fill  his  place. 

V.  ReMlved^  That  in  the  well-balanced  mind  and  finished  character 
of  our  departed  Right  Reverend  Father  and  friend  we  read  an  in- 
structive lesson,  that  comes  home  to  us  all  who  love  the  Church  and 
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would  labor  for  her  welfare.     For  in  him  was  natural  zeal,  ever 
gaided  by  Christian  prudence,  and  warmed  only  by  the  fires  of  purest 
OhrlBtian  charity ;   firmness  of  purpose  never  degenerating  into  ob- 
ttinacy  of  opinion ;  plainness  of  speech  unstained  by  arrogance ;  gen- 
tleness without  assent  to  error ;  fearlessness  in  the  maintenance  of 
high  and  stern  principles,  never  urged  with  rashness,  but  always  en- 
forced with  suavity  of  manner  and  tenderness  of  spirit ;  liberality  in 
the  application  of  his  principles,  but  freedom  from  all  laxity  and 
remissness  in  the  execution.     His  talents  were  all  reserved  and  spent 
for  the  Church  and  her  Lord,  and  nothing  for  the  world.     He  had 
a  true  and  warm  heart  and  a  thoughtful  and  profound  mind,  with  well- 
digested  learning,  and  holy  afiections ;  and  all  fitted  him  to  be  looked 
at  as  a  safe  model  for  a  private  or  a  public  life,  and  as  an  assemblage 
of  the  grace  and  courtesy  which  make  the  perfect  Christian  gentle- 
man.   In  birth  and  name  and  family,  as  well  as  in  theological  train- 
ing under  our  own  noble-hearted  Bishop  Hobart,  he  belonged  to  our 
Diocese.     His  special  fame  and  memory  may  be  claimed  by  the  Dio- 
cese over  which  he  so  long  and  happily  presided ;  but  his  wider  fame 
and  more  abiding  memory  are  the  heritage  of  the  whole  American 
Church,  not  only  because  of  his  general  worth,  but  more  especially 
on  account  of  the  rank  he  held  and  the  influence  he  exercised  in  her 
general  councils,  in  aD  her  great  questions  of  policy,  in  his  zealous 
advancement  of  all  her  general  institutions ;  and  among  these,  his 
unwavering  devotion  to  the  cause  of  her  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary.

IX  MEMORY  OF  THE  REV.  WILLIAM  CREIGHTON,  D.D. 

New  York,  May  4th,  1865. 

The  Reverend  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  noticed 
appropriately  the  death  of  the  Reverend  William  Creigliton,  D.  D., 
which  had  occurred  at  his  residence  at  Beech  wood ;  for  many  years 
IVeddent  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  once  elected 
iti  Provisional  Bishop  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  both  orders  of  its 
Convention,  and  long  the  President  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  of  the  General  Convention. 

Whereupon,  it  was  unanimously 
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VoUd^  That  the  following  Record  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes  of 
the  Proceedings  of  this,  the  first  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee 
since  the  decease  of  Dr.  Creighton. 

During  the  recess  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York, 
its  Standing  Committee,  as  canonically  representing  the  same,  deems 
it  proper  to  place  upon  its  records  some  expression  of  the  acknowl- 
edged feelings  of  the  Church  respecting  the  removal  by  death  of  one 
who,  for  many  years,  luis  stood  so  prominent  in  confidence,  reverence, 
and  love,  throughout  the  Diocese,  as  the  late  Reverend  Doctor  Creighton* 
Not  only  did  his  public  services  often  call  forth  those  deep  and  wide- 
spread feelings  towards  him,  but  always  did  the  purity  of  his  ministe- 
rial character  and  the  unblemished  virtues  of  his  Christian  life  awaken 
them,  fn  an  oflUcial  character,  therefore,  this  Committee  would  express 
their  solemn  conviction  of  the  large  and  happy  influence  exercised  by 
him  over  this  Diocese,  through  the  calm  wisdom,  the  firm  yet  temper- 
ate counsels,  and  the  unwavering  adherence  to  sound  Church  principles, 
which,  marking  his  whole  ministerial  life,  were  more  especially  mani- 
fested for  the  welfare  of  tlie  Church  during  the  long  and  sad  period  of 
its  trials  in  this  Diocese,  when,  by  the  unlimited  suspension  of  Episco- 
pal authority  withiti  its  borders,  its  needful  government  and  discipline 
were  canonically  left  to  the  untried  and  unconsecrated  wisdom  of  its 
Standing  Committee ;  and  when,  in  this  condition  of  things,  the  whole- 
some influence  of  individual  minds  for  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the 
Church  became  more  marked  and  more  valued.  Among  such  men,  at 
such  a  time,  few  or  none  were  more  prominent  than  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Creighton :  of  this  the  Convention  gave  prompt  proof  by  calling  on 
him  year  after  year  to  prestde  at  its  councils,  and  to  this  testimony  the 
Church  at  large  afterwards  added  its  higher  sanction,  by  devolving  on 
hhn  similar  arduous  and  responsible  duties  over  the  House  of  Clerical 
and  Lay  Deputies  in  the  General  Convention.  In  both  these  stations, 
so  conciliatory  and  conservative,  so  firm  and  so  wisely  attempered  was 
his  course,  that  among  all  the  distracting  questions  of  those  times.^  and 
the  heated  divisions  of  party  then  agitating  the  Church,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Creighton  invariably  commanded  universal  respect,  confidence,  and 
regard.  Of  this,  his  own  Diocese  of  New  York  presented  to  the  world 
the  most  signal  evidence,  when  it  selected  him  as  the  only  one  on 
whom,  after  repeated  trials,  its  Clergy  and  Laity  wore  found  willing  to 
unite  as  their  chosen  Bishop ;  and  when,  after  having  oflfered  this  hon- 
orable and  beautiful  testimony  to  his  worth,  i4  experienced  the  disap- 
pointment of  its  hopes  through  the  deep  Christian  humility  which 
resisted  and  forbade  his  acceptance  of  its  Episcopate,  though  urged 
upon  him  earnestly  amidst  mutual  tears.    The  Standing  Committee 
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would  therefore  conclade  this  trihnte  by  recording  the  memory  ot  that 
scene,  so  heart-moving  to  all  that  witnessed  it^  among  the  affecting 
events  which  have  marked  the  life  of  one  so  calm,  so  pure,  so  humble- 
minded,  so  benevolent,  so  good  as  the  Reverend  Doctor  Creighton.

Committee,  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  record  in  memory  of  Bishop  De 
Lancey  to  the  Convention  of  tlie  Diocese  of  Western  New  York : 

New  York,  September  Vtik^  1865. 

Rby.  and  dear  Sir  : — ^The  Journal  of  the  late  Diocesan  Convention 
of  Western  New  York  will  contain  a  record  of  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion  as  respects  the  tribute  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  New  York  to 
their  late  Bishop.  It  was  my  purpose  to  send  with  this  letter  a  copy  of 
our  Journal ;  but  it  is  delayed  in  press,  and  I  am  unwilling  to  await  it8 
appearance  without  making  to  you,  and  to  the  Standing  Committee  of 
our  mother  Diocese,  our  warm  acknowledgment  of  your  sympathy,  and 
of  the  gratitude  with  which  your  expressions  of  condolence  have  been 
received.  Of  course,  a  copy  of  the  Journal,  in  which  your  commnni- 
cation  appears  in  full,  will  be  sent  to  you  as  soon  as  it  is  published. 

The  Church  is  strengthened  by  such  a  practical  recognition,  as  yon 
have  given  ns,  of  the  great  Catholic  principle  that  **  the  Episcopate  is 
one."  In  another  form  it  is  the  Scriptural  principle  of  "  the  one  body," 
"increased  by  that  which  every  joint  Supplieth,"  according  to  which 
it  is  "edified  in  love."  Yoiir  affectionate  ahd  timely  sympathy  has 
greatly  refreshed  us ;  and  no  tribute  to  the  character  of  our  late  Bishop, 
which  has  been  received,  has  been  more  generally  regarded  as  discrim- 
inating and  complete.

OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CANONS. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  consider  and 
report  npon  the  right  of  the  Rev.  John  Peterson  to  a  seat  in  this  Con- 
vention as  a  Lay  Delegate  fi*om  the  Church  of  St.  Philips  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  and  of  the  Rev.  Lyman  Cobb,  Jr.,  to  a  seat  in  this  Con- 
vention as  a  Lay  Delegate  from  the  Church  of  St.  PauPs,  in  the  town 
of  Yonkers,  in  the  county  of  Westchester,  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
report : 

Each  of  the  gentlemen  above  named  has  produced  a  certificate  in 
the  usual  form,  of  his  having  been  chosen  a  Delegate  by  the  vestry  of 
the  Church  which  he  seeks  to  represent.  In  each  case,  two  other 
Delegates  appear  also  to  have  been  chosen  at  the  same  time. 

Each  of  the  gentlemen,  whose  right  has  been  referred  to  the  eon- 
dderation  of  the  Committee,  is  in  Holy  Orders. 

The  principle  of  Lay  Representation  in  the  Legislative  Councils  of 
the  Church  in  this  country  is  Its  peculiar  feature,  and  lies  at  the  very 
foundation  of  its  Conventional  organization.  This  principle,  and  the 
distinction  and  separation  between  Clerical  and  Lay  Members,  were  em- 
bodied in  the  Articles  recommended  as  fundamental  by  the  voluntary 
assembly,  or  *^  Convention  "  (as  it  was  called),  held  in  this  city  in  1784, 
from  which  the  union  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  and  in  the  United 
States  originated. 

They  were  embodied  and  enacted  in.  the  first  code  of  ^*  Regulations,'' 
adopted  (in  June,  1787)  for  the  government  of  the  Convention  in 
this  Diocese,  and  were  ag^  incorporated  in  the  Constitution  of  the 
Chnrch,  adopted  in  October,  1796. 

From  that  time  to  the  present,  they  have  been  carefully  guarded 
and  preserved  in  the  various  changes  of  phraseology  and  of  arrange- 
ment, which  the  organic  laws  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese  have  undergone. 

•  The  Constitution  of  the  Chureh  in  this  Diocese  (as  it  now  stands, 
see  Article  III.)  provides  that  the  Convention  shall  be  composed  of 
two  classes  of  members : 

I.    Those  who  are  such  by  virtue  of  their  holy  office. 
IL   Those  who  become  such  by  a  delegated  and  temporary  power, 
tod  in  virtue  of  an  election  or  choice  by  some  existing  corporation. 
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The  first  class  are  ^^  Officiating  Ministers,"  or  ^^  Olergj^men,"  engaged 
and  occn]>ied  as  prescribed  bj  the  Constitution.  The  second  class  are 
"Laymen,"  chosen  by  the  Churohes. 

By  the  7th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  these  two  classes  "  shall  de- 
liberate in  one  body ;"  but  "  in  voting,  the  Clergy  shall  vote  by  indi- 
viduali — the  laity  by  ^<m^^aii^?w."' 

Section  6th,  of  Canon  II.,  treats  of  the  appointment  of  "  La^  Dele- 
gates," and  of  the  evidence  required  by  the  Convention  of  their 
appointment. 

Under  this  latter  head,  it  directs  that  tlie  certificate  of  appointment 
of  a  Lay  Delegate  shall  show,  among  other  tilings,  ^^  that  the  Delegate 
has  the  "qualification"  required  by  the  third  Article  of  the  "  Con- 
stitution." A  reference  to  this  Article  shows  that  the  only  qualifica- 
tion thereby  required  is  that  he  be  a  "  lay  member  " — a  qualification 
which  it  is  impossible  for  a  gentleman  in  holy  orders  to  possess. 

It  seems  to  your  Committee  very  clear  that,  under  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Piocese,  a  Clergyman  cannot  be 
received  as  a  Delegate  from  a  parish. 

A  Clergyman,  to  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  voice  and  a  vote  in 
this  body,  must  be  so  entitled  by  virtue  of  his  holy  office.  The  indi- 
vidual vested  with  the  sacred  functions  of  the  clerical  character  can- 
not, in  the  nature  of  things,  be  a  "lay  member"  or  a  "Layman,"  or 
one  of  the  "  laity,"  as  the  Delegates  from  the  several  Churches  are 
variously  termed  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

In  further  illustration  of  the  settled  policy  of  the  Church,  and  of  the 
jealous  care  with  which  she  k^eeps  separate  in  her  Legislative  bodies 
these  two  orders,  and  maintains  the  distinction  between  the  Clergy  and 
the  Laity,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  General  Convention  will  not 
admit,  as  a  representative  in  its  body,  any  person  who  is  even  a  can- 
didate for  holy  orders.  (See  Digest,  Title  I.,  Canon  III.,  entitled  "  Of 
admitted  Candidates.")  Of  course  this  "  Candidate  for  holy  orders  "  is 
not  a  Clergyman ;  he  is  still  a  layman,  but  the  policy  of  the  Church  is 
so  fixed,  that  because  he  is  preparing  to  become  a  Clergyman,  he 
cannot  accept  an  appointment  as  a  Lay  Delegate  to  the  General  Con» 
vention. 

Your  Committee  conclude  by  reporting  a  Resolution,  which  em- 
bodies the  conclusion  to  which  they  have  arrived  upon  the  two  cases 
referred  to  their  consideration ;  and  they  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  Resolution  by  the  Convention. 
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Be9ohed^  That  the  Reverend  John  Peteidon,  returned  a8  a  Lay 
Delegate  to  this  Convention  from*  the  Church  of  St.  Pliilip's,  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  and  the  Reverend  Lyinan  Cobb,  Jr.,  returned  as  a  Lay 
Delegate  from  the  Church  of  St.  Paul's,  in  the  town  of  Yonkers, 
Westchester  County,  being  severally  in  holy  orders,  are  not  qualified 
to  be  lay  members  of  this  Convention,  and  that  they  be  not  admitted 
to  seats  as  such.

Mr.  John  Jay,  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund,  presented 
and  read  the  following  Report : 


Heport 

OF  TlIE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PAROCHIAL  FUND. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  beg  leave  respectfully  to  re- 
port: 

That  they  have  received  during  the  last  year,  as  will  appear  more 
fidly  by  the  Treasurer's  Report  hereto  appended,  the  sum  of  $2,602.45, 
which,  with  the  balance  of  last  year,  $417.83,  makes  a  tatal  of  $3,019.78. 
The  balance  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  is  $184.18,  and  $3,000 
are  invested  in  Government  securities. 

By  the  4th  section  of  the  act  of  incorporation,  passed  April  15, 1860, 
'^the  Trustees  are  authorized  to  receive  and  hold,  for  the  creation 
and  accumulation  of  said  frmd,  real  and  personal  estate  to  such  an 
amount  that  the  annual  income  therefrom  shall  not  exceed  thirty  thou- 
sand dollars.'*  Five  years  have  since  elapsed,  and  in  view  of  the  in- 
agnificant  sum  now  reported,  it  may  not  to  some  seem  probable  that 
the  Tmstees  will  very  soon  have  occasion  to  ask  the  Legislature  for  an 
amendment  to  the  act,  allowing  them  to  double  or  treble  the  amount 
to  which  the  fund  is  now  limited,  in  order  that  they  may  supply  the 
increasing  and  x>ermanent  wants  of  the  Diocese,  by  the  enlarging 
wealth  and  liberality  of  its  opulent  and  conscientions  laity.  The  Trus- 
tees, however,  remembering  the  ii\}nnotion  not  to  despise  *Uhe  day  of 
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small  things,^'  look  without  discouragement  on  the  pittance  in  their 
treasury.  They  anticipate  confidently  the  time  when  the  advantages 
of  a  great  endowment  for  the  Diocesan  Church  will  be  thoroughly  ap- 
preciated, when  the  possession  of  an  ample  glebe  and  comfortable  par- 
sonage will  be  the  rule  and  not  the  exception  among  the  hundreds  of 
parishes  represented  in  this  body,  and  when  the  clerical  salaries  will 
exhibit  a  more  fitting  proportion  to  the  dignity  and  magnitude  of  the 
office. 

The  arguments  in  favor  of  the  ftind  are  so  simple,  so  unanswerable, 
and  have  been  already  so  clearly  stated,  that  the  Trustees  do  not  pro- 
pose to  repeat  them ;  but  they  may  be  allowed  to  express  their  pleas- 
ure at  finding  that  a  growing  interest  is  manifested  in  the  subject,  and 
that  some  incidental  good  has  arisen  from  its  discussion,  in  the  home 
action  of  individual  parishes  touching  clerical  salaries,  parsonages,  and 
glebes,  as  well  as  the  interesting  and  grateful  duty  of  insuring  the  life 
of  their  rector.  The  bishops,  clergymen,  and  laymen  who  have  care- 
fully considered  the  plan  of  the  Fund,  are  convinced  that  it  only  re- 
quires to  be  universally  known  to  be  universally  approved  and  assisted. 

"I  believe,"  remarks  a  reverend  rector,  "in  a  church  endowment;" 
and  assembled  as  we  are  in  a  Chapel  of  Trinity,  it  wpuld  be  difficult 
to  deny  the  prospective  and  permanent  benefit  of  a  farm  given  to  a 
parish.  Twenty-five  or  fifty  acres  now  given  to  a  rural  parish  may  in 
the  next  century  sustain  chapels  throughout  the  neighborhood.  After 
a  sermon,  which  the  Trustees  hope  shortly  to  publish,  preached  in  be- 
half of  the  fund  by  the  Right.  Rev.  Dr.  Coxe,  at  Calvary  Church,  a  mem- 
ber of  that  parish,  Mr.  Wm.  Niblo,  whose  quick  appreciation  of  the 
scheme  deserves  to  be  recorded,  sent  a  donation  of  $500,  remarking 
that  ho  regarded  it  as  "  the  most  important  Church  institution  to  which 
he  could  contribute." 

To  Bishop  Coxe,  and  Bishop  Southgate,  whoso  effective  appeal  for 
the  Fund  in  Zion  Church  has  been  printed  by  the  Board,  to  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Dix,  whose  admirable  sermon,  preached  at  St.  Paul's  and  Trinity, 
has  also  been  printed  for  circulation,  and  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Carter,  who, 
in  compliance  with  the  resolution  unanimously  passed  by  the  last  Con- 
vention, have  presented  the  subject  to  their  congregations,  the  Trus- 
tees return  their  most  sincere  thanks.  During  the  year  seventeen  col- 
lections have  been  made  for  the  fund,  one  of  which — ^that  in  Calvary 
parish — to  show  what  may  be  accomplished  by  a  single  sermon,  yielded, 
with  Mr.  Niblo^s  donation,  $1,243.  The  Trustees  have  assurances  that 
many  others  of  the  clergy  (including  several  in  charge  of  wealthy  par- 
ishes) will,  during  Uie  coming  year,  cheerfully  lend  their  aid.  The 
Trustees  beg  also  to  return  their  cordial  thanks  to  the  reverend  clergy 
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who  have  promptly  favored  their  agent,  the  Rev.  Sylvanns  Reed,  with 
replies  to  his  circular  not©  asking  information  and  advice — a  circular 
similar  to  that  which,  eleven  years  ago,  elicited  the  facts  that  led  to  the 
formation  of  the  Fond.  The  sa4  picture  presented  by  the  committee 
of  investigation,  in  their  reports  of  1864,  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  sal- 
aHes  of  a  large  number  of  the  clergy  to  meet  their  reasonable  wants, 
is  but  little  lightened  by  the  dark  touches  added  by  tho  correspond- 
ence of  1865. 

In  a  large  number  of  the  parishes  reported  therein,  there  has  been 
no  increase  of  salary  during  the  last  few  years,  notwithstanding  the 
rise  in  the  cost  of  the  comforts  and  necessaries  of  life,  and  the  depre- 
ciation in  the  value  of  the  currency.  Few  clergymen  have  their  homes 
in  a  parsonage,  and  fewer  still  have  the  privilege  of  a  glebe.  Many 
with  wives  and  childten,  some  with  aged  parents,  others  with  daugh- 
ters and  grandchildren  widowed  and  orphaned  by  the  war,  and  enti- 
tled to  the  gratitude  of  the  country,  struggle  in  uncomplaining  silence, 
supported  in  part  by  the  generosity  of  outside  friends,  consuming  grad- 
ually their  own  small  independent  means,  and  bending  at  last  under 
the  shadow  of  death  and  the  wasting  anxiety  begotten  of  impending 
poverty.  "Thfi  consciousness  of  debt,"  writes  one,  "lies  like  a  dull, 
dead,  leaden  weight  on  the  poor  clergyman's  heart."  And  although 
no  doctrine  is  more  Scriptural  than  that  the  laborer  is  worthy  of  hire, 
the  clergyman,  as  remarked  by  Dr.  Dix,  however  imposed  upon,  "can- 
not associate  with  his  fellows  and  ^strike'  for  his  rights." 

According  to  Mr.  Reed's  summary,  about  fifty  reverend  clergymen 
in  this  diocese  receive  each  a  salary  from  their  congregation  of  less 
than  six  hundred  dMlars.  Some  of  them  range  from  $450,  $400,  $300, 
$250,  $200,  $175,  $150,  $180,  $125,  down  to  0,  which  represents  the 
amount  paid  for  his  services  to  an  assistant  minister  in  this  city,  who 
receives  no  salary,  but  supports  himself  by  secular  employments.  From 
every  part  of  the  diocese  comes  the  same  story,  that  in  numerous  par- 
ishes the  support  is  notoriously  inadequate ;  and  here  is  the  commen- 
tary on  the  fact  by  a  reverend  rector,  who,  satisfied  with  the  provis- 
ion made  by  his  own  parish,  thus  moralizes  on  a  subject  which  has 
engaged  his  most  earnest  thoughts : 

"  Inadequate  support  lies  at  the  root  of  more  ministerial  inefficiency 
than  any  one  dreams  of.  Not  merely  because  it  multiplies  anxieties, 
and  diverts  the  individual  from  his  work,  but  because  so  often  it  makes 
him  an  everlasting  candidate,  vnith  one  foot  in  the  stirrup,  ready  to 
mount  and  ride  away  to  any  field  of  labor  that  offers,  not  more  souls, 
bot  dollars." 

One  point  feelingly  referred  to  in  more  than  one  of  the  letters 


SG  "journal  of  the  convention 

addressed  to  Mr.  Reed,  is  a  disposition  exhibited  on  the  part  of  Vestries, 
in  parishes  endowed  with  glebes,  to  encumber  or  sell  the  property 
which  was  intended  to  remain  a  permanent  endowment.  A  warm 
appreciation  has  been  expressed  by  somejreotors  of  the  wisdom  of  that 
part  of  the  Act  which  enables  persons,  wishing  to  endow  particular 
parishes,  to  vest  the  title  to  the  property  in  the  trustees  of  the  ftmd, 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  they  may  attach,  and  with  the  assurance 
that,  thus  vested,  it  can  neither  be  ^enated,  encumbered,  impaired,  or 
lost. 

The  prominent  thought  suggested  by  the  insufficient  clerical  salaries 
in  the  poorer  districts  of  the  Diocese  is,  that  the  evil  is  not  temporary, 
but  chronic.  None  of  the  other  Ohurch  institutions,  the  Missionary  So- 
ciety, Pastoral  Aid  Society,  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Aged  and  Indigent 
Clergymen,  can  afford  other  than  momentary  relief.  To  a  great  extent, 
the  difficulty  lies  in  the  slender  means  of  the  congregation  by  whom 
the  clergy  are  so  poorly  paid,  and  the  want  of  a  proper  channel  by 
which,  at  all  times,  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  Diocese, 
the  wealthy  can  give  of  their  substance,  and  the  strong  can  assist  the 
weak.  It  would  be  indeed  unfortunate  if  no  such  channel  could  be 
found,  no  machinery  invented  by  which  the  Diocesai)  Ohurch  could 
accumulate  wealth  for  the  common  benefit,  and  turn  into  its  sacred 
treasury  those  streams  that  now  flow  from  the  estates  of  its  members 
to  other  charities,  simply  because  the  Ohurch  has  been  without  a  per- 
manent endowment  to  which  gifts  could  be  made,  with  the  prospect  of 
permanent  and  enduring  fruits.  In  that  case,  we  might  expect  that  the 
niggardly  picture  of  to-day  would,  be  the  counterpart  of  that  which 
might  he  drawn,  a  century  hence,  in  the  report  of  some  new  investi- 
gating committee,  to  the  Diocesan  Oonvention  of  New  York,  appointed 
to  inquire  why  so  many  parishes  were  dilapidated,  and  so  many  rectors 
pining  with  starvation  and  neglect. 

It  is  to  change  all  this  that  the  Parochial  Fund  was  instituted,  and 
the  trustees  respectfully  and  earnestly  appeal  to  the  Reverend  Clergy, 
in  presenting  the  matter  to  their  congregations,  to  remember  that  the 
benefit  they  wUl  thus  accomplish  for  the  fund  is  not  to  be  measured  at 
all  by  the  collections  that  may  follow  their  appeal.  The  seed  sown, 
apparently  on  stony  ground,  may  bring  forth  fruit  in  abundance,  when 
the  last  of  the  congregation  that  listened  to  the  sermon  shall  have 
passed  away. 

One  point  that  should  be  distinctly  impressed  upon  Ohurchmen  of 
the  Diocese  is,  the  broad  distinction  between  the  Parochial  Fund  and  all 
other  DioGesan  institutions  and  societies.  The  work  of  the  latter  is  to 
supply  the  constant,  unceasing  wants  in  every  field  of  missionary  and 
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ptfoohial  labor,  to  receive  moneya,  and  to  pay  them  oat  as  fast  as  they 
are  received. 

The  aim  of  this  Fund  is  to  establish  a  permanent  endowment  for  the 
Diocesan  Ohnrch,  and  to  encourage  a  parochial  endowment  in  every 
ptrish.  The  magnitude  of  the  scheme  may  at  first  interfere  with  ita 
doe  appreciation ;  but  the  magnificence  of  its  proportions,  the  vastness 
of  its  scope,  the  illimitable  good  which  it  proposes  to  accomplish 
through  all  coming  time,  growing  stronger  and  stronger  as  generations 
pass  and  population  multiplies,  harmonize  well  with  the  thought  that 
our  Church  will  require  all  this  support  as  she  enlarges  her  fold,  and 
gathers  nearer  and  nearer  to  her  courts  the  Protestant  Ohristianity  of 
our  country,  now,  thank  God,  lagain  united  and  forever  free. 

ThMe  very  features  of  grandeur,  immensity,  and  permanence,  when 
found  to  be  based  upon  the  simplest  calculations,  and  guarded  by  the 
most  wise  caution,  so  far  from  repelling  the  interest  of  our  intelligent 
and  &r-sighted  countrymen,  will  commend  the  scheme  of  the  Parochial 
Fntd  to  their  warmest  affection  and  their  coolest  judgment. 

They  will  recognise  it,  in  the  langui^e  of  Bishop  Southgate,  as  "  the 
one  great  work  necessary  to  give  strength  and  permanence  to  the 
GShurch  throughout  the  Diocese^* — as  one  to  which  they  can  safely 
leave,  by  their  wills,  lands,  moneys,  and,  If  at  liberty  to  do  so,  their 
whole  fortunes.  How  rapidly  the  Fund  would  accumulate,  when  it  is 
generally  understood  and  appreciated,  we  may  learn  from  the  fast- 
growing  endowment  of  that  noble  charity,  St.  Luke^s  Hospital. 

The  commencement  of  such  a  work  is  slow,  the  labor  is  great,  the 
difficultiea  may  be  discouraging,  its  progress  in  any  case  piust  be 
gradual ;  but,  with  perseverance  and  faith,  a  triumphant  result  is  cer- 
tain, and  itd  glorious  fruits  will  be  eternal. 

Touching  their  present  plan  of  operations,  the  Trustees  may  remark 
that  they  have  commenced  and  propose  to  continue  a  series  of  tractp, 
exhibiting  the  character  of  the  Fund  and  its  claims  to  the  support  of 
Churchmen ;  and  in  this  work  they  have  reason  to  anticipate  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  kind  assistance  they  have  already  twice  received 
towards  the  expenses  of  their  printing  from  the  Society  for  the 
Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  which  they  again  gratefally 
coknowledge.

The  Trustees  have  under  consideration  the  suggestion  of  a  reverend 
rector,  recommending  them  to  send  a  clerical  agent  through  the 
Diocese  to  explain  the  character  of  the  Fund  to  the  several  congrega- 
tions, with  the  approval  of  their  rector,  on  the  ground  that  roanj  cler- 
gymen  who  are  scantily  paid,  with  delicacy  that  we  may  perhaps  ad- 
mire, hut  which  we  cannot  approve,  shrink  from  subjecting  themselves 
to  the  suspicion,  however  unjust,  of  being  influenced  in  their  advocacy 
of  the  cause  ^by  personal  considerations.  The  thought  that  the  chief 
benefit  of  the  Fund  will  accrue  to  distant  generations  in  other  centa- 
ries,  may  perhaps  be  useful  in  this  connection.  The  Convention  will 
Bee  that  the  Trustees,  even  if  they  were  not  bound  to  the  strictest 
economy  in  the  management  of  tiie  trust  and  the  employment  of 
agents,  must  be  alwaf s  dependent  for  success  on  the  cordial  co-opera- 
tion of  the  clergy.  A  dozen  years  have  passed  since  the  attention  of 
the  Diocese  was  first  called  to  the  subject.  The  war,  which  for  four 
years  impeded  their  efforts,  is  ended.  Peace,  with  its  richest  bless- 
ings has  returned.  Churchmen  possessed  of  wealth  are  looking  for 
investments  that  may  repay  them  in  another  world,  and  but  timely, 
earnest,  and  intelligent  counsel  is  needed  to  secure  a  fair  share  of  that 
wealth  for  the  Church  by  whose  ritual  and  liturgy  they  have  been 
taught  to  live,  and  in  whose  bosom  they  hope  to  die. 

One  thin^  only  the  Trustees  would  now  ask  from  the  Convention, 
and  that  is  their  recommendation  to  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  to  include  in  the  parochial  returns  to  be  made  by  the 
Clergy  such  statistics  in  regard  to  glebes,  parsonages,  salaries,  and 
perquisites  as  may  give,  from  year  to  year,  an  exact  and  perfect  view 
of  the  parochial  dondition  of  the  Diocese,  and  enable  the  Trustees  to 
present  the  subject  more  accurately  than  can  possibly  be  done  through 
private  circulars.  This  course  they  believe  has  been  adopted,  without 
objection  and  with  favorable  results,  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Committee  on  the  Appropriation  of  the  Diocesan  Fund,  respect- 
fully report  the  following  Resolution  for  adoption  by  the  Convention, 
viz. : 

Besohed,  That  there  bo  paid  to  the  Clergy  attending  the  Convention, 

who  reside  more  than  twenty  miles  from  the  place  of  meeting,  and 

whose  parishes  have  contributed  according  to  the  Canon — seven  cents 

per  mile,  for  every  mile  of  the  distance  from  their  respective  parishes, 

and  that  the  remainder  be  appropriated  to  the  printing  of  the  Journal, 

the  customary  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  such  other  purposes  as 

the  Convention  may  direct.

Brethbek  of  the  Glebqt,  and  of  the  Laity: 

It  is  with  unfeigned  thankfulness  to  God  that  I  see  so 
many  of  you  assembled  together  in  health  and  cheerfulness, 
in  this  our  annual  Convention.  With  a  grateful  and  loving 
heart  I  bid  you  welcome  to  this  Holy  Place — this  fraternal 
Christian  Council.  As  I  have  looked  around  upon  the 
well-remembered  forms  and  faces,  drawn  together  from  so 
many  and  so  distant  places,  I  have  seemed  to  myself  to 
live  over  again,  in  a  few  hours,  all  the  deeply  interesting 
days  of  the  whole  crowded  and  checkered  year.  Yesterday, 
when  so  many  of  you  drew  near  to  that  Heavenly  Feast, 
which  makes  loving  hearts  all  one  in  Christ  Jesus — and 
afterwards,  when  Clergy  and  Laity  responded  to  their 
names,  or  appeared  in  various  ways  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties,  it  was  to  me  a  most  touching  spectacle — 
for  almost  every  face  awakened  the  remembrance  of  some 
act  of  personal  kindness,  revived  the  image  of  some  remote 
scene  of  duty,  of  hospitality,  or  of  travel,  and  brought 
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freshly  before  my  thoughts  the  Christian  zeal  and  liberality 
of  a  beloved  and  faithful  servant  of  the  Church  1 

I  have  no  language  to  express  the  interest  and  affection 
with  which  I  look  upon  you  all,  or  the  gratitude  with  which 
I  remember  the  sympathy  and  kindness  that  surrounded 
me,  when  my  daily  duty  had  to  be  performed  under  the 
shadow  of  a  recent  sorrow.  Grod  the  Father,  God  the  Son, 
God  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  us — bless  us  in  this  Council 
of  thy  Church  1  Direct  us  with  Thy  most  gracious  favor, 
and  further  us  with  Thy  continual  Help,  that  in  all  our 
works,  begun,  continued,  and  ended  in  Thee,  we  may 
glorify  Thy  Holy  Name,  by  imitating  Thy  Perfections,  and 
being  accepted  as  co-workers  in  the  enlarging  of  Thy  Sling- 
dom.  . 

And,  beloved  Brethren,  what  mercies  encompass  to-day  I 
How  changed  *are  the  circumstances  under  which  we  meet 
from  those  of  last  year  I  Little  as  we  may  be  inclined,  on 
occasions  like  the  present,  to  enter  into  discussions  con- 
nected with  civil  government,  yet  it  would  be  unworthy 
of  us  as  Christians  and  patriots  to  reassemble  after  the  lapse 
of  a  year,  to  re-enter  upon  the  work  of  an  annual  Synod, 
which  so  naturally  carries  our  thoughts  back  to  the  former 
meeting,  without  a  grateful  recognition  of  the  Merciful 
Providence  which  has  delivered  us  from  the  horrors  of  civil 
war,  shed  over  all  our  land  the  blessings  of  peace,  and  re- 
stored to  us,  as  a  nation,  unity,  strength",  and  honor.  Only 
one  short  year  ago,  great  armies  were  everywhere  arrayed 
against  each  other  in  the  field,  and  though  the  end  might 
be  anticipated,  yet  it  was  seen  through  clouds  and  darkness, 
blood  and  strife  1  To-day  the  great  peril  is  vanished,  and 
we  see  peace  in  all  our  borders.  The  world,  too,  has  be- 
held a  wonderful  spectacle : — a  great  nation  flushed  with 
victory,  girt  about  with  fleets  and  armies — but  putting  far 
away  all  thoughts  of  conquest,  all  remembrance  of  wrongs, 
dissolving  her  great  armaments ;  and  sending  '  ack  to  the 
workshop  and  the  plough,  to  the  busy  walks  of  ^  .*ade  and 
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commerce,  to  the  college  and  the  forum,  to  the  ten  thousand 
peaceful  pursuits  of  life,  the  heroic  men  who  but  yesterday 
were  facing  death  in  their  country's  cause,  and  proving 
themselves  invincible  in  war.    Here  is  a  victory  greater 
than  any  of  the  achievements  of  war.    Among  all  those 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  hardy  and  impetuous  men,  who 
had  become  familiar  with  blood  and  carnage,  who  seemed 
almost  as  if  they  had  forgotten  all  but  the  arts  of  war,  and 
cared  for  none  other — among  them  all  we  discover  scarcely 
a  sign  of  repugnance  to  the  great  and  peaceful  change. 
We  see  little  evidence  of  what  was  so  much  feared  by 
many — ^that  they  had   unlearned  the  arts  of  peace,  and 
become  disqualified  for,  as  well  as  averse  to,  the  duties  of 
domestic  life,  the  dull  realities  of  old-fashioned  labor  and 
care.    Already  we  are  indebted  to  many  of  them  for  as- 
sistance in  the  ingathering  of  our  harvests ;  already  we  see 
them  dispersed  over  our  fields,  busy  in  the  crowded  places 
of  industry,  and  entering  into  every  kind  of  civil  employ- 
ment   And  I  have  known  more  than  one  household  re- 
joicing in  the  recovered  presence  of  a  husband,  father, 
brother,  who  seemed  to  have  been  softened  and  elevated 
by  great  trials,  and  made  more  tender  and  more  dutiful 
than  ever  before.    Many  places  have  indeed  been  made 
vacant  by  death.    Great  deliverances  have  not  been  pur- 
chased but  with  great  sacrifices.    Many  a  shattered  form, 
many  a  badge  of  mourning  bears  witness  to  the  desperate 
Beverity  of  the  struggle  I    God,  most  merciful,  send  the 
consolations  of  His  grace  into  every  bereaved  and  sorrow- 
ing heart  I     God  make  the  nation  mindful  of  its  deliverers, 
and  put  it  into  all  our  hearts  to  do,  according  to  the  dictates 
of  Christian  charity,  and  according  to  our  abundant  re- 
sources, whatever  may  be  needed   for  the  alleviation  of 
Borrow  and  suffering,  whether  it  be  North,  or  whether  it 
beSouthI 

Among  the  many  happy  consequences  of  the  restoration 
of  peace,  will  be,  it  is  presumed,  the  speedy  reappearance, 
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in  our  General  Ecclesiastical  Oonncil,  of  the  beloved 
Brethren,  Bishops,  Clergy,  and  Laity,  who  for  four  years 
have  been  separated  from  us  by  hindrances  incident  to  a 
state  of  wai*.  It  will  be  a  reunion  that  will  arouse  the 
tenderest  sensibilities  of  every  Christian  heart.  It  will 
show  that  old  affections  have  only  been  restrained,  not 
extinguished,  and  that  feelings  long  pent  up  claim  a  more 
than  ordinary  indulgence  in  demonstrations  of  love,  respect, 
and  sympathy.  1  verily  believe,  as  I  do  most  fervently 
hope  and  pray,  that  not  one  word  of  reproach  or  bitterness 
will  be  heard,  not  one  look  of  coldness  appear,  to  mar  the 
dignity  and  loveliness  of  that  touching  scene.  -  In  that 
much  longed-for  and  welcome  hour,  we  shall  need  no 
declaration  of  principles,  no  formal  vindication  of  the  peace- 
ful character  of  the  Christian  Ministry.  Divine  Providence 
has  spoken !  Any  words  that  we  can  tise,  in  reference  to 
the  past,  whether  persons  or  things,  will  be  a  mere  imperti- 
nence ;  adding  nothing  to  the  lessons  that  come  to  us  from 
*  above,  and  only  tending  to  change  celestial  harmonies  into 
the  miserable  discordant  sounds  of  earth-bom  passion. 

The  important  acts  of  the  Southern  Dioceses,  done  while 
they  were  in  a  state  of  separation  from  us,  and  which  there- 
fore require  the  sanction  of  the  General  Convention,  will 
unquestionably  be  recognized  and  confirmed  at  once.  They 
are  only  three  in  number : — the  election  of  Bishop  Wilmer 
by  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  the  erection  of  Arkansas  into 
a  regularly  organized  Diocese,  and  the  election  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Bishop  of  the  Southwest,  Dr.  Lay,  to  the  Episcopate 
of  Arkansas. 

These  acts  were  eminently  proper  under  the  circumstances. 
The  distinguished  brethren  selected  by  the  two  Dioceses 
named  are  universally  esteemed  throughout  the  whole 
Church,  and  there  will  not  be  a  dissenting  voice  to  the  action 
which  will  promptly  place  them  upon  an  equal  footing  with 
all  their  brethren. 

What  happiness  and  glory  for  the  Church,  which  can  pre- 
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sent  sach  a  spectacle  to  the  world  immediately  after  the 
cloee  of  8nch  a  conflict  I  And  how  little  to  be  envied  would 
be  the  judgment  and  the  feeling  which  could  interpose  with 
ill-timed  words  to  break  the  charm  of  Christian  unity  and 
love,  and  make  things^  that  ought  to  be  sacred,  seem  com- 
mon and  unclean.  Let  us  offer  up  our  united  prayers  that 
the  whole  Church  may  rise  to  the  height  of  this  great  occa- 
sion, and  that,  if  unhappily  any  one  misguided  spirit  should 
seek  to  trouble  the  peace  of  Israel^  it  may  only  prompt  to  a 
demonstration,  still  more  lofty  and  emphatic,  of  that  Chris- 
tian sympathy  which  will  undoubtedly  animate  the  general 
mind  of  the  Church. 

Let  me  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  recommend  to  the 
favor  of  the  Diocese  all  judicious  and  properly  authenti- 
cated efforts  which  may  be  made  to  extend  aid  to  the  Church 
within  the  Southern  Dioceses.     Church  edifices  have  been 
injured,  and,  in  many  cases,  destroyed.     Church  property 
liaa  been  lost.    The  ability  of  the  people  to  restore  what 
has  been  decayed,  and  to  sustain  the  ministrations  of  the 
Church,  has  been  widely  and  grievously  impaired,  and  to 
impart  to  them  of  our  abundance,  where  it  may  be  done 
with  the  sanction    and  under  the  direction  of  their  own 
Bi&hops,  a  very  essential  condition,  should  be  esteemed  by 
OS  as  one  of  the  greatest  pf  our  privileges.     It  is  true,  the 
distinguished  Bishop  of  Georgia  has,  in  his  address  to  his 
Convention,   spoken   to  his   clergy  and    people  strongly 
against  going  abroad  for  exterior  aid*     He  exhorts  them  to 
rely  upon  their  own  exertions,  and  to  be  content  with  such 
{ffovision  as  they  can  make  with  the  means  and  appliances 
left  within  their  reach.    And  much  to  the  same  effect  is  the 
frieudly  response  which  I  have  received  in  a  private  letter 
from  the  excellent  Bishop  of  Virginia,  in  reference  to  a  sug- 
gestion which  I  had  made,  that  assistance  might  be  afforded, 
if  desired,  for  the  relief  of  parishes  and  Clergy  that  liad 
laffered  heavily.    He  thought  the  people  were  inclined  to 
be  kind,  and  the  clergy  to  be  content  with  such  things  as 
they  bad. 
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These  are  very  natural  sentiments  for  those  Bishops  to 
express.  We  cannot  bnt  respect  the  feelings  that  prompt 
them,  and  we  can  very  well  understand  why  the  people 
should  be  ready  to  welcome  such  instructions  from  their 
chief  pastors,  and  to  act  upon  them  to  the  utmost  extent  of 
tlieir  ability.  But  the  question  is,  if  such  delicacy  and  re- 
serve are,  under  the  circumstances,  not  unnatural  in  them, 
what  is  the  course  of  conduct  which  will  be  most  proper 
and  most  becoming  in  us  ?  Surely  there  is  not  a  heart  that 
hears  me,  that  will  hesitate  as  to  the  answer :  Be  delicate, 
be  considerate  in  your  modes  of  action ;  but  just  in  propor- 
tion as  they  shrink  from  speaking,  do  you  be  forward  to 
minister !  Wait  not  to  be  entreated ;  but  try  to  find  out 
where  good  can  be  done,  and  then,  with  all  tenderness  and 
respect,  beg  to  be  allowed  to  do  it  1  There  are  no  nobler 
men  in  the  House  of  Bishops — I  speak  as  if  the  last  four 
years  were  an  absolute  blank,  and  made  no  part  of  our 
history,  and  I  speak  without  fear  of  being  misunder- 
stood, for  my  sentiments  on  national  unity  and  authority 
have  been  very  well  known — ^I  say,  there  are  no  nobler  men 
in  the  House  of  Bishops  than  several  of  those  to  whom  I 
now  refer ;  and  whatever  may  be  their  feelings  of  delicacy, 
or  of  allowable  pride,  they  will  not  desire  to  see  ruins  per- 
petuated, or  only  tardily  and  imperfectly  repaired,  which 
might  be  more  speedily  and  more  eflFectually  restored  with 
the  aid  of  friendly  hearts  and  hands.  Again,  then,  I  say, 
let  us  be  prompt  to  avail  ourselves  of  every  opening  to  do 
good.  Let  us  be  forward  to  search  out  channels  through 
which,  not  in  a  proud,  patronizing  spirit,  but  with  a  modest, 
loving.  Christian  sympathy,  we  may  pour  out  the  oflferings 
which  will  help  not  only  to  rebuild  the  waste  places  in 
material  things,  but  also  to  repair  and  renew  whatsoever 
may  have  been  decayed  in  the  hearts  of  our  brethren. 

I  turn  now  to  the  record  of  Episcopal  Acts  for  the  past 
year,  and  to  those  matters  which  are  more  exclusively  of 
Diocesan  interest    On  the  Sunday  immediately  succeeding 
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the  Convention  of  last  year,  I  commenced  a  new  course  of 
duty,  by  preaching,  administering  the  holy  rite  of  Confir- 
mation to  13  persons,  admitting  one  person,  an  alumnus  of 
the  General  Theological  Seminary,  to  the  Diaconate,  and 
advancing  two  Deacons,  also  alumni  of  the  General  Semi- 
nary, to  the  Priesthood  ;  and  a  few  days  ago  I  concluded 
the  public  labors  of  the  Conventional  year  in  a  service,  in 
which  I  confirmed  6  persons  (in  a  second  and  special  Con- 
firmation in  the  Parish  during  the  year),  consecrated  a  new 
and  beautiful  edifice  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God,  and, 
at  the  request  of  the  Right  Eeverend  the  Bishop  of  Ohio, 
advanced  to  the  Priesthood  a  Deacon  of  that  Diocese,  who 
ii  about  to  dedicate  himself  to  the  work  of  the  ministry 
among  the  heathen,  in  connection   with   the  mission   to 
China.    My  visitations  were  continued  through  the  entire 
Btimmer,  and  nearly  a  month  later  than  usual.     These,  with 
the  necessary  preparations  for  this  Convention,  and  for  the 
approaching  General  Convention,  have  brought  me  to  the 
present  hour,  and  left  me  with  the  feeling  that  I  need  a  little 
rest  and  refreshment.    In  the  midst  of  my  visitation,  tidings 
reached  me  which  naturally  created  a  desire  for  more  quiet 
and  seclusion  than   are  to  be  found  in  daily  travel  and 
public  services  and  social  gatherings,  however  agreeable  and 
useful  these  last  may  be  in  ordinary  times.    But  to  postpone 
a  long  series  of  appointments  would  be  to  occasion  great  dis- 
appointment, inconvenience,  and  loss.    It  was  therefore  an 
obvious  duty  to  proceed  without  delay,  and  to  proceed  with 
Ohristian  cheerftilness,  with  a  real  interest  in  the  concerns  of 
the  several  parishes,  and  in  the  labors  of  the  faithful  and 
devoted  pastors;  and  if  perseverance  in  duty  in  such  times  re- 
quires a  severe  effort  at  first,  yet  it  is  an  effort  which  usually 
finds  a  reward  in  the  mental  relief  gained,   and  in  the 
outward  synjpathy  and  support  met  with.     For  the  deli- 
cate and  considerate  kindness  which  surrounded  me  every- 
where, I  can  never  cease  to  cherish  a  grateful  remembrance. 
Daring  the  last  Conventional  year  the  public  services 
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officially  attended  were  upwards  of  250 ;  the  public  Confir- 
mations were  over  200,  and  upwards  of  three  thousand  two 
hundred  and  fifty  persons  have  been  confirmed.  The 
number  would  have  been  upwards  of  thirty^three  hundred, 
but  for  the  necessity  forced  upon  me  of  postponing  a  few 
Confirmations  until  after  the  Convention  ;  and  owing  to  this 
unusual  circumstance,  one  or  two  parishes,  which  are 
accustomed  to  an  annual  Confirmation,  appear  without  any. 
They  will  be  visited  speedily.  Twenty -three  ^Candidates 
for  Holy  Orders  have  been  admitted  to  the  Diaconate — one 
of  them,  at  my  request,  by  the  Bight  Reverend  the  Bishop 
of  Connecticut.  Twenty-six  Deacons  of  this  Diocese  have 
been  advanced  to  the  Priesthood — one  of  them,  at  my 
request,  by  the  Bight  Beverend  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky. 
The  ordinations  to  the  Priesthood  have  been  twelve  more 
than  those  of  the  previous  year.  As  already  stated,  one 
Deacon,  in  addition,  from  Ohio,  I  advanced  to  the  Priest- 
hood, at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  and  one 
from  Massachusetts,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  that 
Diocese.  Of  churches  and  chapels,  five  have  been  conse- 
crated, and  another  will  soon  be  ready.  Two  rectors  have 
been  instituted.  Three  corner-stones  have  been  laid  by 
me,  and  others  by  Presbyters  at  my  request.  Eight  convo- 
cations of  the  Clergy  have  been  attended  in  different  parts 
of  the  Diocese ;  one  hundred  and  seventy  sermons  have 
been  preached ;  many  Confirmations  have  been  adminis- 
tered in  private.  The  aggregate  of  the  Confirmations  for 
three  years,  soon  to  be  reported  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion, will  be  nine  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty,  exceed- 
ing the  report  of  the  previous  three  years  by  some  1,700. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  failure  of  several  Parishes 
to  send  in  the  usual  Parochial  Beport,  required  by  Canon, 
makes  it  impossible  to  render  an  accurate  return  of  the 
number  of  communicants  in  the  Diocese. 

During  the  past  year  two  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  6 
Deacons,  and  19  Priests  have  been  transferred  by  Letters

Dimissory  to  other  Dioceses;  and  three  Deacons  and 
twenty  Priests  have  been  received  into  this  Diocese  on  Let- 
ters Dimissory  from  other  Dioceses.  Thirty-two  Clergy- 
men of  the  Diocese  have  resigned  their  cures  during  the 
past  year,  and  forty  have  been  certified  as  duly  ap- 
point^ to  cures  daring  the  same  tima  Nineteen  appli- 
cants have  been  admitted  candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  The 
name  of  one  has  been  erased  at  his  own  request,  making  the 
present  number  forty-four. 

This  record  of  the  changes  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past 
year  must  be  closed,  as  usual,  with  the  names  of  faithful 
and  beloved  brethren  who  have  put  off  the  burden  of  the 
flesh,  and  departed  hence  in  the  Lord.    They  are  :

That  dear  face,  so  beaming,  so  full  of  dignity,  and  so  full 
of  sweetness,  so  long  seen  and  admired  in  the  place  which 
I  now  occupy,  has  done  with  these  busy  scenes — ^has  passed 
away  forever  from  this  world  of  shadows  I  That  face  will 
cheer  us  no  more  I  It  sometimes  happens,  my  brethren 
(not  very  often),  that  a  character  appears  in  the  world,  so 
peculiar,  so  distinguished  from  the  multitude  by  form  and 
dispositions,  by  manners  and  habits,  by  a  style  of  life 
entirely  his  own,  that  we  feel  at  once,  when  he  is  taken  from 
U8,  that  no  one  can  supply  his  place — there  is  an  image 
gone,  which  cannot  be  reproduced  in  another.  Such  was 
the  Eev.  Dr.  William  Creighton,  for  so  many  years  Presi- 
dent of  this  Convention,  fourteen  years  ago  the  beloved 
Bishop  elect  of  this  Diocese,  during  three  sessions  of  the 
General  Convention  the  revered  President  of  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates — ^his  place  being  filled  by  another 
only  when  he  became,  through  growing  infirmities,  incapa- 
ble of  attending — and,  finally,  rector  for  nearly  a  quarter 
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of  a  century  of  Christ  Church,  Tarrytown — a  beloved 
charge,  to  which  he  continued  to  give  his  cares  and  affec- 
tions, so  long  as  he  could  give  care  and  affection  to  any 
thing  earthly.  What  a  lovely  Christian  gentleman  he  was  I 
What  an  admirable  presiding  officer  I  How  courteous,  and, 
when  necessary,  how  firm  1  His  genial  presence  seemed 
to  shed  a  cheerful  light  over  the  most  troublous  scenes. 
Many  years  ago  he  retired  from  parochial  life  in  this  city, 
to  what  he  no  doubt  looked  forward  to  as  a  life  of  serene  re- 
pose and  undisturbed  domestic  duty  in  the  country  ;  but  he 
at  once  began  to  officiate  in  places  adjacent  to  his  residence ; 
and  these  small  beginnings  grew  and  developed  with  the 
increase  of  the  population  and  through  careful  nurture, 
until  now  several  Parishes  have  been  organized  within  the 
limits  of  his  early  labors.  One  beautiful  church  he 
erected  largely  at  his  own  expense ;  and  there,  most  fitly, 
his  mortal  remains  have  found  their  last  calm  resting-place. 
It  was  a  sad  trial  to  me  that  I  was  denied  the  privilege 
at  last  of  mingling  my  tears  with  the  tears  of  friends  and 
relatives,  and  of  doing  what  I  could  by  my  presence  at  his 
grave  to  show  what  I  had  ever  endeavored  to  make  manifest 
in  his  lifetime— how  much  I  loved  and  honored  him. 
When  he  was  chosen  to  the  office  of  Bishop,  I  wrote  to 
him,  earnestly  entreating  him  to  accept,  and  from  that  day 
to  the  day  of  his  death  I  never  thought  of  him  but  with 
the  most  affectionate  regard.  Long  will  that  home  of 
gentle  Christian  cheerfhlness,  of  hospitality  as  warm  as  it 
was  elegant,  be  remembered  with  tenderness  by  the  many 
who  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  it !  Long  will  that  face 
and  form  remain,  aa  a  dear,  familiar  picture,  in  the  memory 
of  the  heart,  helping  us  to  be  serene,  and  pure,  and  gentle, 
and  kind,  and  steadfast,  and  elevated  by  tiie  remembrance 
of  his  benignant  virtues  1 

The  Bev.  Mr.  Chipman,  the  Bev.  Mr.  Hedges,  and  the 
Bev.  Dr.  Trevett  were  earnest  and  faithful  men,  who  wore 
themselves  out,  we  may  almost  say,  prematurely,  in  a 
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miDisterial  career,  which  was  peenliarlj  sovere.  Thej  will 
long  be  remembered^  in  the  spheres  in  which  thev  labored, 
with  reepect  and  affection.  The  Bev.  Evan  M.  Johnson 
pooDOOocid  a  character  marked  by  striking  peculiarities. 
He  maintained^what  he  beUeved  to  be  the  truth,  and  de- 
Doonced  what  he  r^rarded  as  pernicious  error,  very  openly, 
tod  in  very  plain  and  vigorous  language.  There  was  an  in- 
itinctive  antagonism  in  his  mind  to  iJl  shams  and  unreal- 
ities. But  he  was  of  a  kindly  nature,  full  of  homely  vir- 
taes,  and  his  love  of  the  Ghurch,  her  principles,  her  devo- 
tions, her  broad  Oatholic  spirit,  her  clear  apprehension  of, 
md  her  inflexible  adherence  to  the  fundamentals  of  ^^  The 
Faith  once  delivered  to  the  Saints^ "  her  care  for  little  chil- 
dren, was  the  progressive  growth  of  a  long  life  of  study, 
observation,  and  labor,  and  continued  to  grow  more  hearty 
and  more  thoroughly  considerate  and  rational  up  to  the  hour 
of  his  death.  Many  years  ago  he  gave  up  a  pleasant 
eonntry  parish,  went  to  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  erected  a 
ehurch  at  his  own  expense,  and  for  twenty  years  discharged 
the  duties  of  a  cure  requiring  much  labor,  entirely  without 
islary.  His  last  service,  after  he  had  retired  from  the 
charge  of  a  parish  of  the  ordinary  character,  was  to  pur- 
chase, with  his  own  property,  an  old  market,  in  a  part  of 
Brooklyn  where  there  were  many  poor,  to  fit  it  up  simply, 
bat  comfortably,  as  a  place  of  worship,  and  there  to 
minister  (witli  the  aid  of  an  assistant),  so  long  as!  he  could 
minister  anywhere^  to  the  people  who  gladly  gathered 
about  him. 

The  Bev.  Edwin  B.  T.  Cook,  rector  of  the  Church  of  St. 
John  the  Evangelist,  Memorial  Church  of  Bishop  Wain- 
Wright,  has  been  removed  in  a  very  early  and  seemingly 
rigorons  manhood,  and  from  the  midst  of  singularly 
raccessful  labors.  His  large  and  united  congregation  was 
wholly  the  result  of  the  blessing  of  God  upon  his  own 
ministry.  The  more  than  ordinary  sorrow  with  which  his 
lots  is  mommed  by  them  attests  the  tenderness  and  earnest- 
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ness  of  his  deyotion  to  them,  and  the  hold  which  he  had 
taken  of  their  hearts.  I  have  known  few  young  men.  who 
80  completely  surprised  me  by  the  powers  for  usefulness 
which  they  developed — ^none  who  grew  more  rapidly  in  my 
respect  and  esteem.  There  was  a  mystery  about  his  success 
to  those  who  saw  him  only  in  a  superficial  way  ;  but  the 
mystery  vanished  when  you  communed  with  him  in  private, 
in  intimate  connection  with  the  objects  nearest  his  heart, 
and  observed  the  workings  of  his  mind  towards  his  people 
and  towards  his  work  1  The  people  loved  him  just  because 
he  first  loved  them — ^loved  them  as  a  flock,  loved  them  in- 
dividually, followed  them  with  minute,  painstaking  kind- 
ness, wept  when  they  wept,  rejoiced  with  no  feigned  joy 
when  they  rejoiced,  and  in  literal  truth  gave  up  his  whole 
heart  and  his  whole  life  for  their  good.  Less  than  one 
short  month  before  his  death,  I  carried  our  recent  graduates 
of  the  General  Seminary  to  his  church  for  ordination,  moved 
thereto  by  special  respect  for  his  Ministry  and  his 
church.  I  saw  him  apparently  in  perfect  health.  At  his 
request,  I  went,  before  the  services  of  the  church  began,  to 
visit  his  large  and  interesting  Sunday  school.  All  was  full 
of  brightness  and  promise,  and  when,  afterwards,  far  in  the 
interior  of  the  Diocese,  I  heard  tlie  startling  news  of  his 
death,  I  felt  that  it  was  almost  a  case  of  translation.  He 
was  not,  for  God  took  him.  God  most  merciful,  make  us 
equally  faithful,  and  equally  ready. 

In  connection  with  these  losses  which  the  Diocese  has 
sustained  during  the  past  year,  it  cannot  be  improper  to 
refer  to  those  sustained  by  the  Church  at  large  in  the  death 
of  three  of  her  Bishops,  all  of  them  having  been  members,  in 
former  days,  of  this  Diocese.  The  venerable  Bishop  of 
Connecticut,  the  revered  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States,  the  Bishop  of 
Western  New  York,  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  have  all 
been  removed  from  their  earthly  labors  during  the  past 
year.    The  Bishop  of   Connecticut,  when  elected  to  the 
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Episcopate  of  that  Dioces^  was  an  assistant  minister  of 
Trinity  Church,  in  this  city.  The  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania 
was  also,  at  the  time  of  his  election  to  the  Episcopate,  a 
Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  being  a  Professor  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  Unipn  Oolite,  Schenectady.  And  the  Bishop  of 
Western  New  York  was  a  native,  and  had  been  a  Presbyter 
of  this  Diocese,  though,  at  the  time  of  his  election  to  the 
Episcopate,  he  was  a  Presbyter  of.  the  Diocese  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

In  the  late  venerable  Presiding  Bishop  the  whole  Church 
has  recognized  a  character  of  singular  elevation,  wisdom,  and 
benignity.  He  was  too  retired  and  reserved  in  his  habits 
to  be  familiarly  knovim,  even  in  middle  life,  much  beyond 
the  limits  of  his  own  Diocese,  and  for  the  last  fifteen  or 
twenty  years  he  has  been  almost  wholly  withdrawn  from 
general  intercourse  with  the  world  by  age  and  infirmity. 
But  the  more  intimately  he  was  known,  the  more  warmly 
was  he  respected  and  beloved.  I  speak  from  a  most  happy 
experience.  In  the  college,  in  which  for  five  years  I  was  a 
Professor,  and  to  which,  with  his  warm  approval,  I  was  af- 
terwards invited  to  return  as  President,  I  was  intimately 
associated  with  him  in  daily  duties  and  counsels.  I  saw 
him  in  his  most  private  and  unguarded  moments.  I  was 
with  him  when  his  mind  was  oppressed  with  care ;  and  I 
enjoyed  the  sunshine  of  his  happy  home  in  hours  when, 
amid  cheerful  scenes,  he  was  seeking  to  indemnify  himself 
for  the  severities  of  official  toil.  He  was  ever  the  same — 
ever  pure,  and  upright,  and  earnest ;  ever  kind,  and  patient, 
and  sagacious ;  firm  when  it  was  necessary  to  be  firm ;  but 
mingling  so  much  courtesy  with  his  firmness,  that  the 
foriUer  was  lost  and  forgotten  in  the  charm  of  the  stuwUer, 
He  was  considerably  versed  in  some  branches  of  physical 
science,  and  in  classical  learning,  and  he  was  a  sound  theo- 
logian. In  fine,  he  was  every  way  worthy  to  be  the  Pre- 
siding Bishop  of  our  branch  of  the  Church.  The  influence 
of  his  moderate  and  conservative  Episcopate  will  be  long 
felt  as  a  present  blessing  in  our  councils. 
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The  Bight  Beverend  William  Heathcote  De  Lancej, 
Bishop  of  Western  New  York,  has  been  so  well  known,  he 
Jias  been  so  much  among  us  in  episcopal  labors,  and  in  our 
places  of  counsel ;  he  has  been  considered  so  much  as  be- 
longing in  part  to  our  Diocese  as  well  as  to  his  own ;  we 
have  been  so  familiar  with  his  eloquence,  his  efficiency  in 
counsel,  his  ability  as  an  administrator,  that  it  seems  a  waste 
of  words  to  dwell  upon  bis  admirable  qualities.  We  mourn 
his  loss,  but  we  bless  God  for  his  life,  and  for  the  broad  and 
deep  foundations  which  he  laid  for  the  future  growth  and 
prosperity  of  his  Diocese. 

There  remains  the  name  of  one  other  departed  Bishop.  It 
is  not  for  me  to  speak  in  the  presence  of  that  new-made 
grave.  It  tells  of  another,  yet  unmade ;  and  warns  me  to 
be  ready. 

It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  me  to  be  able  to  report  that 
St.  Stephen's  Training  College,  Annandale,  is  full  to  over* 
flowing,  having  now  within  its  walls,  or  ready  to  enter  upon 
the  studies  of  the  term,  which  is  about  to  open,  34  or  86 
students,  earnestly  engaged  in  preparing  to  enter  upon  a 
full  theological  course,  and  having  their  thoughts  and  hab- 
its already  in  a  course  of  training  for  the  duties  of  the  min- 
isterial life.  By  the  munificence  of  certain  unknown  friends, 
an  ample  edifice,  to  contain  a  residence  for  the  Warden  and 
a  hall  for  purposes  connected  with  the  Institution,  is  likely 
to  be  soon  erected.  Another  collie  building,  for  students' 
rooms  and  other  important  uses,  is  urgently  required,  for 
the  accommodation  of  yoxmg  men  seeking  admission.  I  am 
not  without  hope  that  some  devout  Churchman  will  soon  be 
found,  who  will  take  pleasure  in  supplying  that  much-need- 
ed addition  to  a  most  admirable  Institution. 

I  have  also  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  vacant  Chair  oi 
Ecclesiastical  History  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary 
has  been  filled  by  the  election  of  the  Bev.  George  F.  Sey- 
mour, rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Brooklyn,  an  alumnus 
of  the  Institution,  and  formerly  Warden  of  St.  Stephen's 
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Tnuning  OoIIege.  Mr.  Seymour  has  now  for  several  years 
been  Burroimded  by  students  who  were  preparing  for  the 
sacred  ministry.  I  have  long  felt  that  he  was  destined  to 
play  an  important  part  in  connection  with  theological  edu- 
cation in  this  country,  whether  in  the  General  Seminary  or 
not,  and  without  in  the  least  detracting  from  the  merits  of 
the  other  eminent  names  mentioned  for  that  important  post, 
for  they  are  all  names  held  in  high  honor  and  esteem,  I  may 
yet  congratulate  the  Churoh  that  we  have  secured  a  Pro- 
fessor for  that  school,  who,  by  his  experience  as  a  teacher, 
Iiis  accurate  scholarship,  his  intense  activity,  his  fervid  and 
sympathetic  nature,  and  his  love  for  young  men,  is  so  ad- 
mirably fitted  for  the  great  work  to  which  we  have  called 
him. 

In  my  Address  to  the  last  Convention  it  was  mentioned 
that  the  internal  care  and  management  of  the  ^^  House  of 
Xercy'^  were  in  the  hands  of  several  of  those  '* Sisters'* 
who  were  formerly  in  St.  Luke's  Hospital.  Three  others 
hare  been  added  to  their  number,  and  they  are  now  divid- 
ing their  services  between  the  "  House  of  Mercy ^'^  the 
^Shdtering  Arme^^  an  Institution  opened  a  few  days  after 
the  last  Convention,  and  designed  for  the  care  of  children 
who  are  friendless  and  destitute,  though  not  without 
patents,  and  ^^  SL  Baa^ndhas^s  House^^^  in  Mulberry  street,  in 
this  city,  which  is  a  house  of  reception  in  connection  with 
the  House  of  Mercy.  As  these  Sisters  desired  to  place 
themselves  immediately  under  Episcopal  supervision,  and 
as  the  subject  was  one  of  some  delicacy  as  well  as  difficulty, 
I  appointed  an  able  Committee  of  Clergymen,  and  drew  up 
for  their  consideration  a  number  of  questions  touching  the 
special  employment  of  single  women  in  works  of  piety  and 
charity,  and  the  organization  of  such  persons  into  an  asso- 
eiatioQ.  They  presented  to  me  an  elaborate  and  instructive 
report ;  and  having  taken  some  time  for  consideration,  I 
prooeeded  to- receive  and  sanction  the  offering  which  these 

earnest  Ohriatian  women  so  much  desired  to  make  in  the 
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especial  and  exclusive  dedication  of  themselves,  under  the 
guidance  and  sanction  of  the  Church,  to  works  of  piety  and 
charitj.    I  need  scarcely  say  that  in  that  Association  there 
are  no  irrevocable   vows — no  engagements,  which  conld 
interfere  to  prevent  their  return  to  ordinary  positions  in 
life,  should  any  claim  of  duty  from  friends  or  relatives  un- 
expectedly arise  to  Require  it.     In  the  mean  time,  they 
have  the  aid  and  comfort  of  mutual  society  and  counsel, 
they  have  a  recognized  and  protected  position,  they  have 
the  strength  and  consolation  that  come  from  feeling  that 
they  are  wholly  dedicated  to  a  holy  work,  and  they  are  so 
sequestered  from  trivial  cares  and  interruptions  that  they 
can  give  themselves  with  tenfold  efficiency  to  their  labors 
of  love.   Already  their  zeal  and  self-devotion  are  beginning 
to  produce  marked  results.-    Their  ministry  is  seen  to  be 
full  of  Christian  blessing.    The  Institutions  in  which  they 
labor  are  rapidly  growing  in  interest  and  importance,  as 
well  as  in  favor  with  earnest  Christian  people ;  and  others  of  a 
kindred  spirit,  touched  by  their  example,  and  convinced  of 
the  blessedness  of  their  work,  are  turning  their  thoughts  to 
a  like  consecration  of  themselves  to  the  service  of  their 
Lord.     I  am  not  without  hope  that  this  kind  of  agency 
will  be  greatly  enlarged,  and  that  the  efficiency  and  extent 
of  the  Church's  work,  especially  in  the  more  desolate  places 
of  sin  and  misery,  will  be  vastly  augmented  by  the  use  of 
a  class  of  laborers  who  seem  peculiarly  fitted  to  reach  and 
soften  the  hearts  of  the  degraded,  as  well  as  to  lift  up  and 
console  the  afflicted.  It  is  due  to  the  venerable  and  beloved 
founder  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Muhlenberg, 
so  well  known  among  us  for  works  of  piety  and  charity, 
to  record  the  fact,  that  ho  first,  in  our  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  if  not  in  this  country,  called  to  his  aid,  and  organ- 
ized into  a  permanent  agency,  devoted  Christian  women^ 
who  desired  to  be  set  apart  and  associated  together  in  -the 
manner  and  for  the  sacred  pui'poses  to  which  "reference  has 
been  made,  though,  in  their  case,  more  especially  for  the 
care  of  the  sick. 
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St.  Luke's  Hospital,  and  the  Orphans'  Home,  and  the 
Home  for  Aged  and  Destitute  Women  continue  to  be  an 
honor  and  a  blessing  to  the  Church  in  this  city ;  and  I  have 
ne  doubt  that  they  and  the  other  Institutions  I  have  men- 
tioned will,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  grow  in  favor  with 
all  earnest  Christian  people,  and,  as  time  goes  on,  become 
poseessed  of  greatly  enlarged  means  of  influence  for  good. 
All  such  Institutions,  properly  conducted,  will  be  ministries 
twice  blessed ;  they  will  bestow  inestimable  benefits  upon 
the  friendless,  the  poor,  the  suffering,  and  the  degraded ; 
and  the  care  they  will  require  and  the  fruits  they  will  be 
seen  to  bear  will  react  powerfully  upon  the  spirit  of  the 
Church,  reanimating  its  love  and  zeal,  and  enlarging  its 
conceptions  of  its  great  work  in  the  world. 

In  the  course  of  the  past  year,  in  my  visitations  in  the 
interior  of  the  Diocese,  I  have  met  many  striking  indica- 
tions that  there  is  a  condition  of  things  among  the  people 
which  tends  to  make  the  ministrations  of  the  Church  more 
and  more  acceptable,  when  they  can 'be  properly  presented. 
The  people  are  disgusted  with  wrangling — disgusted  with 
the  continual  introduction  into  religious  services  of  things 
which  have  no  business  there,  and  which  rather  debase 
than  exalt  and  sanctify  the  temper  of  the  popular  mind. 
The  pure  and  fervid  devotions  of  the  Church,  her  modera- 
tion and  breadth  of  tone,  and  her  single-hearted  love  of  the 
"truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,"  make  her  services  refreshing  to 
the  weary  spirits  of  men.  We  must  redouble  our  exertions 
to  send  earnest  and  loving  pastors  into  every  part  of  our 
extended  field. 

There  are  thoughts  connected  with  parochial  work  and 
with  city  missions,  which  I  had  much  desired  to  present, 
but  I  must  defer  them  to  a  future  moment,  perhaps  to  a 
circular  letter  after  the  close  of  our  two  Conventions. 

The  Convention  has  set  apart  a  certain  portion  of  its  session 
for  the  consideration  of  what  is  termed  the  Provincial  System. 
It  is  brought  before  you  by  one  of  the  most  venerable  of 
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your  Presbyters.  I  can  feel  no  desire  to  anticipate  your  dia- 
cussion.  If  such  a  system  can  be  properly  arranged,  it  may 
have  important  uses.  If  it  ^hall  follow  ancient  precedents, 
and  respect  the  proper  independence  of  Dioceses,  it  may 
help  to  preserve  unity  in  the  territory  of  the  larger  States, 
and  assist  in  the  solution  of  some  such  problems  as  we  shall 
have  to  consider  in  this  Diocese. 

Beloved  Brethren  :  In  the  condition  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  and,  I  believe,  in  the  state  of  the  Church  in  the 
country  generally,  there  is  much  to  cheer  and  encourage  us. 
We  are  yet  far  behind  what  we  ought  to  be  ;  but  there  has 
been  steady  progress  in  all  those  elements  which  go  to  make 
a  church  strong,  stable,  and  influential  for  good.  Not  only 
has  there  been  a  rapid  increase  in  numbers,  but  the  minis- 
try has  become,  as  a  general  thing,  more  fervid  and  evan- 
gelical, as  well  as  more  catholic  in  its  tone,  more  compre- 
hensive and  far-reaching  in  its  views  of  duty,  more  inclined 
to  grapple  with  subjects  sometimes  too  apt  to  be  overlooked ; 
while,  as  a  natural  consequence,  the  general  mind  of  the 
Church  has  become  better  informed'  in  regard  to  her  funda- 
mental principles,  more  thoroughly  awake  to  her  distinctive 
excellence,  and  more  firmly  grounded  and  settled  in  attach-^ 
ment  to  her  ways  of  heavenly  wisdom.  Just  in  proportion 
as  her  children  have  freely  used  her  great  gifts,  have  they 
become  more  fully  conscious  of  the  blessedness  of  their  in- 
heritance. Just  in  proportion  as  the  various  religious  ten- 
dencies of  the  country  have  been  developed,  has  the  Church 
stood  out  from  and  above  the  confusions  of  the  time — ^sim- 
ple, peculiar,  serene,  peaceful — busy  with  her  great  work, 
and  little  moved  by  the  passions  and  conflicts  that  raged 
around  her,  little  aflbcted  even  by  the  ephemeral  differences 
that  sprang  up  within  her.  Many  have  been  the  occasions 
when  exterior  observers  have  seemed  to  make  themselves 
absolutely  sure  that  the  Church  was  on  the  point  of  being 
convulsed  and  divided,  as  other  bodies  had  been  convulsed 
and  divided  ;  but  within  the  Church  no  very  well  informed 
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person  ever  shared  in  the  apprehension  ;  the  clouds  of  pre- 
judice and  passion  were  speedily  dispersed;  and  she,  secure 
in  her  own  principles,  and  protected  by  the  Divine  hand, 
vas  seen  standing  unchanged  and  unharmed,  stronger  and 
more  deeply  rooted  than  ever. 

More  than  twenty  years  ago,  I  had  occasion,  in  the  course 
of  my  parochial  ministrations,  to  address  to  the  people  of 
my  charge  a  discourse  on  the  "  StabUUy  of  the  Churchy^ 
which  was  published  at  the  request  of  the  congregation.    It 
was  in  a  period  of  some  ecclesiastical  excitement,  when 
some  ill-informed  persons  within  the  Church   entertained 
vague  fears  that  her  principles  might  somehow  be  changed, 
while  many  ignorant  persons  without  imagined  that  much 
that  belonged  to  her  was  destined  to  be  swept  away  before 
a  popular  storm.     Both   feelings  were,  of  course,  equally 
groundless.     But   it  was  worth  while  to  contribute  to  the 
tranquillity  of  the  simple  ones  within  tlie  fold.    It  was  worth 
while  to  endeavor  to  re-establish  their  confidence,  and  awa- 
ken their  enthusiasm  by  disclosing  the  strength  and  glory  of 
the  Church — ^her  stability  and  unchangeableness  as  seen  in 
her  principles  and  in  her  history — and  that  was  the  object 
of  the  very  unpretending  discourse  to  which  I  have  referred. 
The  simple  design  was  to  show  that  while,  on  the  one  side, 
Rome  makes  every  thing  depend  upon  the  voice  of  existing 
authorities,  and  so  undergoes  what  the  astronomers  term  secu- 
lar variations,  taking  into  her  creed,  as  new  articles  of  faith, 
certain  ideas  which  spring  up  under  the  influence  of  her 
system  in  the  course  of  ages ;  and  while,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  various  religious  bodies,  which  exalt  the  private  judg- 
ment above  all  evidence  and  all  authority,  and  practically 
east  off  creeds  and  formularies,  necessarily  fluctuate,  and 
depart  in  spirit  from  their  own  standards,  and  are  domi- 
neoed  over  by  vain  philosophies  and  popular  passions ;  the 
Church  alone  has  her  fixed  principles,  her  unchangeable 
creeds  and  formularies,  her  immutable  standard  of  truth, 
Holy  Scripture,  not  as  interpreted  by  auybody,  not  as  inter- 
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preted  by  the  existing  authorities  of  Eome,  in  defiance  of  all 
antecedent  belief,  but  Holy  Scripture  as  interpreted,  so  far 
as  the  fundamentals  of  the  faith,  ministry,  and  sacraments 
are  concerned,  by  the  whole  primiti\re  Church  for  three 
hundred  years  after  Christ.  That  primitive  witness,  in  clear 
accordance  with  the  most  obvious  meaning  of  Holy  Scrip- 
ture— that  witness,  so  fatal  to  error  on  the  one  side,  and,  on 
the  other,  so  conclusive  in  support  of  every  essential  feature 
of  the  Church,  can  never  be  ignored — can  never  be  falsified 
or  destroyed.  It  makes  a  part  of  the  imperishable  record 
of  the  past.  The  standard  to  which  we  appeal  is  immuta- 
ble ;  the  principles  we  hold  as  a  part  of  our  life  are  unalter- 
able,  because  divine ;  and  the  means  employed  in  tho 
Church,  not  only  to  preserve  those  principles,  but  to  keep 
them  active  and  operative  over  our  minds  and  hearts,  are 
the  best  that  God's  Providence  has  ever  supplied  I  Is  that 
Church  very  likely  to  change  ?  No  1  Not  though  a  whole 
generation  should  prove  recreant  to  truth  and  to  duty  I  Is 
it  likely  to  be  much  disturbed  by  ephemeral  agencies? 
As  well  might  you  expect  that  the  mountain  would 
be  shaken  by  the  thistle-down  I  The  English  Church 
has  been  assailed  by  an  army  of  sceptical  sophists ;  and 
she  is  stronger  to-day  than  when  the  first  nnfilial  hand  was 
raised  against  her. 

Now,  it  is  a  comfort  to  know,  that  these  great  truths  are 
more  and  more  recognized  and  understood  among  us.  In 
most  places  in  this  Diocese  there  would  be  little  need  now 
of  such  a  discourse  as  the  one  just  referred  to.  We  have 
little  need  to  go  round  about  our  Zion,  to  point  out  the 
strength  of  her  towers,  to  tell  of  the  everlasting  foundations 
on  which  she  rests.  The  assurance  of  her  stability  gives  us 
peace,  and  inclines  us  to  be  patient,  and  gentle,  and  chari- 
table,* earnest  in  our  work,  and  little  disposed  to  be  occu- 
pied with  the  thought  of  things  which  appear  to-day  and 
disappear  to-morrow.  In  regard  to  all  that  is  most  vital 
and  dear  in  the  order  and  principles  of  the  Church,  we  find, 
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among  the  great  body  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  such  an  ex- 
tensive agreement,  such  a  warm  and  rooted  attachment, 
8ach  inflexible  habits,  as  make  us  feel,  with  deep  thankful- 
ness to  Ood,  that  we  are  strong  to  labor,  that  even  in  trib- 
nlation  oar  heritage  is  peace,  and  our  house  founded  on  a 
Bock! 

One  word  of  counsel  let  me  venture  to  add  most  respect- 
fully, most  affectionately,  to  those  who  appreciate  the  im- 
portance of  the  thoughts  just  presented.     Do  not  agitate  for 
the  mere  propagation  of  your  principles.     Do  not  form  as- 
sociations to  effect  any  local  or  partial  object.     Do  not  seek 
to  spread  an  influence  over  young  men,  which  will  convert 
them  into  mere  partisans,  and  cause  them  to  hold  even  the 
Truth,  if  they  do  hold  it,  in  a  narrow  and  controversial 
spirit.     God's  truth  and  the  Churches  is  too  broad  and  too 
lofty  for  such  ignoble  uses.    Work  and  teach  in  the  genuine 
spirit  of  the  Bible  and  the  Prayer-Book,  irrespective,  as  far 
as  possible,  of  all  conflicting  views  and  agencies ;  so  will 
the  Truth  in  your  hands  bo  efficacious  for  the  sanctification 
of  your  own  souls,  and  the  souls  that  are  round  about  you, 
Tou  will  be  saved  from  the  dreadful  fate  of  those  who  hold 
the  Truth  as  a  mere  weapon  of  assault,  as  a  mere  instrument 
of  Pharisaical  pride,  and  with  whom  the  form  remains  with- 
out the  life  and  power.     Taking  that  truth  home  to  the  soul 
in  simplicity  and  Godly  sincerity,  it  will  cause  to  spring  up 
within  the  peaceable  fruits  of  righteousness,  love,  joy,  peace, 
long  suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness,  tem- 
perance, while,  in  the  ministry  and  in  the  life,  it  will  shine 
forth  in  the  beauty  of  holiness,  making  the  world  not  dark- 
er, but  brighter,  winning  the  alienated,  kindling  the  cold 
and  apathetic,  cheering  the  weary  and  heavy  laden,  and  re- 
vealing, in  a  clear  and  engaging  light,  the  pathway  that 
leads  to  the  gates  of  the  Heavenly  City  I

Of  the  Mode  of  securing  an  accurate  Vijcw  of  the  State  of  the 

Church. 

§  I.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  from 
time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is  hereby  ordered 
that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant,  the 
Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese, or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion, a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  mar. 
riages,  and  funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  Communicants  in  his 
Parish  or  Church ;  also  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Sunday- 
Schools  in  his  Parish ;  also  the  amount  of  the  Communion  alms, 
the  contributions  for  missionsi  diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for 
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parochial  schools,  for  Church  purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other 
matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  same.  And  every  Clergyman, 
not  regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the 
occasional  services  he  may  have  performed ;  and,  if  he  have  per- 
formed no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented 
the  same.  And  these  Reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop 
shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Convention,  and  shall  be  entered  on 
the  Journals  thereof.

The  ladles  of  the  Parish  organized  themselves  last  winter  into  a  society  for  the  systematic 
relief  of  the  necessitous  poor  of  the  town.  The  poor  were  visited  at  their  homes,  their  tem- 
poral wants  ministered  to,  employment  found  for  sudi  as  needed  it,  and  liabits  of  thrift  and 
cleanliness  encouraged.  Besides  this,  rooms  were  engaged  in  which  soup  was  made  and 
distributed  under  proper  restrictions,  and  assistance  rendered  in  the  making  of  garments. 
The  Society  visited  and  rendered  assistance  to  22  fiunllies;  ftimlshed  soup  twice  a  vreek 
during  the  most  inclement  weather  tos  on  the  average,  40  or  50  persons ;  at  the  mothers* 
sowing*meetings  twice  m  week,  the  number  present  averaged  12,  and  95  garments  were  made 
and  distributed. 

Services  at  Lawrenoeville  and  Brushes  Mills  are  continued.  The  subscription  for  tlie 
Church  at  Brushes  Mills  is  so  fiu>  progressed  as  to  render  it  quite  certain,  with  the  Divine 
blessing,  that  the  building  will  be  erected  next  season. 

The  sittings  in  the  Church  are  in  so  great  demand  that  it  is  proposed  to  enlarge  the 
Church  next  spring  to  meet  the  need.

Church  work,  too,  in  all  its  interesting  details,  has  greatly  increased.  Since  May  last,  a  lay 
canvasser  has  been  employed.  His  laborious  task  has  only  been  completed  within  a  few 
days.  He  has  visited  every  house  and  family  in  the  Fourth  Ward  of  Brooklyn,  in  order  to 
ascertain  the  religious  condition  of  the  population,  for  which  St  John's  Church,  from  its 
local  position,  may  Justly  be  held  accountable.

What  is  to  be  done  for  the  vast  multitude 
iriK»  thus  *n»Mr  neither  to  care  for  themselres,  nor  to  be  cared  for  by  others  ?  The  Bec- 
IH^  eonaoienoe  is  not  easy :  he  intends  holding,  during  the  coming  year,  a  third  Service 
tray  Sunday,  at  which  the  seats  will  be  tree.  In  this  way,  and  through  the  instrumen- 
tality of  lay  oo-opention,  he  hopes,  by  God^s  blessing,  to  win  back  to  the  fold  some  of  the 
wndering  and  loat  sheep,  and  to  place  in  Jesus*  arms  in  Holy  Baptism  many  of  the  little 
CBSS  who  hitherto  hare  not  been  suffered  to  come  unto  Him.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be 
glreii  to  Hr.  Herman  A.  Delius,  for  the  masterly  manner  in  which  he  accomplished  the 
toty  delicate  task  intrusted  to  him  in  canvassing  the  ward.  The  Rector  is  confident  that  in 
parteral  intercourse  with  his  people,  when  Mr.  Deliua  becomes  a  clergynum,  he  will  be 
amiDflintly  anooesaftiL  The  Sector's  thanks  are  due  to  his  assistant,  the  Bev.  H.  A.  Spafhrd, 
Ibr  valuable  aid  and  kindly  sympathy  in  his  parochial  work;  also  to  Colonel  Clarence  Bnel, 
tte  eflklent  superintendent  of  St  John's  Sunday-BchooL  Colonel  Buel  is  a  candidate  for 
Holy  Orders  in  this  diocese,  and  it  is  hoped  next  spring  to  add  him,  on  his  ordination,  to  the 
Miff  of  clergy  laboring  in  St  John's  Parish.  The  Bev.  Thomas  McKie  Brown,  of  the  clasi 
reeently  graduated  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  has  been  chosen  Assistant  Minister.

As  onr  work  is  a  missionary  work  among  seamen,  we  make  no  ooUections  in  the  oongre- 
gations,  except  the  Communion  oflSerings,  which,  together  with  the  amount  collected  in  tlie 
box  at  the  door,  are  ^plied  to  the  relief  of  the  poor.  Another  box  at  the  door  receives  the 
contributions  for  books  to  be  distributed  among  seamen;  and,  for  this  reason,  our  report  of 
contributions  is  very  meagre.  *■ 

And,  as  our  work  is  among  those  who  are  constantly  roving  over  the  wide  surlkoe  of  the 
ocean,  we  can  have  but  little  knowledge  of  the  effects  of  our  labors,  as  it  is  only  occaaionaUy 
that  we  hear  again  of  those  who  have  wcmihipped  with  us,  and  have  then  departed  for  distant 
lands;  and  nothing  but  the  inddonts  recorded  in  our  monthly  reports  can  give  any  idea  of 
the  encouragements  we  have  to  labor  among  this  class  of  men.  These  Incidenta,  howerer, 
show  us  that  a  wide-spread  and  powerftd  influence  is  exerted  by  oxur  efltorts  upon  the  minds 
of  these  men,  which  leads  many  of  them  to  break  off  t^ir  sins  by  righteousness ;  and  doubt* 
less  the  day  will  come  when  it  will  be  known  that  our  sowing  beside  all  waters  has  pro- 
duced an  abundant  harvest,  to  the  glory  of  Qod  and  the  salvation  of  men.

For  a  proper  understanding  of  our  peculiar  work,  the  following  items  should  be  also  con- 
sidered:—Our  ministry  is  to  seamen,  and  our  duties  to  this  class  of  men.  If  properly  dis- 
charged, prohibit  us  much  from  those  efforts  which  are  essential  to  the  continuance  of  a 
large  and  stable  congregation.  Our  congregations  on  the  Lord^s  Day  are  largely  of  men 
whose  business  is  upon  the  mighty  waters.  Out  of  one  hundred  persons  present  at  the 
Service  on  Sunday  morning,  September  lOtb,  only  twenty  (80)  were  women  and  children, 
eighty  (80)  being  seafiiring  men.  Such  entries  as  the  following  are  found  in  the  "^  Ylsitor^s 
Book  i" — **  A  man  confessed  publicly  his  sins,  and  his  resolve  to  live  a  new  life,  with  team 
and  much  emotion.**  **  Man  in  tears  wished  to  be  bapttied.  Baptism  administered,  and 
Oonflrmation  in  the  evening  at  the  Bishop*s  residence.** 
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At  lOssioiuuy  ttn  mentton  the  names  of  slxtj  (90)  ponons  who  have  confessed  to 
tttir  being  spiritaallj  benefited  by  the  senrices  of  our  Mission  since  he  took  charge.

The  Missionary  laments  very  much  the  very  small  number  of-  Prayer  Books  at  his  dis- 
pntsL  He  would  like  to  distribute  this  invaluable  volume  as  freely  ss  his  miscellaneona 
hooka,  and  hopes  some  wealthy  layman  may  see  this  appeal,  and  give  him  the  authority  to 
large  quantities  frx>m  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society,  or  other  Society.  We  also 
a  new  edifice  for  the  purposes  of  public  worship,  and  therefore  subjoin  the  accompany* 
llg  ertract  from  the  Twenty -first  Annual  Report  of  the  Society  sustaining  our  chapel : —

ovSavionr  haa  been  in  use  for  more  than  twenty  years,  and  has  dune  good  service.  But  of 
lata  years,  it  has  required  fW>quent  and  expensive  repairs,  and  it  now  is  at  an  age  and  in  a 
stste  which  render  it  liable  to  sudden  and  total  fidlure.  The  roof  and  sides  no  longer  are 
wmihtr-pnot,  and  a  true  economy  is  opposed  to  any  attempt  at  renewing  them ;  the  exterior 
has  loat  the  req>ectable  appearance  it  once  bore,  and  which  is  due  to  the  profuieties  of  a 
house  consecrated  to  divine  worship ;  and  the  entire  structure  soon  must  be  relinquished. 
The  wants  of  that  station,  as  learned  ftt>m  long  experienee,  can  be*  satisfied  only  by  an 
•dsqnate  Church  upon  land,  situated  near  the  water,  and  not  Ikr  from  the  berth  of  the 
chapel,  and  containing  additional  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  Missionary  in  his  informal 
and  his  personal  intercourse  with  sail<n« ;  the  whole  to  be  plain  but  substantlalf 
tMtdlBl,  and  worthy  of  its  special  design,  and  of  the  prosperous  churches  which,  throng 
ttis  Mission,  xealoosly  bear  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel  to  seafaring  men,  and  by  them  to 
dIstSBt  shores^  The  sooner  provision  is  made  to  secure  the  site  and  erect  the  building,  the 
Bora  surely  shall  we  escape  a  sad  interruption  of  the  Mission,  and  the  earlier  arrive  at  a 
ssndltion  in  which  its  operations  may  be  enlarged  and  rendered  more  elfective.  This  Socie^ 
never  has  asked  for  aid,  unless  it  had  a  real  want,  nor  asked  in  vain.  Every  bestowal  on  it 
hss  been  rewsrded  by  the  Divine  &vor,  in  large  returns  of  good  accomplished.  It  thsrefocs 
itvcsls  its  needs  with  the  hope  of  s  flivorable  response.^ 

Ihe  Ber.  Bobsrt  J.  Walksb,  Missionary-at-Large  to  Seamen  in  the  Foti  of 
Niew  York,  reports  as  follows: 

Tht  Servloes  have  been  held  in  the  open  air  dnring  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  at  the 
lfisilimsry*s  station  of  Coentles  Slip.  A  multitude  of  persons,  amounting  in  the  aggregats 
to  sevsrsl  thousands,  have  listened  attentively  during  the  last  twelve  months  to  the  wondsr- 
lU  story  of  redeeming  love,  and  have  been  more  or  less  benefited  by  their  attention.  A 
iMfs  proportion  of  these  individuals  were  habitual  neglecters  of  the  House  of  Qod,  and,  w«rs 
it  not  for  the  provision  mads  for  thehr  edification  by  this  Society,  might  have  lived  and  died 
lilltvigBoniiee  of  6od*sappolntsdws7  of  saving  sinners.

The  important  work  of  multiplying  Services  for  deaf-mutes  in  the  larger  cities 
lisa  been  steadily  pressed  during  the  past  year.  The  offerings  received  at  these  Services, 
with  various  donations,  have  amounted  to  $941  82.  This  Fund  has  been  used  by  the  Becior 
In  esnying  on  this  special  wwk  of  extending  Church  privileges  to  the  educated  deaf-mutes  ^ 
of  our  whole  country.

The  balance  will  doubtless  be  obtained  shortly.  The  peculiar  character  of  the  neighbor- 
hood, which  consists  almost  exclusively  of  a  boarding-house  population,  renders  the  con- 
gregation a  very  changing  one*;  new  foces  making  their  appearance  in  Church  about  the  1st 
of  May  in  every  year,  only  to  remove  and  be  succeeded  by  others  on  the  ensuing  Bfay.  War 
this  reason  it  is  very  difficult,  almost  impossible,  to  keep  any  accurate  record  of  the  mmilMr 
of  fomilies  or  of  individuals  connected  with  the  Parish.

This  is  tho  Twentieth  Annual  Parochial  Beport,  made  by  the  presont  Rector  of  St. 
Geofge^s  Church  of  the  state  of  this  Parish.  It  may  be  a  fitting  attendant  to  record  a  gen- 
eral Ttew  of  the  results  of  the  whole  twenty  ycars^  work. 

The  animal  pew-rent  at  the  commencement  of  this  period  was  $1,500.  For  the  seventeen 
jmn  past  it  has  ayeraged  between  $10,000  and  $12,000. 

Hie  sum  of  benerolent  contributions  for  others  was,  In  the  first  year,  $8,600.  It  has  been 
fai  the  last  $401,090.  The  aggregate  of  the  first  ten  years  was  $77,000.  The  aggregate  of  the 
kst  tea  years  has  been  $825,000— total  collections,  $402,000. 

The  eoUeetions  by  the  Sunday -School  haye  amounted  to  $8S,852.  With  this  sum  they 
have  erected  a  stone  Church  in  Monrovia,  costing  $10,000 ;  8t  George's  Mission  Chapel,  in 
East  Nineteenth  Street,  New  York,  costing  $17,000;  and  St  George's  German  Mission 
Ciapel,  in  East  Fourteenth  Street,  costing  $10,000. 

The  Ladies*  Dorcas  Society  have  made  and  distributed  among  tho  poor  20,000  garments, 
sad  clothed  8,4<I6  poor  children  in  the  Sunday-School.  The  Ladies'  Soldiers'  Aid  Society 
have  expended  over  $5,000  for  clothing  for  the  sick  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  United  States. 

Hm  Association  of  Toung  Men  in  aid  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  have  collected  and  paid  tar 
the  sopport  of  patients  over  $12,000.  A  kindred  Association  of  young  Ladles  has  made  8,000 
finiients  fur  the  same  purpose,  costing  an  aggregate  of  $1,500.  Another  Association  of 
youBf  Ladles  has  maintained  a  weekly  sewing  school  for  poor  girls,  in  which  more  than 
-1JB60  girls  have  been  thoroughly  taught  to  sew. 

Hie  support  of  our  local  Missions,  Missionaries,  and  Chapels  has  been  an  average  of  $0,000 
a  year.  All  these  efforts  have  been  strictly  congregational— the  same  persons  being  en- 
in  multiplied  efforts  of  beneficence  besides.  There  have  never  been  any  unusual 
made,  either  to  awaken  occasional  feeling,  or  to  increase  special  means  of  benevolent 
help.  The  whole  work  has  been  the  steady,  uniform  flow  of  religious  privilege  and  obIiga< 
tion,  and  of  fidelity  in  duty,  springing  from  a  gratefbl  sense  of  Messlngs  personally  enjoyed. 

Our  Sunday-Schools  have  been  another  flourishing  and  successful  port  of  our  twenty 
years*  woHl  I  found  a  Sunday-School  of  80  teachers  and  250  scholars  in  connection  with 
81  George^s  Church.  The  schools  maintained  and  taught  in  this  Church  have  long  since 
attained  their  present  size  of  150  teachers  and  2,000  scholars.  This  number  has  become  so 
steadily  flxed,  that  it  seems  to  be  the  providential  measure  of  our  work— we  have  not 
been  able  to  enUtfge  it,  in  our  regular  operations.  Our  Mission  Schools  are  all  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Bolton  has,  this  year,  left  our  work  for  a  parish  on  Staten 
Island,  after  six  years*  fkithftil  service  here.  The  changes  in  our  own  congro^tion  make 
saeoessive  changes  in  our  Missionary  Trustees^;  and  every  such  work  feels  tho  disadvantage 
ef  saeh  chaages.  Still  the  total  Mission  wortc  ot  St  Geoige's  Church,  with  its  four  Mission 
Gb^ela,  has  been  eminently  successful  and  usofuL 

In  the  Rectorship  of  St  George's,  during  these  twenty  years,  I  have  received  1,225  com- 
BBnaieaatsrrMO  of  wliom  were  received  to  their  flrst  communion  here. 

I  have  ministered  Baptism  to  025  in&nts  and  175  adults.  I  have  solemnized  468  Marriages. 

I  have  presented  809  candidates  for  Confirmation.    In  these  Isst  reports  of  actual  results  of 

■Inlstry,  I  report  only  the  work  in  St  George's  Parish  Church,  and  do  not  include  the  Mis- 

iloBs,  wlilch  would  about  double  these  numbers  as  our  whole. 

I  make  this  general  statement,  in  earnest  gratitude  to  the  goodness  of  God  and  the 

fUdity  of  my  people.    God  has  been  graciously  pleased  so  to  preserve  my  health  for  labor, 

Uttt  in  these  twenty  years  I  have  actually  lost  but  one  Lord's  Bay  from  absolute  sickness, 

ind.  ss  the  rule  of  my  ministry,  perform  all  my  personal  duties  in  person. 
St  George's  Church  is  still  flourishing  and  firuitftil,  as  these  fiu;ts  must  show.    Neverthe- 

kift,  we  aie  now  rapidly  experiencing  the  results  of  removal  to  distant  parts  of  the  city, 

tad  to  country  residences,  by  many  families  of  our  oongregation,  the  influence  of  which  is 

UtiakX,  and  to  a  degree  iiOurions  upon  our  work.

A  time  is  allowed  ftv 
friendly  conversation  among  themselves,  after  whieh  a  few  verses  of  Scripture  are  nad  and 
fiuniliarly  explained  by  the  Minister— a  hymn  is  sung,  and  the  meeting  cloaed  with  prayer. 

Teachers'  meetings  are  held  every  fViday  evening  In  the  Minister's  study,  when  tht  Gos- 
pel for  the  following  Sunday  is  made  the  basis  of  instruction. 

A  small  Beading- Room  was  opened  last  winter  for  about  two  months,  and  was  well  filled 
In  the  evenings  with  the  larger  boys  of  the  Sunday-School,  and  others  ttom  the  streets. 

The  Janitor,  who  resides  in  the  Mission  building,  acts  also  as  visitor  amo^g  the  poor,  and 
is  a  great  and  efficient  help.  His  wife  also  acts  as  Bible-reader,  snd  gives  much  of  her  tiins 
to  visiting  among  the  flamllies  of  the  congregation.  She  also  superintends  the  **  Mothers* 
Meetings." 

Dr.  Gardner,  a  physician,  who  is  a  member  of  St  Mark's  Parish,  has  rendered  most 
efficient  aid  in  our  Mission  work  by  his  gratuitous,  but  regular  and  faithful,  attendance 
upon  the  sick  poor  connected  with  the  Mission. 

As  a  result  uf  the  canvassing  of  our  visitors  in  the  district,  we  find  that  there  are  over 
25,000  families  within  the  limits  of  the  Parish,  east  of  Second  Avenue.  That  about  one- 
third  of  these  are  Romanists,  and  that  only  about  one-fourth  of  the  remainder  are  connected 
with  any  religious  body— lea%ing  at  least  12,000  families,  or  more  than  50,000  souls,  for  whom 
Christ  died,  who  attend  no  place  of  worship.  Among  this  number  otu:  Church  has  but  one 
small  Mission  Chapel,  which  has  been  open  one  year,  and  one  Missionary.

The  New  York  Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society  haa,  during  the  year  ii«w 
doslBg,  eontinned  the  work  upon  which  It  entered  June  1, 1864,  of  sending  Missionaries  to 
fks  Public  Institutions  of  the  City. 

The  Rev.  C.  £.  Phelps  has  visited  Bellevue  Hospital  thrice  each  week,  ministering  to  the 
ikk  and  dying  in  its  wards.  He  has  also  held  a  weekly  Service  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Coi- 
ned Home,  visiting  such  of  the  sick  as  paired  his  ministrations^  At  the  New  York  Or- 
phsn  Asylum  he  has  held  a  weekly  Service  and  addressed  the  children. 

The  Bev.  £.  Cowley,  resident  with  his  wife  up(m  Blackweirs  Ishuid,  in  rooms  kindly 
tealshed  ns  by  the  Commiasionert  of  PabUe  Charitiea,  has  devoted  his  time,  Sundays  and

weok-doys,  the  I&st  TnesdAy  In  each  month  excepted,  to  the  Penitentiarj,  Island  Hospital, 
Alms-noase,  Work-noase,  and  Lnnatio  Asylam,  haying  In  chai^  seventy  or  more  com-^ 
mnnicants,  and  a  large  number  of  memfters  by  baptism,  of  our  Church.    In  company  with 
lay  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  others,  he  has  also  devoted  the  last  Sunday    . 
in  each  month  to  the  children  of  Bandairs  Island,  numbering  from  eight  to  twelve  hundred, 
dck  and  welL 

The  Rev.  F.  M.  Serenbez,  after  a  Sunday  Morning  Service  in  the  theatre  of  BelloTne 
Hospital,  passes  the  afternoon  at  the  Emigrants^  Hospital  of  Ward^s  Island,  holding  a  Ser- 
vice in  German  and  another  in  English.  Mr.  Serenbez  also  makes  a  regular  visitation  of 
the  wards  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  and  is  almost  dally  called  to  the  Island  to 
attend  to  special  cases. 

Members  of  the  Executive  Committee  hold  Services,  regular  or  otherwise,  according  to 
the  nature  and  needs  of  the  Institution,  at  the  Leake  and  Watts  Orphan  House,  Initot 
Aaylnm,  Sheltering  Arms,  and  House  of  Mercy. 

The  Ladies'*  Mission  to  Public  Institutions,  whose  members  visit  at  the  larger  number  of 
places  noted  above,  and  also  at  many  others,  have  added  greatly  to  the  effectiveness  of  tiie  • 
ministrations  of  our  Church  among  the  inmates  of  the  various  Departments  of  Chari^  aad 
Correction.    The  institutions  visited  receive  about  seventy  thousand  inmates  annually. 

There  are  preached  to  or  ministered  to,  under  this  Mission,  perhaps  one-third  of  that  num- 
ber. How  many  souls  may  be  saved,  the  latter  day  only  will  reveal.  We  trust  and  believe 
that  we  are  the  means  of  much  blessing.  The  inadequacy  of  ministerial  labor  is  about  to 
be  in  part  supplied  by  the  volunteer  services  of. two  of  the  younger  clergy  of  the  city. 

The  number  of  persons  baptized  under  this  Mission,  returned  elsewhere  in  the  several 
reports  of  its  Missionaries,  is  611 ;  the  number  buried  (In  part  or  in  whole)  at  the  expense 
Of  the  Mission,  firee  graves  being  assigned  us  in  St  Michaers  Church-yard,  Astoria,  is  T6L 

The  forward  step  of  the  City  Mission  this  year  is  the  opening,  early  in  July,  of  a  chapel 
and  temporary  home  Ibr  women  and  children,  ih  Mulbeny  street  As  soon  as  arrange- 
ments to  that  end  can  be  otmipleted,  we  propose  to  have  the  clergyman  resident  in  an 
a^oining  house,  which  shall  be  also  a  shelter  for  a  brief  time  to  men  in  need.  The  Bev. 
Mr.  Hilliard  Is  daily  at  the  Mission  House  to  meet  the  spiritual  needs  of  those  applying. 

The  receipts  of  the  Mission,  for  the  year  ending  September  20,  are  $7,804  02. 

The  Rev.  R.  H.  Bourne,  Missionary  at  the  Tombs  and  City  Hospital,  reports 
as  follows :

The  Otaego  County  Mission  is  the  result  ot  much  effoK  and  contrivance,  pushed  to  sue- 
•■■M  results  under  the  fostering  care  of  the  three  strong  Parishes  of  the  County^-Zion 
Oar^  Monia;  Christ  Church,  Cooperstown;  and  St  Matthew's  Church,  Unadilla. 

Its  ol||eet  is  to  organiKe  and  associate  the  scattered  Churchmen  of  the  Cowity,  so  that  aa 
BMsy  aa  poaalble  may  enjoy  the  ministrations  of  the  Church ;  and  to  seek  out  and  strength- 
•my  soticing  aftw  the  Church. 

The  coat  la  divided  between  the  strong  Parishes  of  the  County,  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Otmiittee,  and  the  Stations  themselves.  In  three  nearly  equal  ports. 

The  rstnlta  of  the  summer's  work,  though  not  all  that  could  have  been  wished,  are  per- 
kqs  sa  much  aa  could  be  expected  from  the  extent  of  territory  over  which  the  service  waa 


The  average  weekly  ride  of  the  Misrtonary  to  meet  these  appointments  is  upwards  of  80 
lOsa;  thla,  without  any  allowance  for  Parochial  calls,  is  the  mere  distance  of  the  Stations. 
IW  average  congregations  have  been  about  $0.    At  only  one  of  the  Stations  is  there  a 
ited  Church  building  under  our  control.    At  the  others,  we  have  suffered  under  the 
M  of  inconvenient  and  unhonored  places  of  worship,  (^ten  at  inconvenient  hours. 
At  only  one  ct  the  Stations  has  it  been  found  practicable  to  open  a  Sunday-School,  or  to 
Ifvete  much  attention  to  the  public  instruction  of  the  children ;  a  defect  which,  it  is  hoped, 
■ly  be  gradually  removed. 
Witt  all  these  disadvantages,  enough  haa  been  done  to  show  the  imp<Nrtance  of  doing 
and  by  preaenting  to  the  scattered  people  of  the  rural  districts  the  claims  cS  a  truly 
Church. 
It  MBMlui  to  give  a  fiw  partioulars  eouoeniing  th«  several  Stations. 
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No  trace  of  the  Parochial  organizations  of  St  Markka  Church,  OamtaytUe,  can  be  found 
—no  records,  no  VestrjTnen,  no  property. 

There  are  a  few  commnntcanta,  bnt  very  little  prospect  of  healthy  Church  life.  Yet  there 
la, great  need  of  it.  Religion  has  been  carioatored  and  debased,  nntil  practical  atheism  is 
the  ruling  condition. 

The  Union  Mceting-honse  is  dilapidated,  dirty,  nncomfortable;  and,  being  used  for  all 
sorts  of  gatherings,  as  well  as  for  religions  meetings,  has  no  respect  from  the  people. 

The  success  of  the  Chlirch  at  Oneonta  is  hindered  by  the  weakness  of  the  Parish  at  pres- 
ent (only  one  male  communicant),  and  the  consequent  inability  to  be  demonstratiye  of  trotf 
Church  worship.  With  only  an  eVenlng  Senrlce  possible  (for  want  of  place)  twice  a  month, 
we  are  crushed  to  death,  as  it  were,  by  the  strong  societies  of  other  religious  bodies,  who 
absorb  most  of  the  religions  strength  of  the  place.  Here,  too,  though  there  is  small  sacoeMi 
there  Is  great  need  of  a  strong  and  rigorous  effort  to  establish  the  Church.  Oneonta  Is  to 
be  quite  an  Important  village  and  railway  station ;  and  there  Is  a  considerable  floating  daaa, 
who  would  come  to  strengthen  the  Church  oould  they  once  see  her  in  her  beantyand 
strength. 

Emmnnnel  Chapel,  Otego,  has  been  repaired  and  somewhat  Improved  by  the  Parlsli 
during  the  summer.  Further  Improvements  will  be  made  very  soon,  which  will  make  this 
little  cdlflcc  a  neat  and  comfortable  ChapcL  The  ^locess  (quite  unexpected)  which  has  at- 
tended only  a  monthly  Service  here  is  Just  enough  to  show  that  a  more  vigorous  working 
of  the  Parish  would  probably  win  and  save  much  to  the  Church  here  that  will  otherwise 
inevitably  be  lost 

At  West  Burlington  your  Missionary  found  a  Parish  organization  indeed,  but  little  more, 
to  begin  with.  Only  very  rare  and  irregular  Keliglous  Services  of  any  sort  had  been  held 
in  the  village  for  more  than  a  year.  Eager  interest  in  the  Church  was  at  once  manifested. 
The  Sunday-School  increased  and  nourished  it  A  clergyman  of  another  religious  bQdy  msd« 
alternate  appointments  with  mine,  and  all  things  began  at  once  to  exhibit  that  yeasty  ooodl* 
tlon  which  usually  accompanies  the  renewal  of  religious  life  In  a  community.  This  interest 
continues  and  increases.  Tour  Missionary  is  Impressed  with  the  desirableness  of  pressing 
Church  work  forward  here  with  a  liberal  earnestness  that  will  make  its  ftill  beauty  and 
power  felt  The  Parish  has  a  ftmd  amounting  to  about  one  thousand  dollars,  which  has 
been  long  reserved  for  Church  building.  The  few  earnest  Churchmen  there  are  not  rioh, 
but  are  ver}'  desirous  of  a  suitable  and  proper  Church.  Could  some  kind  fHends  out  of  the 
Parish  give  them  another  $1,000,  with  what  can  bo  raised  here.  It  might  be  done.  Shall 
it  bo? 

At  Laurens,  good  congregations  are  always  ready  to  hear  the  Church.  But  o'  Ibe  work 
there,  the  Uector  of  Zion  Church  should  speak,  as  he  has  held  most  of  the  Services. 

The  monthly  visit  of  your  Missionary  to  PortlandvUle  has  been  supplemented  by  the 
Bector  of  Christ  Church,  CoojKirstown.  Good  congregations  have  assembled,  but  pastoral 
and  catechetical  work  has  been  but  small,  owing  to  uniK-quent  services. 

There  are  severol  Stations  In  the  eastern  port  of  the  County  where  the  Church  is  desired 
and  necessary,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Missionary  has  been  called,  but  It  is  beyond 
his  power  to  extend  his  field.    Another  man  Is  much  needed  for  the  same  sort  of  work.

I  would  simply  say  that  when  I  came  to  this  Parish,  about  one  year  since,  It  seemed 
very  difficult  for  me  to  ascertain  how  and  where  I  was  to  commence  work.  So  many  had 
slept  or  removed,  and  the  living  and  staying  had  been  so  long  without  a  minister  and  regu- 
lar Services,  that  the  attendance  was  very  small,  not  Indeed  averaging  more  than  twenty 
and  twenty-five  persons.  But  by  God's  blessing  upon  my  humble  and  unworthy  labors,  we 
now  have  a  very  much  increased  congregation,  and  general  Interest  in  the  perpetuity  and 
welfore  of  this  little,  but  precious,  branch  of  the  Holy  Vino.  The  Sunday-School  and  Choir 
hod  been  kept  alive  and  interesting  by  several  devoted  daughters  of  the  Church,  especially 
by  the  generous  offerings  and  services  of  one  who  ought  to  be  known  and  praised  by  all 
the  Churches,  so  that  they  are  now  far  more  prosperous  than  we  might  have  reasonably 
expected.  Wo  have  much  improved  the  Church  property  already,  and  have  a  good  |»roBpect 
of  getting  a  good  furnace  before  the  opening  of  winter,  with  some  other  things  that  we 
very  much  need.  And,  on  the  whole,  we  are  joyftilly  going  ahca^L  We  had  a  very  pleasant 
time  at  the  late  visit  of  our  venerable  and  good  Bishop,  whose  kind  words,  &c,  gave  us  mudi 
encouragement  and  movement  on  our  way  of  Christian  saying  and  Christian  doing.

New  York,  Wednesday,  September  SCtii,  18  CO. 

This  beiDg  the  day  fixed  by  the  CoDstitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  assembled  for  Divine  Service,  at  ten  o^clock  in  the  morning, 
In  St.  John's  Chapel  in  the  City  of  New  York,  the  place  appointed 
by  the  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Cornelius  R.  Duffie,  D.  D., 
rector  of  the  Church  of  St.  John  Baptist,  New  York,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  J.  Howard  Smith,  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Interces- 
tfioD,  New  York,  and  the  Rev.  George  B.  Reese,  rector  of  Zion 
Church,  Greenburgh,  who  read  the  Lessons,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Breck- 
cnridge  Gibson,  rector  of  Bethesda  Church,  Saratoga  Springs,  who 
isaid  the  Collects.     The  Litany  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Philander  K. 
Cad  J,  rector  of  Christ  Church,  Poughkecpsio.     The  Ante- Commun- 
ion Service  was  read  by  the  Right  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot,  D.  D., 
Assistant  Bishop  of  Indiana,  the  Rev.  John  Brown,  D.D.,  rector  of  St. 
George's  Church,  Newburgh,  reading  the  Epistle,  and  the  Rev.  J,ohn 
McVickar,  D.  D.,  Emeritus  Professor  of  the  Evidences  of  Revealed 
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Religion  in  Columbia  College,  New  York,  reading  the  Gospel  The 
Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Morgan  Dix,  D.  D.,  rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  New  York.  The  Right  Rev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.D., 
LL.  P.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  in  which  he  was  assisted  by  the  Right  Rev.  Henry  C. 
Lay,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  the  Rev.  A.  N.  Little- 
john,  D.  D.,  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Brooklyn, 
and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dix. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese. 

The  Secretary  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  to 
call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled  to  seats,  when 
one  hundred  and  seventy  answered  to  their  |^mes  and  took  their 
seats  as  members.* 

The  Churches  entitled  to  representation  were  then  called  over, 
and  the  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  certificates ;  which  were 
examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  appointed  by 
the  Presiding  Officer,  viz. :  William  E.  Dunscomb,  Esq.,  and  Hon. 
Hamilton  Fish.  The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  duly  appointed 
were  called,  when  Delegates  from  one  hundred  and  forty-two  Par- 
ishes appeared  and  took  their  Ecats.f 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Right  Reverend  the 
President  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  Committee  on  the  Examination  of  the  Certificates  of  Lay 
Dologates  reported  ai  defective  several  certificates,  which  were  re- 
ferred back  to  the  Parishes  for  correction. 

The  President  announced  the  Vllth  Rule  of  Order  on  the  ad-

The  Convention  then  proceeded,  according  to  the  Sixth  Article 
of  the  Constitution,  to  the  appointment  of  a  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. 

On  motion  of  Floyd  Smith,  Esq.,  the  veto  by  ballot  was  unani- 
mously dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev.  William  E.  Eigenbrodt,  D.  D. 
was  elected  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  the  same,  ballot  was  unanimously  dispensed  with, 
and  Edward  F.  Do  Lancey,  Esq.  was  elected  Treasurer. 

The  Secretary  appointed  the  Rev.  Theodore  A.  Eaton,  the  As- 
sistant Secretary.

this  Diocese  and  maintaining  such  union ;"  and  also  in  the  forms  of 
certificates,  appended  to  the  Canons,  to  be  presented  by  Lay  Dele- 
gates to  this  Convention,  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  report  such 
amendments  as  they  may  deem  necessary.

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CANONS. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  consider 
whether  any  Amendments  or  Additions  may  be  made  to  Canons  11.  and 
IV.  respectfully 

REPORT : 

Section  17  of  Canon  11.  was  adopted  in  1863,  to  meet  the  case  of 
Free  Churches  incorporated  under  the  Act  of  1^4 ; — (See  the  Journal 
of  18G3,  pages  71,  72) ;  but  by  its  language  it  is  made  to  include  a  large 
number  of  Churches,  not  intended  to  be  embraced  within  its  operation, 
and  with  respect  to  which  its  provisions  are  inapplicable,  and  may  be 
the  cau^^e  of  embarrassment. 

A  reference  to  the  Section  will  show  that  its  langnage  includes 
every  '*  Church  or  Congregation  incorporated  under  any  law  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  other  than  the  General  Act  for  tlie  Incorporation 
of  Chu:  ches,  passed  April,  1813,  and  its  amendments,"  that  may  have 
been  admitted  into  union  with  the  Church  in  this  Diocose. 

A  large  number  of  Churches,  the  oldest  in  the  Diocese,  were  incor- 
porated otherwise  than  under  the  General  Act  of  1813,  and  wore  in 
union  with  the  Church  in  tliis  Diocese,  long  before  the  Liw  of  1854 
was  enacted.  "Without  referrinpf  to  Tiinity  Church  in  New  York,  St. 
I'eter's  in  Albany,  and  others  that  may  have  been  created  by  special 
charters,  it  is  only  necessary  to  remark  that  a  General  Act  for  the  In- 
corpi nation  of  Religious  Societies  existed  long  before  1813.  A  Law 
of  this  character  was  enacted  by  the  State  of  New  York  in  1784,  and 
was  revised  in  1801,  substantially  in  the  form  of  the  General  Act  of 
1813.  All  the  Churches  incorponted  under  these  General  Acts  (1784 
and  1801)  therefore  antedate  the  Laws  of  1813,  although  corresponding 
with  those  incorporated  under  the  last  mentioned  Act,  in  all  e-isential 
particulars ;  they  have  precisely  the  same  organization,  and  the  same 
*orni8  of  election,  and  of  continuation. 

But  being  incorporated  under  Laws  of  the  State  of  Now  York  other 
than  tlie  General  Act  of  1813,  and  its  amendments,  the  letterof  the  I7th 
Section  of  the  Canon  II.  would  include  them  within  its  te-ms. 

It  is  deemed  important  immediately  to  rectify  this  anomaly  in  the 
Canon. 
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The  first  clanse  of  this  Section  appears  also  to  conflict,  in  some  Oegreo, 
with  the  third  Article  of  the  Constitation,  which  declares  that  "  the 
Convention  shall  he  composed  of  the  officiating  Ministers,  heing  regu- 
larly admitted  and  settled  in  some  Charcfi  within  this  Diocese,  which  is 
in  anion  with  this  Convention ;  and  of  Lav  Memhers,  <&c.,  &c.^^ 

A  Minister,  regularly  admitted  and  settled  in  a  Chnrch  within  the 
Diocese,  in  union  with  the  Convention,  is  therefore,  hy  operation  of 
the  organic  laws  of  the  Convention,  entitled  to  a  seat  in  tlie  Conven- 
tioxLf  of  which  he  may  not  he*  deprived  hy  any  Canon.  The  Canons 
may,  and  should,  declare  the  mode  in  which  the  evidence  of  his  right 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Convention,  and  he  perpetuated. 

Bnt  the  clause,  under  consideration,  Assumes  to  make  the  right  to  a 
seat  itself^  dependent  upon  a  **  proviso,*'  instead  of  directing  its  enact- 
ments to  the  evidence  of  the  right. 

The  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  Ministers  of  the  Churches  of 
ilie  class  (alone)  intended  to  he  affected  by  the  Canon  adopted  in  1863, 
(Sec  17,  Canon  11,)  should  be  held  in  the  same  regard  as  those  of  other 
Churches,  and  that  the  legislation  of  tlie  Church  respecting  the  evidence 
of  their  rights  to  membership  in  the  Convention,  should  be  assimilated, 
as  far  as  practicable,  to  that  affecting  their  brethren  settled  in  the  other 
Incorporated  Churches. 

It  is  therefore  proposed  to  repeal  the  first  clause  of  Section  17., 
Canon  II. ;  and  to  incorporate  in  Section  2  of  the  same  Canon,  the  pro- 
▼iflioiis  respecting  the  Ministers  of  Free  Churches,  and  those  not  having 
regular  Vestries,  under  assimilated  regulations,  with  respect  to  the  pre- 
sentation and  perpetuation  of  the  evidence  of  their  riglit<»,  witli  the 
other  C?lergy  of  the  Diocese. 

This  amendment,  if  adopted,  will  render  necessary  an  amendment 
(merely  verbal)  of  the  second  clanse  of  the  same  Section.  It  is  als^i 
proposed,  and  recommended. 

The  Committee  are  unable,  for  want  of  time,  to  consider  fully  other 
changes  to  Canon  11,  or  to  report  upon  the  forms  of  Certificates  of  the 
appointment  of  Lay  Delegates,  as  contemplated  by  the  resolution  of 
reference  to  them.  The  examination  which  they  have  been  enable!. 
in  the  brief  time  since  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  of  the  Convention, 
to  give  to  this  branch  of  the  reference,  inclines  them  to  think  that 
some  changes  may  be  required.  But  those  changes  demand  more  time 
and  more  deliberation  than  can  be  given  during  the  present  session  of 
the  Convention.  They  therefore  respectfully  ask  that  so  much  of  the 
reference  to  them,  as  may  not  be  answered  by  this  report,  may  be  cob- 
tinned  in  their  charge  during  the  recess,  with  power  to  report  an> 
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farther  amendments  or  additions  to  the  Canons  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Oonvention.  . 

The  Committee  are  of  opinioa  that  an  amendment  is  needed  to  Seo- 
ion  1  of  Canon  IV. 

This  Section  requires  the  prodnotion  of  the  Certificate  of  Incorpora- 
tion, doly  recorded,  or  a  copy  thereof  certified  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County, 

In  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  by  an  Act  entitled  *'  An  Act 
to  reduce  several  laws  relating  particularly  to  the  City  of  New  York 
into  one  Act,"  passed  April  9, 1818  (2  B.  8. 1818,  page  402),  it  is  made 
the  daty  of  the  Register  of  Deeds,  to  record  all  ^'  deeds,  conyeyances^ 
and  other  writings  which  by  laws  are  directed,  or  hereafter  may  be 
directed  to  be  recorded."  And  the  Clerk  of  the  City  and  County  of 
New  York  is  *'  restrained  and  precluded  "  from  performing  any  duties 
or  services  whatever  so  far  as  relates  to  the  recording  pf  deeds,  convey- 
ances, and  other  writings,  ^. 

The  Committee  are  not  aware  of  any  subsequent  law,  altering  the 
relative  duties  of  these  ofGicers,  with  respect  to  the  recording  of  ^'  deeds, 
conveyances,  and  other  writings  which  by  law  are  directed "  to  be 
recorded. 

The  office  of  Register  of  Deeds  has  been  created  elsewhere  than  in 
the  county  of  New  York,  and  may  perhaps  be  created  in  still  other 
counties ;  and  possibly  the  duty  of  recording  the  same  class  of  papers 
rnay  be  transferred  to  the  new  officer.  The}r  therefore  recommend  an 
amendment  to  meet  the  existing  condition  of  the  laws  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  if  not  elsewhere,  and  the  possible  futaro  condition  of  the 
law  in  other  counties. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  reported 
herewith.

law  of  the  State  of  New  York,  other  than  the  General  Act  for  the  In- 
corporation of  Ohnrches,  passed  April,  1818,  and  its  amendments,  which 
has  been  or  hereafter  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Ohnrch  in 
this  Diocese:  promded  that  snch  certificate  be  such  as  is  required  in 
Canon  XH,  Section  1,  Title  I.  of  the  ^  Digest,^  except  that  the  same  may 
be  signed  by  the  presiding  and  recording  officers  of  the  body  electing 
tfaelGnister;  and  provided  fiirtherj  that  the  Bishop  shall  have  endorsed 
on  SDch  certificate,  that  he  is  satisfied  that  such  Minister  is  a  qualified 
Minister  of  this  Church.'* 

And  that  the  same  Section  be  farther  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  *'  by  the  said  Canon  *'  (in  the  tenth  line  of  the  same  Edition) 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  '  by  this  Section,  to  be  recorded  as 
aforesaid.' 

Be$ohedy  That  Clause  2  of  Section  17  of  Canon  II.  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  "and  each  Church  or  Congregation"  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Clause,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words, 

''Every  Church  or  Congregation  incorporated  since  April,  1818,  or 
hereafter  to  be  incorporated,  under  any  law  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
other  than  the  General  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  Churches,  passed 
April,  1818,  and  its  amendments." 

And  also  by  striking  out  the  word  '*  and "  in  the  concluding  para> 
graph  of  the  Clause. 

And  that  the  numbering  of  the  Clauses  be  changed,  so  that  Clause 
8  will  become  Clause  1,  and  Clause  8  will  become  Clause  2. 

Bstolvedj  That  Canon 'IV.,  entitied  ''Of  the  Admission  of  a  Church 
into  Union  with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  Maintaining  such 
Union,"  be  amended  as  follows : 

In  Section  1,  at  the  end  of  the  Section,  add,  "or  by  the  officer 
whose  duty  it  is  or  may  be  made  by  law  to  record  Certificates  of  Incor> 
poration  of  Religious  Societies  in  the  County  in  which  such  Church  is 
situated." 

The  question  was  taken  by  Orders  on  the  several  foregoing  Re- 
solutions appended  by  this  Committee  to  their  Report,  and  said 
Resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  concurrent  Vote  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity ;  and  the  Canons  referred  to  in  the  same  were  declared  to 
be  altered  thereupon  accordingly. 

On  motion  it  was 
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lUiohedy  That  the  Committee  be  oontinued  in  charge  of  the 
snbjects  referred  to  them  as  to  other  changes  in  Canon  II,  and 
Forms  of  Certificates  of  the  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates,  with 
power  to  report  any  farther  amendments  or  additions  to  the  Canons 
at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Convention.

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  General  Theological  SemiDary  re- 
port: 

That  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  Institution  \iM 
been  relieved  from  its  financial  emb  irrassmcnts,  and  a  sufficient  sum 
lias  been  received  and  invested  to  provide  income  for  the  support  of 
the  Institution,  and  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Professors.

The  Trustees  report  that  Mr.  Henry  Meigs,  Jr.  having  resigned  his 
office  as  Treasurer  of  the  Fund,  Mr.  Thomas  P.  Cummings,  on  the  7th 
of  November,  1865,  was  appointed  such  Treasurer. 

The  Trustees  report  that  the  '^  Episcopal  Residence  "  in  Franklin 
Street  has  been  sold,  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  for 
$26,000.  They  also  Keport  that  some  gentlemen,  feeling  a  strong  in- 
terest in  the  subject,  proposed  that  the  Trustees  should  apply  to  the 
purchase  of  a  residence  for  the  Bishop,  the  proceeds  of  the  house  in 
Franklin  Street,  the  residue  of  the  sum  necessary  to  make  up  the 
purchase-money  to  be  raised  by  private  subscription ;  that  a  house  in 
East  Twenty-second  Street,  between  Broadway  and  the  Fourth  Avenue, 
was  afterwards,  on  consultation  between  such  gentlemen  and  tlio  Trus- 
tees, purchased  for  the  price  of  $35,000 — it  ap[)earing  to  be  well  suited 
to  the  purposes  intended;  that  thereupon,  on  the  13th  day  of  April, 
1866,  these  Trustees  Resolved,  that,  until  the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention,  and  their  direction  authorizing  the  Trustees  of  the  Episco- 
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pal  Fund  to  take  and  hold  the  property  as  the  "  fipiscopal  Residence/^ 
the  title  of  the  same  should  be  conveyed  to  Thomas  P.  Cammingp, 
Henry  E.  Pierrepont,  and  Gouvcrncur  M.  Ogden,  as  joint  tenants,  and 
not  tenants  in  common ;  and  that  the  Episcopal  Fund  would  advance 
$25,000  of  the  purchase-money,  receiving  the  Bond  of  the  three  gentle- 
men named  for  that  amount,  to  he  secured  by  a  consideration  money 
mortgage,  interest,  however,  not  to  be  paid  during  the  occupation  of - 
the  house  by  the  Bishop  performing  the  duties  of  the  Episcopate; 
apon  the  understanding,  that  when  authority  to  that  effect  should  be 
given  by  the  Convention,  the  joint  tenants  above  named,  or  the  sur- 
vivors of  them,  should  convey  the  property  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Epis- 
copal Fund,  and  receive  satisfaction  of  the  said  Bond  and  Mortgage.  The 
purchase  was  completed  on  tlie  16th  day  of  April  last;  the  house  and 
lilt  were  conveyed  to  the  three  joint  tenants ;  these  Trustees  paid 
$25,000  of  the  purchai^e- money,  receiving  a  bond  and  mortgage  for  that 
amount  of  the  tenor  above  indicated,  and  the  residue,  $10,000,  was  ad- 
vanced by  one  of  the  contributors,  who  has  only  collected,  with  his  own 
contributions,  about  $5,500,  and  is  still  in  advance  to  the  am(;unt  of 
$4,500.  Under  these  circumstances  the  Trustees  ask  for  authority  from 
the  Convention  to  take  and  hold,  as  the  ^^  Episcopal  Residence,"  the 
house  and  lot  so  purchased.  A  Resolution  to  this  effect  is  appended  to 
this  Report. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  "  Accumulating  Fund ''  now  amounts  to 
the  sum  of  $38,316  38,  and  that,  added  to  the  Disposable  Fund,  will 
make  the  sum  of  $100,816  38.  By  the  previous  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion the  accumulation  wns  to  cease  when  the  two  funds  together  should 
be  $100,000.  This  rendt^rs  it  necessary  for  the  Trustees  now  to  report 
the  fact.  The  Trustees  would,  however,  express  their  opinion  that  the 
iflcome  of  the  amount  of  the  two  funds  will  not  be  sufficient  for  the 
support  of  the  Bishop,  and  the  payment  of  the  annual  charges  upon  the 
Kpisoopal  Rcsideuce. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  Mr.  Isaac  A.  Johnson,  one 
of  the  Trustees,  has  died,  leaving  a  vacancy  to  be  filled  by  the  Conven- 
tion.

That  they  have  performed  the  duty  assigned  to  them ;  and  that  the 
assessments  on  tho  parishes  have  been  generally  paid,  and  supplied  tin- 
deficiency  in  the  Episcopal  Fund,  for  tho  salary  of  the  Bishop  for  tliv 
(5urrent  year,  and  a  surplus  remains  in  tho  treasury. 

As  an  Episcopal  residence  has  been  purchased,  the  amount  heretofore 
allowed  the  Bbhop  for  house-rent  will  not  be  required  to  be  raised. 
Tho  income  of  the  Disposable  Fund,  however,  is  but  little  more  than 
half  sufficient  to  pay  the  Bishop  the  salary  pledged  by  the  Convention.

Bisokedy  That  the  Committee  on  Amendments  to  the  Act  for 
the  Incorporation  of  Churches  be  continued;  and  that  they  be 
empowered  to  ask  the  Legislature  of  the  State  for  such  other  legis- 
lation as. they  may  deem  necessary ;  and  that  the  Bishop  have  power 
to  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  their  number. 

The  Committee  on  the  Examination  of  Certificates  of  La\ 
Delegates  reported  the  Certificate  from  St.  James',  Fordham,  to  be 
defective.     It  was  referred  back  to  the  Parish  for  correction. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Higbec,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  preparing 
a  suitable  expression  of  the  feelings  of  this  Convention  respecting 
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the  death  of  the  Eev.  Dr.  Hawks,  reported  the  following  Resolu- 
tions, and  recommende'd  their  adoption  bj  the  Convention. 

Itesoked,  That  this  Convention  have  heard  with  deep  grief  of 
the  death,  this  morning,  of  the  Bev.  Dr.  Hawks ;  long  a  member  of 
this  body,  and  its  chosen  Depnty  to  the  General  Convention;  and 
they  desire  to  record  their  affection  and  respect  for  his  distinguished 
name  and  character. 

Eesokedy  That  we  will  attend  the  funeral  of  our  decedled 
brother,  as  a  mark  of  grateful  reverence  for  his  memory,  and  of 
our  profound  sorrow  for  the  loss  which  the  Church  suffers  by  his 
death. 

These  Ecsolutions  wejre  adopted. 

On  moty)n  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Eigenbrodt,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  a  copy  of  these  Resolutions  bo  sent  to  the  family 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  with  the  expression  of  our  respectful 
sympathy  with  them  in  their  great  bereavement. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Horace  L.  E.  Pratt,  it  was  then

OF  TlIE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  IXCORPORATION  OF 

CUURCHES. 

The  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  of  Churches  applying  to  bo 
admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention,  respectfully  Report : 

That  the  certificates  of  the  followiug  Churches  arc  in  due  form,  and 
that  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  has  been  endorsed  on  each,  viz. : 

1.  "  Tlie  Rector,  Church  "Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  of 
the  Redeemer,  in  the  village  of  Astoria,  in  the  County  of  Queens.'' 

2.  "The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  John's 
Church,  in  Long  Island  City,  in  the  town  of  Newtown,  in  the  County  of 
Queens.'^ 

3.  "The  Rector,  Church  "Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  Chrl&t  Church, 
Riverdale,  in  the  town  of  Yonkers,  in  the  County  of  Westchester.'' 

4.  "The  Rector,  Church  "Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  Trinity  Church, 
in  the  town  of  "Whitehall,  in  the  County  of  "Washington. '^ 

5.  "The  Rector,  Church  "Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  Christ  Chu.ch, 
in  tho  town  of  Warwick,  in  the  County  of  Orange.'' 

6.  "The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Comforter,  in  the  town  of  Southfield,  in  the  County  of  Rich- 
inond." 
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7.  *'The  Rector,  Cliurch  "Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  St  Paurs 
Church,  in  the  town  of  Franklin,  in  the  County  of  Delaware." 

8.  "The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  Trinity  Church, 
in  the  village  of  Madalin,  in  the  CouLty  of  Dutchess." 

9.  "  The  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,"  in  the  city  of  Poughkeepeie. 
It  appears  hy  a  supplementary  affidavit  that  the  requisitions  of  the  Act 
as  to  the  incorporators  have  been  complied  with. 

10.  "  The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Sepulchre,  in  the  city  of  New  York." 

The  following  certificates  have  certain  defects  : 

1.  "  The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Chapel  of 
the  Holy  Saviour,  in  the  city  of  New  York." 

The  certificate  does  not  state  that  the  presiding  officer  was  called  to 
the  chair  by  a  majority  of  the  persons  present,  but  simply  that  he,  acting 
as  its  Eeetor,  presided. 

2.  "The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  St  Markka 
Church,  in  the  town  of  Watervliet,  and  village  of  Green  Island,  in  the 
County  of  Albany." 

The  certificate  states  that  "  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Chapman,  having  officiated 
as  Rector,"  presided  at  the  said  meeting;  not  that  he  was  called  to  the 
chair  by  a. majority  of  the  persons  present. 

3.  "The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  St  Mary's 
Church,  in  the  town  of  Luzerne,  in  the  County  of  Warren." 

The  attestation  clause  names  B.  C.  Bntlcr  and  W.  L.  Stevens  as  the 
persons  present  and  witnessing  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting,  who, 
together  with  the  presiding  officer,  subscribe  their  names  and  affix  their 
seals  to  the  Instrument ;  whereas  the  certificate  is  in  point  of  fact  signed 
and  sealed  by  Henry  McMartin  and  Harvey  Burnliam.  This  is  a  fatal 
error. 

4.  "  The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  Zion  Church,  in 
tlie  village  of  Fonda." 

The  certificate  of  incorporation  does  not  state  on  what  day  the 
i:ieeting  was  held.  The  acknowledgment  does  not  state  that  the 
subscribing  witness  who  proves  the  execution  was  acquainted  with  the 
parties  executing,  nor  that  he  was  personally  known  to  the  judge  be- 
fore whom  the  acknowledgment  was  made.  Further,  there  is  no  revenue 
stamp.    These  are  fatal  defects. 
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5.  "The  Rector,  Church  "Wardens,  and  Vestrjmen  of  the  Milnor 
Memorial  Church,"  New  York, 

The  certificate  of  incorporation  is  recorded  in  the  County  Clerk's 
office,  and  also  in  the  Registar's  office,  as  they  are  informed  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  body. 

This  Church  subsequently  petitioned  the  Court,  of  Common  Pleas  to 
have  the  name  changed  to  that  of  "  the  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and 
Vestrymen  of  the  Church  of  the  Atonement,  in  the  city  of  New  York," 
and  under  thb  latter  name  applies  to  bo  admitted  into  union  >vith  the 
Convention. 

The  order  of  the  judge  allowing  the  change  was  granted  March  22d, 
1866,  and  was  published  in  a  paper  called  tlie  **Sun,"  on  23d  March, 
1866.  But  there  is  nothing  to  show  on  what  date  the  order  and  affidavit 
were  filed  and  recorded  in  the  County  Clerk's  office.  Chapter  328  of 
the  laws  of  1858  requires  a  full  compliauco  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Act  of  Dec.  14th,  1847  (ch.  464,  Laws  of  1847).  By  the  latter  these 
papers  must  be  filed  and  recorded  within  twenty  days  from  the  granting 
of  the  order.    This  omission  is  fatal  to  the  application. 

The  [>etition,  in  accordance  with  a  requirement  of  the  Act,  states  that 
there  is  no  other  existing  corporation  known  by  the  name  of  "  The 
Church  of  the  Atonement,  in  the  city  of  New  York."  But  in  the  List. 
of  Churches  in  the  Convention  Journal  of  1865,  the  name  appears  as 
that  of  a  Church  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

6.  "  The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  Grace  Church, 
City  Island,  in  the  township  of  Pelham,  in  the  County  of  Westchester.-' 

In  the  attestation  clause,  Richard  I.  Williums  is  mentioned  a^  one  of  the 
persons  present  and  witnessing  the  proceedings ;  hut  he  does  not  sign 
his  name  as  such,  but  as  a  witness  to  the  execution  by  the  other  parties. 
The  execution  is  therefore  defective,  and  the  certificate  invalid. 

The  question  as  to  the  proper  office  for  the  recording  of  the  certificates 
of  incorporation  in  the  City  of  New  York  and  other  parts  of  tlie  State 
where  the  office  of  Register  exists,  is  of  the  most  serious  character. 
From  the  examination  by  the  law-members,  your  Committee  have  no 
doubt  that  the  Register's  office  is  the  proper  one  in  which  to  record 
these  instruments. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  suggest  that,  under  the  present  practice, 
great  inconvenience  results  both  to  the  Churches  applying  for  admission 
into  miion  with  the  Convention  and  to  the  Committee  itself.  Grave 
questions  continually  arise,  botli  novel  and  perplexing,  which  have  to  be 
settled  off-hand,  without  reference  to  the  voluminous  statutes  bearing 
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on  the  qnestioD,  much  less  to  legal  deoisions.  This  difficulty  would  be 
avoided,  if  the  certificates  were  filed  with  the  Secretary  a  fortnight 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  referred  to  the  appropriate 
Committee  at  that  time.  They  recommend  that  the  subject  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  undersigned  begs  leave  most  respectfully  to  niemorializo  the  J>ii»- 
cesan  Convention  now  in  session  in  this  Church ;  and  to  pray  that  if  ex- 
oladed,  together  with  other  chaplains  of  the  army  and  navy,  by  the 
Third  Article  of  the  Diocesan  constitution,  from  the  exorcise  of  an

The  Eight  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took  the  chair. 

The  Eight  Ecv.  the  Bishop  presented  to  the  Convontiou  a  tele- 
gram just  received  by  him  from  the  family  of  the  Ecv.  Dr.  Coit,  of 
Plattsburgh,  sending  from  him  a  message  of  love  to  his  liishop, 
and  saying  he  wished  it  to  bo  known  that  he  was  very  low,  and 
not  likely  to  live.  The  Bishop  spoke  of  the  very  high  character 
and  faithful  services  of  the  Ecv.  Dr.  Coit ;  said  that  he  had  him- 
self sent  back  by  telegram  an  earnest,  affectionate  message,  and 
then  proposed  that  the  Convention  should  at  once  offer  up  prayor.s 
for  the  sick  brother,  and  then  send  him  from  this  Body  a  telegram 
announcing  the  fact,  and  expressing  our  earnest  love  and  sympathy. 
This  proposition  meeting  with  cordial  and  unanimous  approval  from 
the  Convention,  order  of  business  was  suspended,  and  prayers  for 
the  sick  were  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  read  by  the  Eev.  Dr. 
Haight. 

The  Convention  resumed  the  order  of  business. 

The  Eight  Ecv.  the  Bishop  informed  the  Convention,  that 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars  were  needed  in  order  to  pay  the  Mi;^- 
sionarics  of  this  Diocese  the  extra  sum  of  fifty  dollars  each  on  the 
1st  day  of  October  next,  as  voted  to  them  by  the  Missionary  Com- 
mittee, in  addition  to  their  stipends  for  this  year. 

On  motion  of  Orlando  Meads,  Esq.,  it  was 
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Resolvedy  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  do  now  open  a 
list  of  the  Churches  of  this  Diocese  for  immediate  subscription 
therein  of  special  contributions  from  the  members  of  the  Conven- 
tion who  may  be  disposed  to  aid  in  making  up  the  deficiency  just 
stated  by  the  Bishop  to  exist  respecting  the  extra  amount  above 
their  stipends  as  voted  to  the  Missionaries  of  this  Diocese  by  its 
Missionary  Committee.

I.  Hesolcedy  That  a  Committee  of  fifteen  (eight  Clergymen  and 
Beren  Laymen)  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  this  Convention, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  whole  matter  of  the  erection  of  a  new 
Diocese,  or  (if  they  shall  deem  the  same  not  inconsistent  with 
Article  V.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Convention)  of  new 
Dioceses  within  the  limits  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  conditions  suggested  in  the  Bishop^s  Address,  just 
delivered ;  who  shall  report  thereon  at  the  next  annual  Conven- 
tion. That  the  said  Committee  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
make  inquiry,  in  such  way  as  they  may  deem  best,  as  to  the  wishes 
and  desires  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  northern  part  of  the 
Diocese  and  on  Long  Island  and  Staten  Island ;  as  to  the  erection 
of  a  new  Diocese  in  each  of  those  sections  of  the  State ;  and  also  to 
obtain  all  such  further  information  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper 
to  prepare  the  subject  for  the  consideration  of  the  Convention  at 
its  next  annual  session. 

II.  Eesolved,  That  the  Committee  be  directed  to  consider  and 
report,  if  practicable,  a  plan  for  such  an  association  between  the 
new  Diocese  or  Dioceses,  should  such  be  erected,  and  the  Diocese 
of  New  York,  as  shall  tend  to  the  protection  and  preservation  of 
their  common  interests. 

III.  Resolved^  That  this  Committee  be  directed  to  confer  with 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  from  time  to  time,  as  they  shall  deem  to 
be  desirable,  and  whenever  he  may  wish  a  conference ;  and  to  lay 
before  him  the  results  of  their  inquiries  and  deliberations  before 
framing  their  report  to  the  Convention.

In  presenting  his  Annual  Report,  the  Treasurer  rej^pcctfully  requests 
the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  tho  matter  of  iho  Contiiigout  Ex- 
I  enses  of  the  General  Convention  of  18C5,  at  Philadelphia. 

The  entire  Canonical  quota  of  tho  Diocese  of  New  York  to  these 
expenses,  790  dollars,  being  $2  for  each  of  its  005  Clergymen,  was  paid 
in  full  in  one  payment  to  H.  Cope,  Treasurer  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  his  receipt  taken  therefor,  on  the  14tli  of  October,  18G5,  a  few  days 
after  the  General  Convention  met,  thus  releasing  tlje  Diocese  from  all 
its  Canonical  liabilities. 

Subsequently,  and  on  tho  24th  of  November,  1SG5,  I  received  a  cir- 
cular from  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Convention,  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  stating  that  tho  House  of 
Deputies  alone,  not  the  General  Convention  iti-elf,  had  passed  a  resolu- 
tion calliDg  upon  those  two  officers  "  to  draw  upon  the  several  Dioceses 
for  their  proportionate  part  of  the  said  indebtedness  of  the  Conven- 
tion ;**  that  under  this  resolution  of  the  lower  House,  these  two  gentle- 
men had  asses.«ed  the  Diocese  of  New  York  376  dollars  (one  dollar  for 
€ach  Clergyman),  in  addition  to  the  amount  called  for  by  tho  Canon, 
and  previously  paid,  and  saying  that  the  quota  of  this  Diocese  "  will 
therefore  be  three  dollars  instead  of  iuo  dollars,  as  fixed  by  Canon,'* 
and  requesting  an  early  remittance. 

The  Treasurer  has  no  power  to  pay  anything  not  authorized  by  tho 
Diocesan  Canon,  nor  by  the  Convention  under  it;  besides  which,  at 
the  time  this  circular  was  received  there  were  not  funds  enough  to  pay 
the  debts  of  the  Diocese  itself. 
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Thus  tho  matter  has  remained  in  abeyance,  until  this  Convention 
could  meet. 

On  the  2l8t  of  September,  1866,  however,  I  received  aiother  circular, 
dated  September  19, 1866,  from  the  same  two  officers,  making  another 
and  an  additional  assessment  on  this  Diocese,  under  the  same  resolu- 
tion, of  75  cents  for  each  Clergyman  in  it,  or  $296j^^^o  more;  thus 
making  these  two  assessments,  unauthorized  by  any  Canon  or  by  the 
General  Convention,  amounting  to  $691  25  over  and  above  the  Canonical 
quota  of  790  dollars,  already  paid  in  full ;  and  making  a  total  amount 
required  from  this  Diocese,  toward  the  expenses  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, of  (l,i81  25.  Whether  any  further  claim  will  be  made,  the 
undersigned  has  no  means  of  knowing.  This  last  circular  was  accom- 
panied by  a  note  from  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  request- 
ing me  to  bring  the  matter  before  this  Convention.  In  doing  so  I 
respectfully  suggest  that  these  claims,  though  not  perhaps  legal,  are 
eminently  just ;  and  that  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  Convention 
making  a  donation  of  the  extra  amount  required,  if  it  sees  fit  The 
expenses  of  the  Diocese,  however,  should  be  first  provided  for :  these 
are  estimated  for  the  coming  year,  I  am  informed,  at  about  $8,600. 
The  contributions  for  tho  past  year  from  203  Parishes  were  $3,764  60. 
If  all  the  Parishes  contribute  their  jast  amounts,  there  will  be  funds 
sufficient ;  but  if  they  do  not,  as  has  been  the  case  for  some  years,  then 
the  Convention  must  provide  for  the  deficiency  by  a  special  call,  or  in 

some  other  effectifal  way.

Resolved^  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Convention  be  requested  to 
assess  upon  the  Parishes  of  this  Diocese  an  amount  sufficient  for  the 
purpose  of  thus  enabling  the  Diocesan  Fund  to  defray  the  portion 
of  the  expenses  of  the  General  Convention  which  have  been  assessed 
upon  this  Diocese. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Haight,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  presented 
and  read  a  Keport  on  the  subjects  referred  to  them. 

Whereupon  it  was 

Besolvedj  That  the  subject  of  the  proposed  change  in  the  Canon, 
respecting  the  Missionary  Committee,  be  continued  in  charge  of  the 
Committee  on  Canons. 

The  Conyention  then  adjourned  until  nine  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning.

The  enlargement  of  its  canonical  inconio  is 
therefore  the  great  problem  before  the  Diocese,  and  calls  for  more 
liberal  contributions  both  from  Churches  and  individuals,  and  more 
especially  to  frown  on  all  interference  tending  to  withdraw  into  other 
channels  educational  funds  so  obviously  insufBcient  for  our  own  neces* 
sities  and  the  support  of  our  own  students.

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  Stephen's  Training  College 
wa^  presented,  as  follows  :

OF  ST.  STEPHEN'S  TRAINING  COLLEGE,  ANNANDALE. 

The  undersigned,  in  belialf  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  Stephen's  College,  begs 
leave  to  report  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  that  the 
College  is  in  a  satisfactory  and  flourishing  condition.  At  the  commence- 
ment, in  July,  four  young  men  were  graduated,  three  of  whom  enter  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  one  remains  in  College  as  Tutor.  There 
nre  now  thirty-nine  students,  the  same  number  as  last  year.  Since  tli«» 
last  Convention,  about  thirty  students  have  becnrcfuj-ed  admission  at  St, 
Stephen's  for  want  of  room  to  accommodate  them.    The  present  Cullogv.- 
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building,  in  which  it  is  necessary  to  provide  fi»r  two  professors  and 
thirtj-four  students,  and  also  for  a  matron  and  servants,  besides  recita- 
tion rooms,  is  uncomfortablv  crowded.  The  present  great  want  is 
another  College  building  and  two  suitable  residences  for  professors. 

The  effort,  which  was  begun  last  year,  in  presenting  the  claims  of  the 
College  to  the  Diocese,  was  not  continued,  for  the  want  of  a  suitable 
agent.  An  alumnus  of  the  College,  Mr.  Walter  Delafield,  who  is  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  wants  of  the  College  and  the  work  which  it  is  doing, 
has  kindly  offered  his  services.  Ho  is  recommended  to  the  confidence  of 
the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese. 

The  corner-stone  of  the  Ludlow  and  Willink  Ilall  was  laid  on  the  18th 
of  June.  The  work  is  now  rapidly  progressing.  This  was  the  noble  g^ 
of  two  warm-hearted  church  women — ^Miss  Ludlow  and  Mrs.  Willink, 
members  of  Trinity  Parish— offered  to  the  Trustees  more  than  a  year 
ago.    Since  that  time  Mrs.  Willink  has  entered  into  the  rest  of  Paradise. 

The  Trustees  have  appointed  Mr.  Charles  Tyler  Olmstead,  B.  A.,  who 
had  been  tutor  the  previous  year,  and  had  shown  his  ability  in  scholar- 
ship and  in  character,  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 
The  Faculty  now  consists  of  four  Professors  and  a  Tutor. 

The  students  of  St.  Stephen^s  College  are  surrounded  by  all  the  in- 
fluences of  the  Church  in  her  worship  and  sacraments,  and  in  her  daily 
works  of  piety.  These  young  men  ought  to  grow  up  strong  in  the 
faith,  and  with  characters  formed  for  the  work  to  which  they  have 
devoted  themselves.  It  is  proof  enougli  of  the  influence  of  the  Church, 
that  nearly  the  whole  rural  population  of  the  neighborhood  have  become 
worshippers  and  communicants  at  the  College  chapel.  These  students, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Warden,  have  already  begun  the  work  to 
which  they  are  called.  The  influence,  however,  chiefly  arises  from  the 
quiet  and  consistent  religious  life  of  forty  young  men  who  have  devoted 
themselves  to  doing  good.  The  poorest  of  our  population  have  long 
recognised  the  students  as  their  warmest  and  best  friends.

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  was  presented 
and  read,  as  follows : 
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OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PAROCHIAL  FUND. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  respectfully  present  to  the  Con- 
yen  tion  their  Annual  Report. 

Daring  the  year  past  tlioy  have  received,  as  will  appear  by  the  Re- 
port of  their  Treasurer,  which  is  appended,  from  collections  in  Chnrchcs, 
$882,86;  and  from  donations  (including  the  amount  appropriated  by 
the  Convention  of  last  year  from  the  Drafted  Clergy  Fand),  $898.60  ; 
firom  interest  and  premium  on  gold,  $468.04.  Total,  $1,698.00.  Tlio 
amount  now  invested  in  United  States  securities,  is  $3,600,  and  de- 
ported in  bank,  $426.41. 

While  reporting  some  progress  in  building  up  this  Fund,  the  Trustees 
regret  that  they  still  find  themselves  unable  to  congratulate  the  diocese 
on  having  placed  it  in  a  condition  to  commence  its  beneficent  work  of 
dispensing  to  those  who  need  it,  the  aid  it  was  instituted  to  provide 
and  famish.  No  formal  applications  for  aid  have  been  presented,  as 
the  Trustees  were  not  prepared  to  ejLtend  it. 

Aa  regards  the  year  just  PA^t,  in  view  of  the  number  and  urgency  of 
the  applications  made  to  the  churchmen  of  this  diocese  for  assistance 
to  the  church  throughout  the  South,  as  well  as  for  increased  aid  on 
behalf  of  the  expanded  missionary  operations  inaugurated  at  the  last 
Greneral  Convention,  it  was  considered  advisable  to  defer,  for  the  time. . 
the  strenuous  pressing  of  its  claims  for  contributions.  Consequently, 
the  amount  of  money  raised  is  less  tlmn  might  have  been  obtained  by 
more  active  efiforts.  This  institution  of  the  diocese,  charged  with  on 
urgently  necessary  work,  having  thus  awaited  its  turn  another  year,  it 
is  to  be  hoped  this  Convention  will  determine  that  it  shall  now  receive 
that  support  which  it  claims  and  requires. 

Not  yet  discouraged  by  the  small  advance  thus  far  made  towards 
the  attainment  of  the  ends  aimed  at  in  its  establishment,  the  Trustee^ 
again,  iu  a  deep  conviction  of  the  great  importance  of  the  work  which 
ought  to  be  done  to  accomplish  the  task  assumed  by  the  Convention  in 
this  respect,  call  the  earnest  attention  of  this  house,  and  of  the  laity 
throughout  the  diocese,  to  the  claims  of  this  institution.  They  have 
endeavored,  by  their  widely-circulated  reports  and  documents  in  past, 
years,  and  by  a  recently  published  Appeal,  to  diffuse  generally  all 
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necessary  information  in  regard  to  that  state  of  things  which  occasioned 
the  estahlbhment  of  this  fand,  and  to  enlist  the  interest  and  to  ohtain 
the  assistance  needed,  to  relieve  onr  reverend  clergy  of  some  part  of 
the  hurden  so  unjustly  thrown  upon  them,  and  to  moke  hetter  provi- 
sion than  has  hitherto  existed,  for  the  due  maintenance  of  the  ministry 
in  this  diocese. 

But  the  Trustees  have  reason  to  fear  that  the  greatness  of  the  work 
assigned  to  this  institution  (a  work  second  to  no  other  which  touches 
the  welfare  of  the  church),  is,  even  yet,  appreciated  hy  comparatively 
very  few ;  that  the  true  intent  of  its  mission  is  not  perceived.  Inas- 
much as,  to  demonstrate  the  fact  of  the  inadequate  support  of  the 
clergy  generally,  the  tale  has  often  heen  repeated  of  the  utter  poverty 
of  some  of  them,  it  is  feared  that  many  have  supposed  that  this  fund  is 
but  aiming  at  the  temporary  relief  of  some  instances  of  distress  and 
hardship  among  our  ministry  and  the  expression  of  sympathy,  and  the 
extension  of  temporary  assistance  is  regarded  as  all  that  is  demanded, 
or  expected  hy  the  Trustees.  They  beg  leave  to  assure  those  who 
have  thus  misunderstood  the  relation  of  the  Parochial  Fund  and  its  ob- 
jects to  the  reverend  clergy,  and  to  the  work  of  building  up  the  church, 
that  they  are  greatly  in  error.  It  is  not  to  represent  a  large  portion  of 
the  clergy  of  the  diocese  as  in  the  condition  of  paupers  and  dependents, 
awaiting  charity  from  the  wealthy  laity  of  the  diocese,  that  the  wretch- 
ed facts  in  the  case  have  been  reiterated.  And  it  is  now,  in  the  hope 
of  being  able,  by  persistent  attempts,  to  impress  on  the  minds  of 
churchmen  the  real  nature  of  the  work  which  this  fund  contemplates, 
that  they  once  more  ask  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  obser- 
vations they  have  to  make  on  this  subject. 

It  is  true  that  a  number  of  the  ministers  in  this  diocese  are  so  inade- 
quately provided  for,  that  they  and  tlieir  families  are  compelled  to  en- 
dure severe  hardships,  such  as  they  ought  not  to  be  required  to  sulfer, 
nuchas  impede  their  labors  and  impair  their  influence.  But  this  is 
only  part  of  the  trutli  on  this  subject.  Is  the  support  of  the  ministry  to 
be  regarded  as  in  a  satisfactory  state  when  the  clorgy  are  only  not  hel&ir 
starvation  point,  or  when  by  great  efforts  a  measure  of  relief  is  obtain- 
ed for  cases  of  great  indigence  and  hardship  among  them?  The  truth, 
which  the  Trustees  of  this  fund  have  long  labored  to  bring  home  to  tlie 
hearts  of  the  laity  of  this  diocese,  is  this,  that  the  provision  for  minis- 
terial support  among  us,  in  towns,  as  well  as  ih  the  country,  is  almost 
universally  insvfficicitt^  precarious^  vinrortlnj  of  the  sacred  cause  it 
should  sustain ;  unjust  to  those  who  labor  in  the  Gospel,  and  wlioni 
the  Lord  has  declared  "  worthv  of  their  hire." 

It  is  not  only  the  missionary,  or  some  of  the  rural  clergy  who  aro 
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thus  insafficiently  sapported,  as  the  facts  stated  in  our  report  of  \slsz 
year  demonstrated ;  bat  the  great  bodj  of  the  clergy  are  this  day,  an 
the  information  we  possess  assures  us,  burdened  with  the  difficulty  of 
niyin»Ainifig  themselves  and  their  families  on  the  livings  provided  for 
them.  Sinoe  it  is  the  whole  subject  of  clerical  support  wliich  is  com- 
mitted by  this  Convention  to  the  care  of  the  parochial  fund,  why 
should  not  the  Trustees  distinctly  state  those  facts  of  which  they  arc 
informedi  in  regard  to  the  clergy  in  all  parts  of  the  diocese?  Why 
should  they  not,  in  fidelity  to  the  interests  they  have  undertaken  to 
guard  (interests  not  personal  but  public),  state  the  fact,  that  even  the 
clergy  of  some  of  the  largest  parishes  in  this  metropolis —reverend 
gentlemen  of  great  success  and  popularity — are  compelled  to  employ 
thair  private  resources  to  provide  a  respectable  living  fur  their  fami- 
lies? This  state  of  things  is  a  wrong  toward  the  clergy,  an  injury  to 
the  church,  and  a  reproach  to  those  of  their  flocks  to  whom  God  has 
^▼en  wealth  amply  sufficient  to  make  suitable  provision  for  the  sus- 
tenance, in  their  labors,  of  His  ministering  servants.  Mncli  improve- 
ment has  indeed  taken  place,  and  the  Trustees  of  this  fund  are  war- 
ranted in  attributing  this  result  largely  to  the  influence  of  this  ofTort.. 
Still,  in  these  days  of  costly  living, — double,  and  even  triple,  the  rate 
of  a  few  years  since, — ^the  clergy  are  too  often  expected  to  maintain 
themselves  on  the  salaries  formerly  given  them,  which  were  then  in- 
adequate to  meet  expenses  increased  100  per  cent.,  with  means  in- 
creased possibly  from  80  to  60  per  cent.  It  is  easy  to  compute  the 
profit  and  comfort  to  the  clergy,  of  this  state  of  things.  It  is  not  easy 
to  estimate  the  loss  to  the  cliuroh,  of  the  full  measure  of  her  eiliciency, 
and  of  those  who  have  been  deterred  from  the  holy  ministry  by  the 
discouragements  which  they  perceived  before  them. 

The  Trustees  would  fain  trust  that  tliis  condition  of  things  is  not 
irremecUable ;  and  they  appeal  to  this  Convention,  with  the  sanction  ol 
the  Right  Reverend  Head  of  the  diocese,  aud  to  the  wealthy  church- 
men of  the  diocese,  as  those  on  whom  a  groat  responsibility  has  been 
laid,  to  take  such  measures  as  will  immediately  relieve  an  admitted 
evil,  and  provide  for  the  future  and  it^  increasing  demands.  In  the 
judgment  of  the  Board,  this  question  ought  not  to  be  evaded,  ought  not 
to  be  postponed ;  nor  ought  the  work  to  which  the  Convention  has 
repeatedly  pledged  itself,  to  bo  set  aside,  from  year  to  year,  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  other  objects. 

Some  light  may  perhaps  be  thrown  on  this  subject,  if  we  turn  to 
what  the  church  of  England  is  attempting  in  relation  to  it  at  tliis  very 
time.  Largely  endowed  with  the  means  of  snpporting  her  parochia] 
system,  as  the  church  in  that  country  is,  in  comparisou  with  ours,  yet 
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6ucb  lias  been  the  growth  of  popalation  that  her  means  of  providing 
and  sastaining  clergy  to  minister  to  her  people,  is  found  to  be  wholly 
insufficient.    The  effort  there  takes  chiefly  the  form  of  fixed  endow- 
ment.   The  piety  and  bounty  of  individnols,  not  of  the  public,  nor  of 
the  prince,  endowed  the  Anglo-Saxon  church  in  an  early  period,  and 
gave  pastors  to  its  people.    This  endowment,  sufficient  for  the  time, 
and  in  many  coses,  remaining  intact  to  the  present,  was,  however,  in 
otliors,  transferred  to  the  monastic  bodies  or  appropriated  by  the  lay 
patrons,  and  when  the  former  were  dissolved,  the  church  was  plundered 
of  the  means  of  living,  which  piety  had  ireely  given  for  the  ministers  of 
the  Lord.    Several  distinct  efforts  are  now  employed  in  endeavoring  to 
remedy  the  evil  which  the  church  there  appreciates,  in  something  of 
its  true  moment.    (1.)  The  Ecclesiastical  Commission  have  recently 
given  notice  that  they  will  increase  every  benefice,  of  not  less  than 
5,000  souls,  which  is  in  public  patronage,  to  £800 ;  and  every  benefice 
in  private  patronage  to  the  same  amount,  if  the  half  of  the  support  ie 
derived  from  unecclesiastical  sources,  and  offer  endowments  of  £200  to 
now  parishes.    (2.)  The  Tithe  Redemption  Trust  is  gradually  recover- 
ing some  portion  of  the  proi)ei'ty  once  bestowed  on  the  church  for  the 
livings  of  the  clergy,  from  the  lands  of  lay  impropriators,  and  restoring 
It  to  the  uses  to  which  it  has  once  been  consecrated.   (3.)  The  Curate's 
Augmentation  Fund,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Bishop  of  Oxford,  is 
striving  to  promote  the  same  object.    Such  is  the  course  which  onr 
Mother  Church  finds  it  necessary  and  expedient  to  pursue. 

The  principle  of  this  fund  is  essentially  that  of  endowment,  how- 
over  modified  and  limited.  The  necessity  for  constant  contributions 
for  the  wants  of  the  church  as  she  goes  on  in  her  work,  will  ever  exist. 
The  revenue  which  the  church  may  obtain  by  her  system  of  offermgs, 
will  always  bo  required  for  her  work,  if  slie  proceeds  faithfully  with 
its  prosecution,  however  large  her  endowments  may  become.  There  is 
no  need  of  keeping  before  us  the  terror  of  overgrown  corporations  mis- 
using their  trnst,  to  affright  us  from  a  wise  policy  in  reference  to  this 
matter.  Let  us  not  exemplify  the  folly  of  suffering  a  confessed  evil  to 
remain  unamended  because  no  absolutely  faultless  method  of  relieving 
it  is  discoverable.  T^et  us  rather  adopt  this  well-approved  principle, 
attaching  every  security  to  the  application  of  it.  And  surely  this  insti- 
tution affords  a  plan  of  operations  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  in 
view,  and  subject  to  the  complete  control  of  the  diocese  from  year  to 
year.  It  is  in  the  power  of  the  wealthy  laymen  of  this  diocese,  this 
year,  speedily,  by  a  generous  offering  to  the  cause  of  Christ  and  His 
Church,-  so  to  endow  the  several  parishes  as  to  relievo  the  derg^^  from 
he  burden  of  pecuniary  care,  and  to  impart  the  energy  c  f  fresh  life  to 
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all  her  operation?.  The  charch  is  depleted.  Ilcr  power  of  expansion 
is  repressed,  her  ambition  to  attempt  the  stupendous  task  before  licr  is 
chilled  and  foiled.  Give  her  the  means  of  life ;  fill  her  veins  with  rich 
blood,  strengthen  her  for  her  labor,  and  by  the  Divine  blessing  her 
course  will  be  onward  and  gbirioas,  as  we  have  never  yet  seen  it. 
Leave  her  to  struggle  with  tlie  difficulties  of  inadequate  support  in  the 
most  important  element  of  her  success,  and  her  past  will  bo  repeated 
in  herfbture.  The  clergy  require,  not  an  eleemosynary  dole,  but  that 
£Bur  living  which  the  Lord  ordained  that  they  should  receive. 

The  last  General  Convention,  by  resolution,  recommended  that  the 
salaries  of  the  clergy  ought,  of  right,  to  be  increased  50  per  cent.  But, 
as  even  the  resolutions  of  the  General  Convention  are*  not  clothed  with 
the  power  of  executing  themselves,  it  is  not  generally  supposed  that 
much  has  yet  come  of  the  resolution. 

It  is  for  the  clergy  and  laity  of  this  diocese,  under  their  bishop,  to 
fake  up  this  work  and  carry  it  on  to  success.  And  the  Trustees  beg 
leave^  in  conclusion,  to  propose  the  following  resolution : 

Bmolted^  Tliat  the  Parochial  Fund  of  this  diocese,  thoroughly  ap- 
proved in  its  principles  and  plan  of  operations  by  this  Convention, 
claims  the  immediate  attention,  and  the  liberal  offering;),  of  the  church- 
men of  the  diocese.

The  Report  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  was 
presented  and  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tuttle,  as  follows: 


Heport 

OF  THE  MISSIONARY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Missionary  Committee  of  tho  Diocese  represent  to  this  Conventiou 
that  its  missionary  field  is  clothing  itself  with  intensost  interest  Striking 
tokens  of  the  Master^s  presence  unfold  in  every  qnortor.  To  what  but 
to  GoD^s  good  Spirit  shall  be  referred  a  cluster  of  incidents  like  these? 
In  one  town  a  wealthy  faouly,  thongh  all  anbaptized,  are  moved  to  erect 
one  of  the  most  beaatifol  rural  stone  churches  in  the  Diocese,  and  at 
the  time  of  its  consecration  humbly  present  themselves  in  a  body  for  a 
holy  dedication  to  God^s  service  in  the  ordinances  of  baptisra,  confirma- 
tion and  the  Holy  Communion.    In  tho  adjoiuing  town  another  family 
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are  stirred  by  God's  good  Spirit  to  build  a  snbstantial  stone  edifice  (now 
fur  advanced)  and  partially  to  endow  it,  placing  a  parsonage  alongside, 
with  accommodation  for  Sunday  and  Day  Schools,  in  the  hope  that  some 
faithful  minister  ere  long  will  be  sent  there  to  gather  the  scattered 
families  and  children  into  the  fold  of  our  dear  Redeemer.  Then,  in  the 
town  next  ad|joining  this,  a  young  lady  for  these  five  summers  past  has 
been  spending  her  recreation  in  collecting  under  the  forest  trees  and  by 
^he  wayside  the  children  and  others  of  the  village  for  simple  instruction 
in  the  Gospel  of  Ohrist,^and  had  as  the  first  fruits  of  her  exertions  IG 
children  and  2  adults  to  present  to  be  baptized  by  the  first  visiting 
clergyman ;  nor  is  this  all.  In  winter,  by  plying  her  needle  and  interest- 
ing others  in  the  good  work  she  has  now  collected  nearly  sufficient  for 
the  erection  of  a  modest  church,  the  corner-stone  of  which  is  about 
being  laid. 

The  wide  itinerancy  prosecuted  year  by  year  by  the  Head  of  this 
Diocese  and  by  others  under  him  is  rapidly  multiplying  demands  upon 
this  Convention  for  men  and  means. 

According  to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  about  enough  has  been 
received  to  meet  the  regular  stipends  due  on  Monday  next-,  but  shutting 
darkly  down  the  hopeful  resolution  of  your  Committee  to  appropriate 
$50  extra  to  each  missionary,  for  the  current  year. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  this  body  will  not  much  longer  be  satisfied 
with  the  meagre  stated  allowance  to  these  noble  workers  in  the  vine- 
yard. It  is  a  cold  satisfaction  that  the  Treasury  is  reported  to  you  clear 
of  debt,  when  this  has  only  been  accomplished  by  the  continuance  of 
the  old  antiquated  allowance  of  ten  years  standing,  now  utterly  behind 
the  new  condition  of  things. 

Will  not  this  Convention  direct  that  for  the  ensuing  year  the  regular 
stipend  shall  not  be  less  than  $200  for  each  missionary?

OF  THE  NEW  YORK  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CITY 

MISSIONARY  SOCiETY. 

To  tho  Convontion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese 
of  New  York : 

Sinco  tho  last  Annual  Cmvontion  this  Society  has  actively  continued 
its  labors  among  the  desolate  and  poor  in  the  streets,  and  especially 
among  tlio  various  charitable  institutions  of  New  York. 

The  Ilodse,  No.  30 i  Mulberry  Street,  which  was  opened  last  year,  is 
used  as  a  shelter  and  temporary  homo  for  friendless  girls  and  children. 
Hero  have  also  beon  held  Sunday  and  week-day  services.  A  Sunday 
school  has  boen  carried  on ;  and  during  the  week  two  evenings  have 
been  set  apart  to  receive,  instruct,  and  otherwise  to  aid,  women  residing 
in  that  part  of  the  city.  Since  the  purchase  of  306  Mulberry  Street 
(adjoining  the  house  first  occupied)  all  the  partitions  upon  the  first  floor 
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uf  the  house  No.  806  have  been  removed,  thus  forming  a  neat  and  con- 
venient Chapel.  The  basement  and  upper  stories  have  been  connected 
with  304  Mulberry  Street,  increasing  the  accommodations  of  the  house, 
and  enabling  those  in  charge  to  receive  for  the  day  the  chiWron  of 
mothers  going  out  to  work.  The  charitable  work  of  St.  Barnabas' 
nouse  has  been  supported  by  special  contributions.  Through  the 
systematic  and  economical  management  of  the  Ladies  in  charge,  there 
have  been  given  out,  at  a  comparatively  email  expense,  to  homeless 
women  and  needy  oliildren,  many  thousand  comfortable  meals  and 
lodgings  during  the  year. 

In  all  the  city  institutions  upon  Randuirs  and  BlackwelFs  Island  • 
also  upon  "Ward's  Island,  or  Bellevue  II<'Si)ilal,  at  the  City  Prison,  the 
Colored  Heme,  the  Home  of  the  Female  Prison  Association,  tlie  Child's 
Xursery  and  Hospital,  the  Orphan's  Heme,  the  New  York  Orphan 
Asylum,  the  House  of  Mercy,  and  tlie  Leake  and  "Watt's  Or|)han  House, 
the  faithful  Missionaries  of  the  Society,  aided  by  Laymen  c(.nnccted 
with  the  Mission,  by  ^fembers  of  the  Ladies'  Mission  to  public  institu- 
tions, and  also  by  other  ladies,  have  sought  to  teach  and  act  as  serv- 
ants and  ministers  of  Christ  to  the  inmates  of  these  several  places. 

We  have  the  cheering  knowledge  that  among  the  thousands  upon 
thonsands  reached  by  this  Society  many  ignorant  have  been  instructed, 
some  fallen  ones  have  been  rescued,  and  are  now  living  unto  God,  while 
we  have  a  good  hope  that  many  souls  have  been  won  for  heaven,  some 
of  whom  already  sleep  in  Jesus. 

The  Missionaries  of  the  Society  are  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Phelps,  Rev.  E. 
Cowley,  Rev.  F.  M.  Serenbez.  Rev.  S.  H.  Hilliard,  Rev.  R.  H.  Bourne. 
and  Rev.  W.  Leacock. 

The  Rev.  Merritt  H.  Wellman  is  the  Financial  Agent  of  the  Society. 

There  have  been  baptized  during  the  year  ending  August  31,  521 
persons;  2  couples  married;  41  persons  confirmed,  and  120  burials, 
chiefly  in  St.  Michael's  Churchyard,  Astoria. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  ending  in  September  have  been  thirty 
thonsand  dollars  ($30,000),  all  of  which  has  been  expended  in  the  pur- 
chase  and  fitting  up  of  the  two  houses,  the  payment  of  missionaries, 
and  in  the  charitable  operations  of  the  Society.

On  motion  of  Orlando  Meads,  Esq.,  it  was 

£esolced,  That  the  grateful  acknowledgments  of  tliis  Convention 
are  hereby  tendered  to  the  gentlemen  by  whose  exertions  a  suit- 
able residence  has  at  length  been  provided  for  our  Bishop,  and  by 
whose  liberality  a  very  considerable  addition  has  thus  been  made 
to  the  permanent  property  of  the  Diocese.

Bbethren  of  the  Clergy,  and  of  the  Laity: 

Once  more  our  Heavenly  Father  has  crowned  tlie  year 
Tvith  His  goodness, — once  more  our  annual  course  of  duty 
and  of  trial  has  been  run ;  and  here  in  the  lioly  place,  in 
the  midst  of  a  crowded  and  busy  city,  quite  sequestered 
from  the  worldly  tumult  that  rages  in  the  distance  all 
around  us,  we  find  ourselves  met  togetlier,  in  peace  and 
quietness,  to  render  the  returns  of  our  labors,  and  to  con- 
sult what  best  may  be  done  for  the  glory  of  God,  for  the 
advancement  of  His  Church,  for  promoting  the  interests  of 
our  great  spiritual  charge.  Welcome,  thrice  welcome, 
dear  brethren,  to  this  fraternal  and  loving  conference ! 

Before  all  other  words,  let  us  unite  in  returning  our 
most  humble  and  hearty  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  the 
preservations  of  the  year,  for  the  manifold  blessings  be- 
stowed upon  His  people,  and  for  the  abundant  increase 
vouchsafed  to  the  ministries  of  His  Church.  Cold  indeed 
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must  be  our  hearts,  if  they  rise  not  up  in  devout  gratitude 
for  mercies  and  good  gifts  shed  down  upon  us  from  the 
heavens  I  No  year,  indeed,  is  all  sunshine.  Our  annual 
gatherings  always  show  some  breaches  in  our  ranks.  Some 
of  our  brethren  of  last  year  are  no  longer  with  us  in  the 
flesh.  They  have  fought  a  good  fight.  They  have  finished 
their  course.  Henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for  them  a  crown 
of  righteousness,  which  the  Lord,  the  righteous  Judge,  shall 
give  them  at  that  day.  And  in  the  case  of  those  who  sur- 
vive to  reassemble,  it  is  by  no  means  given  to  all  of  us  to 
reappear  free  from  all  traces  of  sorrow.  There  have  b6en 
tears  as  well  as  smiles.  Enough,  if  we  know  where  to  look 
fsor  Him  who  can  wipe  away  our  tears,  and  teach  us  how  to 
apply  our  hearts  more  earnestly  unto  wisdom !  Enough, 
if  our  losses  stir  us  up  to  a  more  lively  remembrance  of  the 
ten  thousand  unmerited  and  unacknowledged  blessings 
that  have  been  scattered  along  our  path !  More  than 
enough,  if  these  absent  forms  speak  to  us  to  make  haste 
with  our  work,  if  they  remind  us  that  our  day  will  not  last, 
if  they  point  to  the  heavens,  and  incite  us  to  labor  more 
zealously  to  enter  into  that  great  rest !  God  most  merciful 
grant  that  it  may  be  so ! 

My  Brethren,  when  we  met  in  our  last  annual  Conven- 
tion, the  Church  and  the  Country  were  in  circumstances  of 
i^reat  interest.  Tlie  General  Cenvcntion  was  near  at  hand. 
The  strife  which  liad  convulsed  the  country  had  passed 
away.  The  hindrances  incident  to  a  state  of  civil  ^var,  which 
had'  kept  several  of  our  Dioceses  apart  from  the  rest,  had 
ceased  to  exist ;  and  the  hope  and  expectation  was  that  all 
the  Dioceses  would  speedily  resume  their  old  relations  and 
again  make  parts  of  the  one  General  Convention.  This 
union  in  General  Convention  is  provided  for  purposes  of 
general  legislation  and  convenience  of  government.  It  is 
not  indispensable  to  the  integi'ity  of  Dioceses,  nor  to  tlie 
essential  unity  of  the  Church,  however  important  it  may  be 
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to  the  harmonions  and  yigoroiis  working  of  tlio  Chnrch  as  n 
whole.  Had  the  Southern  Dioceses  chosen  to  adhere  to  a 
separate  nnion  of  their  own  for  pnrj^oscs  of  legishition  and 
government,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that,  however  much 
aach  a  conrse  might  have  Keen  to  be  regretted,  it  would 
not  have  destroyed  the  unity  of  the  Churcli.  Tlie  C(>U8ti- 
tation  of  their  Dioceses  would  have  been  entirely  valid  an«l 
perfect;  and  they  would  have  remained  in  communion 
with  ns,  as  we  are  in  communion  with  the  Church  in  Eng- 
land and  in  all  her  Provinces. 

Nevertheless,  the  intimate  imion  of  all  tho  Diocese?  in 
one  outward  organization  was  of  great  importance  to  tin* 
dignity,  strength,  and  growth  of  the  Church,  and  it  was 
moreover  of  incalculable  importance  to  the  welfare  of  llui 
country.      Besides,  Christian  hearts  on  every  side  wer«j 
yearning  for  reunion.    Old  feelings  of  esteem  and  love. 
long  held  in  abeyance,  were  returning  toward  tlieir  obJcctH 
as  the  needle  returns  toward  the  Pole,  and  for  one  I  never 
doubted  that,  whatever  questioners  might  say,  the  instincts 
of  the  Church  were  too  mighty,  and  too  much  the  dictate 
of  a  genuine  Cliristian  spirit,  to  be  resisted.    Deeply  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  of  the  crisis,  and  with  a  heart 
earnestly  longing  for  the   fraternal  embrace,  and  indeed 
moved  above  all  by  the  feeling  that  in  such  an  hour  then^ 
was  but  one  thing  for  a  generous  and  magnanimous  mind 
to  do,  I  determined  to  express  to  yon  in  clear  and  emphatifi 
terms  my  view  of  the  Church's  duty  in  regard  to  our  South. 
em  brethren.    It  was  an  inexpressible  satisfaction  to  ino 
that  my  words  met  with  a  response  from  the  Convention  m 
cordial  and  so  conclusive.    One  incident  in  that  memorable 
scene  we  shall  not  soon  forget.    It  was  when  one  of  the 
most  venerated  and  beloved  of  our  laity,  moved  by  a  noMo 
impulse,  the  impulse  at  once  of  the  Christian  and  the  ]>.v 
triot,  rose  and  proposed  to  you  to  unite  in  an  express-iori  ^.f 
approval  of  the  words  of  fraternal  sympathy  and   in.iwii 
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just  uttered.  It  was  an  unusual  measure;  but  the  great- 
ness of  the  occasion  might  well  be  deemed  to  justify  it. 
And  then  how  nobly  you  crowned  your  generous  and  ex- 
pressive action  by  rising  as  one  body  to  receive,  when  pre- 
sented to  you,  the  Bishop-elect  of  Tennessee  ?  Such  a  dem- 
onstration made  by  this  great  Diocese,  on  the  very  eve  of 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  could  not  but  pro- 
duce a  gre  at  and  most  salutary  effect  upon  the  Church, 
and  upon  the  countiy.  To  myself  personally  I  attribute 
nothing ;  but  I  do  attribute  a  great  deal  to  action  so  em- 
phatic taken  at  that  critical  moment,  and  by  a  Diocese 
occupying  the  position  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

In  the  House  of  Bishops,  at  the  General  Convention,  T  did 
what  I  could  to  secure  the  realization  of  the  views  previously 
expressed  to  you  in  my  annual  Address.  On  the  second 
day  of  the  session  I  was  invited  to  a  private  conference 
with  the  Et.  Eev.  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
•Et.  Bev.  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  Southwest,  and  the 
result  was  that  I  had  the  happiness  of  introducing  them 
into  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  of  witnessing  tlie  cordiality 
with  which  they  were  welcomed  back  to  their  old  seats. 
On  the  other  proceedings  of  the  nouse  of  Bishops,  or  of 
the  General  Convention,  I  need  not  dwell  in  detail.  To 
the  criticisms  to  which  some  of  these  proceedings  were 
subjected  in  certain  quarters  I  never  thought  it  worth 
while  to  reply.  I  may  be  excused  however  for  stating 
what  was  then,  and  what  will  ever  continue  to  be,  my 
principle  of  action  while  I  have  the  honor  of  retaining  a 
scat  in  that  body :  To  every  proposed  measure  which  was 
not  essential  for  such  an  ecclesiastical  council,  not  in  the 
direct  line  of  her  legitimate  action,  and  which  was  of  a 
nature  to  disturb  harmony,  and  create  division  and  aliena- 
tion, I  not  only  refused  concurrence,  but  opposed  an  in- 
tloxible  resistance.  Such  also  was  the  mind  of  a  large 
majority  of  both  Houses  of  the  General  Convention,  and 
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snch,  I  earnestly  trust  and  believe,  it  will  ever  continue  t.> 
be.  Every  individual  in  hie  ordinary  relations  as  a  citizen, 
has  a  perfect  right  to  do  whatever  an  enlightened  eont^o  oi 
kis  duty  as  a  citizen  shall  prompt  him  to  do,  and  in  so  actin:^: 
he  may  discharge  his  whole  duty  to  the  State.  Our  occlo* 
siastical  councils  have  certain  very  specific  and  limited 
duties  to  discharge  in  relation  to  the  practical  work  of  tlio 
Church,  and  to  those  duties,  they  should  be,  for  a  great 
many  reasons,  rigidly  confined. 

Thanks  to  her  adorable  Head,  the  Church  has  nobly  met 
the  crisis,  and  accomplished  her  mission.  She  has  shown 
how  superior  she  is  to  the  temper  and  policies  of  the  world. 
Her  widely  scattered  members  have  responded  to  her 
loving  voice,  and  have  taken  hold  of  each  other's  hands. 
All  are  in  their  places,  and  her  children,  bo  it  observed,  are 
at  nnity  within  her  embrace,  not  because  of  any  foreign 
allegiance,  which  can  take  the  place  of  love  of  country, 
not  through  devotion  to  any  scllish  policies  which  mighf 
make  them  careless  of  the  nation's  weal  or  woe,  for  thev  aro 
keenly  alive  to  everything  that  touches  its  lionor  and  well- 
being;  but  because  they  have  been  trained  under  an  in- 
fluence which,  instead  of  generating  antagonisms,  encourages 
concord,  instead  of  stimulating  prejudice,  strengthens 
sympathy,  so  that  when  physical  barriers  aro  removed,  re- 
union is  for  them  almost  a  necessity  and  a  matter  of  course ! 
Tlie  Church,  as  was  her  duty,  has  taken  the  lead,  and 
given  a  lesson  to  the  country!  May  the  country  havi^ 
wisdom  to  profit  by  it !  And  may  her  statesmen  bear  in 
mind  the  too  little  remembered  truth,  that  a  nation's  heart 
is  formed  to  virtue  and  to  greatness,  not  by  narrow  policies, 
but  by  heroic  deeds,  and  not  less  by  generous  sentiments 
and  magnanimous  actions ! 

In  this  connection  I  beg  to  return  my  most  hearty  thanks 
to  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  city  and  Diocese,  for  all  which 
they  have  so  cordially  and  so  generously  done  for  the  relief 
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and  assistance  of  their  Southern  brethren.  The  calls  made 
upon  them  from  the  South,  as  well  as  from  other  quarters, 
have  been  incessant  and  urgent  You  could  not  possibly 
do  all  that  your  hearts  prompted  you  to  do ;  but  you  have 
done  nobly ;  and  your  offerings,  and  your  ready  sympathy, 
liave  warmed  many  hearts,  and  renewed  many  old  feelings 
of  confidence  and  regard.  I  feel  particularly  grateful  for 
the  contributions  made  at  my  request,  by  a  number  of 
friends  among  tlie  laity,  to  a  small  private  fund  which  I 
endeavored  to  raise  for  certain  interesting  objects.  I  re- 
ceived more  than  I  had  looked  for,  and  I  have  the  pleasure 
of  saying  that  the  distribution  of  it  was  attended  with  the 
most  pleasing  and  satisfactory  results.  Indeed,  I  must 
frankly  acknowledge,  in  regard  to  all  these  interesting 
events,  that  the  humble  efforts  which  I  have  been  privi- 
leged to  make  in  the  interests  of  unity  and  peace,  for  the 
healing  of  breaches,  and  the  grateful  fraternal  intercourse 
which  those  efforts  opened  to  me,  wiU  ever  be  among  the 
dearest  recollections  of  my  life.  And  while  the  earnest 
cravings  of  the  heart  were  being  gratified,  I  hope  no 
harm  was  done  to  the  Church,  or  to  the  country. 

In  turning  to  my  annual  record  of  Episcopal  work,  I 
have  but  to  repeat  the  oft-told  tale  of  uninterniitted  labor. 
God  has  graciously  sustained  my  strength,  and  I  have  no 
recollection  of  a  day  which  I  have  been  able  to  give  up 
absolutely  to  the  enjoyment  of  rest.  The  spring,  and  sum- 
mer, and  autumn  thus  far,  have  been  occupied,  day  by  day, 
with  close  attention  to  the  duties  of  my  office.  One  brief 
interval,  from  the  7th  to  the  12th  of  August,  I  had  set 
apart  in  my  own  mind  for  a  little  refreshment ;  but  Divine 
Providence  ordered  it  otherwise,  and  those  few  days  of 
anticipated  rest  just  sufficed  to  enable  me  to  meet  the 
duties  occasioned  by  domestic  affliction. 

Tl\rough  God's  blessing  upon  the  zeal  and  devotion  of 
the  Clergy,  the  number  of  those  who  have  presented  tliem- 
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selves  for  the  sealing  of  the  Spirit  ia  the  Holy  Rite  of 
Coofirmation,  has  far  exceeded  that  of  any  preceding  year : 
Four  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  have  received 
Confirmation  since  the  last  Convention — an  excess  of  nine 
hundred  above  the  previous  year.  The  public  services  ofii- 
dally  attended  by  me  during  the  year  have  been  about 
385;  the  number  of  public  Confirmations,  235.  There 
have  been  11  separate  ordinations  in  different  parts  of  the 
Diocese,  in  which  17  Deacons  have  been  advanced  to  tlie 
Priesthood,  and  20  Candidates  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Diaconate.  Eight  churches  have  been  consecrated,  and 
five  others  are  now  ready  for  consecration.  Several  corner- 
stones have  been  laid  by  me,  or  by  Presbyters  appointed 
for  that  duty.  Tliree  Rectors  have  been  instituted.  Seven 
Convocations  have  been  attended.  During  the  past  year 
3  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  6  Deacons,  29  Priests,  have 
been  received  into  this  Diocese  on  letters  dimissory  from 
other  Dioceses,  and  2  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  6  Dea- 
cons, and  22  Priests,  liavc  been  transferred  by  letters  di- 
miflsory  to  other  Dioceses.  Thirty-four  clergymen  of  the 
Diocese  have  resigned  their  cures  during  the  past  year, 
and  48  have  been  appointed  to  cures.  Eighteen  ap]>licants 
have  been  admitted  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  making 
the  present  number  44.  In  connection  with  the  ordination 
of  the  Alumni  of  the  General  Seminary,  I  admitted  to  the 
Diaconate  1  Candidate  from  Kentucky,  and  1  from  Con- 
necticut, at  the  request  of  their  respective  bishops.  In 
Jersey  City  I  preached,  and  advanced  1  Deacon  to  the 
Priesthood,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese. 
In  AUentown,  Pennsylvania,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishoj) 
of  tliat  Diocese,  I  preached,  and  consecrated  Grace  church, 
and  confirmed  and  addressed  a  large  class  ;  and  in  Bethle- 
hem, in  the  same  Diocese,  I  preached  and  confirmed.  These 
two  Parishes  arc  under  the  care  of  my  nephew,  the  Rev. 
Professor  E.  N.  Potter.

Lastly,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  annoimce  the  death  of  the 
Eev.  Francis  L.  Hawks,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  who,  as  I  was  in- 
formed a  short  time  since,  expired  this  morning  at  9  o'clock. 
On  some  more  favorable  occasion  justice  will  no  doubt  be 
done  to  his  distinguished  qualities  and  eminent  services. 

And  to  these  we  may  very  properly  add  the  name  of  the 
Eev.  J.  Dixon  Carder,  D.D.,  who,  althougli  canonically 
connected  with  another  Diocese,  passed  so  much  of  his 
time  in  tliis  city,  and  was  so  intimately  connected  with  all 
our  general  Domestic  Missions,  that  we  might  well  feel 
that  he  beloncred  more  than  half  to  ns.  The  loss  of  his 
knowledge  of  all  our  Domestic  Missions,  and  of  his  excel- 
lent practical  jiidgnieiit  and  l)usiness  talent,  will  not  be 
easily  supplied,  lie  continued  his  cflicient  and  heavy 
labors  long  after  disease  liad  set  its  iiiiniistakable  mark 
upon  him. 

During  the  session  of  the  last  General  Convention,  in 
Philadelphia,  the  Board  of  Missions  frequently  met  for 
business  in  St.  Luke's  church  in  that  citv.  At  one  of  its 
evening  sessions,  the  Eev.  Dr.  Jones  appeared  in  his  usual 
health.  When  the  Board  adjourned  and  the  persons  in 
attendance  retired,  he  was  not  seen.  But  an  hour  or  two 
afterwards  he  was  discovered  lying  in  an  insensible  state. 
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and  mnch  injured,  below  one  extremity  of  tlie  high  porch 
of  the  church,  from  which  undoubtedly  he  had  fallen.  Ife 
never  recovered  liis  consciousness ;  and  between  ten  and 
eleven  o'clock  that  night,  in  a  house  to  which  he  luid  been 
conveyed  by  friendly  offices,  he  expired,  surrounded  by 
friends  and  brethren,  who  loved  him,  and  who  knew  how 
to  estimate  his  great  worth,  and  his  singularly  faithful 
services.  I  heard  of  the  distressing  occurrence,  and 
learned  the  place  to  which  he  had  been  carried,  only  in 
time  to  reach  the  sad  scene  a  nK)ment  after  he  had  ceased 
to  breathe.  A  circle  of  brethren,  whom  I  think  he  would 
have  chosen  to  have  around  him  in  such  an  hour,  stood 
in  silence,  gazing  upon  the  beloved  form,  with  looks  which 
told  how  much  was  in  their  hearts.  No  ono  needs  to  be 
told,  that  of  all  the  Christian  pastors  who  ever  blessed 
this  city  with  their  labors,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jones  was  one  of 
the  most  faithful,  most  useful,  and  most  revered.  It  was  a 
wonder  to  all,  who  considered  the  slightncss  of  his  frame 
and  the  delicacy  of  his  health,  how  he  was  able  to  hold 
together  and  fully  servo  so  large  a  congregation. 

I  must  not  detiiin  yon  with  extended  notices  of  the 
other  faithful  brethren  whom  the  Diocese  has  lost.  The 
Eev.  Mr.  Sleight  had  made  full  proof  of  the  most  trying 
hardships  and  discouragements  of  the  missionary  life,  and 
was  worthy  of  brighter  days  than  he  ever  saw.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Cleveland  won  the  love  of  his  people  by  his  i)uro, 
gentle,  and  affectionate  sjiirit,  and  well  deserved  the  tears 
which  I  saw  flowing  aroimd  his  coffin.  Tlie  Rev.  Mr.  Dick- 
son has  left  in  the  congregation  which  he  collected,  and  in 
the  spacious  and  beautiful  church  erected  mainly  through 
his  instrumentality,  a  memorial  which  bears  ample  testi- 
mony to  his  ability  and  self-devotion.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Coe 
died  in  consequence  of  an  injury,  which,  in  his  devotion  to  his 
ministry,  he  too  lightly  regarded.  My  high  estimate  of  the 
value  of  his  labore  had  induced  me,  a  year  or  two  before, 
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to  interpose  to  prevent  his  removal  from  the  Diocese ;  and 
in  the  feeling  which  I  saw  evinced  in  his  two  parishes  soon 
after  his  death,  and  in  the  tributes  paid  to  his  memory  by 
his  brethren  of  the  Northern  Convocation,  who  knew  him 
so  well,  there  were  demonstrations  of  love  and  grateful  es- 
teem, of  which  any  relative  might  well  have  been  proud. 
The  Eev.  Dr.  Cruse  was  of  German  extraction,  and  well 
known  for  his  extensive  erudition.      He  was  for  several 
years  librarian  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary.    The 
purity,  simplicity,  and  gentleness  of  his  character  secured 
for  him  the  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him.     The  Rev.  Mr. 
Lyon  was  yet  in  tlie  Diaconate.    He  had  preached  but  a 
few  times,  and  was  on  his  way  to  a  parish  which  I  had  de- 
sired him  to  visit,  when  he  was  stricken  down  with  apo- 
plexy and  paralysis,  from  which  he  never  recovered,  though 
he  lingered  for  nearly  two  years.     He  entered  the  General 
Seminary  laboring  under  some  disadvantages ;  and  it  is  not 
improbable  tliat  the  very  earnest  and  unremitted  eflForts  he 
made  to  prepare  for  his  future  work,  has/;ened  the  visitation 
under  which  he  sank.     It  was  in  his  heart  to  be  a  faithful 
minister  ou  earth  of  his  Divine  Master,  but  that  Master 
liad  other  things  in  store  for  him.     The  E.ev.  Mr.  Pound 
passed  the  later  years  of  liis  life  in  the  quiet  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  a  retired  parish,  highly  esteemed    there,  as 
he  had  been  everywhere  else,  for  his  amiable  and  blameless 
character.      Tlie  Kev.  Mr.  Van  Wagenen  departed    sud- 
denly  in  the   very   spring-time   of  his  ministry.      AVliile 
laboring  zealously  to  discharge  tlie  duties  of  an  assistant  in 
a  large  city  parish,  he  was  at  the  same  time  making  stren- 
uous eftorts  to  improve  liiniself  with  a  view  to  other  and 
more  trying  lields  of  duty.     The  burden  which  his  earnest 
spirit  laid  upon  a  delicate,  youthful  constitution  was  too 
heavy  for  it  to  bear.     He  leaves  to  us  the  image  of  a  pure, 
gentle,  and  modest  young  soldier  of  the  Cross,  for  whom  we 
can  feel  no  very  poignant  regret  that  he  was  so  early  called 
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to  ezchoDge  the  perturbations  of  earth  for  the  joyful  minis- 
tries  of  a  calmer  and  brighter  sphere  ! 

And  these  words  lead  on  very  naturally  to  tlie  mention 
of  a  loss  which  the  Diocese  has  sustained  among  her  Can- 
didates for  the  sacred  ministry.  Mr.  William  B.  Gourlay 
entered  the  senior  class  of  tlie  General  Seminary  just  a 
year  ago.  After  leaving  college  he  removed  from  Albany, 
the  residence  of  his  widowed  mother,  to  Minnesota,  in  the 
hope  of  some  benefit  to  his  delicate  health.  lie  remained 
there,  I  think,  two  years,  at  all  events  long  enough  to  win 
the  earnest  esteem  and  love  of  his  Bishoj),  wOien,  finding  his 
Iiealth  improved,  and  becoming  anxious  to  enjoy  for  one 
closing  year  the  advantages  of  the  General  Seminaiy,  he 
asked  to  be  transferred  back  to  his  native  Diocese.  It  was 
impossible  to  meet  him  without  feelings  of  the  deqpest  in- 
terest and  the  most  tender  concern.  lie  won  everybody's 
Iieart.  That  too  delicate  face,  that  sad,  sweet  smile,  that 
serene,  cheerful,  but  serious  air,  as  if  he  half  guessed 
that  the  Heavenly  Messenger  was  on  his  way  to  call  him, 
will  long  be  treasured  in  the  memories  of  those  who  had 
the  happiness  of  knowing  him.  Having  known  for  long 
years,  in  my  old  parish,  what  tlie  spirit  of  the  devoted 
widowed  mother  was,  having  had  her  self-sacrificing,  never- 
failing  help,  I  knew  in  a  moment,  when  I  saw  him,  tliat 
she  liad  a  son  after  her  own  heart.  Let  her  not  weep  !  lie 
ifi  better  where  he  is! 

To  these  names  connected  with  the  sacred  ministry  of 
the  Church,  may  I  not  add  that  of  a  devoted  layman  if  The 
Churcli  in  this  city  and  Diocese,  and  indeed  in  the  country 
at  large,  for  there  was  no  limit  to  his  benefactions  and  his 
kindly  oflices,  will  ever  keep  enrolled  high  on  the  scroll 
of  her  worthies,  the  name  of  Robert  B.  Minturn.  It  were 
useless  to  speak  of  what  every  one  knows,  except  to  gratify 
our  own  loving  and  gi'ateful  instincts,  and  to  proclaim  the 
glories  of  the  Church.    He  often  sought  concealment  in  his 
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good  works,  and  many  of  them  will  be  disclosed  only  when 
the  veil  shall  be  taken  away  from  all  human  things.  Bat 
frequently  they  were  too  full  of  blessings  to  endure  the 
secrecy  to  which  they  were  consigned.  The  eflfects  ap- 
peared, and  grateful  hearts  would  speak  in  spite  of  pro- 
hibitions. How  many  churches  all  over  the  land  have 
risen  in  part  through  his  offerings,  and  his  efficient  en- 
couragement !  In  hundreds  of  holy  places,  North,  East, 
"West,  and  South,  the  stones  cry  out  from  tlie  walls  to 
speak  his  praise.  It  was  largely  due  to  him  that  so  many 
free  churches  arose  to  aflford  equal  privileges  to  all,  and  to 
direct  attention  to  some  of  the  abuses  connected  with  the 
sale  and  renting  of  pews.  There  might  be  times  when  the 
warmest  of  friends  differed  from  him  as  to  views  of  duty, 
but  there  never  was  any  possibility  of  doubting  the  earn- 
estness and  sincerity  of  his  convictions.  His  worldly  busi- 
ness, dnring  much  of  his  life,  made  large  demand  upon  his 
time  and  thoughts,  but  ho  always  found  leisure  to  serve 
on  numerous  committees  connected  with  the  Church,  or 
with  general  works  of  benevolence ;  and  above  all  ho  al- 
ways found  time  to  give  to  a  large  number  of  poor  persons 
a  most  patient,  minute,  and  painstaking  attention.  This 
last  feature  of  his  character,  considering  the  pressing  na- 
ture of  his  engagamcnts,  was  something  more  remarkable 
than  anything  I  ever  ol)served  in  any  other  person.  And 
])esides  these  more  private  ministries  among  the  poor,  we 
all  know  how  devotedly  he  labored  for  several  yearfi,  and 
how  much  he  exposed  himself  in  his  exertions  among  the 
emi":rants  while  scrvinc:  as  one  of  the  commissioners.  To 
the  clergy  he  was  tlic  kindest  of  friends.  The  stream 
of  his  bounty  was  always  llowing.  Xot  a  few  of  them, 
when  exhausted  by  toil  and  care,  have  found  relief  largely 
througli  his  kind  agency,  in  a  foreign  excursion.  Of  St. 
Luke's  Hospital  he  was  one  of  the  earliest  and  most  active 
supporters,  and  he  continued  to  ])reside  ov^er  its  Board  of 
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Trastees  until  removed  by  death.  Excuse,  dear  brethren, 
this  feeble  tribute  from  one  who  for  thirty  years  experi- 
enced his  kindness,  who  was  an  attentive  and  admiring 
observer  of  his  life  and  labors,  and  who,  toward  the  end, 
was  surprised  by  a  crowning  testimony  of  his  unfailing 
interest  and  good-will ;  unsolicited,  and  almost  as  if  for  a 
parting  act  of  kindness,  he,  a  year  ago,  stretched  out  a 
generous  hand  in  an  effort  to  sustain  hopes  which  now  lie 
buried  in  the  grave. 

My  Brethreu,  what  can  be  more  natural  than  to  turn  from 
the  name  of  Bobert  B.  Mintum  to  a  consideration  of  the 
Church's  ministries  among  the  poor  I     In  my  Address  of 
last  year  I  intimated  that  I  had  thiugs  in  my  mind  on  the 
subject  to  which  I  wished  to  call  your  attention.    Indeed, 
they  have  never  been  absent  from  my  thoughts  since  I 
accepted  the  responsibilities  of  the  Episcopate.    The  con- 
Fictions,  experience,  and  teachings  of  a  long  ministerial  life 
had  prepared  me  to  feel,  on  entering  upon  this  larger  field 
of  duty,  that  one  very  important  part  of  my  care  must  be 
to  promote  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  to  the  poor.    For 
twenty-two  years  I  had  ininifitered  in  a  large  parish  in  a  city 
having  a  full  proportion  of  resident  poor  people,  besides 
being  placed  at  the  confluence  of  three  or  four  streams  of 
emigrant  travel.    My  Church  and  parsonage  being  in  a 
conspicuous  central  position,  easily  found  by  strangers,  it 
mlmost  necessarily  followed  that  a  large  portion  of  my  time 
was  given  to  people  who  scarcely  appeared  in  my  church 
except  for  some  of  its  offices.    They  were  transient  persons, 
iBtraugei's  in  a  strange  land,  often  in  distress  through  sick- 
ness and  poverty,  and  in  urgent  need  of  present  help  and 
advice.     For  the  resident  poor,  and  for  those  strangers  who 
remained  long  enough  to  enter  a  church,  there  were  some 
Vacant  seats  below,  and  large  galleries,  which,  with  the 
exception  of  a  very  few  pews,  were  always  on  principle 
>"^8olutely  kept  free.    Most  of  the  time  there  was  no  assist- 
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ant,  and  no  outstanding  missionary  with  bis  chapel,  as 
there  ought  to  have  been ;  but  in  my  congregation  there 
were  earnest  and  devoted  pcrspns,  always  ready  to  visit  the 
sick  and  destitute  at  my  suggestion,  and  to  assist  me  in 
other  ways  in  my  work.  But  I  saw  then,  as  every  one 
must  sec  in  looking  at  the  case,  that  with  the  utmost  efforts 
of  a  pastor  not  altogether  unmindful  of  the  claims  of  such 
work,  tlie  work  must  necessarily  be  most  imperfectly  done. 
At  the  very  best,  he  could  do  little  more  than  attend  hastily 
to  those  who  came  to  him,  or  who  were  mentioned  to  him 
as  needing  care,  and  to  the  recognized  members  of  his  flock. 
There  was  a  vast  outlying  mass  of  poverty,  misery,  sin, 
spiritual  destitution,  which  he  could  scarcely  touch.  He 
needed  a  permanent  assistant  in  the  parish  church.  He 
needed  an  outstanding  missionary  and  chapel  for  the  poor. 
He  needed  regular  paid  lay  helpers,  male  and  female,  for 
private  visiting  and  ministries ;  he  needed,  had  tliey  then 
been  known,  some  of  those  faithful  Sisters  who  give  them- 
selves up  exclusively  to  works  of  mercy;  and  to  his  shame 
be  it  spoken,  he  never  once  asked  for  any  of  them  !  He 
did  what  he  could,  often  languidly  and  irregularly,  because 
lacking  the  means  to  make  it  a  systematic,  thorough,  and 
hopeful  work,  and  then  laid  his  head  upon  his  pillow,  feel- 
ing only  how  muctt  was  left  undone. 

It  will  never  enter  your  thoughts  that  this  personal  ex- 
perience is  produced  in  a  spirit  of  ostentation.  There  is  in 
fact  nothing  to  be  proud  of.  No,  my  brethren,  I  tell  you 
boldly  I  recur  to  these  things  in  the  first  place  to  let  you 
see  that  I  am  not  altogether  a  novice  in  the  work  I  am  go- 
ing to  speak  of ;  and  in  the  second  place,  to  prepare  the 
way  for  a  review  of  our  duties  in  regard  to  preacliing  the 
Gospel  to  the  poor,  and  for  an  exposure  of  the  imperfections 
of  much  of  our  work. 

My  Brethren  :  after  1800  years  have  been  passed  in  study- 
ing and  preaching  the  Gospel  of  the  Grace  of  God,  it  would 
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seem  a  strange  thing  to  pay  that  any  one  great  leading  tnitli 
in  that  Gospel  is  not  yet  fully  appreciated,  not  yet  fully 
exemplified  in  the  practice  of  the  Christian  world ;  jind  yet 
that  startling  suggestion  I  feel  very  much  inclined  to  make. 
J  fear  that  our  preaching  the  Gospel  to  the  poor  is  not  yet 
Jill  that  our  blessed  Lord  meant  it  to  be.  Brush  away,  my 
brethren,  the  veil  of  custom.  Forget  for  a  moment  the 
impressions  of  duty  which  we  have  accepted  from  the 
Christian  world  around  us,  and  then  turn  with  frtsh  eyes 
to  ^^the  Trutky  as  it  is  in  Jefnis^  Look  at  the  g^reat  lesson^ 
'which  has  come  down  to  us  from  heaven.  Bear  with  a  few 
'tmisms  and  common  places,  and  excuse  me,  if,  here  and 
there,  I  repeat  words,  which  have  been  heard  already  in 
some  places  in  the  Diocese ! 

A\\  Light  and  Tnith  are  centered  in  One  Divine  Person. 
Tlie  Eternal  Son  comes  forth  from  the  bosom  of  the  Father  for 
the  redemption  and  salvation  of  the  world.     He  clothes  Ilim- 
eelf  in  our  nature,  that  He  may  be  one  with  us,  bear  the  chas- 
tisement of  our  peace,  set  forth  in  the  one  Divine  poi*son  the 
xnoral  nature  of  God  and  the  perfection  of  man's  nature,  and 
dwell  with  us  as  our  Teacher  and  our  all-animating  Exemplar, 
— a  perfect  image  of  the  goodness  andlwliness  at  which  we  are 
to  aim.    And  when  Ho  comes  among  us,  what  does  He 
do  I    He  takes  the  loicest place  !    Born  of  a  lowly  virgin, 
lorn  in  a  stable,  because  there  was  no  room  for  them  in  tlio 
Inn,  (so  His  providence   arranges  it,  which  might  have 
arranged  it  otherwise,)  He,  from  first  to  last,  gives  His 
presence  and  His  ministry  more  to  the  poor  than  to  the  rich 
or  great.     He  gives  it  out  as  a  mark  of  His  Messiahship — 
as  a  note  of  His  kingdom — ^that  "  to  the  jyoor  the  Gospel  is 
preached."     He  chooses  His  Apostles  chiefly  from  among 
them.     And  what  is  most  wonderful  (making  a  los^son  to  l)o 
engraven  on  our  hearts  forever),  in  His  sublime  picture  of 
the  Judgment,  He  identities  Himself  with  the  jx)(>r  and 
suffering :  He  takes  to  Himself  the  treatment  rendered  to 
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them,  and  makes  the  everlasting  sentence,  ^^Come  yb 
BLESSED,"  or  "  depart  ye  cursed^^  turn  upon  just  this  one 
thing:  whether  we  have  been  merciful  to  the  poor  and 
afflicted,  or  have  turned  away  oar  faces  from  them  I  All 
througli  Ilis  life,  His  words  and  actions  are  most  expressive 
of  the  one  great  truth ;  and  then,  as  the  end  draws  near, 
before  He  bows  His  head  obedient  to  the  death  of  the  Cross, 
He  seems  to  feel  that  He  needs  to  give  the  world  one  great 
lesson  more !  And  what  is  it  ?  He  stoops  to  wash  the  feet 
of  the  lowly !  By  a  most  expressive  act  He  assumes  the 
office  of  a  menial.  He  rises  from  His  last  supper  with  His 
disciples,  lays  aside  His  garments,  girds  Himself  with  a 
towel,  pours  water  into  a  basin,  and  goes  round  from  one 
to  another,  and  while  they  are  petrified  with  awe  and 
astonishment,  only  one  of  them  able  to  utter  a  feeble, 
ineffectual  word,  He  stoops  down,  washing  their  feet  and 
wiping  them  with  the  towel  wherewith  He  is  girded.  And 
when  He  had  taken  His  garments  and  was  set  down  again 
he  said,  "  Know  ye  what  I  have  done  unto  you?  Ye  call 
me  Master  and  Lord,  and  ye  say  well ;  for  so  I  am  !  If  I, 
then,  your  Lord  and  Master,  have  washed  your  feet,  ye 
ought  also  to  wash  one  another's  feet.  I  liave  given  you 
an  example,  that  ye  should  do,  as  I  have  done  unto  you." 

Wherefore  all  this  humiliation?  Wherefore  the  lowly 
mother,  the  stable,  the  manger,  the  gathering  about  Him  of 
all  the  poverty  and  misery  of  the  world  ?  Wherefore  should 
He  have  it  to  say,  as  "  He  went  about  doing  good,"  "  The 
foxes  have  holes,  and  the  birds  of  the  air  have  nests,  but 
the  Son  of  Man  hath  not  where  to  lay  His  head? "  Where- 
fore stoop  to  the  washing  of  feet,  to  bear  the  reviling,  the 
spitting,  the  scoffing,  and  scourging?  Wherefore  was  it 
needful  tliat  He,  who  was  so  rich,  should  make  Himself  so 
poor  ?  Was  not  the  Cross  enough — enough  tliat  He  tasted 
death  for  every  man?  No!  It  was  not  enough.  Along 
with  sin,  pride  and  egotism  and  selfishness  had  ruslied  in 
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and  overspread  the  earth.      Separation  between  classes 
began.    The  profession  of  a  common  manhood,  the  dignity 
<tf  a  common  nature,  made  originally  in  the  image  of  God, 
was  no  longer  an  acknowledged  title  to  sympathy  and 
succor  and  fellowship !    The  poor  were  ontcasts.    Pride 
and  egotism  and  selfishness  were  in  the  ascendant    Where, 
in  the  old  world,  was  there  a  jTrt^A  great  enough — an  image 
potent  enongh — to  serve  as  an  antidote  to  the  mighty  infec- 
tion, to  operate  as  a  cure  for  those  hateful  distempers}  No  I 
The  Cross  was  not  enough!    The  blood  of  the  sacrifice 
would  have  flowed  in  vain,  without  a  mightier  principle  of 
grace,  and  a  divine,  unparalleled  example  of  humility  and 
lave,  having  power  to  mortify  and  kill  those  vices  of  the 
BonI,  and  to  reestablish  a  bond  of  universal  sympathy  by 
presenting  a  perfect  image  of  human  goodness  and  re-creat- 
ing a  fervent  love  of  it  In  Christ  Jesus  there  was  a  remedy. 
After  the  King  of  Glory  had  been  seen  making*  Himself 
poor,  that  we  might  be  rich ;  after  we  had  seen  Him  weep- 
ing over  the  fallen,  touching  the  Leper  for  his  cleansing, 
preaching  the  Gospel  to  the  poor,  dying  the  just  for  the 
unjust ;  then  not  only  did  He  Himself  appear  truly  divine, 
but  it  did  begin  to  seem  as  if  the  poor  might  have  some 
little  title  to  consideration ;  it  did  begin  to  appear  as  if  it 
might  be,  not  only  a  duty,  but  a  privilege  and  an  honor  to 
minister  to  them !    Let  us  take  care  that  we  separate  not 
the  two  things  which  He  joined  together  I     Let  us  not  pre^ 
enme  to  think  that  our  door-posts  ai*e  sprinkled  with  the 
Uood,  if  we  are  unmindful  of  the  precepts  and  the  example. 
*'  To  the  poor  the  Gospel  is  preached  !  "    Many  discourses 
'^onld  not  suffice  for  a  full  development  of  all  the  tokens 
and  precepts  by  which  our  blessed  Lord  binds  us  to  carry 
His  comfortable  Gospel  to  the  poor,  the  erring,  the  lost. 
Indeed  upon  the  whole  mystery  of  the  Incarnation  wo  might 
.inscribe,  as  a  sufficient  title,  "  Oood  news  for  tlie  lowly  "  ; 
'*  Oood  news  for  the  weary  and  heavy  laden " ;   "  Oood 
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n£W8  for  the  forsaken  and  sorrowful" ;  "  Good  news  for  the 
lost." 

And  now  what  of  the  Church's  discharge  of  this  great 
duty  ?  That  much  is  done  for  the  poor,  we  do  most  thank- 
fully acknowledge.  Large  offerings  are  made  for  the  relief 
of  their  temporal  necessities.  But  how  are  they  provided 
with  the  Gospel  ?  Here,  too,  much  has  been  done.  We 
have  always  had  faithful  pastors,  who  loved  the  poor,  and 
ministered  to  them  to  the  utmost  of  their  ability.  In  thiB 
city  there  has  been  a  growing  solicitude  that  those  who  stood 
first  in  the  esteem  of  our  Blessed  Lord,  should  not  be  allowed 
to  stand  last  in  the  care  of  His  Church !  Some  parishes 
have  strengthened  their  clerical  force,  in  order  to  work 
more  effectually  among  the  spiritually  destitute.  Others 
have  established  outstanding  mission  chapels  in  order  to 
gather  in  those  who  could  not  be  brought  into  the  parent 
church.  These,  together  with  our  Orphans'  Homes,  and 
our  House  of  Mercy,  and  our  Sheltering  Arms,  our  Hospi- 
tals, our  Homes  for  the  Aged,  our  Free  Churches,  our  Parish 
Schools,  our  St.  Barnabas,  our  Missions  to  Public  Institu- 
tions, our  numberless  parochial  associations,  and  the  untold 
individual  and  private  ministries  among  the  poor,  all  bear 
witness  that  the  Church  is  not  altogetlier  unmindful  of  lier 
great  duty. 

Nevertheless  tliere  are  deficiencies  to  be  supplied.  In  the 
first  place  I  think  it  mucli  to  be  regretted  that  so  large  a 
portion  of  our  ahns  are  distributed,  and  so  many  of  our 
Public  Institutions  (of  tlie  State,  I  mean,)  are  administered 
with  so  little  regard  to  Christian  influence.  We  liave  vast 
expenditures  by  the  State,  in  whicli  the  souls  of  her  needy 
and  suffering  children  have  little  or  no  share.  If  the  Gos- 
pel be  preached  to  the  poor  in  her  Alms  Houses  and  Prisons, 
it  must  be,  for  the  most  part,  by  a  ministry  sent  to  them 
from  witliout,  and  througli  the  special  enterprise  and  zeal 
of  Christian  people. 
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But  look  at  very  many  of  our  congregatious !  In  what 
proportions  liave  the  poor  any  share  in  the  Gospel  preached 
in  them  1  In  many  cases  are  not  the  poor  almost  entirely 
crowded  out?  "There  is  no  room  for  them  in  the  church," 
any  more  than  there  was  room  for  our  blessed  Lord  in  the 
Ion  at  His  birth  1  And  if  there  wei'e  room  for  them,  the 
one  pastor  is  so  overburthened  with  labor  in  the  study  and 
labor  among  the  recognized  members  of  his  flock,  who  have 
admitted  claims  upon  his  attention,  that  he  has  little  time 
to  go  in  search  of  the  stranger — little  time  to  spend  in  pains^ 
taldng  efforts  to  interest  those  who  have  forgotten  the  ways 
of  religion — to  draw  them  gently,  lovingly  forth  to  share 
in  the  blessings  which  God  dispenses  in  His  holy  place. 

I  wish  to  speak  with  all  tenderness  and  respect ;  for  the 
evil  is  often  the  result  of  the  settled  habits  of  the  age,  and 
not  60  much  the  fault  of  the  individual.  It  is,  in  part,  the 
evil  of  the  Parochial  System,  which  tends  to  make  each 
separate  organization  a  little  kingdom  by  itself.  It  becomes 
a  great  object  in  a  parish  to  gain  strength,  to  win  to  itself 
influential  adherents,  to  enlarge  its  resources,  to  make  its 
sacred  edifice  more  spacious  and  more  imposing,  its  music 
more  effective — in  a  word,  to  secure  for  itself  all  those 
appliances  which  can  in  any  way  add  to  its  dignity  and 
importance.  Of  course  the  ministrations  of  the  parish  are 
conducted  with  a  view  to  spiritual  edification  and  usefulness. 
Bat  it  is  easy  to  see  what  a  temptation  may  arise  to  rivalry 
between  parishes,  and  what  incitements  there  may  be  to 
the  growth  of  a  refined  egotism  and  pride.  Everywhere 
there  will  be  conscientious  people,  who  will  desire  to  do 
good,  good  according  to  current  ideas  and  present  oppor- 
tanities.  Bnt  it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  tendency  must  bo  to 
hh  occupied  with  the  thought  of  a  self-supporting  pariah, 
and  its  interests  and  reputation.  Indeed  when  we  take  a 
general  survey  of  our  city,  or  of  the  diocese,  are  we  not  in 
the  habit  of  looking  for  efficient  and  prosperous  congrega- 
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tioDB,  and  a  little  too  much  inclined  to  estimate  the  work 
and  progress  of  the  Church  by  their  increase  in  nnmben 
and  strength  ?  These  are,  indeed,  very  important  elements 
of  prosperity.  Nevertheless,  these  are  views  of  parish  life 
and  Christian  commumion,  in  which  aggressive  efforts  to- 
ward outlying  poverty  and  spiritual  destitution  may  have 
little  or  no  place.  Christian  people  may  become  a  little 
too  content  with  the  spiritual  privileges  which  they  have 
secured  for  themselves.  And  it  is  certainly  conceivable 
that  this  prevalent  disposition  to  absorb  a  large  amount  of 
Christian  interest  and  effort  in  the  work  of  building  up  a 
prosperous  parish,  may  lead  to  some  forgotfulness  of  the 
claims  of  those  who  will  not  come  to  the  parish  unsought, 
and  who  have  nothing  to  add  to  its  strength. 

Let  us  take  one  congregation  out  of  many,  and  consider 
it  in  the  light  which  wo  have  seen  shed  down  upon  the 
Church  by  its  adorable  Head.  It  is  a  congregation  com- 
posed of  most  respectable  and  estimable  people.  Every- 
thing is  ordered  with  faultless  propriety,  if  one  little  prin- 
ciple may  be  conceded.  The  preaching  is  able  and  earnest 
The  music,  if  music  of  that  sort  is  to  bo  allowed,  has  a 
certain  measure  of  excellence;  and  this  largo  body  of 
Christian  people  has  made  a  provision  for  the  Lord's  Day 
edification  (not  to  say  the  Lord's  Day  entertainment),  which 
id  altogether  pleasant  and  respectable.  There  is  a  great 
deal  of  real  good  among  them ;  and  their  Parochial  System 
would  be  very  satisfactory  were  it  not  tliat  in  their  congre- 
gation the  Gospel  is  not,  and  cannot^  be  preached  to  the 
poor.  They  themselves  are  in  comfortable  circumstances 
in  matters  ecclesiastical  as  well  as  in  matters  temporal,  and 
they  have  made  very  respectable  arrangements,ybr^A^wi- 
eelves. 

But  how  is  it  with  the  poor  ?  Are  they  forgotten  ?  How 
is  it  with  those  who  need  to  be  sought  out,  and  taken  by 
the  hand?    Are  the  people  of  that  congregation  doing  any- 
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thing  to  enlarge  their  own  accommodations,  or  doing  any- 
thing elsewhere  to  make  that  provision  for  the  preaching 
of  the  Qoepel  to  the  stranger,  which  they  are  not  able  to 
make  in  their  own  sanctuary  ?  Are  they  systematically 
and  actively  including  the  poor  and  the  stranger  in  their 
scheme  of  Parochial  work  ?  If  so,  it  is  well.  But  if  not,  if 
they  think  only  of  their  own  comfort  and  welfare,  I  really 
do  not  see  what  they  can  have  to  say  for  themselves ! 

I  speak  not  merely  of  this  great  city.  In  the  cities  and 
villages  in  the  interior,  I  am  afraid  it  would  be  possible  to 
find  more  than  one  congregation  answering  to  the  picture 
I  have  presented.  I  fear  it  would  he  possible  to  go  to  a 
village  and  find  a  church  edifice  which  has  become  insuf- 
ficient for  the  proper  accommodation  of  the  comfortable, 
well-to-do  people,  who  are  attached  to  it,  and  who  wait  to 
secnre  places  in  it,  and  efforts  to  enlarge  which  the  zealous 
and  efficient  rector  has  hitlierto  made  in  vain.  This  would 
be  a  condition  of  things  much  to  be  regretted,  even  if  we 
considered  only  the  growth  of  the  congregation  in  wealtli 
and  strength — if  we  thought  of  nothing  but  adequate  ac- 
commodation for  the  well-to-do  people.  But  our  regret  is 
much  increased,  when  we  find  in  that  village  a  large,  out- 
Ijring,  poor  population,  pecuharly  destitute  in  things  spirit- 
ual and  in  things  temporal — ^for  which  there  is  absolutely 
no  place  in  the  church — and  whom,  if  the  pastor  visits,  as 
he  sometimes  must,  and  will,  he  cannot  venture  to  urge  to 
come  to  church — tliere  is  no  place  for  them  there.  It  is 
almost  a  mockery  for  the  zealous  pastor  to  go  among  them 
at  all ;  at  least  it  is  a  very  great  trial  and  mortification  ;  for 
what  can  a  minister  of  Christ  do  for  a  people,  when  he  can- 
not point  them,  with  inviting,  encouraging  words,  to  the 
church  of  God!  If  he  succeed  in  awakening  new  desires 
in  the  miserable,  depressed,  and  careless  household,  it  seems 
almost  like  the  cruelty  of  stimulating  a  languid  appetite, 
when  we  liave  no  bread  to  give  !    Now  go  and  attend  the 
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services  in  that  village  church  on  a  Sunday  morning.  You 
will  find  a  very  respectable,  serious-looking,  Christian  con- 
gregation. The  worship  is  devoutly  celebrated ;  the  sermon 
is  fully  equal  to  the  demands  of  the  occasion;  the  Communion 
is  moderately  well  attended ;  and  if  you  except  some  frivol- 
ous looks  and  some  giddy  attire,  which  you  wish  forever 
banished  from  the  House  of  God,  and  some  music  that  ought 
to  be  driven  out  with  fire  and  sword,  there  is  a  great  deal 
in  that  body  of  Christian  people  to  command  your  sym- 
pathy and  respect  But  suddenly  the  thought  occurs  to 
you,  as  you  hear  them  speak  approvingly  of  the  state  of  their 
congregation,  that  they  are  going  on  contentedly  without  a 
thought  that  they  have  any  duties  with  regard  to  that  out- 
lying, poor  population ;  certainly  without  any  earnest, 
systematic  efforts  to  lift  them  from  their  low  estate,  to  re- 
claim them  from  their  alienation,  and  bring  them  as  loving' 
worshippers  into  the  House  of  God.  Perhaps  some  of  them 
would  be  in  danger  of  being  offended  at  the  idea  of  b  ring- 
ing in  upon  them  a  large  number  of  poor  people.  Others 
of  them  would  profess  themselves  entirely  incredulous  as  to 
the  disposition  of  the  poor  people  to  come  into  the  church 
jit  all.  Of  course  most  of  tliosc  poor  people  would  be  in- 
disposed to  come,  if  they  heard  beforeliaiul  that  the  church 
^vas  more  than  full  without  them.  In  any  event  most  of 
tlieni  would  be  indisposed  to  come,  would  be  morally  unable 
to  C07ii€^  until  they  were  first  visited,  again  and  again,  with 
Christian  sympathy,  and  smiled  upon  again  and  again  with 
Christian  love,  and  succored,  and  encouraged  to  new  cflbrts, 
lured  away  from  tlieir  old  misery  into  a  new  life,  leading 
strai;^ht  into  the  courts  of  the  Lord.  Then  tliev  will  come 
o'ladly,  and  thankfully,  if  you  make  room  for  ihein. 

For  tliese  peo])le  have  human  hearts,  hearts  quite  as 
linman  as  some  of  tliosc  above  them,  and  if  once  warmed 
Avitli  love,  if  once  convinced  tliat  there  is  somebody  who 
cures  for  them,  if  once  taken  considerately  and  tenderly  by 
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the  hand,  they  will  begin  to  care  for  themselves,  their  eyes 
will  brighten,  their  better  natures  will  kindle  into  a  glow, 
and  iTiey  will  rise  from  the  death  of  sin  to  the  life  of  right- 
eonsness ;  they  will  come,  their  bodies  washed  with  pure 
water,  their  happy  faces  reflecting  the  sweet  calm  of  the 
bright  Sunday  morning,  and  they  will  take  their  places  in 
the  courts  of  the  Lord,  "  clothed  and  in  their  right  mind ! " 
They  will  take  their  places,  if  there  be  any  places  for 
them! 

Why,  we  ourselves,  in  this  sin-stricken  world,  did  not 
abhor  our  vileness,  and  rise  up  spontaneously,  and  cast 
away  our  sin  and  misery,  and  return  to  reclaim  a  place  in 
our  Father's  house,  hefore  we]  were  called !  No !  And 
merely  to  have  called  to  us  from  a  distance,  merely  to  have 
thrown  wide  open  the  gates  of  heaven,  would  have  been  a 
vain  thing.  It  was  not  until  a  Saviour  came  to  us  in  human 
form— not  until  He  wept  upon  our  necks  and  warmed  us 
with  love — ^not  until  He  walked  among  us  an  angel  of  good- 
ness, and  healed  our  diseases,  and  fed  us  with  bread  from 
Heaven,  and  raised  our  dead — not  until  we  saw  Him  reviled 
for  our  Bakes — for  our  sakes  rejected,  and  mocked  and  spit 
npon,  and  scourged  and  nailed  to  the  Cross — not  until  Ho 
came  back  to  us  from  the  Cross  and  the  grave,  and  still 
said,  ^^  Peace  he  unto  you  !  " — not  till  then  that  we  began  to 
love  Him — ^that  human  feeling  began  to  come  into  our  souls 
— ^that  we  were  able  to  catch  a  glimpse  of  heaven,  and  be- 
lieve in  the  love  of  God,  and  long  after  that  Saviour,  to  be 
with  Him  where  He  is.  And  do  we  expect  more  from  sin 
and  misery  now  ?  Do  we  think  it  will  come  to  us  to  bo 
saved  before  we  have  shown  any  eftectual  human  sympathy, 
and  when  we  have  no  place  of  refuge  to  offer  it  ?  Will  it 
be  of  any  use  to  build  free  churches  and  chapels,  and  throw 
open  the  doors,  and  make  proclamations,  standing  afar  off, 
that  all  may  enter  who  choose?  The  dead  in  sin  will  not 
hear,  they  are  too  far  away ;  or  if  they  dimly  hear ;  they  will

not  heed ;  the  sonnd  is  too  cold  and  distant !  They  do  not 
much  believe  in  you.  They  do  not  half  know  what  human 
goodness  is.  The  heavens  are  not  near  enough  to  draw 
them.  Their  good  desires  are  too  faint,  and  their  moral 
powers  are  too  feeble.  You  must  go  to  them.  You  mnst 
be  tender  and  patient  with  them.  You  must  endure  and 
suffer  for  them.  You  must  gently  lift  them  up,  and  breathe 
into  them  better  hopes,  and  encourage  and  help  them  to 
enter  upon  a  better  way  of  life.  It  is  not  so  much  money 
that  is  needed,  as  personal  attention  and  sympathy  and  aid 
to  put  things  in  a  better  train.  Some  pecuniary  assistance 
will  always  be  required,  but  the  great  want  is  personal 
kindness,  painstaking,  well  considered  and  persevering. 
There  can  be  no  greater  mistake  than  to  suppose  that  the 
providing  of  church  accommodation  will  be  of  much  use  to 
the  extremely  poor,  unless  it  be  accompanied  by  thorough 
personal  ministrations,  wisely  and  lovingly  conducted* 
There  are  a  great  many  who  are  not  sunk  so  low,  but  who 
are  strangers,  who  are  timid  about  entering  a  place  of 
worship  where  they  have  no  recognized  rights,  and  who 
would  most  gratefully  respond  to  kindly  ovcrhires  brought 
to  them  by  a  friendly  visitor.  When  the  Sunday  morning 
dawns  upon  a  weary,  careworn  faniilv,  it  makes  a  mighty 
difference  whether  there  have  heeii  visits  which  left  in  that 
family  the  feeling  that  they  liave  relations  with  the  place 
of  worship,  that  they  have  dear  friends  and  sympathizers  in 
the  Church  of  God  who  will  be  hoping  and  expecting  to  see 
them,  or  whether  the  holy  day  wakes  them  to  dulness  and 
apathy,  with  no  tics  connecting  them  with  the  holy  place, 
with  no  blessings  which  they  owe  to  the  piety  and  goodness 
of  the  Christian  people  worshipi)ing  there,  with  no  bright 
thoughts  of  what  they  have  enjoyed  there  and  hope  to  enjoy 
there  again,  with  nothing,  in  short,  but  dull,  weary  images 
of  the  fretful,  sinful  world  around  tlicm.  In  the  one  case 
the  Sunday  will  break  upon  that  poor  fomily  like  a  little 
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heaven  upon  earth,  calm  and  bright  with  rest  and  holy  re- 
freshments. In  the  oUier  case  there  will  be,  perhaps,  a 
gloomy  sense  of  better  things  far  out  of  reach  ;  no  moral 
energy  to  rise  up  and  go  forth  in  quest  of  them  :  what  is  low 
will  be  accepted  as  the  unavoidable  lot ;  and  the  blessed 
day  will  be  no  better,  and  probably  will  be  much  worse 
than  common  days. 

But  that  village  congregation  which,  in  its  Church  system, 
seems  to  take  so  little  tliought  of  the  spiritual  needs  of  the 
neighboring  poor,  are  its  members  insensible  altogether  to 
the  cry  of  the  distressed  ?  Do  they  as  individuals  turn  their 
faces  wholly  away  from  the  poor?  By  no  means.  As  I 
have  intimated,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  good  among  them. 
Most  commonly  they  respond  in  some  way  to  the  petitions 
urged  at  their  own  doors.  Some  of  them  have  their  regular 
visitors,  who  are  encouraged  to  come  to  them.  In  the 
pinching  days  of  Winter  some  of  the  more  thoughtful  go 
forth  in  quest  of  suflfering.  Tlie  good  pastor  does  what  he 
can  for  those  who  appeal  to  him.  Ho  has  a  few  families 
which  he  visits  and  cares  for,  and  when  a  summons  reaches 
him  f5rom  any  house  of  sorrow,  of  sickness,  of  want,  no  mat- 
ter how  little  connected  witli  his  recognized  charge,  he  goes 
forth  with  alacrity  to  do  all  which  his  office  and  means 
enable  him  to  do.  Perhaps  there  is  a  Parish  association  to 
aid  in  the  relief  of  the  destitute.  And  no  doubt  a  few 
Bibles,  Prayer  Books,  and  Tracts,  are  distributed. 

Perhaps  it  will  bo  asked  where  then  is  the  deliciency  in 
the  system  of  that  parish  ?  I  reply  that  there  is  yet  a  great 
deal  wanting.  The  services  enumerated  relate  chiefly  to 
the  relief  of  material  wants,  and  those  wants,  at  the  best, 
are  relieved  fitfully  and  irregularly,  in  a  way  not  much 
calculated  to  elevate  the  character  and  condition  of  the  in- 
dividual or  family.  Tlie  importunate  application  is  an- 
swered, the  present  need  is  in  part  met ;  but  the  careless- 
ness and  misery  and  sin  continue  much  the  same  afterwards 
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as  before.  There  is  no  comprehenBive,  systematic,  kindly, 
Christian  inflaence  fitted  to  elevate,  to  reclaim,  to  save.  In 
that  large  outlying  mass  of  poverty  and  wretchedness  soals 
are  not  effectually  cared  for.  To  the  poor  the  Gospel  is  not 
preached  ;  and  notwithstanding  all  these  amiable  and  good 
deeds  in  the  way  of  casual  charity,  we  must  still  say  of  that 
congregation  of  well-to-do  people,  that  they  are  resting  con- 
tent with  the  respectable  appliances  which  they  have  secured 
for  themselves,  that  they  are  unmindful  of  one  of  the  plain* 
est  and  most  imperative  duties  of  the  Gospel,  that  there  is 
a  large  amount  of  palpable  spiritual  destitution  near  them 
which  they  are  making  no  effort  to  provide  for !  Forget 
not  what  is  the  mark  of  the  true  _  Saviour,  and  what  is  the 
note  of  his  Church :  it  is  preaching  the  Gospel  to  the  poor. 
If  wo  have  not  His  spirit,  we  are  none  of  His. 

But  somebody  will  say,  keep  for  the  present  to  that  vil- 
lage congregation  of  well-to-do  people,  with  that  large 
outlying  mass  of  neglected  spiritual  destitution,  and  tell  us 
what  more  you  think  can  be  done  by  the  pastor  and  people 
in  such  a  case.  I  will  tell  you  what  I  think  may  be  done 
in  such  a  case,  what  has  been  done  in  some  places  in  this 
Diocese  with  good  effect. 

Let  the  pastor  speak  to  some  of  the  earnest,  faithful 
women  of  his  flock  (every  congregation  has  some  such),  and 
iisk  them  to  meet  liim  on  a  week  day  afternoon  in  his  Sunday 
schoolroom,  or  church,  or  in  some  ])rivate  apartment.  Let 
him  come  provided  witli  a  few  of  those  publications  which 
poinledly  enforce  our  Christian  obligations  to  the  poor  and 
neglected,  and  which  explain  clearly  by  examples  how  good 
is  to  bo  done  among  those  classes  by  pastor  and  people 
workinii:  totxether.  Let  him  have  his  instructive  extracts 
all  ready,  carefully  made  and  properly  arranged.  Let  him, 
after  brief  devotion,  tell  his  faithful  parishioners  in  simple, 
earnest  language,  the  anxieties  that  weigh  u])on  his  spirits. 
Let  him  produce  in  judicious  portions  his  extracts,  and  point 
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to  that  outlying  mass  of  spiritual  destitution  which  thoy 
have  60  long  neglected.  Let  him  show  how  many  of  those 
poor  people  have  held  aloof  from  God's  house  because  there 
was  no  one  to  invite  and  encourage  them,  how  others  have 
ceased  to  care  for  themselves  because  nobody  Bcemod  to 
care  for  them  ;  and  how  considerate,  systematic,  ])orsever' 
ing  personal  attention  is  the  thing  necessary  to  reawaken 
self-respect  and  hope  and  good  desires;  how  loving  personal 
counsel  and  aid  must  lift  them  up  to  better  things,  and  with 
the  blessing  of  God  be  the  means  of  leading  them  into  the 
way  of  righteousness. 

The  pastor  will  renew  these  conferences  from  week  to 
week.  But  he  will  speak  to  willing  ears,  and  speedily  he 
will  find  himself  surrounded  by  awakened  and  loving  hearts 
eager  to  carry  out  any  work  ho  may  appoint  for  them.  lie 
will  direct  them  with  prudence  and  wisdom.  The  interest 
will  spread.  Other  hearts  will  take  fire  and  lend  their  aid. 
Good  fruits  will  begin  to  appear  to  reward  and  stimulate 
effort.  The  whole  congregation  will  feel  the  new  life  and 
confess  the  blessedness  of  the  work.  If  room  bo  needed 
for  new  comers,  room  will  be  found,  or  made,  llicre  will 
be  a  new  will,  and  where  there  is  a  will  there  will  always 
be  a  way !  Either  there  will  be  an  enlargement  with  free 
sittings,  or  there  will  bo  a  special  extra  Ber\icc  for  u 
special  congregation,  or  there  will  be  a  room  secured  for  a 
third  service  in  another  part  of  the  town.  I  cannot  be  more- 
particular.  I  will  not  say  that  such  efforts  will  be  infallibly 
successful  in  every  instance.  Some  mistakes  will  lio  made. 
Peculiar  hindrances  will  sometimes  present  themselves. 
But  I  do  religiously  believe  that  in  most  cases,  with  GodV 
blessing,  such  noble  endeavors  will  be  greatly  (successful, 
and  that  the  work  will  react  upon  the  spirit  of  the  people 
making  them  more  ready  for  every  gr^od  thing,  and  infus- 
ing into  the  Parochial  System  a  life  and  interest  unknowni 
before. 
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But  I  tuTD  toward  this  great  city.  We  have  had  striking 
examples  in  this  city  of  what  may  be  done  in  apparently 
unpromising  or  nnprodactive  districts,  when  the  proper  in- 
strumentalities are  employed.  In  one  large  parish  which 
had  been  faithfully  worked  for  many  years,  so  far  as  one 
pastor,  single-handed,  could  work  it,  an  assistant  was  at 
length  employed,  with  an  especial  view  to  more  thorough 
search  throughout  the  district  for  souls  who  might  hare  re- 
mained undiscovered,  and  who  might  be  living  in  spiritual 
destitution  and  neglect  At  the  same  time  some  of  the 
faithful,  zealous  men  and  women  of  the  parish  were  banded 
together  for  cooperative  efforts  among  the  poor.  And  what 
was  the  result  ?  Why,  large  numbers  of  people  were  found 
who  hailed  with  grateful  surprise  the  coming  of  a  man  of 
God,  or  of  a  tender-hearted  Christian  man  or  woman.  Many 
of  them  were  strangers  who  had  been  somewhat  attentive 
to  Christian  duty  in  their  old  native  places  in  other  coun- 
tries, but  who,  on  coming  to  a  strange  land,  had  scarcely 
discovered  that  there  was  a  church  near  them  which  was 
the  same  thing  with  their  old  church  at  home.  They  were 
mazed  and  perplexed  witli  strange  modes  of  life,  new 
ways  of  doing  common  things.  They  were  plunged  in 
care  and  poverty.  The  needs  of  the  body  were  urgent. 
They  struggled  to  satisfy  these  first  imperative  demands, 
and  they  let  all  the  rest  go !  Tliey  felt,  no  doubt,  at  times, 
the  vague  craving  of  some  unsatisfied  desires,  but  they 
lacked  the  knowledge,  the  thought,  the  energy  to  move, 
until  the  angel  of  mercy  came  to  call  them.  Then  they  re- 
sponded most  gladly,  and  the  result  was  that  the  spacious 
galleries  of  that  parish  church  were  filled  to  overflow- 
ing with  a  nice-looking,  interested  people ;  and  when 
I  next  went  to  confirm  there,  I  found  not  thirty  or  forty  at 
the  most,  but,  I  think,  more  than  one  hundred  and  thirty. 
And  the  reflex  influence  of  the  work  upon  the  ordinary 
members  of  the  congregation  was  to  stir  them  with  new 
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life  and  interest,  and  make  them  better  people  iu  them- 
selTee  and  better  for  every  good  work  there  was  to  be  done. 
The  work  is  still  going  on,  and  it  would  interest  you  be- 
yond measure  to  go  into  the  vestry  room  of  that  church 
and  get  the  faithful  rector  and  assistant  to  show  you  the 
books  which  they  keep,  giving  an  accurate  and  minute  ac- 
count of  the  residence  and  condition  of  all  the  people  of 
that  class  they  have  under  their  charge.  Where  would 
most  of  those  poor  people  have  been  but  for  the  extra  as- 
sistance which  the  rector  called  to  his  aid  ?  The  services  of 
the  Church  would  have  gone  on.  There  would  have  been 
a  respectable  congregation  of  well-to-do  people.  All  would 
have  looked  well  on  the  surface,  but  in  tliat  parish  and 
district  would  the  "  preaching  of  the  Gospel  to  the  poor  " 
have  been  according  to  the  measure  of  obligation  which 
our  blessed  Lord  laid  upon  His  Church?  Would  tliere 
have  been  any  good  hope  for  those  people  t  We  cannot 
say  sol 

,.I  might  point  to  similar  work,  with  similar  results,  in 
other  parts  of  the  city.  Two  or  three  years  ago  St.  Mark's- 
in-the-Bowery  commenced  a  mission  work  in  a  district  which 
had  once  been  tried  and  thought  unproductive.  Tliey 
were  fortunate  in  their  young  missionary  and  in  the  assist- 
ance they  gave  him ;  and  the  people  gathered  about  him 
in  such  numbers  that  the  chapel  would  not  hold  them. 
How  bravely  he  battled  with  sin  and  violence  and  misery  I 
and  how  they  loved  him  !  What  did  that  glowing,  loving 
young  missionary  see  all  around  him  ?  It  was  a  resurrec- 
tion from  the  dead !  It  was  a  people  whom  he  had  snatched 
from  the  mad  places  of  sin  and  perdition ;  and  who  came 
to  him  with  loving,  happy  faces,  clothed,  and  in  their  right 
mind.  Would  St.  Mark's-in-the-Bowery  like  to  be  withovi 
that  outstanding  mission  ?  Would  they  like  to  take  the 
Bread  out  of  the  mouths  of  those  poor,  loving  people  who 
are  now  barely  able  to  defend  themselves  against  the  world. 
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the  flesh,  and  the  devil?  No,  no,  no,  a  hundred  times  No! 
I  think  I  know  the  rector  and  the  leading  people  of  the 
congregation  too  well.  They  would  much  rather  see  an- 
other mission  added  to  the  one  they  have. 

These  examples  (and  there  are  many  more  like  them,  as 
St.  George's  English  and  German  mission  chapel,  and  her 
vast  system  of  Sunday-schools  and  mission  work)  serve  to 
show  what  rich  mines  of  immortal  treoiure  there  are  buried 
in  the  city  if  we  only  have  the  heart  to  work  them.  I  might 
point  to  the  work  in  connection  with  this  (St.  John's  chapel), 
and  to  many  other  noble  efforts  to  prove  that  such  eflTorts, 
duly  made,  never  fail  to  meet  with  a  rich  reward. 

One  mission  chapel  erected  by  a  parish  in  this  city,  I 
think  worthy  of  especial  commendation  :  the  church  of  the 
Ascension  purchased  on  Forty-third  street  an  entire  block 
of  houses,  to  be  kept  as  a  better  class  of  lodging-houses ; 
and  in  the  rear,  between  two  streets,  and  quite  removed 
from  the  noise  of  either  of  them,  they  placed  parallel  with 
the  length  of  the  block,  a  very  beautiful  mission  chapel. 
Already  it  is  well  served  and  well  filled,  and  the  income 
from  the  lodging-houses,  which  are  much  in  request,  is  to 
be  a  resource  in  perpetuity  for  the  support  of  the  chapel.. 
When,  during  the  illness  of  the  rector  of  tlie  Ascension,  I 
visited  that  chapel  for  the  first  time  with  the  He  v.  Dr.  Dyer, 
I  confess  I  admired  the  conception  and  the  execution 
greatly ;  and  I  beg  to  express  the  opinion  here,  as  I  have 
done  elsewhere,  that  it  is  a  model  which  deserves  to  be  re- 
produced in  every  part  of  the  city. 

Dear  brethren,  I  must  hasten  to  relieve  your  attention, 
though  I  have  a  world  of  matter  on  my  mind.  We  have 
made  a  beginning  in  the  groat  work  of  preaching  the  Gos- 
pel to  the  poor  of  this  city — but  it  is  only  a  beginning — 
and  we  may  almost  say,  a  small  beginning.  We  have  a 
fearful  subterranean  world  under  our  feet  which  we  have 
scarcely  approached.    We  must  deal  with  them  in  the  spirit 
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which  comefi  dowii  from  above,  or  they  will  one  day  deal 
with  us  in  the  spirit  that  surges  up  from  below.  Kemem- 
ber  the  scenes  of  July,  1863.  The  same  elements  are  yet 
seething  and  muttering  in  the  deep  recesses  beneath  us. 
Let  the  Christian  property-holders  bestir  themselves.  Let 
the  faithful  and  eloquent  pastoi-s  cry  aloud !  Let  the  earn- 
est men  and  women  in  the  different  congregations  gather 
about  their  pastor,  and  say,  "  Lead  us  on !  Let  us  begin  ! 
Show  us  the  way  I  Tell  us  what  is  required  for  tlio  work ! 
Here  are  our  hands  and  hearts,  and  here  are  the  means. 
The  poor  stood  first  in  the  esteem  and  care  of  Clirist  our 
Master  and  Saviour,  let  them  be  first  in  all  our  hearts ! " 

And  then,  ye  beloved  pastors,  who  have  already  done  so 
many  good  works,  tell  your  people  boldly,  lovingly,  what 
things  are  required — what  is  the  nature  of  the  work,  and 
what  the  proper  mode  of  prosecuting  it. 

We  need  more  chapels  for  the  poor. 

We  need  lay  helpers,  male  and  female,  for  visiting  and 
pointing  out  to  the  minister  where  care  is  required.  Some 
of  these  lay  helpers  will  be  hired,  and  some  will  labor 
(people  of  your  respective  flocks)  simply  for  the  love  of 
Christ. 

We  need  in  each  locality,  systematic  effort  to  lift  up  the 
fallen,  to  reclaim  the  erring,  to  put  them  in  a  better  way, 
to  raise  them  morally  to  a  higher  level.  Personal  atten- 
tion, loving  and  patient,  is  the  one  thing  needful  for  the 
recovery  of  the  lost. 

We  need  a  central  mission  house,  where  men  can  live 
cheap,  be  animated  by  social  sympathy  and  devotion,  and 
go  forth  regularly  day  by  day  to  their  appointed  districts 
for  labor — a  house  to  which  wo  can  send  those  to  work 
who  have  no  other  work.  It  has  been  on  my  mind  for 
twelve  years.  Brethren,  the  time  is  short.  Tliat  which 
was  a  mark  of  the  true  Christ,  is  a  mark  of  the  true  Chris- 
tian.   That  which  was  given  out  as  a  note  of  the  Divine 
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Kingdom,  the  true  Chnrcli,  is  also  a  note  of  the  true  mem- 
ber of  that  Kingdom — ^he  preaches,  or  helps  to  "  preach  the 
Gospel  to  the  poor !  "  When  the  world  sends  its  messengers 
to  inquire  whether  we  have  the  Christ,  whether  we  are  the 
Church  of  the  living  God,  may  they  find  the  true  note  in 
all  our  works,  the  true  mark  on  all  our  door-posts  I 

In  accordance  with  a  purpose  which  has  been  entertained 
by  me  for  many  months,  I  have  now  to  present  very  briefly 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Convention,  a  few  suggestioDB 
relative  to  the  present  condition  of  this  Diocese,  and  relative 
to  certain  prospective  measures,  if  it  shall  be  so  determined, 
for  its  future  division.  My  views  in  regard  to  the  division 
of  Dioceses  generally,  and  in  regard  to  the  division  of  this 
Diocese  in  particular,  are  very  well  known.  My  judgment 
is  Entirely  opposed  to  a  minute  subdivision  of  Dioceses,  and 
I  do  not  think  that  I  should  deal  wisely  and  faithfully  with 
the  interests  entrusted  to  me,  or  do  what  is  best  for  the 
general  interests  of  the  Church  in  this  country,  if  I  favored 
any  Division  of  this  Diocese  which  would  have  the  effect  of 
displacing  the  Diocese  of  Now  York  from  its  present  com- 
manding position  among  the  Dioceses  of  the  Union.  Such 
a  change  is  not  required  for  any  interest  which  we  desire  to 
see  promoted,  and  I  consider  that  it  would  be  unjust  and 
injurious  in  many  respects.  The  peculiar  difficulties  which 
embarrass  the  division  of  this  Diocese  have  often  been 
stated.  They  are  difficulties  which  still  exist.  To  speak  in 
general  terms,  irrespective  of  trivial  exceptions,  the  wealth 
of  the  Diocese  is  at  one  extremity,  and  the  need  at  the 
other.  In  the  largo  northern  section  of  the  Diocese,  wliicli 
must  undoubtedly  be  thrown  off  in  case  a  two  fold  divis- 
ion shall  be  desired,  and  shall  be  found  consistent  witli 
the  Constitution,  several  thousand  dollars  are  annually  ex- 
pended in  supporting  mission  stations  and  feeble  parishes, 
— which  several  thousand  dollars  (over  and  above  what  is 
contributed   in  the   north)  are  wholly  derived   from   this 
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portion  of  the  Diocese.  And  this  is  a  condition  of  things 
which  to  a  large  extent  will  continue  for  an  indefinite 
period.  In  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  the  wealth 
IB  equally  diffused.  Everywhere  trade  and  commerce  are 
active,  and  everywhere  there  are  rich  agricultural  districts. 
In  the  northern  section  of  !tliis  Diocese,  on  the  contrary, 
trade  and  commerce  are  more  restricted,  and  many  por- 
tions  of  the  countiy  are  cold  and  sterile.  The  young  and 
enterprising  are  continually  removing  to  more  favored  parts 
of  the  country,  so  that  the  wealth  and  population  are  kept 
down  to  a  comparatively  low  point. 

Now  I  do  not  propose  to  abuse  the  patience  of  the  Con- 
vention by  going  again  at  length  into  details,  or  into  the 
manifold  considerations  which  have  been  already  more 
than  once  presented  to  the  Diocese.  I  merely  refer  now 
to  these  difficulties  in  a  general  way,  in  order  to  bring 
again  distinctly  before  your  minds  the  reasons  why  here- 
tofore I  have  found  myself  unable  to  favor  the  division  of 
the  Diocese,  and  the  reasons  why,  even  now,  I  am  not  pre- 
pared to  recommend  division ;  though  I  am  prepared  to 
announce,  and  do  so  announce  now,  that  I  am  ready  to 
,  give  my  assent  to  division  (if  it  be  strongly  desired),  within 
certain  limits,  and  upon  certain  conditions. 

He  separation  of  Long  Island,  together  perhaps  witli 
Staten  Island,  if  the  latter  consent  to  it,  would  scarcely 
be  attended  with  the  difficulties  which  would  attach  to 
the  separation  of  the  northern  portion  of  the  Diocese.  It 
may  be  reasonably  anticipated  that  the  Church  in  the  city 
of  Brooklyn,  with  the  aid  of  a  few  other  churches,  would 
be  able  to  sustain  whatever  efforts  may  be  required  for  the 
support  of  feeble  parishes  and  for  Church  extension  on  those 
islands.  And  this  separation  of  itself  would  be  a  very 
considerable  relief  to  the  Bishop,  even  if  he  should  retain 
for  some  time  longer  the  whole  of  the  residue  of  the  Diocese. 
One  of  the  chief  objections  to  the  separation  of  Long  Island 
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from  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  arises  from  the  fact  that  the 
city  of  New  York  and  the  city  of  Brooklyn  are  virtually  one 
city,  the  same  people  residing  in  one  city  and  doing  business 
in  the  other.  The  same  people  in  their  different  positions 
>vt>uld  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  two  Bishops ;  in  other 
wDrds  two  Bishops  would  exercise  jurisdiction  in  what  is 
virtually  the  same  city, — a  thing  always  deemed  unlawful. 

It  may  be  a  fair  question,  if  Long  Island  be  set  off  to  be 
erected  into  a  separate  Diocese,  whether  the  same  measure 
should  at  once  be  adopted  in  reference  to  the  northern  sec- 
tion, or  whether  that  shall  be  retained  as  a  part  of  the 
Diocese  of  New  York  for  some  time  longer.  If  it  should 
be  determined  to  set  off  the  northern  section  to  be  erected 
into  a  third  Diocese,  then  the  proper  line  of  division  between 
that  northern  section,  and  the  remaining  Diocese  of  New 
York,  would  be  the  southern  boundaries  of  Columbia, 
Greene,  Delaware,  and  Otsego,  throwing  those  counties,  and 
all  north  of  them,  into  the  northern  Diocese,  and  leaving 
the  counties  of  Dutchess,  Putnam,  Westchester,  Ulster, 
Sullivan,  Orange,  Rockland,  and  New  York,  to  constitute 
tlie  remaining  Diocese  of  New  York.  This  is  the  second  of 
the  two  lines  of  division  suggested  by  tlie  special  committee 
v/hicli  reported  to  the  Convention  of  1863.  The  other  line 
of  division  mentioned  by  them  is  liable  to  insuperable 
objections,  and  it  is  one  to  which  I  could  not  under  any 
circumstances  give  my  assent.  The  one  I  have  described, 
running  on  the  south  side  of  Columbia  county,  &c.,  is  one 
wiiich  I  have  long  contemplated,  which  I  have  carefully 
considered  in  every  aspect,  and  it  is  the  only  one  which  I 
shall  be  prepared  to  approve. 

The  case,  then,  is  simplified :  If  one  or  both  of  the  divi- 
sions should  take  place,  the  lines  of  separation  may  be 
considered  as  determined,  except  that,  in  the  case  of  Staten 
I^and,  from  the  peculiarities  of  the  case,  it  seems  to  me 
that  it  would  be  right  to  leave  to  the  clergy  and  laity  of  that 
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island,  the  qaestdon  under  certain  limitations,  whether  they 
will  be  attached  to  Long  Island  or  remain  connected  with 
the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

And  this  brings  me  to  another  consideration.  I  presume 
it  will  generally  be  conceded  that  in  order  to  make  a  given 
division  proper,  it  should  be  decidedly  approved  first  by 
the  clergy  and  laity  included  in  the  division  proposed  to 
be  set  off,  and  second  by  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese 
to.be  divided.  For  the  latter  requisite  the  canon  provides, 
but  not  for  the  former.  Nevertheless  all  persons  will  pro- 
bably agree  that  for  a  Diocese  to  set  off  one  portion  of  its 
territory  to  be  erected  into  a  new  Diocese,  without  the 
decided  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  clergy  and  laity 
included  in  that  section,  would  be  a  harsh  and  unjustifia>ble 
measure.  The  separate  section  tlien,  as  well  as  the  entire 
Diocese,  should  be  consulted.  But  again,  is  it  quite  fair 
and  reasonable  that  such  a  question  should  be  decided  by 
mere  numbers,  without  considering  what  those  numbers 
represent,  or  by  a  bare  majority  of  numbers?  K  so,  then 
a  large  number  of  clergy  and  laity,  whose  feelings  and 
judgments  are  opposed  to  separation,  might  be  forced  to 
withdraw  from  the  parent  Diocese  by  tlio  pressure  of  a  very 
few  votes  constituting  a  bare  majority,  and  those  few  votes 
might  represent  very  little  property  and  very  few  communi- 
cants. They  might  be  forced  into  a  distasteful  measure  by 
a  vote  which  would  represent  only  a  minority  of  the  com- 
municants and  a  minor  portion  of  the  property  of  the  sec- 
tion. I  think  it  would  be  fair  and  reasonable  for  a  Diocese 
to  say,  we  will  not  cast  off  from  us  one  section  of  our  family 
unless  two-thirds  of  the  clergy  and  laity  in  that  section 
desire  it.  The  canon  certainly  does  i^ot  provide  for  the 
exercise  of  any  sucli  moderation,  nor  do  I  propose  to  make 
it  a  condition  of  my  consent  to  division,  however  reasonable 
I  may  deem  such  a  condition  to  be.  But  I  do  think  tliat 
there  ought  to  be  in  the  section  to  be  set  off  not  only  a

majority  of  numbers,  but  a  majority  which  will  represent 
the  larger  number  of  communicants  and  the  larger  pecuniary 
ability,  or,  if  you  please,  the  larger  measure  of  Christian 
liberality  as  shown  in  the  average  contributions  of  the  several 
parishes  for  the  last  three  or  four  years. 

Nothing  can  be  farther  from  any  thought  of  mine  than 
the  least  desire  to  embarrass  or  retard  the  suggested  measure 
of  division.     Having  brought  the  matter  to  the  notice  of 
the  Convention,  and  distinctly  stated  tlie  lines  of  division 
to  which,  on  certain  conditions,  I  shall  be  ready  to  give  my 
canonical  consent,  I  do  not  propose  to  occupy  my  mind 
witli  efforts  to  influence  the  result,  or  with  anxious  thoughts 
about  it.    I  cannot  recommend  it,  but,  if  all  things  are 
properly  prepared,  I  shall  concur  in  it.    If  a  committee 
were  appointed  at  this  Convention  to  ascertain  the  wishes 
of  the  clergy  and  laity  in  the  sections  proposed  to  be  set 
off,  taking  care  to  observe  the  consideration  due  to  each. 
parish  from  the  number  of  communicants  and  the  average 
amount  of  offerings  made  for  three  or  four  years  last  past, 
they  would  be  prepared  to  report  to  the  next  annual  Con- 
vention the  result  of  their  inquiries  on  all  points  touching 
the  feelings  and  wishes  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  and  the 
bearing  of  the  proposed  measure  upon  the  interests  of  the 
Church.     Tlie  Convention  would  then  be  prepared  to  act 
for,  or  against  division,  according  as  their  judgments  had 
been  informed  and  influenced.     After  that  preliminary  and 
contingent  action,  there  would  still  remain  an  interval  of  a 
year  prior  to  the  annual  Convention,  immediately  preceding 
the  next  General  Convention.     That  General  Convention 
would  of  course  be  the  earliest  period  at  which  the  division 
of  the  Diocese,  if  resolved  on,  could  be  consummated.    The 
interval  of  a  year  between  the  Conventions  of  1867  and 
1868,  would  aftbrd  opportunity,  if  division  were  desired,  to 
raise  the  requisite  endowment  for  the  Episcopate  in  the  one 
new  Diocese,  or  two,  as  the  case  might  be. 
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Tliat  such  an  endowment  should  be  required  as  a  condi- 
tion precedent  to  tlie  Bishop^s  final  consent  there  can,  I 
think,  bo  no  doubt.  Such  an  endowment  is  little  enough 
for  a  new  Diocese  to  begin  with.  No  Diocese  can  wish  to 
have  its  Bishop  dependent  upon  a  rich  parish,  which  may 
claim  too  large  a  share  of  his  services,  and  interfere  too 
mach  with  liis  freedom  of  action.  Neither  is  it  desirable 
for  the  Church  at  large  that  any  Diocese  should  be  exposed 
to  the  temptation  of  looking  about  for  a  rich  clergyman 
wliOy  when  made  Bishop,  can  support  himself.  If  there  be 
among  the  weightier  portions  of  the  Diocese  a  deep  sense 
of  the  importance  of  division,  there  will  not  be  much  diffi- 
culty in  securing  the  requisite  endowment.  Such  endow- 
ment, in  each  case,  ought  to  amount  at  the  least  to  $40,000. 
In  a  recent  case,  I  believe  an  ^  Assistant  Bishop-elect  has 
made  his  acceptance  conditional  upon  the  raising  of  an 
Episcopal  Fund  of  $50,000. 

The  future  consent  of  the  Bishop  then  will  be  limited  to 
certoin  lines  of  division,  and  will  be  made  conditional  upon 
a  proper  previous  inquiry  into  the  condition  and  wishes  of 
the  sections  proposed  to  be  set  oif,  and  upon  the  previous 
creation  of  the  endowment  suggested,  proper  evidence  being 
given  that  those  endowments  are  duly  invested  and  secured. 

Many  persons  favorable  to  division  had  desired  that  it 
should  not  take  place  without  some  previous  arrangements 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Provincial  System.  But  into 
that  subject  I  do  not  wish  to  enter.  It  will  bo  for  the 
committee  to  give  it  such  consideration  as  they  may  judge 
expedient  and  right. 

I  would  then  recommend  that  a  committee  of  S  clergy- 
men and  7  laymen  be  authonzed  by  the  Convention  to  make 
the  inquiries  which  have  just  been  suggested,  and  to  report 
the  result  to  the  next  Diocesan  Convention  :  and  niav  the 
adorable  Head  of  the  Church,  in  His  great  goodness  and 
mercy,  guide  us  to  a  wise  and  righteous  conclusion  ! 

Beloved  Brethren,  I  have  detained  you  a  great  deal  too 
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long:  I  add  only  a  single  word — one  of  most  grateful  ac- 
knowledgment.     I  never  desired  to   obtrude    upon  the 
Diocese  any  private  wish  of  mine,  in  regard  to  personal 
convenience  and  comfort.    But  when  friends  spontaneously 
interpose  to  relieve  mo  from  annoyance,  and  to  devise  kind 
and  liberal  things  for  my  accommodation,  I  cannot  refrain 
from  testifying  my  sense  of  their  goodness.     In  the  hired 
house  in  which  for  ten  years  and  a  half  I  remained,  in  this 
city,  unable  to  change  without  serious  inconvenience  to  the 
Diocese  and  to  myself,  I  lacked  appropriate  accommodation, 
and  I  was  obliged  to  incur  an  expense  of  several  thousand 
dollars  beyond  what  seemed  originally  a  liberal  allowance 
for  house  rent.     I  cared  not  to  speak — I  was  not  inclined 
to  be  over  anxious  about  such  things.     But  there  were  kind 
friends  who  noticed  the  discomfort  and  the  loss,  who  felt 
more  for  me  than  I  felt  for  myself,  and  who  never  rested 
until  they  saw  me  removed  to  a  house  where  I  could  labor 
without  inconvenience,  and  live  on  unaffected  by  the  rise 
and  fall  of  rents.     One  friend  advanced  a  considerable  sum 
toward  the  purchase  of  a  house,  until  autliority  to  purchase 
could  bo  obtained  in  the  proper  quarter ;  and  there  were 
many  others  who  concurred  in  the  movement  in  the  most 
kind  and  generous  way.     The  effort  made  by  these  friends 
seems  likely  to  result  in  a  very  considerable  increase  in  the 
value  of  the  property  owned  by  the  Diocese.     The  final 
arrangements  are  of  course  in  the  hands  of  the  Convention. 
I  have  no  anxiety  about  the  result,  and  no  desire  to  influence 
it.     But  I  cannot  allow  this  Address  to  close  without  an 
expression  of  the  deep  sense  I  have  entertained  of  tlie  con- 
siderate and  delicate  kindness  which  has  marked  all  these 
proceedings.     It  shall  continue  to  be,  as  it  over  has  been, 
my  earnest  desire  to  show,  by  my  labors  and  my  affectionate 
devotion  to  your  welfare  and  happiness,  Iiow  warmly  I 
appreciate  the  kindness  by  which  I  am  surrounded,  and 
Iiow  earnestly  I  wish  to  retain  and  deserve  it.

In  these  Sunday  Schools  and  Special 
Meetings,  Mr.  William  Welsh  and  his  family  have  made  themselves  greatly 
usefoL 

Evening. — ^In  St.  Luke's,  Philadelphia,  I  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Biidiop

OeL  25,  Wedneaday,  A.  M. — I  accepted  an  invitation  to  visit  the  Philadelphia 
Divinity  School  at  West  Philadelphia,  in  company  with  several  of  the  Bishops, 
Clergy,  and  Laity,  and,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Pa.,  made  an  addrci^s  to 
the  students.  , 

Oct.  26,  Thursday,  Evening. — In  New  York,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the 
Dom.  Missionary  Committee,  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  Bishops  Lay,

Eyening. — I  met  the  Domestic  Missionary  Committee. 

Nov.  8,  Wedneeday,  Evening. — ^I  presided  at  the  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the 
Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning. 

Nov.  9,  TTivrsday. — I  visited  the  House  of  Mercy,  and  attended  a  meeting  of 
the  Trustees. 

Nov.  10,  Fridmf. — I  attended  the  first  meeting  of  theProt.  Ep.  Frcedman's 
Commission. 

Nov.  12,  Twenty-Second  Sunday  after  TVinity,  A.M. — I  preached  in  the 
Floating  Church  of  our  Saviour  for  Seamen,  confirmed  six,  and  addressed 
them. 

Nov.lS,  Monday,  Evening. — ^In  Grace  church,  Nyack,  I  preached,  confirmed 
eeven,  and  addressed  them. 

Nov.  14,  7\te9day,  A.  M. — ^In  the  Chapel  of  Holy  Trinity,  Haverstraw,  I  met 
the  Southern  Convocation,  preached,  confirmed  eleven,  and  addressed  them. 

Nov.  .  19,  Twenty-third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  A.  M.— In  St.  Paul's,  East

^  I.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  from 
t;ime  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is  hereby  ordered 
that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  yacant,  the 
hardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese, or,  when  there  is  no  Bbhop,  to  the  President  of  the  Conven- 
tioD,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  mar- 
riages, and  funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  Communicants  in  his 
Parish  or  Church ;  also  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Sunday- 
Schools  in  his  Parish ;  also  the  amount  of  the  Communion  alms, 
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the  oontributioDS  for  missions,  diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for 
parochial  schools,  for  Church  purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other 
matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  same.  And  every  ClergymaOi 
not  regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the 
occasional  services  he  may  have  performed ;  and,  if  he  have  per- 
formed no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented 
tiie  same.  And  these  Reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop 
shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Convention,  and  shall  be  entered  on 
the  Journals  thereof.

■aoMided  every  suggestion  of  the  Bector ;  and  that  soccess  has  not  been  greater  Is  his  fault,  not

This  petition  was  granted  March  '22nd,  lS6ff,  and  tho  orfranization  thencef(»rth  became  known 
as  the  Church  of  the  Atonement.

The  work  of  oar  Mission  is  mostly  confined  to  the  seamen  and  boatmen  who  fircquer.t  the 
VflMem  aide  of  the  city,  and  who  have  but  few  other  plaooa  for  attendinif  public  worship.

Tbe  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  prosperity  in  the  Chnrcb  of  onr  Saviour,  an  tho  statistics 
show.  But  we  are  now  without  a  church  edifice ;  on  Sunday,  the  19tb  of  Aiigu»t,  (12th  after 
TrinityVervlce  was  held  for  the  last  time  in  the  floating  church  edifice  whicii  we  have  been 
Qilng  for  Bo  many  years.  Upon  examination  the  vessels  upon  which  it  stands  wore  <leeined 
ODsafe,  and  by  orders  of  the  Board  of  Managera  it  has  been  abandono<l.  ^ince  then,  divine

the  nhore  Is  In  contemplation,  and  by  the  next  meeting  of  tbe  Convention  we  hope  to  report 
the  baiUling  well  advanced  towards  completion,  if  not  finished,  and  in  nae  in  tbe  worship 
uf  God. 

Report  of  Rev.  Robert  J.  Walkib,  Misflionarj-at-Large  to  Seamen  in  the  Port 
of  New  York. 

The  Miftsloiiary  has  labored  during  tbe  past,  as  In  former  yearw,  among  the  seamen  and  boat^ 
men  who  frcqaont  thef)ort  of  New  York.  In  no  instance  has  he  been  absent  from  his  sta- 
tion at  (.'oenties  Slip.  On  every  Sunday,  in  the  snltry  beat  of  summer  as  well  as  in  the  pierc- 
ing cold  of  winter,  he  has  been  strengthened  in  tbe  perf)rinance  of  every  duty,  and  permitted 
to  preach  the  un.«oarohabIe  riches  of  Christ  to  those  who  were  once  perishing  for  lack  of 
knowledge.  S<imo  tboueands  of  sea-faring  men  and  others  have  Ibtened  with  the  most  de- 
Tout  attention  to  tbe  plain  and  simple  exhibition  of  Qod'd  truth.  About  two-thirds  of  all 
who  attend  the  services  are  of  tbe  class  of  seamen  and  boatmen.  After  years  of  absence,  the 
wealher-bcAten  mariner  has  found  his  way  to  tbe  spot  where  be  had  first  shed  the  penitential 
tear,  and  first  uttered  the  secret  prayer,  "God  be  merclfiil  to  me  a  sinner. 

On  eighty-seven  occasions  the  services  have  been  beld  in  tbe  open  air,  either  on  the  deck  of  a 
barge,  or  on  the  pier.  The  most  perfect  order  has  prevailed  at  these  promiscaous  gatherlDics. 
On  seventeen  other  occasions,  when  tbe  weather  has  been  severe,  the  religions  exercises  have 
been  conducted  in  the  room,  22  South  BL,  aa  ordinary  shipping  office  during  the  week.  At 
the  Society's  Home,  in  Franklin  Square,  and  at  other  placee,  tbe  Missionary  has  hold  forty 
eight  services,  being  a  total  of  152  services. 

A  largo  portion  of  the  Missionary's  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  sick  ana  dying  seamen  in 
the  hoBpilals  of  this  and  the  neighboring  city.  The^e  poor  follows,  many  of  them  natives  of 
Europe,  need  all  the  spirltunl  advice  and  consolation  which  be  is  capable  of  imparting.  It* 
has  been  IiU  pleasure,  as  it  is  his  duty,  to  supply  their  wants  in  this  respect,  and  many  an 
affecting  IncMeni  might  he  recorded  of  seamen  falling  asleep  In  the  arms  of  Jesus,  who  were 
fin«t  directed  to  take  refugo  In  these  loving  arms  by  tbe  writer  of  this  report

Ho  not  only  served  faithfully  the  Church,  but  day  by 
day  did  physician's  work  at  our  City  IIo9|iitaI,  to  which  he  had  been  invitHl  in  the  abMoee 
of  one  of  the  resident  physicians.  Besting  in  apparently  giN)d  health,  his  breathing  waa  ob*. 
structcd  by  a  handkerchief  from  which  he  had  inhaled  a  very  small  amount  of  sulphuric  ether, 
and  in  the  hemorrhacc  from  the  lunss  tlinn  prcMluced.  his  soul  passed  to  its  Saviour.  The 
ana*Mhetic  was  frequently  used  by  him  in  lifo  to  quiet  neuralidc  pain.  And  we  suppose  that 
his  f^evere  labors  on  that  hot  and  (-ickly  suinnicr  day  bad  caused  a  return  of  his  old  trouble, 
from  which  he  thus  sought  relief.  This  might  been  an  occasion,  but  was  in  no  sense  a  ttose 
<»f  his  di^ath.  "VTe  mourn  greatly  bis  lo^s,  but  wo  are  oonifurtod  in  the  memories  we  ha^e  of 
hl»  life  among  us,  and  tho  hope  we  have  of  him  in  Christ,  for  he  truly  "  laid  down  hi*  life  for 
the  brethren."

The  work  has  been  andertaken  with  energy  and  zeal,  and  we  may  hope  to 
oeenpj  onr  reetored  temple  by  Easter,  1SC7.  In  the  mean  time  we  are  worshipping  in  Irving 
Han,  a  plaoe  which  ftimishee  partial  accommodation  and  is  conTonient  in  its  location.  The 
and  broken  condition  in  which  we  are  thna  plaoed  operates  very  serioosly  upon  all  oar 
and  meana,  and  makes  it  difficult  for  us  to  keep  up  all  our  previons  engagements  and 
plABa  of  oaeflihiesB.  We  are  laboring  not  only  ander  a  large  diminntion  of  income,  bat  also  with 
«  large  increase  of  neoeesary  expensea  I  trust  the  patience  and  fidelity  of  the  people  will  bo 
ftjRuid  eqnal  to  the  trial.

At  the  time  of  making  my  last  report,  I  wan  not  familiar  with  all  the  features  of  the  Parish. 
I  aeoordingly  gave  the  list  of  Communicants  as  it  stood  upon  the  Parish  register.  From 
that  Uat  ten  should  have  been  deducted,  but  which  was  not  api)arent  from  the  register.  This 
will  aeeount  for  the  apparent  discrepancy  between  the  statements  of  this  report  and  those  of 
last  year. 

Tariooa  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Church  edifice.  The  north  tranaepthaa 
bam  enlarged  and  beautified.  Therein  baa  been  placed  an  organ  of  elegant  finish  and  power, 
variety  and  beauty  of  tone,  built  at  most  reasonable  cost  by  Wro.

Since  my  last  Diocesan  Beport,  St  James^  Parish  has  met  with  a  severe  misfortune  in  the 
total  destruction  of  Its  Clrarch-buildlng  by  a  tornado  on  Sunday  after  Ascension,  the  18th  day 
of  May.  The  Bfble  and  Chancel  Prayer  books,  the  Altar,  the  Font,  and  the  Communion 
YflHels,  together  with  a  flagon  containing  wine  for  the  Holy  Communion,  escaped  (as  it  were) 
mtaaeolonsly  the  slightest  injury  amid  the  general  wreck.  About  8500  worth  of  material 
vaaj  be  saved  firom  the  debri^  towards  the  erection  of  a  now  building.  82,100  have  been 
nlisd  towards  tho  new  Church,  about  one-fourth  of  which  amount  was  given  by  country 
Farbbeak  who  nobly  responded  to  our  appeal  to  assist  us  in  our  dlstrew.  The  services  were 
eootlnned  without  intermiasion,  the  Court-Ilouse  having  been  imme«1iately  securetl  for  that 
pfurpoae,  and  I  hope  before  another  Convention  meets,  we  may  have  begun  Services  in  the 
]i«w  building,  even  should  it  not  be  entirely  completed. 

The  energetic  and  united  efforts  of  the  young  ladies  of  the  Parish  deserve  especial  mention , 
tl^y  having  secured  a  sum  suflSdentfor  the  windows  of  the  new  Church,  and  devoted  it  to 
that  oliject    About  82,000  is  yet  needed  to  repair  our  loss. 

At  BoltOR,  within  the  limits  of  St  James'  Parish,  the  Bev.  F.  B.  TanKleeok  held  12  Ser- 
vleea,  from  the  Sixth  to  the  Eleventh  Sanday  after  Trinity,  inclusive,  and  baptized  2  adnlts 
and  16  children.  Through  earnest  and  self-saerlficing  labors  (extending  through  several 
yean),  one  young  lady,  assisted  by  a  few  zealous  helpers,  has  secured  81|600,  which  warrants 
tba  ecxmmenoement  of  a  Church-Building,  the  plans  for  which  were  kindly  presented  by 
Biebard  np)ohn  4e  Son,  and  the  Comer-Stone  of  which  will  be  laid  (D.  V.)  as  soon  as  the 
opening  spring  will  permit  A  Sunday-School  of  between  forty  and'  fifty  children  ossemblo 
each  Sunday  In  a  shod,  and,  superintended  by  the  same  person  mentioned  above,  are  taught^ 
In  the  beantlfhl  language  of  the  Church,  the  blessed  truths  of  the  Gospel.  It  Is  to  bo  hoped 
that  this  earnest  enterprise  will  receive  aid  from  abroad,  and  that  these  few  faithful  laborers, 
eneoaraffed  In  their  good  work,  may  behold  tho  speedy  accumplbhmcnt  of  their  desires.

During 
th«  laat  winter,  which  was  passed  in  the  dluceae  of  Misstsalppi,  I  preached  a  number  of  times 
In  Warren  coanty,  and  also  assisted  the  Her.  Dr.  Sansom  In  celebrating  the  services  of  Cbrist- 
maa-Day  at  Vickaburg.  Dark  are  the  prospects  of  the  Chnrch  in  Mississippi  I  The  country, 
towna^  plantadona,  and  parishes,  are  in  desolation !  May  the  hearts  of  God's  people  be  niorcd 
to  eonmiaerate,  and  to  help  to  build  n^  the  vast  wastes  of  this  once  happy  and  prosperous 
I 


The  Ber.  Williah  Wjllton,  D.  D.,  Instructor  in  Hebrew  in  the  General  The- 
ological Seminary,  New  York,  reports  as  follows  : 

Officiated  in  saying  prayers  in  whole  or  part,  110  timea.  Preached  29  times.  Baptized 
Qna  adult  and  one  infiut  Asbisted  at  1  fkineral  Administered  Holy  Communion  publicly 
6  tlmca  ;  also  twice  prirately  to  a  bick  person ;  aFsisted  in  tho  same,  12  tlmeSb 

Tlie  Rot.  William  Walsh  reports  as  follows : 

Dulnctbe  first  siz  montba  of  the  Conventional  year,  I  was  engaged  in  supplying  St  PaulV , 
POni^keepsle,  the  Sector  being  in  ill-health.  Since  that  time  1  have  officiated  as  oppor- 
toaltj  baa  offared  In  various  parishes  of  the  diocese. 

The  Rev.  Mkbritt  n.  We:llman,  Presbyter,  residing  in  New  York,  reports  as 
follows: 

Tba  duty  of  assistant-minister  at  St  Bartholomew's  Church,  in  this  city,  which  I  began 
Hovambar  lit,  1864, 1  still  continue.  In  this  connection,  beeidos  reading  the  service  morning 
and  aftamoon,  of  each  Sunday,  regularly,  and  preaching  occasionally;  and  during  July  and 
Saplaiiibar  reading  and  preaching  in  the  morning,  I  have  baptized,  adults,  2 ;  infanta,  5— 
total,  7.    Prepared  for  Confirmation  and  Holy  Communion,  2.    Buried.  5. 

Ffom  tha  time  above  mentioned,  I  have  also  been  the  financial  agent  of  the  New  York 
ProtaaUnt  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society,  for  which  I  had  collected  and  paid  over  t4»  it.s 
fruainrar,  np  to  April  last,  tlUrty-tico  iAowiand  eight  hundred  and  eleven  dolkirii.  While 
receiving  this  money  fh>m  tho  laity,  I  have  been,  at  the  ntme  time,  performing  a  great 
amount  of  labor,  which,  under  favoring  circnmstancos,  and  with  the  Divine  blessing,  I  hopo 
to  And  advantageona  for  reaching  still  belter  resulta  in  tho  fhturo. 


The  Rev.  R.  H.  Bourne,  Missionary  at  the  Tombs,  reports  as  follows : 

1.  There  ware  the  nsnal  Sunday  morning  services  at  the  Tomba  for  the  males,  on  the  second 
and  flrarth  Bnndaya  of  each  month  ;  a  service  for  the  inmates  of  the  female  department  on 
Tnaaday  of  each  week,  and,  as  a  mle^  tri-weekly  visitations  in  the  male  departments  fur  per> 
amal  address,  and  the  distribution  of  books  and  other  reading.  A  partial  interruption  of  tha 
wmA  oecorred  during  the  fiill  and  early  part  of  the  winter,  mainly  affecting  the  personal  vlsi>

tatlons.     From  the  imperfect  notes  proMtred,  tt  appears  that  there  were  held  65  of  tb« 
above-named  Snnday  and  Tneeday  senrieee,  and  85  of  the  Tisitatlona— in  all  150. 

S.  In  connection  with  the  Miasion  worlc  at  the  Citj  Prison,  the  MIssionarj  has  also  h  dd  a 
regular  Snnday  evening  service  at  the**  Home  "for  Discharged  Females,  in  Tenth  Av«iiic, 
near  Twenty -Third  Street  This  service  was  commenced  on  the  first  Snnday  of  ICay,  at  the 
suggestion  of  brethren  connected  with  the  City  Missions,  and  in  compliance  with  the  dadra 
of  the  ladies  who  have  the  direction  of  the  Institution.  There  have  been  SO  of  these  aer- 
vices. 

8.  Services  as  AB8ista|t-Mlnister  of  St  Lnke^s  IIospftaL  The  Misssionary'h  oonneetlon 
with  St  Lnke's  Hospital  commenced  in  November,  1864,  his  visits  at  the  City  Ho^ltal 
having  been  for  the  most  part  discontinned  on  aoeonnt  of  the  regnlatlon  reqMCting  Tlaita 
of  clergymen.  His  engagement  at  St  Lnke*s  continued  until  September  15th,  1S66^  when 
indisposition  rendered  some  change  necessary.  His  servlcee  there  were  renewed  on  the 
T  th  of  February  last  Those  service^  in  general,  consist  of  tho  charge  of  the  morning 
services  in  the  wards;  alternating  the  days  with  the  Pastor,  to  admit  of  the  trl-weehly 
visitation  at  the  Tombs.  The  hour  and  a  half  allotted  to  these  devotional  exereisee  in  the 
wards,  is  so  divided  aa  to  allow  ttom  13  to  15  minutes  in  each.  Besides  theee  ward  seprieea, 
the  assistant  has  also  o^aslonally  aided  in  the  services  of  the  chapel,  or  taken  charge  of  them 
in  the  absence  of  the  Psstor;  administered  the  Holy  Commnnion  twice  or  thrice  in  the  weixto  ; 
read  the  Burial  Servioe  over  a  number  of  deceased  patients,  and  participated  in  the  work  of 
visiting  St  the  beds  of  the  sick. 

4.  Besides  the  foregoing,  there  were  15  Oocasional  Services,  a  number  of  wliieh  were  per- 
fcirmetl  in  January  and  February  last,  in  the  Institutions  on  Black  well's  Island,  together  with 
several  Baptisms,  reported  as  usual  through  the  Missionary  Committee.  On  the  let  of  Oetober 
last,  it  WAS  the  Missionary's  privilege,  for  the  last  time,  to  assist  the  beloved  and  vraerated 
Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  a&4  on 
the  15th  day  of  tho  same  month  to  perform  the  mournful  duty  of  officiating  for  his  afflfrted 
fiimily  and  peopio  In  the  phice  just  vacate<l  by  his  sudden  and  distressing  death.  During  the 
remnlnder  of  tlio  year,  with  two  exceptions,  he  assisted  the  Hector  of  the  Anthon  Memorial 
Church  in  tho  Holy  Communion  ;  or,  as  on  one  occasion,  administered  It  in  the  Rectnr's 
iibsence,  and,  In  the  ssme  connection,  twice  read  tlie  Barl&l  Service. 

In  closing  his  Keport,  it  may  be  proper  for  the  Missionary  to  refor  to  tho  important  change 
which  has  tak-on  placo  in  tiie  relation  of  this  Mission  to  the  general  work  ofMirfiions  to  public 
institutions.  Tho  present  Missionary  cominonced  his  work  in  this  field,  on  the  1st  day  of 
August.  ISOO,  under  tho  auspices  of  a  fov:  zealous  ladies  of  tljo  Church,  and  especially  of  one 
whose  prai-eworlhy  zeal  and  liberality  are  well  known.  As  a  special  field  for  their  lalK>r  of 
faith  and  love,  tliey  assumed  the  rc-^ponsiibility  of  sustaining  It  for  tho  term  of  Ave  year?. 
When  that  period  lenninated  on  tlie  1st  of  August,  1S65,  the  Missionary  felt  unprepared  to 
(l»nerinlne  what  was  his  duly  in  reference  to  the  continuance  of  his  K-rvlces  in  the  Misbion  ; 
imd,  hesitating  to  relinquish  tho  charge  until  ho  had  submiltcd  tho  matter  tobrotliren,  he  con- 
tinued to  perform  the  usual  ."^unday  and  Tuesday  services,  with  some  intcrmi>sion  of  the  lat- 
ter, and  the  omission  of  personal  visitations  to  prisoners  for  tvomo  time,  as  stated  in  the  Ueport 
Karly  in  tlio  month  of  March  of  tho  present  year,  concurring  witli  brethren  as  to  tiie  expe- 
♦liency  and  pro[>riety  of  the  Mission  being  under  the  caro  and  auspices  of  the  City  Mlseii>n 
Society,  the  MUs-ionary  had  an  interview  with  the  President  of  the  late  (.'ommittec,  and 
tendered  tho  charge  c-f  tho  Mission  to  tlie  Society.  The  matter  being  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  tliey  assumed  the  charge  of  tho  mission,  and  it  now  forms  a  part  of 
tlieir  Imptn-tant  and  interesting  field  of  Christian  etTort. 

Tlie  labors  of  the  Mi.ssionary  liave  now  been  devoted  mainly  to  this  work  for  more  than 
bIx  years.  In  the  midst  of  much  that  is  revolting  and  discouraging  in  the  obduracy,  igno- 
rance, vlciou»ne«,  and  contempt  of  things  sacred,  betrayed  by  a  l.argo  portion  of  the  mnlti- 
tudes  that  pass  through  the  City  Prison,  ho  Is  not  w^ithout  the  comfortable  per^uasl<»n  and  bt'po 
that  many  have  in  some  degree  profited  by  the  services  rendered,  and  that  some  of  these 
vrring  ones  will  at  last  ascribe  their  eternal  salvation,  under  God,  to  them. 
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Orphans*  Home  and  Afijlum  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  East  49th 
Street,  New  York,  from  Sept.  1865  to  Sept.  1866. 

Within  tfae  dioceaan  yew,  48  children  have  been  admitted  ;  14  have  been  placed  oat ;  80 
Mtnrned  to  fHanda,  and  8  bare  died— in  the  Ilome  at  present,  155. 

Its  preaent  great  need  la  that  of  an  infirmary,  towards  which  the  contrlbatlons  of  charchmen 
are  earnestly  aoUeited.  The  sum  needed  la  about  $25,000,  of  which  $5,000  has  been  pruml8e<l 
by  one  gentleman  when  tlie  whole  amoant  shall  be  snbscrlbed.

NoTK.<^According  to  a  Resolution  recorded  on  page  94  of  this  Journal  there 
is  included  in  the  following  List  of  Churches  of  this  Diocese  the  date  of  the 
admission  into  its  ConvenUon  of  such  Churches  as  are  in  union  with  the  same.

(See  p.  77  of  the  JoumaL.) 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  the  alteration  proposed  to 
be  made  in  Section  I.  of  Canon  IX.,  so  as  to  read — "  Tho  Conyention  shall  at 
each  regular  annual  meeting  next  preceding  a  stated  meeting  of  the  General 
Conyention  elect/*  &c., — beg  leaye  to  report 

That  in  their  judgment  this  alteration  is  not  adyisablc.  A  few  years  since 
this  Canon  (IX)  was  altered,  so  that  the  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General 
Conyention  should  not  be  held  at  the  Diocesan  Conyention  immediately  pre- 
ceding its  assembling — which  is  in  the  week  immediately  following  the  meet- 
ing of  this  Conyention, — but  should  be  held  at  the  Diocesan  Convention  the  year 
before.  And  this  was  done  for  the  reason,  that  a  grave  evil  of  a  practical  na- 
ture had  arisen,  from  the  elections  taking  place  only  a  few  days  before  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  namely,  a  failure  of  a  full  representation 
of  this  Diocese.  A  memorable  instance  of  this  kind  occurred  in  the  General 
Convention  of  1850,  held  in  Cincinnati,  when  most  important  measures,  and 
deeply  aiTecting  tliis  Diocese,  were  the  subjects  of  deliberation  and  action. 
Not  a  single  lay  Delegate  elected  by  this  Convention  was  able  to  take  his  seat ; 
and  only  one  of  the  supplemental  lay  Deputies  was  present,  and  this  gentleman 
was  taken  to  Cincinnati  by  other  business.  It  was  even  found  impossible  to 
get  a  full  representation  of  tho  Deputies  when  the  General  Convention  has  held 
ts  sittings  out  of  the  City  of  New  York,  when  tho  election  has  been  made  only 
a  few  days  previously.    In  view  of  our  past  experience  on  this  point,  the

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant

'  The  Churches  entitled  to  reprcKcntation  were  then  called 
over,  and  the  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  oeitifieate* ;  irhUi 
were  eiamined  by  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  mem- 
bers, appointed  by  the  Presiding  Officer,  viz. ;  William  £, 
Dunsoomb,  Esq.,  and  the  Hon.  Hamilton  Fish.  The  names  of 
the  Lay  Delegates  duly  appointed  were  called,  when  Delegates 
from  one  hundred  and  seven  Parishes  appeared  and  toolf  tkcir 
seataf 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Convention  pro- 
ceeded, according  to  the  Fifth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  to 
elect  a  President  from  among  the  Clergy. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Higbee,  by  request  of  the  Rev,  Dr.  MoVidao', 
the  Presiding  OfRcer,  nominated  for  the  office  the  Rev.  Joseph

On  motion,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  dispense  with  the 
vote  by  ballot,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  McVickar  was  unanimously 
elected. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded,  according  to  the  Sixth  Article 
<^  the  Constitution,  to  the  appointment  of  a  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.

On  motion  of  Floyd  Smith,  Esq.,  the  vote  by  ballot  was 
unanimously  dispensed  with ;  and  the  Rev.  William  £.  Eigen- 
brodt,  D.  D.,  was  elected  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  John  Jay,  Esq.,  the  vote  by  ballot  was  unani- 
mously dispensed  with,  and  Edward  F.  De  Lanccy,  Esq.,  was 
elected  Treasurer. 

The  Secretary  announced  to  the  Convention  that  ho  appointed 
the  Rev.  Theodore  A.  Eaton,  A.  M.,  the  Assistant  Secretary. 

The  Committee  on  the  examination  of  the  certificates  of  Lay 
Delegates  reported  as  defective  several  certificates,  which  were 
referred  back  to  the  Parishes. 

The  Committee  also  reported.  That  a  certificate  had  been  pre- 
sented from  St.  Alban's  Church,  New-York,  which  Church  is 
not  on  the  list  of  Churches  in  union  with  this  Convention,  but 
is  supposed  to  be  the  same  as  that  before  known  as  the  Church 
of  the  Intercessor,  New-York,  which  is  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention, the  name  having  been  changed. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was

Whereas  The  most  Reverend  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
by  request  of  the  Houses  of  Convocation  in  his  Province  as  well 
as  of  many  English,  Irish  and  Colonial  Bishops,  has  invited  all 
Bishops  in  visible  communion  with  the  United  Church  of  Eng- 
land and  Ireland  to  attend  at  a  Conference  under  his  Presidoncv, 
at  Lambeth,  on  the  24th  day  of  the  present  September,  and  the 
three  following  days,  for  common  worship,  and  for  counsels  apt 
to  maintain  the  unity  of  the  faith,  to  strengthen  the  bonds  of 
peace  and  charity,  and  to  promote  oneness  in  the  missionary 
work ;  therefore,  it  is 

Hesolved,  I.  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New- 
York,  though  always  regretting  to  be  deprived  of  the  presence 
of  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  at  its  annual  meeting,  does  on 
this  occasion  respectfully  express  its  cordial  appreciation  of  the 
bigh  considerations  which  have  led  him  to  accept  the  invitation 
to  attend  at  this  time  the  Conference  at  Lambeth  ;  and  its  hope, 
that  the  Divine  Blessing  may  be  upon  that  venerable  Assembly, 
and  cause  the  deliberations  in  which  they  are  now  occupied  to 
xesnlt^in  great  good  to  the  Christian  world.

Stevens,  Warden,  and  Charles  M.  Mee,  Vestry  Clerk,  and  is  also  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  Canon,  and  with  the  prescribed  form  in  the 
case  of  a  vacant  Parish,  that  is,  one  without  a  Rector. 

The  law  of  the  State  under  which  the  congregation  at  Mount  Vernon  is 
incorporated  (the  general  act  of  1813)  enacts,  that  "  the  Churchwardens  and 
Vestrymen — of  themselves,,  &m<  if  there  "be  a  Rectory  these,  together  with  the 
Hector — shall  form  a  Vestry,  and  be  the  Trustees  of  such  Church  or  congre- 
gation." And  further,  that  "  no  such  Board  shall  be  competent  to  transact 
"  any  business  unless  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  be  present." 

Section  6,  of  Canon  II.,  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  declares  that  "  the 
"  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate,  if  made  by  the  Vestry,  shall 
**  consist  in  a  written  certificate,  signed  both  by  the  Rector  of  the  Church,  if 
**  there  be  one,  (or,  if  there  bo  no  Rector,  then  by  the  Warden  who  presides  at 
"  the  meeting  at  which  such  Delegate  is  appointed,)  and  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
"  Vestry."  **  And  no  other  certificate  or  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  any 
•*  Lay  Delegate  than  such  as  herein  is  required  shall  be  allowed  or  received." 
It  was  stated  to  the  Committee  that  Mr.  Coffey's  title  to  the  Rectorship  of 
the  Church  was  not  admitted,  and  tliat  at  the  election  for  Wardens  and  Ves- 
trymen last  spring  his  right  to  preside,  as  Rector,  was  denied. 

In  support  of  Mr.  Coffoy's  claim  the  following  were  submitted  : 

I.  The  List  of  Clergy,  required  by  Canon  II.  of  this  Diocese,  (a  copy  of  which 
isannnally  printed  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention,)  which  bears  the  name 
of  the  Rev.  William  Samuel  Coffey,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Mount  Vernon. 

II.  The  Certificate  of  Incorporation  of  the  Church  at  Mount  Vernon,  dated 
October  21, 1856,  recorded  on  the  same  day  in  the  Westchester  County  Clerk's 
office.  Liber  B.,  page  209,  from  which  it  appears  that  at  the  meeting  held  for 
tho  purpose  of  incorporating  the  Church,  "  the  Rev.  William  Samuel  Coffey, 
being  Rector  of  said  Church,  preMed" 

III.  The  Annual  Address  of  the  Bishop  to  the  Convention  in  1857,  (Journal, 
1857,  page  108,)  wherein  ho  certifies  the  names  of  the  Clergymen  in  whoso 
behalf  he  liad  received  the  Canonical  Certificate  of  their  election  to  their  re- 
spective Cures.  Among  these  is  the  name  of  "  the  Rev.  William  S.  Coffey, 
"  A.  M.,  to  the  Rectorship  of  Trinity  Church,  Moimt  Vernon." 

rv.  A  Resolution  of  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  Mount  Vernon,  adopted 
October  30, 1850,  as  follows : 

That  the  Rev.  Wm.  Sam.  Coffey  be  recognised  as  the  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Mount  Vernon,  in  the  Town  of  Eastchester,  County  of  Westchester,

lest  spring,  and  ta  be  the  retuming;  offlcor.  The  parties  to  whom  he  gaTet 
cortiJicaw  of  election,  as  Chttrdi  wardens  and  Vt-Blrymffn.  constitute,  togetha^ 
vith  lumself,  the  Veetry,  "  d<»  facto,"  of  the  Church,  and  whether  any  imgOr 
Inri&ie  occurrod.  either  in  reooiring  Totea  or  mahlug  the  rotunu  of  the  elefr.

■ented  and  read  as  follows : 


ntport 

OP  ST.  STEPHEN'S  COLLEGE,  AlOfANDALE. 

The  nndeiBigiied  reports  that  Bt.  Bt«pheD'a  College  continiiea  in  its  pie- 
vioag  prospenma  condition.  Bo  inanj  appUattioss  were  recdved  at  the 
opening  of  the  prsBent  academic  year,  that  additional  accommodations  bad  to 
be  provided.  Then  ue  now  48  students,  all  of  whom,  with  the  excepUon  of 
one  or  two,  are  looldug  fbrwaid  to  Hdj  Oiden,  Other  appUcaUons  hare 
tince  been  dedimd  fbr  the  want  c^  KMHo. 
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The  College  has  maintained  itself  free  from  debt,  at  a  charge  to  the  student 
of  $225,  which  provides  for  every  thing  at  Annandale. 

The  College  is  thus  successfully  doing  the  work  which  the  Church  requires, 
and  puts  it  within  the  power  of  young  men  of  devotion  and  of  ability  to 
obtain  the  necessary  preparations  for  the  Seminary  at  a  remarkably  low 
charge.  Young  men,  who  are  now  with  us,  have  been  induced  to  relinquish 
positions  of  respectability  and  of  emolument,  because  they  saw  the  way  open 
to  them  at  Annandale  to  receive  the  necessary  training  which  would  enable 
them  to  enter  on  the  study  of  theology.  The  College  is  thus  successfully 
aiding  in  the  work  of  ministerial  education.  The  Trustees  have  done  the 
part  assigned  them  in  providing  the  Institution.  Will  the  Churchmen  of  the 
Diocese  now  do  the  part  which  devolves  upon  them,  in  aiding  to  provide  the 
necessary  buildings  and  endowments  ? 

The  College  can  take  no  step  forward  without  additional  means.  The 
crowded  condition  of  the  building,  and  the  unsuitable  quarters  of  the  Pro- 
fessors, (not  to  speak  of  the  generosity  of  one  of  the  Trustees  in  loaning 
huHdings  of  which  he  must  himself  be  in  need,)  strongly  appeal  to  the  Church 
for  a  generous  response  to  the  call  which  the  Trustees  are  now  making 
through  their  agent,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Richey,  D.  D.  They  commend  him 
to  the  good  will  of  their  fellow-Churchmen  of  the  Diocese.

Tba  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  conBidcr  and  »p«3n 
Trhetber  an^,  or  if  an/,  wliat  additions,  alterations  and  amendments  are  ^^- 
pedient  to  be  made  in  Canon  II.  and  Canon  IV.,  and  aieo  in  the  Foim»      °^ 
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ceitificateB  appended  to  the  Canons,  to  be  presented  by  Laj  Dele^tes  to  tbis 
Ckmvontion,  and  the  Instructions  and  Forms  for  the  Incorporation  of  a 
Church,  respectfully  report : 

That  a  clerical  error  occurred  in  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  Conven- 
tion, amending  the  second  section  of  Canon  II.,  in  the  following  paragraph, 
(Journal  1866,  p.  55,)  viz. : 


And  that  the  same  section  bo  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
*  by  said  Canon,'  (in  the  tenth  line  of  the  same  edition,)  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  *  by  tliis  section,  to  be  recorded  as  aforesaid.' "

The  word  "  tenth  "  was  inaccurately  used  instead  of  "  ninth." 

The  Committee  report  a  resolution  appended  hereto,  correcting  this  error. 

The  provisions  in  the  existing  Canon  respecting  the  appointment  of  Lay 
Delegates,  and  the  evidence  of  their  appointment,  are  confused,  and  in  some 
respects  conflicting.  Section  7  of  the  present  Canon  pro^ide8  that  no  Lay 
Delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  imless  he  be  entitled  to 
vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  which  he  is  appointed  to  re- 
present, while  section  17  authorizes  Delegates  from  Churches  having  no 
Wardens  or  Vestrymen. 

To  remove  the  diflSculties  existing  in  the  provisions  of  the  present  Canon, 
the  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  two  new  sections,  instead  of  the 
present  sections  6,  7  and  17. 

The  Committee  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  Canon 
IV.,  as  a  substitute  for  the  present  1st,  2d  and  4th  sections  of  that  Canon. 
The  proposed  amendment  embodies  all  the  requirements  of  those  three 
oections,  together  with  some  additional  provisions  which  seem  to  the  Com- 
mittee proper  rctiuirenicnts  in  the  mode  of  application  for  the  admission  of 
Churches  into  union  with  the  Convention,  and  proper  safeguards  against 
hasty  or  inconsiderate  action  upon  such  ai)plication. 

They  also  recommend  two  amendments  to  Section  8  of  the  same  Canon. 

The  first  of  these  amendments  is  designed  to  bring  all  the  Churches  in 
union  with  the  Convention  into  harmonious  action  under  the  requirements 
of  existing  Canons.  It  imposes  no  new  duty  or  obligations ;  it  recognises 
those  which  are  already  in  force.  The  present  requirements  may  be  dis- 
charged to  as  largo  or  as  small  an  extent  as  each  congregation  may  think 
proper,  or  bV:\\\  feel  able.  But  the  Committee  think  that  the  participation, 
to  however  small  an  extent,  by  every  congregation  in  the  work  of  the  Church, 
is  a  duty,  the  discharge  of  which  will  not  only  add  to  the  symmetry  of  the 
Church  organization  in  the  Diocese,  but  will  gradually,  more  and  more, 
interest  every  congregation  thus  participating  in  the  great  objects  of  the 
Church,  and  will  bring  the  whole  body  of  Churchmen  throughout  the 
Diocese  into  closer  union  and  sympathy,  and  into  greater  earnestness  and 
efficiency  of  action. 

The  second  amendment  proposed  to  Section  3  is  verbal ;  to  correct  the  use 
of  an  improjier  name. 

The  Committee  have  not  considered  it  necessary  to  prepare  amendments

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(IV.)  The  evidence  of  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  from  a  Church  having 
no  Veetiy,  shall  be  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Minister  of  such  Church,  or  by 
the  officer  who  preddes  at  the  meeting  of  the  congregation  by  which  he  was 
appointed,  and  also  by  the  Clerk  or  Secretary  of  such  meeting.  The  certifi-

of  the  meeting ;  and  shall  bo  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation. 

The  said  application  shall  also  be  accompanied  by  the  Certificate  of  Incor- 
poration of  the  Church  duly  recorded,  or  a  copy  thereof  certified  by  the  officer 
whose  duty  it  may  be  to  record  or  to  file  the  same  ;  and  also,  by  a  Certificate 
of  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  of  his  inability  or  disability  to  act, 
or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  of  the  Standing  Conmiittee,  that  he  or 
they  approve  of  the  Incorporation  of  such  Church,  and  that  such  Church,  in 
his  or  their  judgment,  is  duly  and  satisfactorily  established  ;  and  every  Cliurch 
or  congregation  applying  for  admission,  shall  produce  satisfactory  evidence 
that  not  less  than  persons,  members  of  such  Church,  have  habitually, 

for  at  least  one  year  preceding  such  application,  attended  divine  service  in 
such  Church  or  congregation. 

VI.  Resolved,  That  Section  2,  of  Canon  IV.,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
pealed,  and  that  the  following  be  adopted  as  Section  2  of  the  said  Canon,  riz. :

The  office  of  Register  was  established  in  this 
County  by  an  act  passed  April  16, 1858,  which  requires  all  certificates  of  the 
Incorporation  of  Religious  Societies  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  such 
Register,  and  not  in  that  of  the  County  Clerk.

The  certificate  appears  to  have  been  recorded  without  having  an  Internal

in  the  City  of  New- York. 

The  certificate  of  Incorporation,  of  which  a  certified  copy  is  presented  to 
the  Committee,  appears  to  have  been  recorded  in  the  County  Clerk's  Office, 
instead  of  the  Register's  Office. 

The  certificate  states  that  the  notice  for  the  meeting  was  duly  given  to.  the 
congregation  in  the  time  of  morning  service*  while  an  affidavit  accompanying 
the  papers  testifies  that  the  notice  was  read  "  after  morning  service ;"  the 
act  requires  it  to  be  given  "  in  the  time  of  morning  service."

lb  ths  faithful  in  Christ  Jesus,  the  Priests  and  Deacons,  and  the  Lay  Mem- 
hereof  the  Church  of  Christ  in  Communion  %oith  the  Anglican  Branch  of 
the  Church  Catholic: 

We,  the  undeTsigned  Bishops,  gathered  nnder  the  good  providence  of  Ood 
for  prayer  and  conference  at  Lambeth,  pray  for  70a  that  70  may  obtain  grace, 
merc7  and  peace  from  God  our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord  Jesos  Christ  our 
Saviour. 

We  give  thanks  to  Qod,  brethren  beloved,  for  the  faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  the  love  towards  the  saints,  which  hath  abounded  amongst  70U  : 
and  for  the  knowledge  of  Christ  which  through  you  hath  been  spread

in  making  known  His  name  ;  and  we  pray  that  in  His  good  time  He  would 
give  back  unto  His  whole  Church  the  Blessed  Gift  of  Unity  in  Truth. 

And  now  we  exhort  you  in  love  that  ye  keep  whole  and  undefiled  the  faith 
once  delivered  to  the  saints,  as  ye  have  received  it  of  the  Lord  Jesus.    Wo 
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entreat  ron  to  watch  and  praj,  ftnd  to  Htrl»e  heartily  wilh  \m  »g:aInGt  tlttt  1 
rranils  and  sohtleCieB  wherewith  the  faith  h»lh  been  ftforotiiuB  and  is  now  \ 
■aBaaled. 

We  boBeech  you  to  hold  TaBt.  bb  the  Bure  word  of  God,  »ll  the  canonical 
BciiptiLree  of  the  Old  and  Ni'w  TeetainL>Dt :  and  that  by  diligent  etndy  at 
thoBO  oracles  of  God,  praying- in  the  Holy  QlioBt,  yo  eeek  toknowmore  of  llie 
Lord  Jeeni  Christ  our  Saviour,  very  God  and  vciy  Man,  ever  lo  be  adored 
and  worahlpped,  whom  they  reveal  unto  ns,  and  of  the  will  of  God,  whicli 
they  declare. 

Furthermore,  we  entreat  yoa  to  guard  yoarsclves  and  yours  agunst  tlia 
growing  EuperBtitioDs  and  additions  with  which  in  tbeeo  latter  days  1 
truth  of  God  hath  been  overlaid ;  as  otherwise,  so  eep«ia!ly  by  the  preten-  1 
sion  to  universal  sovereignty  over  God's  hciitage  asserted  for  the  See  of' I 
Boine,  and  by  the  practical  eialtAtion  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary  iis  mtsdi*-  I 
tor  in  the  place  of  her  Divine  Son,  and  bj  the  addreaaing  of  prayers  to  her  aa  j 
intercessor  between  Uod  and  man.  Of  sdcIi  beware,  we  beseech  yoQ,  know-  j 
ing  thot  the  jealous  God  giveth  not  His  honour  W  another. 

Build  yourselves  up.  therefore,  beloved,  in  your  idbat  holy  faiUi ;  grow  in  I 
grace  and  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  Jesus  Christ  our  I^ord.  Bhow  for&  J 
before  all  men  by  your  faith,  6elf.denial,  purity  and  godly  conversaUon,  m 
well  as  by  your  labours  for  the  people  amongst  whom  God  hath  so  ividtilf  1 
spnuul  you,  and  by  the  setting  forth  of  His  Gospel  to  the  unbelievers  and  th»  I 
heathen,  that  ye  ore  indeed  the  servants  of  Uim  who  died  for  us  to  reconcile  '| 
His  Father  to  us,  and  li>  be  a  sacrifice  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world. 

Biethioi  beloved,  with  one  voice  we  warn  you :  the  time  ia  ahiort ;  tba 
hati  Cometh ;  watdi  and  be  lober,  AUde  stead&at  in  the  ConunanioD  at 
Saints,  wherein  God  hath  granted  you  a  place.  Seek  in  faith  for  onenen 
vrlth  Christ  In  the  blessed  Sacrament  of  His  body  and  blood.  Hold  fut  the 
Creeds  and  the  pure  worship  and  order,  which  of  God's  grace  ye  hare  in- 
herited from  the  Frindtive  Cbnicb.  Beware  of  cansing  divisionB  contrsry  to 
the  doctrine  ye  have  recdved.  Pray  and  seek  for  nidty  amongst  yonraelvss, 
and  amongst  all  the  faithful  in  Christ  Jeeas ;  and  the  good  Lord  make  yon 
perfect,  and  keep  your  bodies,  souls  and  a^ta,  unUl  the  coming  of  the  Lord 
Jeans  Christ.

The  Committee  of  Fifteen,  appointed  under  a  resolution  of  the  last 
Convention  of  the  Diocese,  to  whom  was  referred  the  whole  matter  of 
erection  of  one  or  more  new  Dioceses  within  the  limits  of  the  present 
of  New- York,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following 

REPORT : 
The  Committee  met  on  the  day  of  tlio  adjournment  of  the  last  Conventiocr  ^^  *^^'

and  three  Sub-Committees  were  constituted  to  consider  the  various  poi^:^  ^^rinw 
embraced  in  the  resolutions  of  the  Convention  authorizing  their  appointme^i  -^i^oX, 
and  to  indicate  the  proper  course  of  proceeding  for  the  main  Committ^  -^^  -tee^ 
From  time  to  time  tlie  Committee  met — on  the  31st  of  October,  the  6th  ^^=^^^  ^ 
Feb^ua^}^  the  11th  of  March,  the  loth  of  October,  and  the  12th  of  Novo  ^^  ^^^'

Committees,  and  adopted  the  conclusions  now  about  to  l>e  detailed.    T^*- 

Convention  was  ploasetl  to  authorize  the  Committee,  except  at  its  first  &M^^       ^ 

final  meeting,  to  proceed  to  business,  if  five  members  were  present.     It  l-MT 

not  been  necessary  to  use  tlie  permission  thus  granted,  since  on  no  occast  ^^  ^^^^ 

were  there  less  tlian  ten  members  present,  while  on  three  occasions  thirtcs*  _:^-tecn 

attended. 

Before  entering  upon  the  consideration  of  the  general  subject  of  this 
port,  the  Committee  have  the  sad  duty  of  recording  the  death  of  one  of  tl 
number,  tlie  Hon.  John  Alsop  King,  who,  after  having  participated  in 
deliberations  of  three  meetings,  manifesting  the  deepest  int<.'rest  tisercin, 
contributing  greatly  by  his  wisdom  and  zeal  to  the  harmony  and  effeciency 
our  action,  was  suddenly,  in  full  vigor  of  body  and  mind,  taken  from  the  laf^^^^ 
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of  life  to  the  rest  of  Paradise.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  after 
this  sad  event — sad  for  us,  but  glorious  for  him — the  following  resolution, 
expressive  of  the  feelings  of  reverence  and  affection  for  their  departed  col- 
leagtie,  which  filled  all  hearts,  was  unanimouslj  adopted : 

Buolved,  That  the  high-toned  character,  the  purity  of  Mfe,  the  courtesy  of 
Utterooarse,  and  tlie  earnestness  and  integrity  of  purpose  that  characteriied 
oar  late  associate,  the  Hon.  John  A.  King,  and  distinguished  him,  alike  in 
private  life  and  in  councils  of  the  State,  the  Nation  and  the  Church,  as  a 
Qiristian  gentleman,  attach  to  his  memory  an  afibction  and  an  interest  which 
this  Committee  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  and  in  reonding.  And  while 
they  lament  the  death  of  a  cherished  and  esteemed  friend  and  associate,  they 
seoognise  the  Providence  which  spared  him  beyond  the  allotted  days  of  man, 
end  made  his  "  fourscore  years"  neither  labor  nor  sQrft>w,  but  called  him 
hoDoe  in  the  midst  of  active  l)enevolence  and  public  usefulness. 

I. 

A  prime  question  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee,  was  that  touch- 
ing the  constitutionality  of  erecting  more  than  one  new  Diocese  within  the 
limits  of  a  Diocese  at  one  and  the  same  time.  The  question  having  been 
laieed,  it  was  necessary  that  it  should  be  carefully  considered,  and  answered 
at  the  very  threshold  of  the  proceedings  in  this  case.  A  failure  to  do  this 
would  have  embarrassed  the  discussions  upon  the  subject,  not  only  in  this 
Convention,  but  in  the  General  Convention,  where,  in  the  absence  of  any  pre- 
vious consideration  of  the  point  and  report  thereon,  it  would  inevitably  be 
raised,  to  the  delay  of  the  action  of  that  body,  if  not  to  their  adverse  action 
thereupon. 

The  Sub-Committee  on  this  subject  presented  an  able  and  conclusive  Report, 
and  the  Committee  had  no  difficulty  in  adopting  unanimously  the  resolution 
by  them  reoonunended,  to  the  efiect  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  Constitution 
or  Canons  of  the  Church  forbidding  the  erection  at  this  time  of  more  than  one 
new  Diocese  within  the  limits  of  the  present  Diocese  of  New-York.  All  the 
requirements  of  the  Fifth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  the  only  law  touching 
the  matter,  will  be  amply  met  by  the  erection  of  the  proposed  now  Dioceses. 
The  use  of  the  singular  number  in  that  article  does  not  exclude  the  idea  of 
plurality,  but  rather  denotes  a  severalty,  signifying  that  what  is  required  for 
one  new  Diocese  shall  be  equally  required  for  every  other.  Moreover,  when 
the  Convention  shall  have  erected  one  new  Diocese,  its  action  so  far  as  the 
Diocese  of  New- York  is  concerned,  is  complete  and  final ;  and  it  may  then 
imoeed  to  legislate  for  the  formation  of  a  second.  There  is,  therefore,  in  the 
Judgment  of  the  Committee,  no  let  or  hindrauQe,  arising  from  the  law  of  the 
CShurch,  to  the  erection  at  this  time  of  the  two  proposed  new  Dioceses.  The 
Report  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  this  subject  is  herewith  submitted,  marked 
"  Appendix  A."

1.  Id  the  case  of  Long  Idand — 

The  drcular  of  the  Committee  was  sent  to  aiitf  Clergymen  entitled  to 
seats  in  ConTention.  Answers  were  rec^ved  from  Bttj-three.  Forty-niM 
expreeeed  themeelvee  in  favor  of  the  erectloD  of  Loug  Island  Into  a  aepanta 
Diocese,  and  four  were  opposed  to  the  eaid  meaeure ;  one  declined  to  anairai ; 
seven  (of  whom  three  have  since  resigned  their  cnres)  did  not  reply.

6,801  oommnnicants,  637  commnnicants, 

(150,450  offerings  last  year.  (7,981  offerings. 

To  the  fifty-one  drculars  addtessed  to  the  Vestries  of  the  Pariahea  on  Long 
Island,  replies  in  favor  of  the  proposed  new  Dioceoe  were  received  from  thlrty- 
eis. ;  oi^>oeed  to  it,  from  four ;  two  had  not  been  able  to  meet,  and  nine  did 
not  answer. 

These  Vestries  represent :

(181,609  ofibringB  last  year.  ^,003  cCbringe. 
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From  this  statement  it  appears  that  the  clerical  vote  represents  about  nine- 
tenthfl  of  the  churchmen  on  Long  Island  in  favor  of  the  erection  of  the  new 
IHooese,  taking  the  number  of  the  communicants  as  the  basis,  and  about 
nineteen-twentieths  of  the  financial  strength'  of  the  Church,  taking  the 
ofibrings  reported  last  year  as  the  basis  ;  and  that  the  lay  vote,  on  the  same 
baris,  represents  about  five-sixths  of  the  churchmen  on  the  island,  and  more 
than  six-sevenths  of  their  financial  strength  as  in  &vor  of  the  measure. 

It  should  be  observed  that  most  of  the  replies  received  in  favor  of  division 
expressed  themselves  in  fi&vor  of  it,  whether  any  connection  with  the  mother 
IHocese  should  be  retained  or  not ;  and  that  not  a  single  Vestry,  and  but  one 
Clergyman,  expressed  a  doubt  as  to  the  practicability  of  raising  the  endow- 
ment of  $40,000. 

The  Committee  ask  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  fact,  that  if  Long 
Island  were  erected  into  a  separate  Diocese  it  would  at  once  take  rank,  in  all 
the  elements  of  Church  strength,  among  the  first  in  point  of  size  in  the 
country.  It  would  possess  more  than  seventy  Clergy,  (in  which  it  would  be 
exceeded  by  only  nine  of  the  existing  Dioceses,)  more  than  8,000  communi- 
cants, (a  larger  number  than  any  but  six  of  the  existing  Dioceses,)  and  its 
annual  contributions,  for  the  past  few  years,  have  exceeded  in  amount  all  but 
four  of  the  Dioceses  now  in  existence. 

The  Conmiittee  did  not  send  any  circulars  to  the  Clergy  on  Staten  Island, 
because  they  found  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  Clergy  and  Vestries  on 
Long  Island  were  opposed  to  the  union  of  the  two  in  the  proposed  new 
Diocese ;  and  the  fact  that  there  is  no  way  of  access  to  Staten  Island  from 
Long  Island  without  passing  through  New-Tork,  seems  to  make  it  most 
desirable  that  it  should  remain  connected  with  the  Diocese  of  New-York. 

2.  The  Committee  proceed  now  to  give  the  results  of  the  inquiry  touching 
the  sentiments  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Parishes  in  the  section  of  the  Diocese 
lying  north  of  the  southerly  boundaries  of  the  counties  of  Columbia,  Greene 
and  Delaware,  relative  to  the  erection  of  the  said  section  into  a  new  and 
separate  Diocese. 

In  this  region  there  are  seventy-one  Clergymen.  Of  these,  fifty-four,  or 
about  four-fifths,  declare  themselves  in  favor  of  the  measure,  if  a  connection 
/  with  the  mother  Diocese  can  be  retained  ;  and  four  are  opposed  to  it.  From 
thirteen  no  replies  were  received,  or  replies  of  an  uncertain  character.  Thirty- 
six  of  these  seventy-one  Clergymen  state  that  they  desire  that  the  proposed 
new  Diocese  should  be  erected,  even  if  a  connection  with  the  mother  Diocese 
cannot  be  maintained,  while,  in  this  event,  thirteen  do  not  desire  that  the 
new  Diocese  should  be  formed.  Forty-five  of  these  seventy-one  Clergymen 
think  that  an  endowment  of  forty  thousand  dollars  can  be  raised,  while  four 
are  of  a  contrary  opinion. 

The  Parishes  existing  in  this  northern  portion  of  the  Diocese  are  nominally 
Viinety-six,  but  of  these  there  are  about  twenty  which  either  are  extinct  or 
liave  barely  a  name  to  live,  and  therefore  cannot  properly  be  taken  into 
account  in  this  connection.  Of  the  seventy-six  Parishes  remaining,  after  de- 
ducting those  just  referred  to,  thirty-six,  not  quite  one-half,  declare  that  they 
are  in  favor  of  the  proposed  new  Diocese ;  fourteen,  less  than  one-fifth,  are  op- 
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poeed  to  it,  and  from  twenty-six  ncxie  or  doubtful  replies  have  been  reoeived ; 
and  this  upon  the  basis  of  a  connection  with  the  mother  Diocese.  Without 
such  connection,  twenty-six  Parishes,  about  one-third,  are  in  &VG(r  of  the 
measure,  and  sixteen,  about  one-fifth,  are  opposed  to  it ;  while  from  thii^- 
four  no  answers  or  doubtful  ones  have  been  received.  In  regard  to  the  flo* 
dowment  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  twenty-five  Parishes  think  that  it  cm  be 
ndsed,  eleven  are  of  a  contrary  opinion,  and  forty  express  no  opinion. 

If,  now,  wo  look  at  the  strength  of  the  northern  portion  of  the  Diocese^  as 
represented  both  by  the  number  of  the  communicants  and  by  the  last  vaatl 
contributions  of  the  Parishes  reported,  we  find  that  there  are  in  favor  of  tl» 
erection  of  a  new  Diocese,  having  regard  to  the  clerical  returns,  eightj-two 
per  cent,  in  the  one  case,  and  in  the  other  eighty-three  and  a  half  per  eent ; 
while  only  five  per  cent,  in  the  one,  and  three  and  a  half  in  the  other,  aie  op- 
posed to  the  measure.  Looking  to  the  lay  returns,  forty-nine  per  cent  of  the 
communicants,  and  forty-eight  and  a  half  of  the  contributions,  are  In  &TQr, 
and  twenty-two  per  cent,  of  the  communicants,  and  fourteen  and  a  half  of  the 
contributions,  are  opposed  to  it.  In  other  words,  as  represented  by  the  Qetgjt 
there  are  5,647  communicants  and  104,419  dollars  of  contributiooi  for  the 
new  Diocese :  and  as  represented  by  the  Vestries,  3,775  communicuitB  and 
69,555  dollars  of  contributions,  in  favor  of  the  new  Diocese ;  and  oppond 
thereto  357  communicants  and  4,447  dollars  of  contributions,  as  represented 
by  the  Clergy,  and  1,684  communicants  and  20.891  dollars  of  contiibutionito  w 
represented  by  the  Vestries. 

Should  this  northern  Diocese  be  formed,  it  would  have,  at  the  ouftael, 
(taking  the  latest  published  statistics,)  71  Clergymen,  76  Parishes,  whose  last 
annual  contributions  amounted  to  nearly  (136,000  ;  whose  conmiunicants  are 
more  than  7,000,  the  |X)pulation  of  tho  region  being  more  than  824,000.  So 
that,  from  the  first,  tliis  new  Dioc(Jse  would  rank,  as  to  its  Clergy,  the  tenih 
among  the  thirty-four  Dioceses  of  tlie  American  Cliurch ;  as  to  its  communi- 
cants, the  eighth  ;  and  as  to  its  contributions,  the  seventh. 

3.  In  this  connection,  the  Committee  have  liad  their  attention  directed  to 
the  condition  of  the  Diocese,  su{)i)osing  that  these  two  new  Dioceses  shall 
have  been  erected.  There  would  then  remain  in  th(i  Diocese  of  New-York 
100  Parishes,  271  Clergymen,  and  at  least  20,000  communicants,  with  a  pecu- 
niary strength  that  may  be  estimated,  from  the  fact  tliat  the  last  reported 
contributions  of  tlie  Cliurclies  amounted  to  about  $570,000 — the  ix>pulation 
of  the  region  being  1,300.000  souls.  So  that  the  Diocese  of  New- York  would 
still  stand  foremost  in  all  the  great  elements  of  p)wer  and  Influence  among 
her  sister  Dioceses  in  this  land,  and  have  ninety  more  Clergy  and  10,000 
more  communicants  than  she  had  when,  twenty-nine  years  ago,  tho  Diocese  of 
Western  New- York  was  formed  within  her  borders ;  wbile  the  ofiferings  of 
her  children  are  fifteen  times  greater  now  than  then. 

III. 

It  will  have  been  notic<.Hl  that,  in  the  replies  from  Northern  New- York,  the 
desire  for  a  new  Dicxiese  is  accomx)auied  by  a  very  strong  ex{)ressiim  of  feel- 
ing in  favor  of  a  continuance  of  their  connection  with  the  mother  Diocese  for 
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the  promotioiii  of  their  oommon  hiteiestB.  On  Lon^  Island  the  feeUng  on  this 
snhject  Ib  not  so  stion^,  thongh  there  the  Churches  would  prefer  a  connection 
of  the  kind  mentioned.  After  an  attentiye  consideration  of  the  whole  snh- 
jeci  thns  referred  to,  yonr  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  rery  impor- 
tant that  there  should  be  an  association  of  the  Dioceses  which  now  exist,  or 
maj  hereafter  be  erected  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  for  the  protection 
and  preservation  of  their  common  interest.  Without  gcung  into  a  detailed 
examination  of  all  the  points  involved  in  this  subject,  many  of  which  are  of 
great  moment  and  interest,  it  is  sufficient  at  present  to  advert  to  but  one — 
via.,  the  relations  of  the  Church  to  the  State  and  its  Legislature.  In  view  of 
these— in  view  of  the  fact  that  all  our  Church  property  is  held  under  acts  of 
inoorporation  granted  by  the  State,  the  most  of  which  are  changeable  at  the 
will  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  and  that  all  our  Ecclesiastical  Courts, 
and  all  proceedings  therein,  are,  to  a  certain  extent,  (which  is  not,  however, 
whdUj  limited,  but  may,  perchance,  be  changed  and  extended,)  subject  to  the 
reviaion  of  the  Civil  Courts— it  is  very  plain  that  there  ought  to  be  such  a 
confederation  of  all  the  Dioceses  within  the  State  as  would  enable  the  Church 

^^taAct^  and  to  act  promptly,  vigorously  and  efficiently,  whenever  any  of  her 

^^nterests  or  privileges  are  threatened  with  hostile  action. 

On  this  point  your  Committee  have  conferred  fully  with  a  Committee  of 
the  Diocese  of  Western  New- York,  and  arc  happy  to  say  that  that  Committee, 
in  their  report  to  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese,  expressed  their  hearty  con- 
corrence  in  the  views  of  this  Committee.  They  say  :  "  The  Committee  of 
Fifteen  of  the  Diocese  of  New- York,  appointed  to  report  upon  the  question  of 
division  of  that  Diocese,  have  been  led  in  their  discussion  to  see  a  necessity 
fOT  some  plan  of  union  among  the  Dioceses  of  the  State,  for  securing  unity  of 
action  and  consolidation  of  strength  in  maintaining  our  legal  and  incorpora- 
ted rights  intact,  and  for  other  purposes  of  mutual  defence  and  protection 
against  civil,  legislative  or  organized  factional  encroachments.  Through  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Haight,  an  influential  member  of  that  Conmiittee,  they  have  laid 
their  views  before  us  and  asked  us  to  co-operate  with  them.  They  argue, 
with  seeming  force,  that,  in  view  of  the  alarming  state  of  legislative  corrup- 
tion, with  no  promise  of  its  becoming  better";  the  growing  tendencies  to  social 
disorganization,  fostered  by  reckless  and  irreligious  &ction8,  and  the  lawless- 
ness which  naturally  follow,  and  the  grasping  aims  and  crafty  efforts  of 
Bomish  authorities  to  obtain  political  control,  the  day  may  not  be  distant 
when  the  vested  rights,  liberties  and  possessions  of  the  Church  will  be 
seriously  imperiled ;  and  common  prudence  suggests  that  we  should  be 
prepared  to  meet  these  prospective  dangers  with  a  united  front  and  force. 

"  To  secure  this,  some  kind  of  Byrwdical  Union  of  the  otherwise  weak  and 
sepsrated  Dioceses  of  the  State  seems  to  be  necessary.  It  is  not  proposed  to 
get  up  a  provincial  system  on  paper,  and  attempt  to  put  it  in  operation  as  a 
theoretical  experiment.  It  is  simply  proposed  to  ask  the  General  Conyentioci 
for  a  permissive  canon  authorizing  a  Federate  Conndl  of  the  Dioceses,  where 
there  are  two  or  more,  in  any  State,  with  delegated  powers  not  conflicting 
with  those  of  the  General  Convention.  This  will  enable  the  Dioceses  to 
oomhine  for  the  defence  of  their  common  interests,  and  to  Inangiiratd  saoh

In  thanryaUe  blatnlca]  paper  on  the  Eiuf£i>p»1  and  other  fDnda,FK- 
HBtad  to  tlM  OaaTfntktt  In  1803  by  Judgti  Ilomunu.  and  printed  Minip- 
pieafix  to  010  Jfxmal  sf  tliat  yc-er,  after  an  oxhaiulive  mominatioD  of  111* 
•DAfeci,  tUf  kanwd  Judge  and  experienced  canonist  says :  "  It  is  eTiAtot 
thatUta  tneanw  «f  (90,000  has  been  solemnly  pledged  by  the  Conventtontn 
Uw  at^ipoct  of  tho  I^doBOpale  in  the  Diocese  of  which  the  Gly  of  New-Toft 
alwll  form  a  part  f  uid  he  candadea  with  the  emphatic  declaration.  Um 
"  them  b  nothing  whiob  the  CtmrenUon  can  ^Bpoaeof,  withoat  abnaAtf 
faith,  except  the  earn  of  fl.eSO  69;"  that  nun  bdng  theexeenof  thetat 
at  that  time,  over  the  $90,000  "  Bolemuly  pledged." 

Since  then  that  exeaeB  has  increased.  By  the  last  aniinal  report  of  tin 
trustees  (in  1860)  the  fond  amounted  to  ^iOO.SlQ  30— being  (10,810  80  am 
the  sam  "  solemnly  pledged,"  and  that  "  cannot  bo  disposed  of  without  a 
hreach  of  faith."  Bat  no  part  of  this  exccea  can  be  disposed  of  without  legta- 
lative  sanction. 

Two  points  are  thus  clearl j  established : 

I.  That  withont  an  amendment  bj  the  Legislature  of  the  8tate  of  the  aet 
of  incorporation,  no  portion  of  the  principal  of  the  fund  can  be  aUennted. 

II.  That  with  anch  amendment,  the  amount  which  alone  can  be  Bpfvo- 
piiated  otherwise  tlian  for  the  support  of  the  Bfdscopato  in  the  Diocese,  tS 
which  the  City  of  New.Yorh  ahall  form  a  part,  Is  only  110.610  80. 

The  Committee  cannot  believe  that  the  partition  of  this  comparatiTolf 
small  sum  will,  by  any  portion  of  the  Dioceee,  or  by  any  chordunan,  be  deemed 
sufficient  Jnsti&cation  for  submitting  the  present  act  of  incorporation  to  the 
Le^lature  for  amendment. 

Whatever  principle  of  distribution  might  be  proposed — whether  an  equal 
division  between  the  old  and  the  ofiset  Diocfees  of  the  entire  sum  capaUe  of 
b^Dg  appropriated  without  breach  of  faith,  or  a  division  in  the  proportloa  of 
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ihib  number  of  Churches,  either  with  or  without  regard  to  the  size  of  the 
ChurcheB,  or  other  consideratious — ^the  proportion  which,  under  any  circum- 
Btanoee  could  be  assigned  to  either  of  the  ofGtot  Dioceses  would  be  very  small — 
tar  less  than  the  value  of  the  moral  and  equitable  claims  of  those  new  Dio- 
06066,  established  without  disturbing  the  present  act  of  incorporation,  and  the 
wxiiiting  condition  of  the  fund. 

After  a  full  discussion  and  a  careful  examination  of  the  whole  subject,  the 
Gainmittee  arrived  at  a  unanimous  conclusion  in  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing leeoluUons : 

Bsaolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  acting  under  suitable 
legal  advice,  that  no  part  of  the  existing  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  can 
be  need  for  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  new  Dioceses  proposed  to 
be  erected. 

Besolned,  That,  inasmuch  as  the  legal  impediments  to  any  such  use  of  the 
fond  are  insuperable,  the  Committee  recommend  to  the  Convention  to  declare, 
by  resolution,  the  moral  and  equitable  right  of  the  proposed  new  Dioceses  to 
liberal  assistance  from  the  Diocese  of  New-York  in  the  endowment  of  their 
Episcopates. 

In  regard  to  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy,  now  held  by  trustees, 
under  an  act  of  incorporation  granted  by  the  State,  and  any  other  funds  over 
which  this  Convention  may  have  any  control,  the  Committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  no  measures  should  be  originated,  at  least  at  the  present  time, 
far  the  division  of  the  principal  of  said  funds,  but  that  it  should  be  declared 
that,  tmtil  such  division  is  made,  the  income  shall  be  apportioned  equitably 
among  the  several  Dioceses  concerned. 

V. 

In  regard  to  the  names  by  which  the  proposed  new  Dioceses  should  be 
called,  in  the  event  of  their  being  formed,  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that 
this  should  be  left  to  the  Dioceses  respectively,  to  be  determined  by  them  at 
tiielr  primary  Conventions,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  of  New- 
ToA. 

Under  ordinary  drcumstances  your  Committee  would  not  refer  to  the  fact 
that,  as  directed  by  the  Convention,  they  have  conferred  with  the  Bishop 
from  time  to  time,  and  have  laid  before  him  the  results  of  their  inquiries  and 
deliberations,  but  they  deem  it  necessary  now  to  say  that,  in  so  doing,  there 
has  been  the  most  full  and  unreserved  expression  of  opinion  on  both  sides, 
and  that  they  have  found  the  Bishop,  at  all  times,  not  only  glad  to  learn 
their  proceedings,  but  ready  and  willing  to  aid  them  in  their  inquiries  and 
deliberations,  and  to  give  every  facility  for  coming  to  a  harmonious  under- 
standing on  the  subject.  Of  course,  it  will  not  be  understood  by  these  ex- 
pressions that  the  Bishop  is  to  be  considered  as  endorsing  all  the  opinions 
and  oonduiuons  of  this  Report.  The  Committee  would  not  be  gfuilty  of  the 
indelicacy  of  undertaking  to  speak  for  him ;  but  they  are  constrained  to  bear 
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toWimony,  and  thej  do  it  mnet  cliecrfully,  to  the  frankneeB  and  on6I«lHri 

Mid  depp  intorest  in  all  tilings  appertaining  to  the  subject  under  diBCtwaloii, 

which  have  tnajked  all  hl»  Inlercoorse  withtliem. 

The  Ctiroinitlfle,  in  dosing  their  Report,  recall  with  devout  gintitud*  tie

By  Bis  Good  Spirit  they  have  been  keptlft 
the  old  patliB  in  which  saints,  and  martyrs,  and  confesson!  walked — the  ptdS^ 
nf  Evangelic  troth  and  Apostolic  ordei<~and  therdn,  have  found  grace,  sflft' 
peace  and  strength.  The  part  gives  iiromiee  for  Ide  future.  He  Who  fau 
thna  &i  WAtched  over,  and  cared  for  and  blowed  ns,  will  not.  If  w«  dMM 
steadfastly  to  Him  ;  if  we  live  in  and  by  the  faith  oncedelivered  to  the  eunta ; 
continue  in  the  Apostle's  doctrine  and  fetlowBhip  ;  fnllij^  the  saints  of  old, 
even  as  they  followed  Christ,  thmr  Lord  and  ours,  in  charity,  and  faith,  and 
purity ;  He  will  not  leftve  ae  or  forsake  us,  but  continae  to  protect  and  blcai 
ns,  and  make  us  a  name  and  a  praiee  in  the  e*rth,  to  His  honor  and  gitaj. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  retommend  for  adoption  by  the  Conrentha 
the  following  resolutions : 

I.  That  a  new  Diocese  be  erected  in  the  present  Bloceee  of  New-Tork,  to 
conust  of  the  Gonntle*  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Bnffolk,  commonly  known  m 
Long  Island ;  that  auch  divimon  take  effect  on  the  16th  day  of  November, 
A.D.  1866,  and  that  tho  deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  QcncralConvNitiaft 
present  this  resolution,  {accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  Report,) 
doly  authenticated,  to  that  body,  and  requeat  its  consent  to  and  ratifiaokw  of 
the  same. 

II.  That  a  new  Dioceee  be  erected  in  the  present  Diocese  of  Kew-ToriE,  to 
conaJBt  of  the  nineteen  ooouties  lying  north  of  the  sontherly  boundary  lin*^ 
of  the  conntiea  of  Colnmbia,  Qieenn  and  Delaware ;  that  such  dlviahm  tske 
eSbct  on  tha  15th  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1866 :  and  that  the  depatie*  fttta 
tiiia  Dioceee  to  the  Qeneral  Convention  present  thia  renduticm,  (acoompuded 
by  a  copy  of  the  foregtung  Report,)  duly  authenticated,  to  that  body,  aitd  re- 
qoeet  its  consent  to  and  ntificatlon  of  the  same. 
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in.  ThAt  the  names  of  the  new  Dioceses,  respectively,  be  determinod  bj  the 
Primary  Convention  thereof,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  New- York. 

IV«  That  the  Geneial  Ck>nveiition  be  requested  to  enact  a  permissive  Canon, 
aiadioriiing  a  foderate  ooanoQ  of  the  Dioceses  now  existing,  or  which  maj 
Iwmftar  be  erected  wiUun  the  limits  of  the  State  of  New-York ;  and  that 
it  be  referred  to  a  special  Committee  of  five,  to  be  appdnted  by  the  Bishop, 
to  prepare  a  draft  of  a  memorial  to  that  body  on  the  subject,  and  to  report  to 
the  next  ConventioiL 

V.  1.  That  tbis  Convention  recognises  the  duty  resting  on  the  older  and 
more  wealthy  portions  of  the  Diocese  to  lud  liberally  in  the  endowment  of 
the  Bpiscopate  of  the  new  Diocese,  in  Northern  New-York,  and  most  earnestly 
cnmmwids  this  measure  to  the  sympathies  and  generous  contributions  of  the 
members  of  the  Church. 

3.  That  a  spedal  Committee  of  seven  be  appointed  (with  power-to  add  to 
their  number,)  to  take  such  measures  as  to  theon  may  seem  most  expedient, 
far  the  accomplishment  of  the  important  object  contemplated  by  this  resolu- 
tion. 

YL  That  the  expenses  of  tliis  Committee,  including  those  of  the  clerical 
flMQftbers  living  out  of  the  City  of  New-York,  incurred  by  them  in  attending 
its  sessions,  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  firom  the  Diocesan  Fond,  upon  the  order 
flf  the  chairman.

'  pFohibiUon  woold  be  ea^lf  aatjaficd  bj  sDCCeedve  acts  of  legiaUtlon  whidi 
should  erect  the  several  new  Dioceaea  one  bj  one.  If  it  be  olsected  to  this 
conclnBion,  that  the  actionoftheDioceeah  Convention  and  the  Bishop  towaida 
the  erection  of  a  new  Dioccae  ie  oulj  inchoate,  and  that  the  Dioceee  ia  not  to 
be  conaideied  as  formed  until  such  action  has  been  ratified  hj  the  General 
Convention,  your  Bnb-Coimnittee  wonld  reply  by  Baying,  that  although  the 
legislation  of  the  Dioceee  is  prelimiiuu?,  it  la,  cevcrtholess,  so  far  as  the 
Dbiceee  is  concerned,  complete  and  final.  The  IKoceee  has  then  exhausted  all 
its  competency  of  legislation  in  reference  to  the  erection  of  the  new  Dioceae, 
and  when  this  is  accomplished,  may  proceed  to  le^slate  for  the  fonnalioQ  ot 
a  second.  The  ratification  by  the  General  Convention  may  be  given  at 
withheld,  yet  in  either  case  the  previous  action  of  the  Dioceee  is  an  a«oom- 
plished  laet,  and  the  new  Dioceae,  so  br  as  the  authority  of  the  parent  IKo- 
ceee  is  concerned,  is  really  and  finally  formed.  Even,  therefore,  if  the  Cqd- 
stitntion  be  understood  as  requiiing  a  separation  in  time  between  the  erectioai 
of  two  new  Dioceses,  yet  that  separation  need  be  only  the  Ume  required  fan 
two  separata  acts  of  legislation. 
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But  while  argaing  thus  against  the  oondusion  drawn  from  the  suppoeed 
prohibition,  jour  Sub-Committee  would  repeat  that  they  reoogniee  no  such 
prohibition  aa  coming  within  the  Intent  of  the  Constitution,  and  therefore 
propose  the  following  resolution  for  adoption  bj  the  Committee : 

Betoioed,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Committee,  there  is  nothing  in  the 
Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Church  which  forbids  the  erection  of  more 
than  one  new  Diocese  within  the  limits  of  the  present  Diocese  of  New-Tork.

OF  THE  MISSIONARY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocose  of  Now-York  respectfully  Report  : 

^That  the  Receipts  of  the  Board  from  all  sources  have  been  just  sufficient  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  year.    The  last  quarterly  payment  of  tlie  Mission- 
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axioB,  da^  on  the  first  of  October,  ^ns  punctuallf  mode ;  and  there  bss  been 
About  enough  In  the  Troaamy  beddea  to  cover  the  one  qunrlcr'a  eippnse  for 
some  new  appoiatmeiits  dating  back.  As  to  this  nwalt,  we  are  constraJned 
to  Bay  with  the  Apdeile,  "  Lot  mm  lie  Iherevritb  content."  Nay,  more,  in  re- 
roembraDce  of  old  embarraaBmeiite,  and  the  mortiffbg  dcfidoitdee  of  ecaaa 
former  yoars,  we  have  reaaon  to  be  thankful. 


And  yet.  Brethren,  who  of  us  ought  to  be  aatiaGed  when 
largeness  of  the  work,  and  the  importance  of  the  inlereata  entrusted  lo  onr 
care?  We  have aucceedeil in  meetingthe actual ncceadtiea of tbe case  and  no 
more.  The  ft-ehlo  Pariahes  upon  our  list  have  not  been  abandoned,  nor  the 
hard  working  Missionaries  neglected :  a  few  may  have  became  independent 
of  our  aid,  and  a  few  added  to  our  Uet. 

But  how  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  enlargement  and  aggression  1 
The  MiaHionary  coatribations  ought  to  accomplieh  raon;  than  a  little  aid  to 
old  and  feeble  Parishes.  It  comes  not  up  to  any  reasonable  ideal,  to  bo  as  k 
fund  only  for  "  aged  and  indigent"  Chnrchea.  This  is,  of  coureo.  embiaeed 
in  the  work.  The  necesBitles  of  the  young  Parishes,  not  yet  mature  enonj^ 
to  go  alone,  howevor  promising,  belong  also  to  the  somo  armngement. 

But  in  this  great  and  wealthy  Dloeeae  there  should  be  great  advanotfj 
Bach  year  the  Clmrch  should  be  introduced  into  some  populi 
nraghborhooda,  where  it   is   not  properly  represented.     A  new  plantaliotj 
should  bo  maile  Arom  mouth  to  month.    It  is  the  forward  move 
fresh  acquisition,  which  creotea  interest,  which  awakeoB  entbi

Thia  Convention  has  not  forgotten  the  eloquent  worda  of  its  members  «  jetx 
tgo.  The  reenlt  then  was  the  expreeaion  of  the  senUment  and  the  paidng 
■  of  a  Beoolatjon,  that  thirty  thousand  dollars  should  be  raiaed  this  p*st  yekr 
for  our  Dloceean  Ulaslons.  We  hare  received  one-third  of  this — rather  better 
than  oni  usual  average.  Bat  had  the  larger  sum  been  collected,  how  nobly 
woald  our  Dioceae  have  grown  I  With  that  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollmn 
to  spare  for  new  operatioaa,  forty  new  cttngregations  could  have  been  set  In 
motion  this  very  year,  and  very  many  of  them  nnder  auapidoaa  cdrcom- 
staucee.  Oht  shall  not  the  Chnrchee  rise  to  the  grandeur  of  the  woAT 
Will  not  some  magnanimous  servant  of  Christ,  to  whom  God  has  given 
wealth  imtold,  step  fiirward  and  tiy  the  eipeilmeDt,  how  many  new  ChnrdMa 
he  can  found  with  five  thonsand  a  year,  distributed  annnally  for  ten  mw 
undertakings  1  What  Christian  statesmen  or  warriors,  not  satisfied  with 
holding  the  old  defences,  will  be  Leaders  for  victory  and  conquest  ?

OF  THE  COBdMITTEE  ON  THE  GENERAL   THEOLOGICAL 

SEMINARY. 

The  Committee  on  the  General  Theological  Seminary  report : 

That  owing  to  increased  expenses,  the  income  of  the  Seminary  has  not 
pioved  sufficient,  as  was  anticipated  in  the  report  to  the  last  Convention,  to 
support  the  institution  and  to  provide  salaries  for  the  Professors. 

When  the  vacant  lots  are  leased,  there  will  be  sufficient  income  for  these 
purposes,  but  for  a  year  or  two  it  must  continue  to  depend,  for  a  supply  of  its 
deficiency  of  income,  on  the  liberality  of  Churchmen. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved,  That  it  is  hereby  recommended  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
New-York  to  all  the  Rectors  and  officiating  Ministers  in  charge  of  the  Parishes 
in  this  Diocese,  to  make,  at  as  early  a  time  as  they  can  during  the  ensuing 
year,  a  collection  in  aid  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  General  Theological 
Seminary.

fot  the  safe  return  of  the  Bishop  &oni  its  solemn  deUbeiationB,  report  tht 
following  reeolutjons : 

Baolted,  Th&I  the  Anglican  branch  of  the  Chnich  Catholic  ehoiild  rendei 
devout  tWiksgiving  to  Almighty  God  for  the  inaidntion  which  led  to  tba 
late  gathering  of  Chief  PasUira  from  Tarions  parts  of  the  world  at  lAmbeth, 
and  for  the  wisdom,  eicellent  spirit,  and  fraternal  nnanimitj  which  marked 
its  proceedings  and  crowned  its  flnal  acUon. 

Baolwd,  That  in  thcM  times  no  higher  intetuta  or  otijecU  oonld  be  oom- 
mended  to  the  -pxjtm  of  the  ccdlective  Qraieh  of  Oiriit,  or  to  the  eamoM 
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flolidtade  of  its  individual  members,  than  those  which  the  late  Confeience 
endeavored  to  signalize  and  set  forth,  viz. :  the  restoration  of  unity  in  the 
Truth  to  the  whole  Church ;  the  preservation  of  the  Faith  once  delivered  to 
the  Saints  entire  and  undefiled ;  watchfulness  against  the  fraud  and  subtle^ 
ties  with  which  it  is  assailed ;  the  holding  flEist  of  the  Canonical  Scriptures 
as  the  sure  Word  of  God,  and  hj  diligent  study  of  the  same  to  know  more  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  very  God  and  very  man,  ever  to  be  worshipped  and 
adored,  whom  they  reveal  unto  us ;  unceamng  vigilance  against  the  growing 
superstitions  with  which  the  Truth  in  these  latter  days  has  been  overlaid  in 
the  Church  of  Rome ;  a  steadfast  assertion  of  the  creeds,  and  the  pure  wKMTship 
and  order  which  we  have  inherited  from  the  Primitive  Church ;  union  with 
Christ  in  the  blessed  Sacrament  of  His  Body  and  Blood ;  and  finally,  the  great 
obligation  and  responsibility  laid  upon  believers,  of  showing  their  faith  by 
their  works,  in  godly  conversation,  purity,  and  self-denial. 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  heartily  approves  of  those  recommendations 
and  acts  of  the  late  Conference,  which  recognise  the  essential  unity  of  the 
Anglican  Church,  and  provide  for  such  occasional  transfer,  and  inter-com- 
munion of  ministers  or  members,  as  circumstances  may  demand.  Especially 
do  we  applaud  and  accept  that  provision,  by  which  the  President  of  the  United 
States  is,  hereafter,  to  be  associated  with  Her  gracious  Majesty,  the  Queen, 
in  the  common  prayers  of  the  British  Continental  Churches  and  Chapels,  to 
which  the  American  people  so  numerously  resort. 

BMolvedf  That  the  hope  expressed  in  the  last  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Conference  is  entirely  in  accordance  with  the  sentiment  and  strong  desire  of 
this  body,  viz. :  that  the  late  meeting  may  hereafter  be  followed  by  other 
meetings  in  the  same  spirit  of  brotherly  love,  bringing  Bishops  of  the  same 
Sfuritual  household  together  in  holy  consultation,  strengthening  the  bonds  of 
confidence  and  good-wUl,  and  furnishing  opportunity  for  such  interchanges 
of  courtesy  and  hospitality  as  quicken  the  heart  of  Christian  fellowship. 

Besolved,  That  our  grateful  acknowledgments  are  due  to  God,  the  Giver 
of  life,  of  health,  and  of  safety,  that  having  permitted  our  beloved  Bishop  to 
attend  the  above  mentioned  Conference,  and  give  to  its  deliberations  the 
benefit  of  his  varied  learning,  judgment,  and  experience.  He  has,  by  the  same 
merciful  providence,  restored  him  to  his  Diocese,  and  to  that  wise  and  fiEdthful 
administration  of  the  same,  which  has  tended  so  loag  and  so  largely  to  its 
growth  and  prosperity.

The  canaes  of  each  wide  neglect  Iiave  been  too  frequently  enlarged  vpon 
in  past  reports  to  be  hero  repeated.  OnSt  however,  of  increasing  inflii»ice» 
may  be  noticed.  It  lies  in  what  may  be  strictly  termed  the  intmaion  of 
another  agency  than  that  of  our  own  Diocese,  in  gathering  funds  for  a  rimi- 
lar  purpose,  to  be  transferred  to  other  management  than  that  of  our  oiwn 
Canonical  Society.  The  deficiency  of  funds  thence  arieing  has  been  laxgelj 
supplied  by  the  voluntary  gifts  of  a  Society,  independently  of  any  canonical 
obligation — being  the  Society  now  reporting— multiplying  ten-fold  the  con- 
tributions from  the  65  Churches  of  our  own  Diocese. 

Aa  appears  by  the  following  statement,  thus  received  from  the  65  ChurcheB, 
$1,088  94.  In  aid  of  this  insignificant  contribution,  the  Society  for  Promoting 
Beligion  and  Learning  has  expended  in  the  support  of  forty-four  students  in  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  during  the  past  year,  the  sum  of  $5,746,  and  of 
three  students,  similarly  devoted,  in  Colombia  College,  the  aum  of  $800 ; 
one,  in  Hobart  College,  $100,  and  twenty-six  in  St.  Stephen's  College,  Annan- 
dale,  the  sum  of  $4,037  50 ;  amounting  to  $12,188 ;  to  which,  adding  to 
text  books  for  the  same,  $600,  we  have  a  grand  total  of  $12,788  60. 

Turning  your  attention  now  to  the  general  condition  of  Church  education 
in  our  Diocese,  it  is  with  pleasure  that  the  subscriber,  as  Superintendent  of 
Education  in  the  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning,  la  enabled  to 
report,  under  (}od's  Providence,  in  the  increased  value  of  its  landed  property. 
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and  the  prudent  and  skilful  management  and  devoted  care  of  its  Treasurer, 
James  F.  De  Pejster,  a  more  favorable  prospect  than  has  ever  before  existed. 
The  foor  great  steps  of  education  in  onr  Dioce^,  as  connected  ^th  Church 
training,  consist  of— Ist.  Trinity  School ;  2d.  Columbia  College ;  dd.  St.  Ste- 
phen's College,  Annandale ;  4th.  The  General  Theological  Seminary.  A  few 
words  touching  each  may  not  be  here  unacceptable,  as  giving  a  fuller  picture 
of  great  and  decided  advancement. 

1st.  Trinity  School. — This  is  our  oldest,  earliest  educational  establishment. 
After  a  long  period  of  depression,  arising  from  financial  causes,  its  property 
has  at  length  become  av^lable  for  its  support,  and  now  bids  fair  to  realize 
in  the  future  the  vision  long  hopelessly  indulged,  of  an  educational  estab- 
lishment on  its  own  grounds,  rivalling  even  the  greatest  of  the  church-like 
schools  of  England.  An  ample  square  in  the  centre  being  reserved  for  the 
school  itself  and  residence  for  the  pastor  and  teachers ;  while  a  noble  spot  has 
been  set  apart  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Trinity  Church,  in  memory  of  its  ob- 
ligations to  its  original  founder.  Already,  in  the  list  of  the  Alumni  of  the 
humble  school,  the  Church  now  recognises  one  of  the  most  energetic  of  her 
Kshops,  besides  several  of  its  other  clergy ;  and  in  civil  society,  some  of  its 
most  successful  members. 

2d.  Of  Columbia  CoUege  it  may  be  said,  that  its  rapid  growth  and  extension 
in  human  science  has,  for  the  present,  somewhat  diminished  its  direct  bearing 
on  Theology  and  on  the  Church ;  while  all  its  influences  are  still  favorable- 
while  it  is  still  hoped,  by  its  best  friends,  that  a  course  of  instruction  may 
yet  be  added  bearing  upon  those  subjects,  by  the  endowment  of  a  Professor- 
ship distinctly  connected  with  its  earliest  and  most  liberal  benefactor,  the 
Church  of  this  Diocese. 

8d.  Si.  Stephen's  CoUege,  Annandale. — ^This  Church  institution  may  be  said 
to  be  the  child  of  the  Society  now  reporting,  as  will  be  perceived  by  the 
annual  expenditure  already  reported.  Its  growth  has  been  rapid  in  spite  of 
many  opponents,  and  it  now  stands  the  noblest  and  most  promising  of  the 
institutions  founded  by  the  Church  in  our  country.  It  numbers  at  present 
forty-three  students,  devoted  to  the  joint  cause  of  classical  and  theological 
learning,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Warden  and  able  Professors.  In  its 
Warden,  Rev.  Dr.  Fairbaim,  the  College  possesses  one  eminently  fitted  for 
his  station,  uniting,  as  he  does,  great  practical  ability  with  an  earnest  devotion 
of  character,  which  cannot  fail  to  win  the  resj)ect  and  love  of  all.  The  only 
present  drawback  to  the  rapid  increase  of  this  institutipn  is  found  in  the 
want  of  adequate  accommodations  for  the  students.  The  College  buildings 
are  not  only  full  but  overflowing,  and  fresh  applications  have  to  be  declined 
for  want  of  room.  Two  additional  buildings  are  now  needed,  besides  an 
adequate  hall  of  larger  dimensions  than  the  building  now  erecting,  known 
as  the  WiUinck  and  Ludlow  House.  To  furnish  means  for  such  building  is 
a  most  imperative  call  upon  all  wealthy  Churchmen. 

4th  and  lastly. — The  General  Theologieal  Seminary,  which,  while  still  need- 
ing certain  internal  improvements^  dependent  on  the  united  action  of  the  Board

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of  TnwtdM  and  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church,  rtill  been  tbapaln 
in  Tiioological  learning  throagh  its  corpa  of  Icamod  ami  dovoted  ProfeaBon, 
its  ample  library,  and  the  libural  proviaons  of  the  Societf  aorr  reporting 
who  hsTB  recently  oHtftblishod  irithin  its  wbIIh  a  conmoa  and  «cll  orderal 
table,  without  eipense  to  the  studonUi ;  thna,  beside  their  direct  eappuit,  add- 
ing grefttif  to  their  he&lth.  comfort  and  Improvement- 
One  of  [he  marked  advnntagea  of  a  common  table.  cmbrBdng  as  it  does 
candidates  from  all  the  various  parts  of  the  Union,  is  the  kindlj-,  soda], 
brotborlj  feeling  springing  np  between  tboeo  separated  bj  political  and  doe- 
trlniil  (lucstione  ;  a  result  abeadj  marked  in  the  experience  of  the  past  fear, 
and  tending  to  produce  that  unity  in  the  Church,  which  ie  the  great  b" 
now  so  widely  and  earnestly  Bought  throughout  all  the  brunches  of  t 
Anglican  Conanunion,  and  thus  furthering  that  great  object  m 
hearts  of  all  true  Churchmen.

The  Committee  on  Amendments  to  the  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  Charcbu 
respectfully 


That  after  their  appcdntment  at  the  last  Annual  Convention  they  made  an 
unsuccessful  effort  to  obtain  the  active  cooperation  of  the  INoceso  of  Westent 
New- York  in  an  application  to  the  Legislature  for  an  amendment  to  the  {as- 
sent laws  relating  to  the  Incorporation  of  Churchen. 

They  believe  that  all  substantial  points  of  diffbrence  with  respect  to  the 
amendmeuta  proper  to  be  asked  for  that  have  heretofore  existed  between  this 
Dioceee  and  that  of  Western  New- York  have  been  removed  by  past  confer- 
ences and  by  the  acti<ui  of  former  Conventions  of  this  Diocsae. 
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The  difference  in  the  time  of  meeting  of  the  Conventions  of  the  two  Dio- 
ceses, possil)]/,  has  been  one  of  the  causes  of  the  failure  of  active  co-operation 
in  presenting  an  application  to  the  Legislature.  This,  it  is  hoped,  may  be 
BOW  obviated  by  early  action,  in  case  the  Convention  think  proper  to  con- 
tinne  the  Committee. 

The  prospect  of  an  early  division  of  one,  if  not  both  of  the  Dioceses  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  State,  increases  the  importance  of  securing  the  neces- 
fluy  alterations  before  the  proposed  division  shall  be  completed. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  ask  to  be  continued,  and  submit  herewith  a 
resolution  to  that  effect  for  the  consideration  of  the  Convention.

The  evidence  of  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  from  a  Church 
having  no  Vestry,  shall  be  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Minister  of  such  Church, 
or  by  the  ofilcer  who  presides  at  the  meeting  of  the  congregation  by  which 
he  was  appointed,  and  also  by  the  Clerk  or  Secretary  of  such  meeting.  The 
certificate  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  the  election,  and  shall  certify  that 
the  person  appointed  has  been  duly  chosen  by  such  Church  or  congregation 
•  as  a  Lay  Delegate ;  that  ho  is  a  Lay  member  of  such  Church  or  congregation, 
and  has  been  such  member  for  at  least  twelve  months  next  preceding  the 
time  of  his  appointment,  and  that  the  election  was  held  in  accordance  with 
all  the  requirements  of  the  Canons.

AN  ACT 

Fob  thb  Ikcorporattok  of  thb  Trustees  of  the  Pabochial  Fuhd 
OF  thb  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New- 
York.  Passed  April  15,  1860,  and  amended  April  22,  1867.-- 
Laws,  Chapter  495. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  in  Senate  and  AesevMy,  do 

enact  oBfdUotiOB : 

Sbction  1.  John  Jay,  Murray  Hoffman,  Luther  Bradlsh,  John  R.  Living- 
ston, John  A.  Dix,  James  F.  De  Peyster,  and  their  successors,  are  hei^by  con- 
stltated  a  body  corporate,  under  the  title  of  the  "  Trustees  of  the  Parochial 
Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New- York." 

Sec.  2.  The  af^irs  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of 
six  Trustees,  and  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  Act  shall  be 
the  ^at  Trustees  of  the  said  Corporation. 

Sbc.  8.  The  said  Trustees  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes :  the 
term  of  the  first  class  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  October,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty ;  the  term  of  the  second  class  sha^  expire  on  the  first  day  of 
October  following ;  the  term  of  the  third  class  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of 
October  thence  ensuing.  The  vacancies  in  the  said  classes  shall  be  filled  as 
they  occur,  by  two  Laymen,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  by  the  Convention 
of  the  said  Diocese,  at  its  regular  annual  meeting  in  each  year ;  the  Trustees 
io  to  be  elected  shall  hold  the  said  office  for  three  years  from  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  their  predecessors.  The  acting  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall 
be  ox^ffieio  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sbc.  4.  The  said  Trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive  and  hold  by 
grant,  gift,  devise  or  will,  for  the  creation  and  accumulation  of  said  fund, 
zeal  and  personal  estate  to  such  an  amount  that  the  annual  income  arising 
therefrom  shall  not  exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars.  The  said  fund  shall  be 
devoted  in  part  to  the  assistance  and  support  of  officiating  Ministers  of  the 
said  Church  engaged  in  Parochial  duty  within  the  said  Diocese,  and  this 
porticm  of  the  fund  shall  be  called  "  Fund  for  Clerical  Support ;"  and  in  part 
to  the  purchase  of  glebes  and  the  erection  of  parsonages  within  the  limits  of 
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oTjrBniEni  Parishes  in  sniil  DIocct<e,  in  coniiunnioa  with  the  Mtid  Cbnrth,  and 
which  hIibII  be  called  "  Pond  tor  ParBonogn  Aid."  All  real  or  ptTBonal  pro- 
porty,  oonvey«l  or  g^ven  to  Ihe  B»id  Traetcee,  wlihont  sperifiaiUoii  as  to  Iha 
■ppropriaiion  Iherrot,  abBll  bo  doToWd  «iiaa11y  to  the  two  purpoBM  ;  but  sU 
dimoTB  to  the  fnnd,  by  g-ifl  or  lieriae,  may  Bpecify  whether  tlie  same  la  to  ba 
approprintcd  for  "  Clerical  Snppon  "  or  for  "  PuiBonage  Aid ;"  and  d  eeparat* 
Moounl  simll  ha  kept  of  tiie  portiooB  of  the  fdnd  devoted  to  these  porpoau. 
AU  deviscB  and  bequests  to  iaid  Corpomtion  shall  be  subject  to  the  ri'>-

SBC.  5,  In  Ihcdislribnlionof  ih(«o  funds,  regard  shall  ba  had  by  the  Trus- 
tees, in  the  cierdae  of  a  Bound  discretion,  to  the  equitl  coci«^tlea  of  thi?  MiB- 
iateraot  the  PariBhea  applying  for  the  same,  without  prejudice  or  bivor. 

Sec.  6.  For  the  purpoxe  of  distributing  Such  fonda,  the  Bald  Trnslecs  ihall 
iiKet  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  Bepterabor  of  each  year,  or  at  each  other  lim 
aa  they  may  appoint,  and  after  determining  the  anount  of  moneya  to  be  di*- 
tribated  for  the  enBuing  year,  they  shall  eon^der  the  applieatlona  for  aHtat*  . 
•nco  which  may  then  liavc  been  received ;  Bucli  application  shall  be  in  writing, 
signed  either  by  the  Minister  or  l>y  order  of  the  Vestij'  of  the  Pariah,  and 
thall  sl4ile  the  facts  essential  xo  a  full  Dodenrtaitding  of  the  neeenity  et  tlw 
case, and  particularly  the  amounts  already  contribntedoreocnred  towards  th* 
siippoK  of  the  Minister,  or  for  the  erection  of  a  paraonnge,  ns  the  ease  may 
bo.  The  Baid  application  shall  be  separately  eonsMered  by  the  TitistMi,  sod 
a  minute  nude  of  th^  dccirion  thereon,  together  with  a  statement  of  the 
reasons  for  reftuiing  the  sanio,  if  the  application  bo  rqccted.  In  no  case  shall 
the  amount  awarded  from  the  funds  bo  raiire  than  one-hnlf  of  the  amount 
already  coniribulcd  nr  Hfiinil.  n*  mjiy  siiii-fiii'lurily  nppcnr  l.i;i'  llie  xrrillea 
Application.

My  Bbethben  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity  : 

I  have  already  occupied  a  considerable  portion  of  your 
time  in  the  observations  addressed  to  you  yesterday  on  occa- 
Bion  of  the  opening  services  of  this  adjourned  session  of  the 
Convention  for  1867.  In  this,  my  regular  annual  communi- 
cation, I  desire  to  be  as  brief  as  the  nature  of  the  case  will 
allow.  I  am  well  aware  that  the  thoughts  of  this  body  are 
much  pre-occupied  with  the  important  business  which  has 
been  made  the  order  of  the  day  immediately  after  the  de- 
livery of  this  Address,  and  as  it  is  my  wish  to  facilitate  that 
bosiness  as  far  as  I  may,  I  shall  at  this  time  detaia  the  Con- 
vention for  as  short  a  space  as  possible. 

From  the  close  of  the  last  annual  Convention,  at  the  end  of 
September,  1866,  up  to  the  time  of  my  departure  for  England, 
on  the  10th  day  of  last  July,  I  prosecuted  my  visitations  and 
other  Episcopal  work  without  interruption.  The  usual  de- 
tailed record  of  Episcopal  acts  during  the  year  will  be  con- 
tained in  the  printed  Address  and  in  the  Journal  of  this  Con- 
ventiou.    I  have  attended  180  services  of  various  kinds,  with 
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tiie  Hiul  nomber  of  Hrnioai  and  addresses.  The  number  of 
pnbUeoonflniutioiu  Iiu  baon  181 ;  and  botweon  3,300  and 
'^AOOpononi  lure  been  oonflraied— a  krge  number,  con- 
ildaiiiig  thst  leoB  than  the  nmil  space  of  time  wa^  devoted 
lOTitftatioilliiitheDiooeBe;  M  candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
bve  been  ■dmiUed  to  tbe  ZHMOnHtc,  nnd  20  Deacons  have 
beeaadnaoed  to  the  trieithooil ;  10  Churches  have  been 
Oonworated ;  Are  CCfmaeiAimm  have  been  laid  by  me,  besidea 
otlura  laid  I17 pRabjtett  tt  my  request;  and  two  Rectora 
lutrebeen  institated;  88  CBog^'men  have  been  transferred 
fttm  thii  to  other  DioeeMi,  etid  39  have  been  received  into 
ftit  IMooew  OD  lettos  dlnuMorj  from  otber  Dioceses.

Daring  the  year  the  work  of  the  Oharch  has  been  proae- 
cnted  in  this  Diocese  hy  the  Clergy  and  by  the  Laity  with 
energy  and  efficiency.  The  Missione  of  the  Diocese  have 
been  so  ptinctnally  snstained  hy  the  contributions  of  oar 
people  that  the  Treasurer  has  been  enabled  to  make  all  his 
payments  promptly,  and  we  have  the  comfort  of  beginning  a 
new  year  not  at  all  in  arrears.  A  few  of  our  Mission  statioDS 
have  remained  longer  vacant  than  could  have  been  desired, 
from  the  absolute  impossibility  of  finding  the  proper  snpply.

My  brethren,  it  is  perhaps  due  to  you  that  I  should  say  a 
few  words  in  reference  to  my  recent  visit  to  England,  and  in 
r^ard  to  the  events  and  impressions  connected  with  that 
yisit.  I  do  not  know  that  I  can  do  better  than  repeat  some 
of  the  words  which  I  addressed  to  a  number  of  the  Clergy 
who  had  the  kindness  to  express  a  wish  to  meet  me  in  Trinity 
Chapel  for  a  brief  service  of  thanksgiving  and  for  some  words 
of  affectionate  welcome  on  my  return  to  the  Diocese.  Those 
who  were  present  will,  I  trust,  be  good  enough  to  excuse  the 
repetition. 

When  the  affectionate  invitation  of  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  came  to  me  to  meet  the  assembled  Bishops  of  the 
Anglican  Communion  at  Lambeth,  for  united  counsels  and 
common  prayer — an  invitation  which  went  forth  to  every 
Bishop  claiming  to  be  of  that  Communion  save  one — I  paused 
to  consider  the  question,  and  I  found  myself  presented  with 
these  facts  and  considerations  : 

In  the  first  place,  I  had  been  for  seven  uninterrupted  years 
actively  engaged  in  visiting  every  part  of  my  Diocese.  Even 
in  the  hottest  months  of  midsummer,  when  so  many  of  my 
brethren  very  properly  seek  rest,  I  had  continued  to  prose- 
cute my  visitations.  During  the  last  two  summers,  though 
I  had  lost  no  service  from  indisposition,  yet  I  had  repeatedly 
gone  from  the  pulpit  to  the  couch.  Apparently  I  was 
not  far  from  a  serious  catastrophe.  But  the  Diocese  had 
been  generally  and  repeatedly  visited.  There  was  no  suffer- 
ing for  lack  of  the  Bishop's  presence. 

Then,  I  could  not  but  see  that,  apart  from  the  duty  of  at. 
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tending  the  Uonferenee  at  Lanibetli,  tliero  would  be  offered  to 
ine  most  valuable  opportunities  for  observation  and  inquiry 
in  regard  to  Clinrch  work  in  every  part  of  the  Anglican 
Communion;  opportunities  also  for  communication  witk 
leading  minds  in  the  Chuidi  of  England.  And  in  addition 
to  all  tlicse,  there  ^vould  he  change  of  eocne,  and  time  for 
rest  and  refrceliment.  Ab  a  means  of  instmution  and  educ^ 
tion,  preparing  me  for  increased  wisdom  and  efficiency  in  my 
work,  I  thonght  the  visit  to  England  would  be  time  well 
spent.  And  I  liave  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  my  expectv 
tions  have  been  more  than  realized.  The  hospitalities  6X> 
tended  to  me,  and  the  opportunities  offered  me  for  coDfereDcei 
for  inquiry  and  observation,  exceeded  greatly  evcrytliii^ 
tliat  I  had  any  right  to  anticipate. 

With  regard  to  the  Conference  of  Bishops  at  Lambeth,  | 
believe  (tliough  I  am  not  well  read  in  such  quarters)  tha^ 
tliere  has  heeu  with  some  people  (for  the  most  part  out^^^ 
of  the  Church)  a  good  deal  of  clamor  against  it,  as  if  it  ha4! 
been  something  unlawful,  or  absurd  because  nseleas— 
nothing  could  vindicate  or  justily  it  but  some  great  orgaaio 
action,  or  the  passing  of  some  very  high-sounding  resolat 
tiona.  It  is  true  some  excellent  persons  in  the  Church  h«4 
anxious  thoughts  of  a  more  legitimate  character.  Bat  I 
speak  of  a  large  claas  of  popular  cavils,  and  I  hare  oi^f  ^ 
>aj  that  such  ideas  are  not  worth  a  moment's  notic^  Tb^ 
are  of  the  world,  worldly.  They  come  from  what  the  world 
knows  and  is  always  thinking  ahont— popular  poUtitxd  con- 
ventiona,  bodies  which  make  aad  unmake  civil  coaatitations — 
or  which  decide  great  moral  and  political  qnestions  in  a  oomr 
pendions  way,  by  resolution  I 

The  coming  together  of  the  Chief  Pastors  of  a  wide^>read 
Communion,  of  one  great  branch  of  the  Ohnrch  CatlioliG,  ie> 
quires  no  law  to  sanction  it,  no  great  and  sigeal  act  to  vindi- 
cate it  to  after  times.  It  requires  no  apDk>gy ;  hot,  ou  the 
contrary,  an  apology  would  be  reqaired  if  they  neglected  to 
meet. 

We  may  conceive  that  the  several  Diooesee  in  Utis  country 
bad  grown  op  to  Bomethiog  like  their  present  mag^tade 
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withont  any  oiganic  union  through  a  General  Cotincil.  There 
might  be  no  written  law  or  constitution  providing  for  the 
calling  of  the  Chief  Pastors  together.  In  such  a  case  wonld 
any  Churchman  think  it  a  strange  or  absnrd  thing  for  the 
Chief  Pastors  to  come  together  for  common  counsels  and 
united  prayer?  Would  he  think  their  coming  together  use- 
less, even  though  they  framed  at  lirst  no  constitution,  and 
pnt  forth  no  startling  decrees  I  No !  They  would  owe  it  to 
each  other  and  to  the  interests  of  their  common  Communion 
to  come  together,  to  consult,  to  learn  of  each  other,  to  wann 
cadi  other's  hearts,  to  arrange  those  things  which  Chief . 
Pastors  must  always  have  the  power  to  arrange,  whether 
there  be  written  law  for  it  or  not,  and  to  draw  closer  the 
bands  of  fraternal  sympathy  and  concord.  It  is  a  measure 
Intimate  in  itself,  in  the  very  nature  of  things,  sure  to  be 
adopted  some  time  or  other,  if  there  be  life  in  the  Body ; 
and  it  is  a  measure,  moreover,  which,  sanctified  by  prayer, 
ami  breathed  upon  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  as  I  religiously  believe 
the  late  Conference  was,  will  infallibly  draw  after  it  conse* 
qnenccs ;  consequences  for  good  in  the  near  and  in  the  far 
distant  future. 

1  think  it  enough  to  make  that  Conference  greatly  useful, 
that  all  the  Chief  Pastors  of  the  widespread  Communion 
were  invited  to  it,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  one  heretical  Bishop, 
who  was  not  called ;  and  that  exclusion  received  the  tacit 
sanction  and  seal  of  the  whole  Body.  The  formal  resolu- 
tions of  the  Conference  have  been  made  public ;  but  they 
convey  but  a  feeble  idea  of  the  interest  of  the  Conference 
and  of  the  benefits  resulting  from  its  deliberations,  and  from 
the  communing  together  of  so  many  earnest  and  able  minds 
firom  far  distant  portions  of  the  earth.  Many  of  these  bene- 
fits are  not  of  a  nature  to  become  palpable  to  the  view,  and 
would  not  be  so,  even  if  the  discussions  were  made  public. 

I  have  no  disclosures  to  make;  but  one  thing  it  is  right  to 
say,  and  it  is  only  what  you  will  anticipate.  The  Body  was 
characterized  by  great  and  substantial  unity.  There  were 
varying  shades  of  thought  on  subordinate  points,  but  in 
things  material  there  was  absolute  unity ;  there  was  a  very 
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i  dignity  and  courtesy  in  all  the  debates  ;  and  among 
tiwWwliQ  babitnally  took  different  views  of  mere  matters  of 
dvtafl,  tlierewas  great  cordiality  of  feeling  and  intercourse. 

Apj  attempt  to  turn  that  great  Conference  to  a  party  par- 
pow;  wny  attempt  to  use  it  against  any  individual,  or  &et  of 
lodiridoals,  will  be  a  gross  injustice  to  the  Body  itself,  and  a 
giatldtous  injury  to  the  Church  at  large.  There  'waa  no 
pu^  risible  in  the  Conference.  There  were  no  party  aime 
'<V  punons,  DO  pergonal  resentments  or  rivalries;  from  the 
be^TiniTig  to  the  end  there  was  the  smallest  possible  appear- 
•noe  of  URcbDrcli-tike  feelings  or  ecntimeuts,  and  I  may  add, 
"  wW  I  think  very  much  to  its  honor,  there  was  no  ambitious 
apeoidl-tliaking  for  mere  effect. 

Bedcle  the  main  resolutions  and  the  Synodical  Letter 
idtiptoi  by  the  Conference,  there  were  many  incidental  pro- 
oeedingg  which  will  attract  little  attention,  but  which  make 
tip  miidi  of  the  benefit  resulting  from  such  a  meeting  of  Chief 
Futon.  And  the}'  belong  to  a  very  large  class  of  good  re- 
milti^  wliich  cannot  be  anticipated,  but  which  are  sure  to 
follow  from  a  great  gathering  of  Bishops  from  the  four  quar- 
ters of  the  globe.  And  you  will  remember,  of  course,  that 
not  one  of  the  early  G«neral  Councils  of  the  Church  gathered 
its  members  from  any  thing  like  bo  wide  a  field  as  did  that 
of  which  I  am  speaking.  The  continent  of  America  was 
yet  unknown,  and  the  Colonies  all  round  the  globe  which 
sent  their  Metropolitans  and  Eishops  to  this  Conference  did 
not  for  long  ages  after  those  Councils  come  into  existence. 
We  had  Bishops  from  New-Zealand,  Australia,  South  Africa, 
India,  China,  Liberia,  Jerusalem,  Gibraltar,  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  British  America,  the  West  India  Islands,  the  United 
States,  from  Vermont  to  Texas,  from  Rhode  Islaud  to  lows. 
The  cordial  agreement  of  such  a  body  of  Chief  Pastors,  their 
earnest  communing  together  in  private  and  in  the  Confer- 
ence, could  not  but  tend  to  the  confirmation  of  the  Faith,  to 
the  cementing  of  unity,  to  the  increase  of  fraternal  love,  to 
the  instructing,  animating  and  strengthening  of  every  Chief 
Pastor  I     Qod  most  merciful  condnot  them  in  safety  to  their 
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homes  and  fields  of  duty,  and  enable  them  to  give  themselves 
with  new  devotion  to  their  Master's  great  work  1 

It  will  be  remembered  that  much  the  larger  portion  of  my 
last  annual  Address  to  the  Convention  was  devoted  to  the 
subject  of  preaching  the  Gospel  to  the  poor.    The  way  in 
which  those  words  were  received,  and  the  increased  attention 
given  during  the  past  year  to  tliat  branch  of  our  duty,  have 
been  to  me  a  very  great  consolation  and  encouragement.    I 
am  far  from  speaking  as  if  the  subject  had  been  altogether 
overlooked  or  neglected  before.    It  had  often  been  adverted 
to  in  this  place ;  and  for  several  years  there  had  been  a  very 
marked  turning  of  the  mind  of  the  Church  toward  the  claims 
of  that  rapidly  increasing  portion  of  our  people.    But  in  no 
previous  year  had  there  been  so  marked  a  development  of 
thought  and  practical  energy  in  that  direction  as  has  been 
observed  during  the  past  year.    Many  old  organizations  have 
received  a  new  impulse,  and  have  been  extended,  and  many 
new  undertakings,  both  in  the  city  and  in  the  country,  have 
given  token  that  the  Church  is  becoming  more  thoughtful 
and  more  resolved  in  regard  to  what  may  be  called  her  Kovne 
mission  work — Christian  work  among  the  poor — and,  may  I 
not  say,  with  all  our  efforts,  the  too  much  neglected  poor  of 
onr  great  cities,  and  of  our  smaller  towns  and  villages. 

For  these  tokens  of  God's  goodness  and  grace.  His  holy 
name  be  praised.  May  this  work  of  the  Lord  continue  to 
prosper  in  our  hands  1  May  the  clergy  never  be  discouraged 
in  their  efforts  by  the  rising  up  of  any  let  or  hindrance! 
May  they  never  lose  heart  or  hope  in  their  endeavors  to 
awaken  an  interest  in  their  flocks  in  behalf  of  those  who  are 
out  of  the  way,  or  in  their  endeavors  to  work  among  those 
scattered  ones  themselves.  I  venture  to  remind  my  brethren 
of  a  truth,  which  I  believe  many  of  them  have  learned  from 
a  most  blessed  experience.  There  are  days  when  the  heart 
of  the  solitary  clergyman,  hopeful  as  he  may  be,  almost  sinks 
within  him.  His  efforts  in  various  ways  may  seem  to  him  to 
have  failed.  He  toils,  perhaps,  in  his  study  at  an  important 
subject,  which  he  is  preparing  for  the  instruction  of  his  peo- 
ple ;  and  its  complex  principles  and  details  Mrill  not  unravel 
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.ftemselrcB  in  oLedieiico  to  liie  efforts,  its  hidden  doptliB  wm 
not  lay  tliemsolves  open  to  hie  view.  His  etrnggles  to  mff 
vanco  ore  in  vain.  A  lieavy  weiglit  presses  upon  liis  brsjB 
«Tid  upon  his  Bpirita.  Or  soine  earnest,  warin-liearted  effort 
to  interest  and  move  hla  people  in  regard  to  a  particnlarduly 
has  proved  abortive.  Or,  again,  some  inconsiderate  word  of 
a  parieliioner,  eome  cold  net  of  neglect,  or  of  deeertion,  wliieh 
looka  like  counting  tlie  tender,  fnitlifnl  services  of  years  for 
nothing,  mfly  liave  diaireeaed  and  paralyzed  Lis  too  sensitiv* 
natnre.  The  skies  above  liiin  darken,  his  hopea  grow  dim, 
and  liis  faith  almost  fails  Iiini.  At  such  times  prayer,  an<l 
God's  Word,  and  the  converse  of  kind,  sympathtising  friends, 
are  a  Messed  resource.  Bat  there  is  another.  Leave  Ihc 
gloom  of  that  solitary,  and,  tor  the  time,  thankless  stndy,  ani 
go  forth  in  qnest  of  the  moat  sad  and  weary  life — the  «■ 
tremest  misery  to  be  found  within  your  cure.  Converse  and 
pray  with  the  poor,  poverty-stricken  snfferer.  Listen  pa- 
tiently to  the  thrice  told  tale;  enter  heartily  into  the  cii- 
cnm&tancoa  of  the  life,  so  bereft  of  earthly  hope ;  picture  ttt 
yourself  what  Jesvs  of  Nazareth  would  bo  if  visibly  present 
in  that  scene.  Consider  with  yourself  how  it  happens  that, 
in  the  orderinjis  of  divine  Providence,  this  heavy  portion  has 
fallen  to  another  and  not  to  yon  ;  and  then,  when  yon  go 
forth  from  that  abode  of  sorrow,  you  will  think  lees  of  yenr 
own  troublcB  and  more  of  the  troubles  of  others  ;  there  irin 
be  a  spirit  whispering  to  yon  that  you  have  been  engaged  iB 
a  blessed  tiiinistry-4-a  ministry  precious  in  the  sight  of  the 
Lord ;  your  soul  will  be  refreshed  and  comforted ;  the  8im 
will  shine  brighter  over  your  head  ;  yon  will  re-enter  yow 
stndy  with  faith,  hope  and  courage  revived,  and  yoor  intd- 
lectual  and  moral  powers  will  respond  more  generoasly  to 
yonr  endeavors  to  prepare  for  the  instruction  of  your  pec^le 
and  for  the  prosecution  of  yonr  miniaterial  work  I  There  ill 
a  great  deal  of  ministerial  disconragement  and  despondencrf 
that  finds  its  best  antidote  in  abodes  of  Buffering  and  sorrov. 
I  know,  indeed,  that  this  is  a  remedy  which  every  parochhd 
clergyman  haa  abundant  occasion  to  employ.  I  am  too  mirdt 
interested  in  that  brandi  of  miniBterial  dntj'  to  he  at  all  m 
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stranger  to  the  very  great  amount  of  time  and  care  bestowed 
by  the  parochial  Clergy  upon  visiting  from  house  to  house ; 
wd  especially  upon  visiting  in  places  of  destitution  and 
affliction.  If  I  bring  under  your  notice,  my  dear  brethren  of 
the  Clergy,  certain  views  of  duty  with  marked  emphasis ;  if 
I  present  a  lofty  ideal  of  certain  forms  of  Christian  effort,  I 
trtist  it  will  never  be  supposed  by  any  of  you  that  my  words 
are  intended  to  convey  a  covert  censure  of  what  has  been  in 
the  past.  Were  such  an  idea  to  prevail,  how  could  the  Bishop 
speak  to  his  Clergy  and  Laity  on  any  subject  with  good  effect  ? 
How  could  we  animate  one  another,  or  provoke  one  another 
to  love  and  to  good  works  t  It  can  nev^r  be  amiss  to  turn 
our  thoughts  to  high  and  encouraging  views  of  duty,  even 
when  we  have  already  a  deep  sense  of  their  importance.  And 
as  I  do  most  religiously  believe  that  no  part  of  the  Church 
of  Christ  can  be  in  a  really  healthy  condition,  or  hope  to  be 
enriched  with  the  best  of  heavenly  blessings,  unless  it  give  a 
very  large  share  of  its  attention  to  preaching  the  Gospel  and 
ministering  to  the  poor,  so  am  I  equally  persuaded  that  no 
individual  minister  of  Christ,  and  I  may  add,  or  layman 
either,  can  ever  develope  into  a  Christian  character  of  the 
truest  type,  or  ever  enjoy  the  richest  of  Christian  consola- 
tions, unless  he  have  much  to  do  with  the  poor  in  works  of 
piety  and  charity. 

Let  it  be,  then,  for  our  encouragement,  that  the  great  work 
of  ministering  to  the  poor,  to  their  bodies  and  to  their  souls, 
is  one  of  those  works  of  mercy,  which,  in  a  pre-eminent  de- 
gree, is  twice  blessed^blessed  to  the  givers  even  more  than 
to  the  receivers.  It  is  a  work  which  urgently  requires  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  Laity,  not  only  for  the  supply  of 
the  funds  needful  to  carry  it  on  ;  not  only  in  the  sympathy 
and  approval,  without  which  the  pastor  can  but  half  put  forth 
his  strength,  but  in  the  more  direct  and  active  duty  of  visita- 
tion, instruction  and  consolation.  And  here,  too,  there  is 
much  reason  for  thankfulness  and  encouragement.  The 
measure  of  active  lay  co-operation  has  been  rapidly  increasing 
within  the  last  two  or  three  years,  especially  in  this  city. 

it nch  of  it  has  always  been  afforded  in  all  our  Parishes  in 
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connection  witli  Snnday  Scliools,  and  wUIi  efforts  for  the 
lief  of  tbe  poor  and  tlie  collection  of  funds  for  pious  a 
,ob&ritab1e  uses  at  home  and  abroad.     And  some  of  onr  fai' 

il  women  liave  been  for  years  engaged  in  visiting  priscoM 

,d  alms-liouBeg ;  and,  indeed,  we  bave  had  a  few  active  bnai- 
ness  men  who  have  set  a  noble  example  of  devotion  to  that 
Bomewhat  severe  branch  of  Christian  dnty.  But  that  kind 
of  work  is  now  commanding  more  attention  and  more  Bjin-' 
pathy. 

During  the  past  year  I  attended  a  meeting  in  one  of  osB 
city  churches,  where  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  membera  dt 
the  congregation  to  come  forward  and  enrol  themaelvea  for  ft 
J'ree  voluntary  ministry  among  the  poor  of  our  prisoDS,  boft- 
pitals  and  alms-honses  ;  and  if  I  remember  arlgbt,  between 
thirty  and  forty  gentlemen  and  ladies  presented  themselveC' 
at  the  close  of  the  meeting,  and  gave  their  names  for  the 
work.  How  many  it  has  been  found  poseible  to  employ,  op 
how  many  have  been  able  to  persevere,  I  am  not  fally  in- 
formed. But  surely  that  was  a  most  encouraging  sign  of  th* 
feeling  of  the  Laity  of  tlio  Church. 

There  liave  been  I'ariphes  in  which  iin  organized  force  of 
laymen  and  women,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  rector, 
has  rendered  very  great  aseistance  in  reaching  Btrangen 
brought  more  or  less  recently  within  the  limits  of  the  core. 
In  some  cases  Parishes  may  very  well  employ  paid  lay  help- 
t>rB,  male  or  female,  or  both.  It  need  not  be  a  very  expen- 
sive kind  of  labor,and  it  may  be  made  of  incalculable  Qse  in 
caving  the  time  and  strength  of  the  minister.  The  groand 
may  be  so  surveyed,  and  the  individuals  reqniring  particnlar 
attention  may  be  so  pointed  ont  by  this  subordinate  agent^, 
that  the  minister  may  be  enabled  to  accomplish  in  a  few 
hours  what  otherwise  would  have  cost  him  days  and  weeks 
of  labor,  and  often  of  labor  comparatively  unavailing.  Bat 
our  poor  population  is  so  very  large,  owing  to  the  immigra- 
tion from  foreign  eboree,  and  ia  bo  very  unsettled  and  shiftiog 
in  its  character,  and  our  clerical  force  is  bo  unequal  to  the 
rapidly  increasing  demands  of  this  vast  country,  that  if  ve 
are  to  cope  effectually  with  the  work  opening  before  us  in 
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this  crowded  city,  we  must  be  largely  indebted  for  some  time 
to  come,  to  voluntary  lay  co-operation. 

To  this  voluntary  lay  co-operation  we  have  had  recourse 
for  aid  in  what  is  called  the  midnight  mission^  an  enterprise 
undertaken  in  faith  and  love  during  the  past  year,  in  addi- 
tion to  other  efforts  for  the  reclaiming  of  fallen  women.    In 
this  exceedingly  delicate  and  difficult  work,  a  number  of  de- 
voted laymen  have  been  earnest  and  persevering.    And  the 
few  self-denying,  compassionate  women,  required  for  the  sad 
duty,  have  not  been  wanting.    They  have  borne  themselves 
through  those  melancholy  scenes  with  prudence,  tenderness 
and  patience;  and  they  have  had    here  and  there  such 
glimpses  of  light,  such  encouraging  tokens,  as  were  enough  to 
keep  alive  their  faith  and  hope.    So  long  as  such  an  enterprise 
18  conducted  with  extreme  care  and  prudence,  and  aided,  as 
this  is,  by  persons  of  the  proper  age  and  character,  it  should 
have  our  sympathy,  our  prayers,  and  our  moral  and  material 
support.    There  is  a  dark  region  of  woe,  infamy  and  death 
which  we  may  not  unveil.    One  of  the  most  dreadful  things 
about  it  is  that  some  souls  are  drawn  into  it  by  fraud,  by  sud- 
den surprises,  by  mad  delusions,  and  find  themselves  there 
not  wholly  debased  and  corrupted,  but  yet  utterly  unable  to 
find  a  door  of  escape, — no  friend  to  take  them  by  the  hand, 
no  home  open  to  receive  them,  no  voice  able  to  reach  them 
to  speak  of  righteousness  and  judgment,  or  of  love  and  mercy ; 
bat  surrounded  by  powers  of  darkness,  holding  them  spell- 
bound, and  conspiring  for  their  temporal  and  eternal  ruin  ! 
It  is  the  great  merit  of  the  midnight  missiony  of  the  House  of 
Mercy,  and  of  other  similar  enterprises,  that  they  offer  an 
open  door  of  escape  to  souls  not  wholly  ruined  ;  that  they 
stretch  out  a  hand  to  the  perishing ;  that  they  breathe  into 
many  a  forgetful  ear  words  of  warning  and  of  love ;  that  they 
entice  many  a  forsaken  wanderer,  child  of  darkness,  into  the 
cheerful  light  of  a  pure,  gentle,  Christian  circle,  where  good- 
ness beams  in  every  face,  where  words  and  offices  of  kindness 
meet  them,  where  the  Truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus  appeals  to  them, 
and  where  (most  touching  of  all  things  to  the  forgetful,  the 
nnhappy)  the  voices  of  prayer  and  praise  swell  out  with  their 
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Bodening,  Boul-stibdiiing  power.  Snrely  biicIi  efforts  for  tl 
delivery  of  the  captive^  for  the  recovery  of  the  lost,  ehoiild  M 
Biietained,  and  invested  with  every  good  influence,  whether  tlia 
apparent  sneceKsea  he  many,  or  whether  they  he  few.  Tin*' 
"  Midnight  Miaaion,"  the  "  House  of  Mercy,"  "  St,  Bamabai^' 
Ifooao,"  and  every  other  aiinilar  undertaking,  I  most  earo^ 
eetly  commend  to  your  sympathy,  your  charitable  constme^ 
tion,  and  your  patient,  steadfast  support. 

Having  BpokcQ  of  lay  eo-operation,  I  beg  to  record  heM 
my  grateful  Benso  of  tlie  valnable  services  rendered  by  veiy 
many  Laymen  of  the  Diocese  on  Committees  connected  witll 
our  various  religious  and  charitable  inatitutiona.  There  ara 
Clergymen  and  Laymen,  many  of  whom  1  see  before  m^ 
who  superadd  to  all  their  pressing  professional  engagenieaU 
an  amount  of  labor,  an  expenditure  of  time  and  thought  an 
these  Committees,  of  which  the  public  at  large  have  very 
little  idea.  It  happens,  in  many  cases,  that  after  having, 
been  absent  during  a  long  day  in  attendance  upon  tbaii' 
secular  business,  they  are  called  upon  to  go  out  again  in  tfac 
evening  for  the  transaction  of  business  connected  with  the 
interests  of  the  Church  and  her  various  agencies.  And  1 
these  eogagementfl  often  occnpy  several  evenings  of  the  week. 
There  Ib  an  immeuBe  amount  of  service  of  tiiis  kind  whidi 
the  Church  is  constanUy  recaviog  &om  her  children  witboat 
money  and  witbont  price.  I  know  they  do  not  gmdge  k.  I 
am  well  assnred  that  for  aJl  that  they  do  they  find  an  abiu- 
dant  ccnnpeneaticHi  in  thepleasareofb^jH&g  on  a  holy  woriL 
But  Z  know  also,  that  in  ^6  discharge  of  these  daties  th.^ 
make  many  sacrifices,  snhjecC  themselves  to  many  ioconvcod- 
enees,  and  I  covid  not  resist  the  feeling  that  this  grated 
ao^owledgment  from  their  Bishop  vas  the  Bmalleet  niam 
that  oonld  be  made  to  them. 

My  bret^u-en,  the  ezperiience  of  the  last  few  yean  has  deep- 
ly impFesaed  every  reacting  observer  witb  the  convietion 
that  the  aocessiops  to  onr  ininieti7  are  by  no  means  eqaal  to 
the  denaands  of  oar  rapidly  c^nuig  country.  The  Far  West, 
which  has  not  yet  began  to  educate  her  own  C^wgy^  is  qob. 
stantly  dravring  npon  onr  scanty  store.    If  we  vrith  to  molti- 
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ply  Oitj  Missionaries,  or  to  give  onr  large  Parishes  a  larger 
staff  of  Clergy  for  more  extended  work  among  the  neglected, 
as  we  need  to  do ;  or  if  we  would  greatly  extend  onr  work  in 
the  interior^  atnong  the  waste  places  of  the  Diocese,  where 
are  we  to  find  the  men } 

Doubtless  we  must  "  pray  the  Lord  of  the  Harviest  that 
He  will  send  forth  laborers  into  His  Harvest ;"  but  while  we 
do  80,  making  it  indeed  our  earnest  daily  prayer,  we  must  not 
neglect  to  employ  the  means  whiQh,  in  the  order  of  Divine 
Providence,  are  suited  to  the  attainment  of  the  object  we 
have  in  view.      We  must  look  to    Christian    families,    to 
Christian  schools,  to  Christian  Pastors,  to  assist  in  providing, 
in  larger  numbers,  candidates  for  the  sacred  ministry.    We 
must  appeal  to  Christian  parents  to  bethink  themselves  of 
the  unspeakable  blessedness  of  the.  service  to  which,  with 
God's  blessing  upon  their  humble  endeavors,  their  sons  may 
be  admitted.    We  must  ask  them  to  remember  their  obliga- 
tions and  their  duty  to  the  Church  of  God,  to  the  adorable 
Bedeemer  who  gave  Himself  for  them,  and  entreat  them  to 
consider  whether,  with  all  their  giving,  and  all  their  efforts 
and  sacrifices  in  the  cause  of  Christ,  there  be  not  something 
wanting  in  their  devotions,  something  defective  in  the  prin- 
ciple and  feeling  accompanying  their  offerings,  so  long  as 
they  make  no  effort,  and  feel  no  desire  to  dedicate  to  the  exclu- 
sive service  of  God  that  which  is  nearest  and  dearest  to  them, 
that  which  is  a  vital  part  of  their  life,  the  son  of  their  love. 
Christian  teachers,  if  they  are  so  minded — if  their  aims  rise 
high  enough,  often  have  it  in  their  power  to  plant  early  and 
deep  in  the  heart  of  the  young  those  seeds  of  good,  those  de- 
sires for  a  holy  life  and  a  holy  service,  which,  with  the  bless- 
ing of  God,  would  ripen  into  a  fixed,  intelligent  purpose  of 
seeking  that  holy  ministry,  which,  with  extremest  poverty, 
fit  roust  be  so,  is  sweeter,  more  blessed  than  any  other  life, 
though  crowned  with  all  the  riches  of  the  world. 

But  after  all,  it  is,  beyond  doubt,  to  Christian  Pastors  that 
we  must  look  chiefly  for  the  influence  which,  under  God, 
may  turn  the  hearts  of  the  young  to  His  holiest  service. 
They  have  the  hearts  of  parents  and  children  in  their  hands. 


JOURNAL  OP  THE  CONVCSTIOM 


To  them  it  belongs  to  inculcate  proper  views  of  Cliriatian 
Bftnctity  and  self  devotion.  To  tliem  h  given  the  divine  pre- 
rogative of  breatliiug  into  the  ChriBtian  family  that  spirit  of 
fiiith  and  love — that  affiance  to  the  gracious  Bishop 
Shepherd  of  our  eouIb,  which  wit!  canse  a  longing  for  HIlv 
blessed  ministry  to  spring  up  spontaneously  in  the  boeoms  of 
the  young.  They,  in  virtue  of  their  sacred  uffice,  may  ap- 
proach at  a  critical  period  of  his  life  the  youth,  who  seems 
to  have  excellent  Christian  dispositions,  and  a*k  him  whether 
he  has  ever  seriously  considered  what  this  life  is,  and 
what  is  the  best  and  highest  use  to  make  of  it  ;  what  it  the 
most  dutiful  and  the  most  glorious  career  for  a  yuiing 
man  to  enter  upon,  who  has  been  made  a  member  of  Ciiris^-, 
a  child  of  God,  an  inheritor  of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  wh< 
is  passing  rapidly  through  a  world  in  which  there  is  a  confliot 
between  good  and  evil,  between  light  find  darkness,  and  who 
is  looking  forward  to  the  company  of  apostles  uud  marlyre 
and  just  men  made  perfect. 

One  such  question,  simply  and  kindly  urged  at  the  prop 
moment,  will  sometimes  produce  a  marvellous  revolution 
all  the  thoughts  and  purposes  of  a  generous,  susceptible 
yoting  mftn.  It  is  teaching  a  spring  which  movee  tbe 
world.  Ood  must  mercifbl  give  ns  the  help  of  His  grace, 
afad  enable  na  to  use  oar  opportunities,  to  do  oar  duty  wi-ttij 
and  ftithfallj  t 

Mj  brethren,  let  qb  not  forget  this  great  need  of  the 
Cbarcb.  It  is  even  now  a  preesiog  need,  and  it  is  likely  to 
become,  in  the  future,  as  thecoantry  fills  up,  and  tbe  Chureh 
expands,  mnchmore  urgent  and  distressing  than  it  ia  at  present. 

Two  things,  however,  my  brethren,  in  connection  with  this 
demand  for  an  enlai^ed  ministry,  ve  must  not  foi^et.  If  it 
be  our  duty  to  labor  and  pray  for  tbe  sending  forth  of  faith- 
ful men,  in  larger  numbers,  for  tbe  work  of  Christ,  in  His 
Church,  so  it  is  equally  oar  duty  to  do  all  in  our  power  to 
have  an  adequate  provision  made  for  tbe  support  of  the  min- 
istry. I  am  not  inclined  to  exaggerate  our  dependence  for 
t  i  ncrease  of  our  ministry  npon  the  abandance  of  the  pro- 
vision made  for  its  support.'  If  tbe  spirit  of  tbe  Charcb  b« 
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what  it  ought  to  be,  (and  without  that  spirit  we  are  nothing,) 
devoted  men  will  never  fail  to  oflFer  themselves  for  service  at 
God's  Altar,  for  the  work  of  bearing  His  Truth  and  His 
means  of  grace  through  the  rough  places  of  the  earth, 
whether  they  are  to  bo  well  provided,  or  whether  they  are 
called  to  "  endure,"  in  a  double  sense,  '^hardness,  as  good 
soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ."  When  the  great  body  of  the 
Christian  people  are  suffering,  the  ministry  will  be  content, 
or  ought  to  be  content,  to  suffer,  with  them.  However  pro- 
vided for,  they  will  have,  with  all  their  comforts,  enough  of 
trial  if  they  are  faithful.  But  if  the  people  are  in  plenty, 
then  to  leave  the  ministry  without  adequate  support,  accord- 
ing to  the  measures  which  may  be  looked  for  in  the  ministry, 
is  an  unworthy  thing,  which  cannot  but  produce  a  depress- 
ing effect  upon  the  spirit  and  energy  of  the  Body  and  upon 
the  abundance  of  the  accessions  to  its  numbers. 

To  the  importance  of  tliis  subject  the  attention  of  the 
Diocese  was  very  fully  called  some  eight  or  nine  years  ago. 
We  are  all  of  us  very  sensible  that  a  great  change  has  taken 
place  since  then.  But  I  am  afraid  that  our  Christian  people 
are  not  always  duly  mindful  to  what  a  serious  extent  that 
change  has  affected  the  clergy.  Old  ideas,  which  have  pre- 
vailed for  many  years  in  a  particular  locality  with  regard  to 
salary,  are  not  easily  modified,  so  as  to  conform  to  a  new  value. 
We  are  deceived  by  words.  The  old  denomination  remains 
the  same  as  ever,  but  that  which  it  represents  is  something  very 
different.  I  fear  I  am  quite  within  the  limits  of  the  truth 
when  I  say,  (and  I  speak  from  a  good  deal  of  inquiry  and 
from  some  experience,)  that  any  given  nominal  salary  is 
worth  now  not  more  than  half  what  it  was  worth  ten  years 
ago,  if  as  much. 

In  the  mean  time  the  country,  with  all  its  burdens,  is  upon 
the  whole  prosperous.  The  scale  of  expenditure  is,  beyond 
all  former  example  in  this  country,  lavish.  Surely,  at  such  a 
time  to  negle<;t  to  place  the  Clergy  in  circumstances  at  least 
as  good  as  those  in  which  they  were  before  these  changes 
came  over  us,  must  be  a  grievous  shortcoming  in  duty,  and 
one  most  prejudicial  to  the  best  interests  of  the  ministry  and 
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the  Church.  T  need  hardly  say  that  I  epeak  purely  in  the 
interest  of  my  brethren  of  the  Cltrgy,  and  especially  thosa 
who  are  notio  charge  of  the  wealthier  Parishes,  and  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  ministry  at  large. 

But  as  we  need  adequate  support  for  the  Clergy,  in  ord^^ 
that  increase  may  uot  be  unduly  hindered,  and  that  the  wo^^i 
of  the  Church  may  not  be  enfeebled,  so  we  also   need  ai^^Be- 
g^uate  meaus  for  the  education  and  training  of  those  wIjo  ^^moi 
turning  their  thoughts  toward  this  high  calling  of  God  in 

Christ.  At  a  certain  period  of  life  a  large  class  of  yoi^^j]. 
men  in  this  country  reach  a  point  where  they  must  begir^^  (q 
think  of  relieving  their  parents  or  friends  from  most  of  ~^K!ig 

■burden  of  their  support.     Secular  eraployineuts  open  totlK^m 
on  every  side.     It'  they  choose  to  embrace  one  of  these,  tfier 
may  be  certain  of  obtaining  at  once  what  they  so  ardenf^ 
desire — the  means  of  taking  care  of  themselves,  of  relieving, 
,  for  the  moat  part,   and  perhaps  of  assisting,  those  wlo  aro         I 
nearest  and  dearest  to  them.    Sometimes  this  becomes  almo&t        J 

■an  imperative  duty;  very  often  it  is  a  sore  temptation.  I 
They  are  desirous  of  devoting  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  1 
sacred  ministry,  but  in  order  to  do  that  they  need  to  eomplete  ' 
their  education,  tirst  academical  and  then  tlieologieal.  But 
under  the  circmustances  to  which  I  have  adverted,  it  is  im- 
possible for  them  to  do  so  without  assistance.  The  time  is 
come  for  them  to  decide  upon  their  future  course  of  life.  If 
we  stretch  out  to  them  no  friendly  hand,  we  often  force 
them  to  abandon  the  hope  of  reaching  the  ministry,  and 
leave  them  to  tliat  which  has  become  a  matter  of  necessity, 
the  embracing  of  a  secular  occupation.  Many  a  promising 
young  man,  destined  to  be  launched  into  the  business  of  the 
world,  miglit  be  saved  to  the  sacred  ministry  by  the  appro- 
priation of  a  moderate  sum.  Surely,  if  we  sympathize  with 
the  noble  aspirations  of  these  young  men  ;  if  we  feel  that  such 
opportunities  of  adding  to  the  ranks  of  the  ministry  should 
not  be  lost  in  this  time  of  the  Ciiuruh's  great  n^ed,  our  duty 
is  plain.  Let  there  be  a  Cburcii  Training  College,  where,  un- 
der the  safest  and  beat  social  and  religious  influences,  they 
may  obtain  their  academical  edncation  without  money  and 
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without  price ;  and  let  there  be  a  provision  for  their  support, 
while  they  remain  within  its  walls. 

I  need  scarcely  remind  you  that  St.  Stephen's  Traininjf 
College,  Annandalc,  is  such  an  institution.  It  receives 
young  men  who  are  desirous  to  prepare  for  the  ministry  of 
the  Church,  and  provides  them  with  gratuitous  instruction. 
And,  moreover,  they  are  furnished,  when  it  is  absolutely 
necessary,  with  the  means  of  support  during  the  time  of  their 
continuance  there.  But  that  Institution  lacks  accommoda- 
tion for  all  who  apply  for  admission.  It  is  now  fiill.  Appli- 
cants have  to  be  refused.  An  additional  College  Building 
is  required  ;  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Laity  of  this  Dio- 
cese can  hardly  do  a  more  useful  thing  for  the  Church,  than 
to  provide  the  means  of  augmenting  its  ministry  by  so 
enlarging  the  accommodations  of  that  training  College  that 
no  worthy  young  man  shall  be  obliged  to  be  sent  away  from 
its  doors. 

Our  great  resource  in  providing  support  of  young  men  who 
are  engaged  in  the  prosecution  of  their  academical  and  theo- 
logical studies,  is  our  "  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion 
and  Learning."  Many  thousand  dollars  from  the  treasury 
of  that  Society  are  every  year  appropriated  to  meet  the 
necessary  expenses  of  students  in  College  or  in  the  General 
Seminary,  who  are  preparing  for  the  sacred  ministry.  In 
the  General  Seminary,  as  well  as  in  St.  Stephen's  Training 
College,  their  instruction  is  given  to  them  gratuitously.  But 
there  are  other  urgent  needs,  food,  clothing,  ifec,  which  have 
to  be  supplied  ;  and  this  is  the  kindly  and  most  useful  office 
of  the  Society  I  have  named.  Tlie  treasury  of  this  Society 
is  supplied  in  part  from  the  annual  income  of  its  permanent 
property,  and  in  part  from  the  contributions  of  the  Parishes 
of  the  Diocese.  This  "  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion 
and  Learning"  is  constituted  by  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese 
our  Society  for  "  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry,"  if  yon  choose 
to  apply  to  it  that  questionable  title — our  agent  for  receiving 
and  distributing  funds  for  the  use  of  young  men  looking 
forward  to  the  sacred  ministry.  It  is  by  Canon  recom- 
mended to  the  support  of  all  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese. 
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Its  income  from  its  permatient  property  is  nearly  uritloi 
somewhat  increased  by  the  changes  in  tlie  value  of  propertj? 
in  recent  tlmc^  ;  but  its  income  from  the  contribntions  of  thi 
Parishes  of  the   Diocese   is   necessarily   variable,   being 
course  larger  or  smaller,  as  the  Parishes  are  more  or  h 
ptmctual  and  liberal  in  tbair  ofierings  to  that  Fund.     Tl 
whole  income,  derived  from  both  sources,  or  very  nearly  tl 
whole,  is  devoted  to  uses  bearing  directly  upon  the  incres 
of  the  ministry,  tlie  support  of  those  who  are  preparing  fot' 
its  sacred  duties. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  contributions  from  the  ParishM 
are  few  and  small,  being  this  year  abont  $1,000  from  sixty 
Parishes.  A  large  proportion  of  the  Parishes  of  theDioccse 
contribute  nothing  to  this  most  interesting  fund.  Lai^c  aa 
is  tiic  amonnt  annually  contributed  by  that  Society  toward 
the  promotion  of  religion  and  learning,  toward  t!ie  prepara- 
tion of  those  who  are  to  be  the  future  ministers  of  this  Church 
in  every  part  of  the  country,  the  benefit  might  be  vaatJy 
augmented  if  the  p(irochial  Clergy  and  their  people  wouli 
more  generally  take  a  warm  interest  in  the  endeavor  to  pro^ 
cnre  a  more  abundant  supply  of  laborers  for  the  Lord's 
Harvest,  in  the  endeavor  to  assist  and  encourage  young  men 
who  are  ready  to  give  themselves  to  the  service  of  their 
Divine  Master,  but  who  have  nothing  else  to  give.  The 
opportunities  to  do  good  in  this  way  are  abundant  enongh  ; 
but  our  abilityi  the  ability  of  that  Society,  is  limited  by  the 
BcantincBS  of  the  supplies  that  come  to  us.  For  every  addi- 
tional $200  or  $300  contributed  to  that  fund,  one  more  yonnf; 
man  can  be  helped  on  bis  way  to  join  the  ranks  of  the  sacred 
ministry. 

Tlie  claims  of  this  Society,  and  the  fact  that  contribntions 
to  it  from  the  Parishes  are  required  by  Canon,  have  been 
very  often  stated.  The  prevalent  neglect  is  something  re- 
markable. In  the  moan  time,  somewhat  indnstrious  and 
persistent  efforts  ave  made  to  enlist  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of 
this  Dioceso  in  the  support  of  an  organi^^atiou  whose  chief 
originators  and  managers  are  in  other  Dioceses — an  organiza- 
tion whose  otgect  is  identical  with  that  of  our  "  Society  for 
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the  Promotion  of  Beligion  and  Learning" — the  object  of 
assisting  young  men  who  are  looking  forward  to  the  sacred 
ministry.  I  allude  to  the  organization  entitled  the  ^'  Society 
for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry." 

And  here  I  feel  bound  to  correct  a  grave  misapprehension. 
Some  excellent  persons  in  remote  parts  of  the  country  have, 
I  am  told,  expressed  their  surprise  that^^  the  Bishop  of  New- 
York  should  be  opposed  to  the  ^  Society  for  the  Increase  of 
the  Ministry !' "  The  Bishop  of  New- York  is  not  opposed 
to  the  "  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry."  He  is 
entirely  content  that  any  society  should  be  engaged  in  so 
gopd  a  cause  in  quarters  where  it  is  needed,  and  where  it 
does  not* interfere  with  Diocesan  institutions  devoted  to  pre- 
cisely the  same  object.  In  this  Diocese  the  exterior  "  Society 
for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry  "  is  not  needed,  and  it  does 
interfere  directly  with  a  Diocesan  Institution  engaged  in 
precisely  the  same  work. 

I  have  said,  that  somewhat  industrious  and  persistent  efforts 
are  made  by  the  friends  of  that  Society  to  secure  for  it  the 
support  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Diocese.  Its  agents 
busy  themselves  in  the  city  and  Diocese,  and  I  have  been  not 
a  little  surprised  at  the  pains  taken  to  get  up  public  meetings 
in  the  interest  of  that  Society  in  and  about  this  city,  and  to 
enlist  as  advocates  Bishops  or  Clergy  who  can  be  induced  to 
plead  its  cause. 

During  all  this  time  the  disapproval  of  the  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese  was  perfectly  well  known  to  the  reverend  gentle- 
m^,  who,  in  the  beginning,  was  the  chief  agent  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  might  have  been  well  known  to  every  friend  of 
that  Society,  if  that  reverend  gentleman,  and  others  who 
knew  very  well  what  he  knew,  had  done  their  duty.  At  the 
very  outset  of  the  agency  of  that  person,  I  told  him  very  dis- 
tinctly that  we  had  our  Diocesan  Society  for  the  Increase  of 
the  Ministry ;  that  we  did  not  require  his  aid,  and  did  not 
wish  him  to  interfere  with  our  Diocesan  work.  He  replied, 
that  there  were  a  few  persons  in  this  Diocese  who  had  con- 
tributed something  to  his  Society,  and  that  he  would  like  to 


be  allowed  to  continue  to  receive  their  contributionB,  To  I 
this  I  intimated  that  I  eliould  make  no  serions  objection.  1  I 
knew  that  he  fully  understood  my  position,  and  the  reaBon  I 
of  it,  for  he  afterwards  communicated  the  facts  to  othere.         I 

Bat  he  has  since  assumed  a  bolder  tone,  and  claimed  the  1 
right  to  come  into  this  Diocese  with  or  without  the  consent  I 
of  the  Bishop,  on  the  ground  that  his  Society  was  a  general  I 
society.  I  must  bo  excused  from  ai^uing  any  such  qnestiou  I 
with  him,  or  with  anybody  else.  The  Society  of  this  Dio-  I 
cese,  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning-,  I 
is  practically  a  general  society,  for  it  is  in  the  habit  of  assist-  I 
ing  jonng  men  fVoni  other  Dioceses ;  and  it  has  always  acted  I 
on  the  most  comprehensive  principles,  assisting  worthy  yonng  I 
men  who  needed  assistance  without  regard  to  tlieir  tone  of  ] 
religions  thought,  provided  tliey  were  fairly  within  the  limitB  j 
of  the  Church's  toleration.  I 

Were  the  chief  promoters  of  the  "Society  for  the  Increase  | 
of  the  Ministry"  mainly  of  that  class  of  Churchmen  who  do-  I 
spise  ecclesiastical  principles,  and  take  pleasnre  in  doing  what  I 
is  contrary  to  those  principles,  and  to  the  known  wishes  of 
the  Bishop,  I  should  not  waste  a  breath  upon  their  doings. 
But  that  I  do  not  take  to  be  the  fact  with  the  patrons  of  that 
Society, 

I  shall  be  very  sorry  if  what  1  have  now  said  shonld  give 
pain  to  any  of  my  clerical  friends  and  brethren,  who,  throDj^ 
inadvertence  bnd  In  igtiorance  of  the  facts,  have  been  indnced 
to  t^o  an  interest  in  the  intrading  Society.  I  have  no  donbt 
there  Are  many  sncfa.  I  certainly  have  no  disposition  to  take 
any  severe  vieW  of  what  may  have  happened  to  be  their  ac- 
tion. Feelings  of  delicacy  Lave  kept  me  silent  longer  than 
they  should  have  done.  Bat  I  am  not  reapotisible  for  aaj  . 
misapprehension.  The  managers  of  that  Society  had  long 
ago  the  means  among  tbemselves  of  knowing  the  whole  tratb. 
And  niany  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese  have  learned  the 
&cts  from  my  own  lips.  The  coarse  of  things  has  been  sneh, 
that  1  have  felt  bndnd  from  &elf-re^>ect,  and  from  regard  to 
the  dignity  and  interestt  of  this  Diocese,  to  say  what  I  have

now  fiaid.  But  I  must  beg  to  decline  any  discnssion  of  the 
Bubject  in  private  or  in  public  with  any  person  or  persons 
whatsoever.  And  I  conclude  with  once  more  commending 
"  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning  of 
the  State  of  New-York"  to  the  canonical  support  of  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Diocese.  It  is  owr  Society  for  the 
Increase  of  the  Ministry.

Dear  Brethren  :  It  becomes  mj  duty  to  announce,  offidaUy,  what  is 
already  known  to  very  many  of  yon,  that  I  propose  to  embark  for  England 
on  the  16th  of  July,  chiefly  with  a  yiew  to  attend  a  meeting^  at  the  Palace  at 
Lambeth,  of  so  many  of  the  Bishops  in  communion  with  the  Ang^Iican  Church 
as  can  he  assembled  in  September  upon  the  inTitation  of  the  Archbishop,  sent 
forth  some  weeks  since. 

The  decision  in  favor  of  this  step  was  not  reached  by  me  till  after  longr  and 
anxious  consideration.  I  had  no  wish  to  cross  the  ocean  this  year,  and  no 
thought  of  doing  so.  Indeed,  there  were  peculiar  circumstances,  personal  to 
myself,  which  made  me  very  averse  to  leaving  the  country  at  this  time. 
During  the  past  year  I  had,  indeed,  read  over  some  of  my  old  English  letters, 
and  thought  of  the  faces  which  had  beamed  upon  me  with  so  much  kindness, 
(some  of  which  are  passing  away,)  and  I  had  felt  keenly  that  I  would  like  to 
look  upon  those  that  remain  once  more  before  this  earthly  scene  should  close 
upon  us.  But  I  had  entertained  the  hope  tliat  a  year  or  two  hence  such  a 
vision  might  bo  realized  more  conveniently  than  at  present. 

Nevertheless,  from  the  first  moment  of  the  announcement  of  the  proposed 
Council  at  Lambeth,  I  felt  that  the  very  attempt,  whatever  might  be  its 
immediate  issue,  would  make  an  important  era  in  the  history  of  our  one 
Apostolic  Church  :  and  I  felt,  moreover,  that  the  invitation  of  the  Arch- 
bishop, issued  not  hastily,  but  after  receiving  counsel  from  the  most  weighty 
quarters,  including  tho  Convocations  of  the  Provinces  of  Canterbury  and 
York,  was  of  a  character  to  command  tho  respect  and  enlist  the  sympathy  of 
every  Catholic-minded  Bishop,  as  of  every  earnest  and  loyal  Churchman. 
Verily,  it  is  time  for  the  Chief  Pastors  of  a  great  Reformed  Catholic  and 
Apostolic  Communion,  reaching  all  around  the  globe,  embracing  different 
nationalities,  but  knit  together  by  the  same  faith,  the  same  orders  and  tho 
same  ritual,  to  think  of  meeting  together  to  consult  about  their  work,  and 
about  tho  interests  of  "  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus."  And  if  it  be  proper  to 
contemplate  the  idea  of  such  a  meeting,  it  is  surely  proper  for  any  Bishop  to 
consider  very  seriously  with  himself  whether  he  cannot  be  present  without 
material  loss  to  the  interests  more  immediately  related  to  him.  It  is  not  a 
paltry  question  whether  his  health  demand,  or  his  tastes  prompt  him,  to  a 
foreign  excursion,  but  whether  an  Apostolic  appeal  like  that  which  comes 
forth  from  tho  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  calling  his  brethren  from  every 
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thon  to  an  united  and  loving  conference,  be  not  worthy  of  a  cordial  affirm- 
ative response,  if  it  be  posmble  (that  is,  consistent  with  other  duties)  to  make 
it  Of  coarse,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  all,  bat  1  trust  it  will  be  both  posnUs 
and  agreeable  to  many. 

It  has  been  said  that  such  a  Council  will  be  without  authority.  Of  acts  of 
Parliament,  or  of  canons  ecclesiastical,  providing  for  such  a  meeting,  there 
are,  indeed,  none,  nor  are  any  necessary.  Can  a  Council  of  the  Cliief  Pastors 
of  such  a  communion,  spread  over  the  whole  earth,  be  without  authority  Y 
They  will  make  no  canons.  They  may  issue  no  formal  declaration.  I  hope 
they  will  not.  But  their  loving  consultation,  bringing  together  intelligence 
and  experience  from  every  quarter  of  the  globe,  will  be  sure  to  draw  after 
them  consequences,  and  be  of  a  nature  to  cheer  the  hearts  of  the  fiELithfuL 

While  such  thoughts  were  passing  in  my  mind,  I  gradually  began  to 
recognise  the  appearance  of  a  very  general  desire,  not  only  in  this  Diocese, 
but  in  other  quarters,  that  the  Bishop  of  New-Tork  should  not  be  absent 
from  the  proposed  Council.  Under  such  drcumstanoes,  it  became  at  once 
my  duty  and  my  pleasure  to  consult  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese— 
the  recognised  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop.  I  requested  their  opinion,  if 
they  should  incline  to  give  it,  as  to  the  expediency  of  my  making  an  effort 
to  attend  the  proposed  Council,  and  also  as  to  the  expediency  of  an  adjourn- 
ment, in  such  case,  of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  (appointed  for 
the  same  time  with  the  meeting  of  the  Bishops  at  Lambeth)  to  some  day  in 
November  next.  The  Standing  Committee  sent  me  a  prompt  reply,  that  in 
their  judgment  it  is  expedient  that  the  Bishop  attend  the  proposed  Council, 
and  also,  that  in  that  case  it  is  expedient  that  he  recommend  the  Convention 
to  adjourn  to  day  of  November  next.    In  this  judgment  of  the 

Standing  Committee  I  have  no  doubt  the  Diocese  will  cordially  concur.  In- 
deed, the  meeting  of  the  Convention  some  time  in  the  month  of  November 
will  be,  on  several  accounts,  more  acceptable  to  a  large  part  of  the  Diocese 
than  would  be  one  at  the  usual  time. 

In  recommending,  therefore,  as  I  do,  in  accordance  with  the  advice  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  that  all  business  of  the  Convention,  save  that  of  merely 
organizing,  if  that  be  deemed  necessary,  to  the  extent  of  a  quorum,  for  the 
purpose  of  adjourning,  be  postponed  to  an  adjourned  or  special  Convention, 
to  be  held  on  some  day  near  the  middle  of  November,  to  be  hereafter  desig- 
nated, I  feel  quite  sure  that  I  am  meeting  the  preferences  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  of  the  Diocese. 

Were  there  any  important  interest  requiring  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
to  meet  at  the  usual  time  and  transact  all  its  businesB*in  my  absence,  I  should 
have  entire  confidence  in  the  wisdom  and  kindness  of  its  action.  But  such 
not  being  the  case,  and  a  very  general  and  earnest  desire  having  been  expres- 
sed by  the  Clergy  and  Laity  that  the  Bishop  may  be  present  with  them  at 
their  annual  gathering,  the  measure  of  post}x>nement  has  been  thought  most 
proper.  It  will  be  understood,  then,  by  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity 
from  a  distance,  that  there  will  be  no  occasion  for  them  to  trouble  themselves 
to  appear  in  Convention,  until  they  shall  have  been  summoned  for  the  pro- 
X>osed  day  in  November. 
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God,  most  merciful,  grant,  dear  brethren,  that  we  may  meet  together  in 
peace,  and  be  enabled,  through  his  goodness,  to  render  a  good  report  of  oar 
stewardship.  Even  while  I  write,  the  mortal  remains  of  one  of  the  most 
venerable  and  beloved  of  our  Laity  (the  Hon.  John  A.  King)  rest  in  the 
mansion  so  long  associated  with  his  name,  awaiting  the  last  offices  of  Friend* 
ship  and  Religion.  It  is  a  double  grief  to  me  that  I  must  depart  without 
appearing  among  the  mourners  for  one  whom  I  so  truly  honored  and  loved. 
Ehrery  day  brings  its  own  admonition  to  us  to  be  diligent  and  earnest  in  our 
work,  ever  ready  for  the  closing  up  of  our  record  on  earth. 

May  I  ask  the  prayers  of  the  Church  for  my  preservation  on  the  great  deep. 

Before  the  meeting  of  the  proposed  Council  at  Lambeth  in  September,  I 
shall  hope  to  set  forth  a  prayer  to  be  used  immediately  preceding  and  during 
the  session. 

Permit  'me  to  commend  to  your  particular  attention  the  interests  of  the 
Fund  for  our  IHocesan  Missions.  Up  to  this  time,  during  the  present  eccle- 
siastical year,  the  Treasurer  has  been  able  to  meet  promptly  all  claims  upon 
that  Fund.  But  the  sunmier  months  are  usually  found  most  difficult  to  pro- 
vide for.  I  need  not  say  how  important  ample  supplies  for  that  fund  are  to 
the  mission  work  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  comfort  and  effidency  of  the 
faithful  laborers  who  are  prosecuting  it.  Charge  your  memories  with  it,  my 
dear  brethren,  and  let  no  interest  suffer  for  lack  of  your  timely  and  earnest 
support. 

I  will  only  add  that,  during  my  absence,  the  Standing  Committee  will  be 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  for  all  purposes  for  which  it  can 
need  to  act. 

And  now,  Beloved  Brethren,  I  commend  you  to  God,  and  to  the  guidance 
of  His  Spirit.  I  bid  you  an  affectionate  farewell,  as  I  trust,  for  only  a  brief 
season.  May  the  adorable  Head  of  the  Church  watch  over  His  flock,  keeping 
safe  both  Pastors  and  People,  and  at  length  restoring  them  to  each  other  in 
peace  and  love.

Dear  Brethren  :  In  my  few  parting  words  to  you  on  leaving  the  conn- 
try,  I  intimated  that  I  might  set  forth  a  Form  of  Prayer  to  be  used  lu  tho 
Churches  of  the  Diocese  immediately  before  and  during  the  Conference  of 
Bishops  at  Lambeth,  on  the  24th,  25th  and  26th  of  this  month. 
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I  wonld  now  most  affectionately  recommend  the  use  of  tlie  following  named 
Prayer,  on  the  Sunday  and  Monday  preceding  the  Conference,  and  during 
the  days  of  its  session,  with  the  slight  alterations  rendered  necessary  and 
herein  mentioned : 

L  Immediately  before  the  General  Thanksgiving,  the  Prayer  appointed 
for  -our  Diocesan  and  Qeneral  Conventions,  with  these  few  modifications : 
*•  We  beseech  Thee  to  be  present  with  the  Council  of  the  Chief  Pastors  of 
Thy  Church,  now  about  to  he  asscrnbled^"  or  "  note  assembled"  (as  the  case  noay 
be,)  "  in  a  Foreign  land  in  Thy  Name  and  Presence ;"  and  substituting  the 
words  "  them  "  and  *'  their,"  for  "  us"  and  "  our." 

II.  Inmiediately  after  the  foregoing  Prayer,  introduce  the  concluding  Prayer 
of  the  Institution  Office. 

IIL  After  the  Collect  for  the  Day  in  the  Morning  Service,  or  immediately 
before  the  Benediction  in  tlio  Evening  Service,  the  First  and  Second  of  the 
Ccdlects  for  Good  Friday. 

IV.  I  would  also  recommend  the  use,  on  the  Sunday  and  Wednesday,  of 
the  Discretionary  portion  of  the  Litany. 

Again  commending  you,  Beloved  Brethren,  to  the  protection  and  favor  of 
the  Chief  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  Souls,  our  dear  Lord  and  Saviour,

the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  con- 
firmations, marriages  and  funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  Com- 
municants in  his  Parish  or  Church ;  also  the  state  and  condition 
of  the  Sunday-Schools  in  his  Parish ;  also  the  amount  of  the 
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Communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  miaaions,  diocesan,  i» 
mestic  and  foreign,  for  parocliial  schools,  for  Church  purposes  ii 
general,  and  of  all  other  muttcrB  that  may  throw-  light  on  titA 
Bamc.  And  every  Clergyman,  not  regularly  settled  in  any 
Parish  or  Church,  ehal I  also  report  the  oceaaional  Berviucs  he 
may  have  performed  ;  and,  if  ho  have  performed  no  audi  service^ 
the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.  And  iheat 
Reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  shall  tliiuk  fit,  may 
be  read  in  Convention,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  Jonmali

Thecost  of  travel  alaa 
la  greater  tban  In  almost  any  other  part  of  the  conntry.  averaging  nearly  ten  centa  pn 
mile  tbr  that  whole  distance.  The  regalar  income  oot  of  which  all  theae  eipenaea  ate  to 
be  paid  le  only  $1,160.  And  while  Ibis  matter  is  tn  hand,  It  may  be  as  well  to  mention  aa 
the  drawbacka  and  disadTantagcs  to  which  the  Hliaionary  here  ia  enhjected.  Tbo  neanM 
aerlcal  neighbor  la  aliteen  miles.  The  labor  of  each  Lord's  Day  la  eo  eovere  that  none 
Of  tbeae  Clerical  nclgbbora  ever  propoae  an  "  exchange,"  The  place  Is  eo  remote  from 
Ibeordlnaiy  lines  of  Iravel  thai  a  Clergyman  of  the  Chnrcb  never  etope  berc  over  Snnday. 
There  <a  no  Layman  who  con  aeelet  In  any  part  of  the  pabllc  Services,  The  Itlafkaurr 
mnat  do  all— all  the  reading,  preaching  and  catechizing  of  Snnday  acboola,  whatever  hi* 
Ihllgne,  or  (ha  slate  of  hla  health.  He  la  ont  of  reach  of  all  public  LIbnriee.  and  of  Iboae  of 
hla Clerical  bnthrcn,  Ble  work  le  eolltaiy  and  apparently  nnrecognleed.  and  it  la  ecrtainlj 
wlthont  adeqnato  meaae  and  appliances  (br  proaecntlng  It  If  St.  Paul  waa  grieved  that 
ho  was  ■'  left  at  Athena  alone"  for  the  apace  of  a  tew  weeka  only,  what  would  ho  think 
of  an  arrangement  wbleb  ehonld  have  leftblm  at  Keesevllle  alone  for  the  laet  four  year*. 
These  Ihinge  are  aald  not  In  the  spirit  of  grumbling  discontent,  nor  beoase  it  la  anp- 
posed  that  theae  labors  and  prlrBtloni  are  miprocedented ;  tmt  becanae  theae  Ikcta  onght 
to  be  beUei  nndentood.

M.  Postlethwaite, 
OUT  Mission  Chapel  (corner  of  Clinton  and  Luqueer  streets)  has  grown  into  a  thriving 
and  self-sustaining  congregation,  and  is  duly  incorporated  under  the  name  of  **  The 
Chorch  of  our  Saviour."

The  work  of  this  Mission  la  almost  entirely  among  the  seamen  and  boatmen,  who 
visit  the  dty  and  port  of  New-Tork,  and  for  this  reason  we  can  report  but  little  of  regn- 
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lar  Parish  work.    The  pastoral  visiting  is  mostly  done  on  board  of  tho  Teasels  IjiBf 
moored  at  our  whanres,  and  aboat  Iwelve  hundred  snch  visits  have  been  made  bj  tke 
Missionary  during  the  year.    It  has  been  fonnd  impracticable  to  sustain  a  Sonday-SdKMl 
In  connection  with  oar  Chapel,  in  consequence  of  the  nearness  of  St  Jotm^s  and  St 
Luke's  Churches,  whose  Sunday  Schools  offer  so  much  greater  inducements  for  tbe  cbil- 
dren  of  our  regular  flimilics,  that  they  invariably  draw  them  away  fh)m  us,  and  it  is  Im- 
possible to  sustain  a  school  from  the  children  that  dwell  in  tho  vessels  and  barges. 

No  collections  are  made  in  our  Chapel,  except  those  of  the  Communion  offerings,  tad 
what  is  placed  in  the  boxes  at  the  door  for  the  Poor,  and  the  purchase  of  books  Ibr  gm- 
tuitous  distribution,  among  the  seamen  and  boatmen  who  attend  our  services,  andiBoof 
whom  nearly  1,000  volumes  have  been  distributed ;  besides,  a  large  number  of  ]KUes,  Tes* 
taments,  Prayer-Books  and  Tracts  have  been  distributed,  so  that  we  can  only  npott  eon* 
tribntions  for  tho  Poor.

The  men  for  whose  spiritual  benefit  our  services  are  sustained  by  the  **  Church  Mi*- 

eionary  Society  for  Seamen,'''  are  fo  irrc^ilar  in  their  attendance  throngh  their  calling  as 
to  afford  no  data  for  a  Parish  report.  They,  therefore,  arc  not  reported  upon  in  the 
Btati.-tics  prellxed.  We  may  say  hero  that  saih>rs  are  not  as  nunieroua  in  port,  through 
the  dcpresi-ion  of  our  conunereial  marine,  as  in  former  years.  Still  very  encouraijln;; 
numbers  of  Ihoni  find  their  \vay  every  ^^unday  to  our  place  of  worship,  and  many  an  in- 
cident mi,i,'ht  he  told  to  thow  that  our  labors  amon;^  them  are  not  in  vain. 

The  statistics  are  made  iij)  coucernin;,'  the  landspeople,  who  compose  the  nncleu«of  a 
Parish.  Concerning  them  it  should  be  remembered  that  our  section  of  the  city  i»under- 
goin;;  a  raj)id  and  radical  chanirein  tho  character  of  the  inhabitants.  Many  per^ons  wor- 
ehippiiii;  in  our  Chapel  for  years  have  moved  into  the  up  town  wards  or  have  *;one  out  of 
the  city.  Wcare  at  i)rest.nt  worshipi)ing  in  a  hall  with  no  warning  bell,  ns  at  one  time, 
to  call  the  ship's  company  toi^'other,  and  the  Missionary  has  positive  knowledge  ih:it  cor 
location  and  circumstances  operate  against  our  Parish  work. 

During  the  year  we  have  also  lost  by  death  a  most  valuable  auxiliary,  the  late  John 
Byrne.  For  years  several  liberal  churchmen  have  sustained  this  man  as  colporteur  in 
connection  with  us,  and  for  this  agency  he  was  well  (lualilied.  Formerly  a  sailor,  he  knew 
the  ways  of  seamen,  and  through  the  Divine  blessing  was  instrumental  in  leadin«'  raanv 
of  them  to  the  house  and  to  a  using  of  the  book  of  prayer. 

Report  of  Rev.  Robert  J.  Walkeu,  Missionary-at-Large  to  Seamen  in  the 
Citv  and  Port  of  New -York. 

The  Missionary-at-Large  is  enabled  to  report  with  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church,  who  has  conferred   upon  him  the  requisite  strength,  that  on  every   Sunday 
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thronghoat  the  year  DiTlne  Service  has  been  celebrated,  and  Bermona  delivered  at  or  near 
Coentiee  Slip  to  the  men  of  the  aea,  and  the  boatmen  who  navigate  the  rivers  and  canala 
of  the  interior.  About  two-thirds  of  the  Missionary's  hearers  have  been  persons  who 
gain  their  livelihood  on  the  water.  Sailors  of  America,  England,  Ireland,  Scotland, 
Wales,  Sweden,  Denmark,  Norway,  Holland,  Germany,  France,  Spain,  Portngal,  Italy, 
Africa,  South  America,  the  West  Indies  and  China,  have  sat  or  stood  together  as  brethren 
worshipping  the  same  God,  relying  on  the  merits  of  the  same  Saviour,  and  in  many  in- 
■tances  using  the  words  of  the  same  Liturgy  to  express  the  emotions  of  the  soul ;  thus 
sublimely  and  practically  fhlfilling  the  prayer  of  the  Redeemer,  that  His  disciples  might 
be  an  of  one  heart  and  mind.  Perhaps  there  is  no  service  held  on  this  continent  which 
« has  effected  so  much  in  removing  prejudices,  and  in  commending  our  beloved  CThurch  to 
the  favorable  consideration  of  others,  than  these  open  air  services  at  Coentics  Slip. 

In  the  Brooklyn  City  Hospital,  where  the  Missionary  is  a  frequent  visitor,  and  in  other 
hospitals  where  he  is  an  occasional  visitor,  about  one  thousand  seamen,  sick  or  dying, 
have  had  their  spiritual  wants  attended  to ;  very  consolatory  to  many  of  these  poor  fel- 
lows—natives of  various  lands— have  these  visits  proved.  The  dying  sailor  has  been  di- 
rected to  take  refbgo  from  the  coming  storm  in  the  haven  which  God  has  himself  provi- 
ded at  so  great  a  cost  Not  a  few  have  gladly  received  his  instructions,  and  have  closed 
their  eyes  in  peace  with  God  and  man. 

The  Missionary  has  also  been  in  constant  attendance  throughout  the  year  at  the  So- 
ciety's Home  in  Franklin  Square ;  holding  frequent  services,  conversing  with  the  sailor- 
boarders,  distributing  religious  books,  tracts  and  papers,  and  co-operating  with  the  super- 
intendent in  various  ways  in  advancing  the  general  interests  of  the  house.

The  venerable  corporation  of  Trinity  Church,  on  application,  at  once  transferred  to  it 
its  annual  appropriation  of  eight  hundred  dollars,  formerly  given  to  the  Emmanuel 
Church,  and  subsequently  to  St  Thomas*  Mission. 

The  property  is  held  in  the  name  of  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Yestrymen  of  the  Church 
of  St  Ambrose,  in  the  City  of  New-Tork. 

There  is  still  due  upon  the  Church  property  a  little  rising  of  $13,000.

Besides  the  £&milles  regularly  attendant  upon  the  Chapel,  there  is  always  a  congrega- 
tion averaging  forty  of  the  women  and  children,  inmates  of  St.  Barnabas*  House.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  over  fourteen  hundred  destitute  and  afflicted  women  have  been 
worshippers  once,  at  least,  in  our];C7hapel. 

Since  the  1st  of  May,  the  Chapel  has  also  been  attended  by  the  girls  who  have  found  a 
home  at  the  house  opened  for  their  protection  and  encouragement,  by  the  Midnight  Mis- 
sion, at  23  Amity-street.  The  average  number  has  been  about  eight ;  not  all  the  inmates 
attending  at  any  one  service. 

The  number  of  flimilles  reported  is  less  by  at  least  fifty  than  those  who  are  actually  at- 
tendants, though  not  regular  attendants  at  the  CThapel ;  at  least  this  number  of  flimilles 
additional  are  regularly  visited.  The  attendants  at  the  Chai)el  are  all  poor.  The  weekly 
Offertoiy  has  amounted,  however,  to  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

During  Lent,  eighty  dollars  were  contributed  towards  a  building  ftmd  by  the  CThurch  and 
Snnday  School. 

A  flree  reading-room  has  lately  been  established. 

Our  District  Visiting  Committee  numbers  thirty  gentlemen,  who  meet  and  report 
weekly.  The  Ladies*  Industrial  Department,  numbering  forty  ladies,  gives  out  work 
to  fifty  poor  women,  holds  a  women's  meeting  for  a  like  number,  an  industrial  school 
of  170  children,  and  visits  weekly,  making  weekly  reports.

He  has  lately  begun  a  service  with  S.  S.,  half  a  day  on  Sunday,  at  Cornwall  Landing,  a 
destitute  place,  religiously.  Results  thus  flur  encouraging.  A  Sunday-School  ^thered 
there  of  some  60  scholars  gives  hope  of  some  permanent  good. 

Much  of  this  is  due  to  the  fiiith  and  earnest  persevering  labor  of  a  lady,  who  haa  de- 
voted herself  to  the  work  for  months  past 

By  means  of  a  Fair,  the  past  summer,  gotten  up  by  the  congregation  and  one  or  two 
earnest  fitmilics  firom  the  city,  we  have  obtained  (by  the  liberality  of  fiends  and 
brethren  ftrom  abroad,  most  from  New-Tork  and  Brooklyn)  $500— cnou^  to  pay  the 
debt  on  the  Parsonage,  except  $100. 

We  need  a  tower,  and  have  the  Cliurch  completed  and  consecrated,  which  we  hope  to  see 
done  in  time,  without  Fairs  and  such  like.

Thirty-one  years  ago  I  commenced  my  Ministry  in  this  Parish,  remained  here  three 
years,  and  was  removed  by  Hshop  Onderdonk  to  do  Mission  work  in  New-Tork.  Aftor 
an  absence  of  twenty-eight  years  the  Parishioners  invited  me  to  come  and  live  among 
them  and  be  over  them  in  the  Lord.  I  have  been  with  them  five  montlis.  The  old  Parish 
had,  unto  within  two  years,  become  almost  extinct— no  Bector,  no  services— not  as  much 
am  Lay  reading,  and  the  Presbyterians  held  their  services  in  the  Church.  The  Bev.  L.  L 
Townsend,  of  Danbury,  Conn.,  was  invited  to  visit  the  Parish ;  he  was  moved  with  com- 
passion, and  commenced  Divine  service.  He  associated  vdth  him  the  Bev.  Wm.  L.  Peck, 
also  of  Danbury.  They  gave  alternate  services,  God  blessed  them,  the  congregation  was 
restored,  a  Sunday-School  of  eight  scholars  was  fbrmed,  and  a  class  of  eleven  were  pre- 
sented to  Bishop  Potter  for  confirmation.  Every  thing  assumed  a  Church-like  form,  and 
a  );»romising  field  of  useftdness  invited  itself  to  some  Clergyman  who  could  go  and  live  in 
the  Parish.  Neither  Mr.  Townsend  nor  his  assistant  could  do  this,  they  had  to  return  to 
their  own,,  work  in  their  own  Diocese ;  hence,  the  call  and  aecepkinee  of  the  present  and 
old  Minister.  With  God's  help,  great  good  can  be  effected.  We  earnestly  pray  for  His 
Messing ;  and  hope,  that,  if  we  see  another  Convention,  our  Bxport  win  be  more  flill  and 
■atlaikctory.

Thlfi  Parish  was  admitted  into  anion  with  the  Conyention  last  year,  tiaving  been 
organized  bat  a  short  time  previoas  to  its  admission.  I  entered  apon  my  duties  as  Rector 
on  the  first  Sonday  in  Advent.  At  that  time  a  room  had  been  comfortably  fitted  ap  for 
our  services,  a  good  cabinet  organ  liad  been  parchased,  and  the  mnsical  part  of  the 
eervices  were  weU  rendered,  (chiefly  in  a  congregational  manner,)  onder  the  direction  of 
a  gentleman  who  is  now  a  dcvoat  member  of  the  Charch. 

The  congregations  were  such  tliat  an  enlargement  of  oar  accommodations  soon  became 
a  necessity.  Our  original  proportions  wore  accordingly  nearly  doubled,  and  the  result  has 
proved  the  wisdom  of  the  experiment.  Uowever,  for  the  proper  lengthening  the  cords 
and  strengthening  the  stakes  of  our  Zion,  something  more  permanent  was  desirable. 
The  Vestry,  therefore,  with  commendable  zeal,  purchased  eight  lots,  in  a  desirable  locality, 
and  have  erected  thereon  a  beautifal  stone  Charch,  capable  of  seating  nearly  400  persons, 
which  we  hope  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  Christmas  ;  and  which,  when  completed, 
will  compare  favorably  with  any  Church  building,  of  the  same  dimensions,  on  Long 
Island. 

It  will  be  seen  that  my  report  covers  only  a  space  of  ten  months,  yet  to  both  pastor  and 
people  it  has  been  a  season  of  encouragement  and  realized  hope. 

Oar  congregations  are  good,  earnest  and  devout.  Our  contributions  compare  fkvorably 
with  many  older,  larger  and  more  able  Parishes.  At  the  first  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  only  seventeen  persons  received  those  pledges  of  a  Saviour's  love. 

In  ten  months  we  more  than  reverse  those  figures,  our  present  number  of  communicants 
being  78.  Some  had  never  identifled  themselves  with  the  Charch  since  their  removal  to 
this  place,  and  others  had  not  partaken  of  the  Uoly  Communion  since  their  confirmation. 
But  with  the  blessing  of  God  and  a  little  fireside  preaching,  they  have  been  brought  to  a 
sense  of  their  duty,  which  this,  my  first  report  from  this  young,  vigorous  and  eneigetic 
Parish,  sufllciently  attests. 

The  Sunday-School  is  in  excellent  condition,  being  entirely  nnder  the  care  of  Mr. 
William  Mulligan,  whose  life  is  a  record  of  good  works. 

There  are  many  persons  whose  names  I  should  rejoice  to  mention,  but  to  omit  any 
would  be  invidious,  for  there  is  not  one  who,  having  put  his  hand  to  the  plough,  has 
manifested  a  desire  to  turn  back.  As  in  the  past,  so  in  the  future,  may  our  watchword 
ever  be,  Yeetigia  nvtta  retrorsum.

We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  work  of  enlarging  the  Church  was  begun  on  Monday 
in  Whitsun-Week.  Since  then  every  thing  has  been  vigorously  prosecuted  by  the  able 
and  efficient  building  Committee.  There  has  been  added  an  addition  of  twenty-five  feet 
to  the  rear  of  the  former  edifice.

In  rendering  my  last  report  from  this  Parish,  whose  birth  and  growth  I  have  watched 
daring  the  past  five  years,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  announce,  before  I  leave 
it  to  the  care  of  another,  that  it  contemplates  separating  Arom  the  mother  Church  at  Cald* 
vrell  to  become  self-supporting. 

It  has  been  with  delight  that  I  have  witnessed  the  change  firom  narrow-minded  sectari- 
anism to  the  broad  Catholic  principles  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  the  gradual  and  healthy 
growth  of  love  for  her  services,  and  the  erection  of  a  substantial  stone  building,  illustra- 
ting the  true  spirit  of  the  various  parts  of  those  services.  With  a  resident  and  earnest 
Rector,  whose  labors  shall  be  wholly  devoted  to  its  welfore,  and  whose  efforts  will  be  sus- 
tained by  a  liberal  and  energetic  Vestry,  the  Parish  cannot  but  make  rapid  progress. 

The  erection  of  a  proper  and  tasteAil  building  for  a  Parish  School  would  greatly  enliance 
the  prosperity  of  the  Church,  and  besides  laying  the  foundation  of  a  good  Christian  educa- 
tion for  young  children,  would  furnish  a  convenient  and  suitable  place  for  Sunday-School, 
as  well  as  week-day  services.

Within  the  last  Convention  year,  this  Parish  has  paid  the  balance  of  its  debt,  amount- 
ing to  tlureo  thousand  dollars,  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Church,  and  has  declared  itself 
self-supporting  from  January  next  But  this  has  not  been  accomplished  without  con- 
siderable self-sacrifice  on  the  part  of  many  in  the  congregation.  In  the  spring,  the  health 
of  the  Rector  completely  broke  down,  so  that  he  found  it  necessary  to  go  to  France  and 
Italy ;  he  was  absent  three  months.  Shortly  after  returning,  his  health  again  failed,  and 
his  people  kindly  ftamished  the  means,  and  sent  him  to  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  to  re- 
cover. This,  by  the  blessing  of  Ood,  he  has  done,  and  is  at  work  again  with  renewed  vigor. 
Were  it  not  for  the  above  absence,  it  is  presumed  the  number  of  baptisms,  communicants 
and  Sunday  scholars  would  have  been  larger.  The  Parish  has  lately  received  a  present  of 
a  set  of  handsome  gas  chandeliers,  and  a  peal  of  four  bells,  costing  $1,860.  The  teachers 
and  scholars  of  the  Sunday  School  are  now  at  work  to  raise  fhnds  to  build  a  Mission 
Chapel  for  the  poor  French  Canadians  of  Whitehall.  The  proportion  of  these  in  the 
population  of  the  town  is  so  large,  and  so  destitute  and  ignorant  are  these  people,  that 
it  must  not  occasion  surprise  if  most  of  our  charitable  contributions  are  given  for  their 
benefit.

The  Parish  has  showed  this  year  what  it  can  do.  Besides  paying  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  Church,  and  other  work  connected  therewith,  14,185,  there  has  been  paid  on  old 
accounts  against  the  Church  the  sum  of  $602  38  ;  $265  has  been  contributed  to  the  fhnd 
for  the  payment  of  the  mortgage  on  the  Church ;  the  donations  to  Missions.  Diocesan, 
Domestic  and  Foreign,  are  twice  as  large  as  they  were  last  year,  and  the  rental  of  the 
pews  has  been  increased  so  as  to  add  $400  to  the  Rector*s  salary. 

The  congregation  is  growing  steadily.  The  Sunday-School  has  outgrown  the  rooms 
provided  for  it,  and  had  we  a  building  suitable  for  the  purpose,  In  which  a  Parish  school 
could  be  established,  the  number  of  children  in  the  Sanday-School  could  easily  be 
doubled.

The  Church,  which  had  been  just  cleared  of  an  accumulated  debt  of  |7,000  for  some 
recent  adornments,  was  burned  the  week  before  Christmas.  Upon  the  building,  which 
was  of  stone  and  only  about  twelve  years  old,  there  was  an  insurance  of  only  |8,000. 

To  erect  and  complete  a  new  edifice,  such  as  is  required  by  the  Parish,  will  cost  ta\l

The  amount  already  paid  in  is  reported  above.  The  new  Church  is  being  rapidly  pushed 
forward,  so  that  there  are  hopes  of  its  being  ready  for  occupation  in  the  spring.

THe  Rev.  William  M.  Carmichael,  D.  D.,  residing  at  Hempstead,  Long 
Island,  reports  as  follows : 

Read  eonrico  and  preacbod  (as  temporary  assistant  of  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Charch, 
Rockaway,  darin<?  the  boarding  season)  10  times ;  read  service  and  preached  elsewhere, 
4  times ;  assisted  in  reading  service,  12  times ;  administered  Holy  Commanion,  8  times ; 
assisted  in  the  same,  9  times ;  officiated  at  funerals,  6  times ;  assisted  in  the  same,  7  times ; 
and  united  in  holy  wedlock,  one  couple. 

The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Croes,  reports : 

That  he  spent  the  last  winter  in  Tennessee  and  Mississippi,  and  officiated  on  almost 
every  Sunday,  on  Christmas  Day,  and  on  the  Festival  of  the  Circumcision.  From  the  23d 
of  December  to  the  17th  of  February,  inclusive,  he  had  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Holly 
Springs,  and  regularly  performed  parochial  duty.

Agreeably  to  the  reqaisitions  of  the  Canon,  I  beg  leave  to  report  to  70a,  that  since  m  j 
transfer  to  this  Diocese  last  spring,  I  have  officiated  each  Snnday  in  the  morning  in  Gract 
Chorch,  Soath  Oyster  Bay,  and  in  the  evening,  by  special  request  of  the  Rector,  the  Ber. 
Beaben  Riley,  in  Trinity  Parish,  Babylon. 

I  have  baptised  two  infants,  and  buried  one. 

The  Bey.  A.  C.  Tbbadwat  reports  as  follows : 

As  my  health  and  strength  permitted,  and  occasion  offered,  I  assisted  my  brethren  in 
the  two  Churches  in  Oswego  in  the  usual  duties  of  parochial  work  up  to  the  middle  of 
April  kst,  when  I  loft  New-Tork  for  California.  I  arrived  at  the  U.  S.  Navy  Yard,  Mart 
Island,  to  which  place  I  was  bound  on  a  visit  to  my  daughter,  the  fourth  of  the  following 
month.  Soon  after  which  I  commenced  services  at  Yallc^o,  a  town  immediately  across 
the  Bay  or  Strait,  where,  within  the  three  months  Just  elapsed,  a  large  congregation  has 
been  gathered,  and  a  Church  has  been  organized.  Two  lots  of  ground,  eligibly  situated, 
have  been  presented  to  the  Vestry,  and  a  subscription  is  In  considerable  forwardness  for  a 
handsome  edifice,  the  corner-stone  of  which,  it  Is  expected,  will  be  laid  in  the  course  of 
the  present  autumn,  and  the  work  forthwith  commenced.  The  Bishop  of  Califoraia  has 
made  us  one  visit,  and  will  shortly  be  acain  requested  to  come  up  and  confirm  the  newly 
baptized,  and  othcrv  who  are  now  awaiting  their  first  Communion. 

We  have  already  between  SO  and  80  Communicants,  and  the  prospect  is  r^arded  as 
being  very  fkvorable  and  encouraging,  considering  that  till  the  present  course  of  senicei 
here  commenced  the  last  of  June  only,  the  Church  here  was  almost  entirdy  unknown. 

Vallejo  (pronounced  Vallaho)  is  a  place  of  some  6,000  souls,  and  is  supported  in  part  by 
the  artizans  and  mechanics  employed  in  the  Kavy  Yard. 

I  have  also  rendered  one  service  at  Colusa,  in  Colusa  County,  where  I  have  bad  of- 
fered a  valuable  lot  of  ground  for  a  Church,  and  where  the  services  of  a  Church  will  ba 
gladly  received,  well  attended  and  partially  supported.  Almost  the  entire  State  of  Call- 
fomia  is  strictly  missionary  ground ;  and,  as  fiir  as  my  limited  knowledge  of  the  country 
and  its  inhabitants  enable  me  to  form  an  opinion,  I  feel  quite  flree  to  express  the  belief, 
that  no  Diocese  in  the  whole  number  will  more  richly  and  speedily  repay  the  Church  for 
the  help  so  much  needed  at  present  in  the  establishing  and  sustaining  for  a  brief  period 
its  earnestly  sought  ser>'ices. 

The  Rev.  William  Walton,  D.  D.,  Instructor  in  the  Hebrew  LsLngu&ge  in 
the  Qeneral  Theological  Seminary  in  the  City  of  New- York,  reports  as  fol- 
lows: 

Said  prayers,  in  whole  or  in  part,  68  times.  Preached,  89  times.  Baptized  one  inlknt 
(publicly.)  Assisted  at  one  funeral.  Adminietcred  Holy  Communion,  7  times,  (publicly,) 
and  assisted  in  the  same,  4  times.

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Note. — ^According  to  a  Bosolution  recorded  on  jwige  94  of  the  Journal  of 
1866,  there  is  included  in  the  following  List  of  Churches  of  this  Diocese  the 
date  of  the  admission  into  its  Convention  of  such  Churches  as  are  in  union 
with  the  same.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  such  date  is  not  always  that  of  the 
origin  or  incorporation  of  the  Parish.

Of  the  Members  of  the   Cotivention,  and  the  HJoidence  of  their 

Rights  to  Seats, 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  there  bo  no  Bishop, 
or  of  his  inability  or  disability  to  act,  then  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  tho 
Diocese,  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Convention,  at  it«  next  session,  a  list 
of  all  the  qualified  Ministers  of  this  Church,  wlio,  at  tho  time  of  the  passage 
of  this  Canon,  are  regularly  admitted  and  settled  in  some  Church  within  thia 
Diocese,  which  is  in  union  with  this  Convention,  specifying  the  names  of  the 
several  Churches  in  which  they  are  admittc<l  o|^  settled,  which  list  shall  bo 
authenticated  by  the  Bisliop  or  Standing  Committee  ;  and  after  having  been 
submitted  to  the  Convention — wliich  may  correct  the  same  if  inaccurate,  in 
any  particular — shall  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  in  a 
book  to  be  provided  by  him,  and  kept  in  accordance  with  the  2d  Section  of 
Canon  XXX.  of  the  General  Convention  of  1832.* 

And  it  is  hereby  declared,  that  in  all  cases  hereafter  arising,  of  a  contested

And  in  case  of  the  contested  right  to  a  seat 
In  the  Convention  of  any  Minister  who  may  be  received  into  this  Diocese  after 
the  adoption  of  this  Canon,  the  production  of  such  recdrd,  or  of  such  cer- 
Uficale,  shall  be  presumj'tivo  eildence  of  regul.ir  admissinn — which  certifi- 
cate, if  not  previously  recorded,  shall  thercujion  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary 
in  tho  Bsid  book. 

Sac.  4.  In  cose  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat  in  tho  Convention,  of  a  Cler- 
gyman claiming  such  right,  by  virtue  of  liia  being  emj)loy«l  as  a  MiKaionary 
nnder  tho  direction  of  this  Convention,  the  evidence  of  such  employment 
shall  consist  in  the  written  certificate  of  the  Bishop ;  or,  in  coae  of  a  vacancy 
of  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  inability  or  disability  of  tho  Bishop,  in  tho 
written  certificate  of  the  Cliairman  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 
Sec.  5.  Incase  of  acont^^stLHl  ri<;lit  toa  seat  in  theConvention  of  a  Clergy.

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man  claiming  such  right  by  virtue  of  his  being  engaged  as  a  Professor  or 
Instructor  of  youth  in  a  College,  Academy,  or  General  Seminary  of  Learn- 
ing, duly  incorporated,  the  evidence  x>f  liis  connection  with  such  College, 
Academy,  or  Seminary,  shall  consist  in  the  written  certificate  of  the  Prea- 
dent  or  Secretary  of  such  Corporation,  that  he  is  so  employed. 

Skc.  6.  (I.)  Lay  Delegates  from  Churches  having  Vestries  shall  bo  ap- 
pointed by  the  Vestry,  at  a  regular  meeting,  held  according  to  law. 

(XL)  Those  from  Churches  having  no  Vestries,  incorporated  since  April, 
1813,  or  hereafter  to  be  incorporate*!  under  any  laws  of  the  State  of  New- 
York,  other  than  the  general  act  for  the  Incorporation  of  Religious  Societies, 
passed  April,  1813,  and  its  amendments,  shall  be  chosen  at  a  meeting  of  the 
congregation,  by  the  male  members  of  such  Church  or  congregation,  being 
of  full  legal  age,  who  sliall  have  been  members  thereof  for  not  le^  than  one 
year  immediately  previous  to  the  election.  The  time,  place  and  manner  ot 
holding  the  election,  and  the  notice  thereof,  (which  shall  not  be  less  than  ten 
days,  and  sluiU  be  publicly  read  during  the  time  of  divine  service,  at  each 
service  held  on  eacli  of  the  two  Sundays  immediately  previous  to  the  elec- 
tion,) shall  be  fixed  by  rules  or  by-laws,  to  be  made  by  the  trustees  of  the 
Church  or  congregation,  «r  by  the  members  thereof,  qualified  as  aforesaid, 
at  a  meeting  duly  convened. 

(III.)  Tlie  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  from  a  Church 
having  a  Vestry,  shall  Ije  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Rector  of  the  Church, 
and  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry.  If  there  be  no  Rector,  then  such  certificate 
shall  state  that  fact,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Warden  who  presides  at  the 
meeting  at  which  siidi  Delegate  is  apiiointed,  and  also  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Vestry.  Tlie  certificate  must  show  ui)on  its  face,  that  the  appointment  has 
been  made  in  accordance  v/ith  all  the  requirements  of  the  Canons,  and  shall 
certify  that  the  D«?legato  is  a  Lay  member,  entitled  to  vote  for  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen  of  the  Church  which  he  is  appointed  to  represent. 

(IV  )  The  evidence  of  api>ointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  from  a  Church  liav 
ing  no  Vestry,  shall  be  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Minister  of  such  Church, 
or  by  the  officer  who  presides  at  the  mooting  of  the  congregation  by  which 
he  wasai)pointed,  and  also  by  the  Clerk  or  Secretary  of  such  meeting.  The 
certificate  shall  state  the  time  and  i)lace  of  the  election,  and  shall  certify  tliat  the 
person  aj)pointed  has  been  duly  chosen  by  such  Church  or  congregation  as  a 
Lay  Dele/^'ftte ;  that  he  is  a  Lay  member  of  such  Church  or  congregation,  and 
has  been  sucli  .iiember  for  at  least  twelve  months  next  preceding  the  time  of 
his  apix)intmcnt,  and  that  the  election  was  held  in  accordance  with  all  the 
requirements  of  the  Canons. 

(V.)  No  other  certificate  or  evidence  of  appointment  of  any  Lay  Delegate, 
than  such  as  is  above  required,  shall  be  allowed  or  received. 

Sec.  7.  No  Lay  Delegate  from  a  Church  having  a  Vestry  shall  bo  entitled 
to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  he  be  entitled  to  vote  for  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen  of  the  Church  which  he  is  appointed  to  represent. 

Sec.  8.  A  copy  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  sections  of  this  Canon  shall  bo

Of  the  Admission  of  a  Church  into  Union  with  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese^  and  Maijitaining  such  Union, 

Sec.  1.  Every  Church  or  congregation  desiring  admission  into  union  with 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  shall  present  a  written  application  therefor  to  the 
Convention,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Vestry,  or  of  the 
congregation  authorizing  such  application ;  in  which  resolution  the  said 
Church,  by  its  Vestry  or  congregation,  shall  agree  to  abide  by,  and  conform 
to,  and  observe  all  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  all  the  rules,  orders  and 
regulations  of  the  Convention ;  which  copy  shall  be  duly  certified  by  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  Vestry,  or  of  the  meeting  of  the  congregation  at  wliich 
the  resolution  was  adoptwl,  and  also  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  or  Secretary 
of  the  meeting  ;  and  shall  be  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation. 

The  said  application  shall  also  be  accompanied  by  the  Certificate  of  Incor- 
poration of  the  Church  duly  recorded,  or  a  c^py  thereof  certified  by  the  officer 
whose  duty  it  may  be  to  record  or  to  file  the  same ;  and  also,  by  a  Certificate  of 
the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  of  his  inability  or  disability  to  act, 
or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Ei)i8Cox>ate,  of  the  Standing  Committee,  that  ho  or 
they  approve  of  the  Incor]X)ration  of  such  Church,  and  that  such  Church,  in 
his  or  their  judgment,  is  duly  and  satisfactorily  established ;  and  every 
Church  or  congregation  applying  for  admission,  shall  produce  satisfactory 
evidence  that  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons,  members  of  such  Church,  have 
habitually,  for  at  least  one  year  preceding  such  application,  attended  divine 
service  in  such  Church  or  congregation. 

Sec.  2.  (I.)  No  application  for  the  admission  of  a  Church  into  union  with 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  shall  bo  considered  or  acted  upon  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Convention,  unless  the  same  has  been  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Convention  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

(II.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  at  least  thirty 
days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  to  deliver  to  a  Committee,  to  be 
annually  appointed,  (to  be  called  the  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  and 
Admission  of  Churches,)  aU  applications  for  admission  into  union,  which 
shall  have  been  received  by  him,  to  be  by  such  Committee  examined,  con- 
sidered and  reported  upon  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  hereafter*  any  Church,  in  union  with  this  Convention, 
shall  neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession,  to  make  a  Parochial  Report,  no 
Missionary  Report  being  made  on  its  behalf,  and  shall  not,  during  the  same 
period,  have  employed  a  Clergyman  as  its  Parish  Minister,  nor  requested  of 
the  Ekrclesiastlcal  authority  to  have  the  services  of  a  Missionary,  or  shall

Whorons,  the  Coovanlion  liaving  hitherto  approred  the  olHOCta  of  the  Eda- 
cadon  and  Misilonaiy  Society  of  the  ProtcMtnt  EpbeopBl  Chorch  in  the  State 
of  Ncw-Tork,  and  having  also  approved  ite  ConstitulioB  ;  aaaUo  tliueoof  tLe 

NaW'York  I'rotL-Btnut  Ejiiscopal  fity  Stifision  Sodely ;  and  wlictiais  tli-.'  said 
Ednrnlion  wid  WiBSioaary  Society  of  Uw  I'roteatnut  Epiacoi>al  Churub  of  the 
StatH  of  Noff-York  hna  risigned  il«  trust  nnd  ijowth  inln  tlii>  Imiirls  i.f  iliis 
Conveution,  and  the  sanie  having  Ixicn  accepted,  the  Society  thereby  has 
ceased  to  eiiat,  and  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  make  some  proviidon  for  the 
future  support  of  Missionaries  und  Theological  Education  ia  the  Diocese; 
therefore,  it  is  hereby  declared  : 

Sec.  1.  That  the  Missionary  operations  of  this  Dioceea  shall  hereafter  be 
conducted  by  a  Committee  of  the  Convention,  to  l)e  appointed  as  hereinafter 
to  he  provided  for ;  and  that  the  subject  of  Eklucation  shall  be  conGdcd  to  the 
incorporated  "  Sodety  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  8tate  of 
New- York." 

Sec.  2.  (L)  At  each  Anaiial  Meeting  of  the  Convention,  ten  persons,  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  vritbin  the  Diocese,  one-half  of  whom  shall  be  Clergymen, 
and  the  other  half  Ivaymen,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot ;  who,  with  the  Bishop 
or  Biahopa  of  tbo  Diocese,  shall  comixisG  a  Board,  to  be  called  "  The  Missionaiy 
Commilleo  of  the  Diocese  of  New- York,"  who,  aa  agents  of  the  Convention, 
shall  hare  the  distribution  of  all  funds  which  may  be  raised  for  the  sapport 
of  Missionaries  in  this  Diocese  out  of  the  City  of  New- York. 

(II.}  Of  the  Committee  thus  chosen,  the  Bishop  shall  be  ex  ojjleio  Preddent, 
and  he  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  nomioating  Missionaries  for  appcuntment 
by  the  Committee  ;  and  the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  elect  from  its 
ownmemboran  Chairman  pro  tem.  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  and  to  make 
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its  own  by-lawB,  to  appoint  its  own  Treaeuper  and  Secretary,  to  fill  vacancies 
occurring  in  its  own  body  during  the  recess  of  the  Cdnvention,  and  to  do  all 
such  other  acts,  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  as  may  be  needful 
to  carry  out  the  missionary  trust  hereby  reposed  in  it.  In  case  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  inability  or  disability  of  the  Bishop  to  act,  any 
member  of  the  Committee  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate. 

(III.)  The  Committee  may,  at  tlieir  discretion,  appoint  annually  one  or  more 
corresponding  members  in  each  county  in  the  Diocese,  to  aid  in  the  collection  of 
facts  relative  to  the  state  of  the  Missionary  field,  in  the  diffusion  of  intelligence 
in  regard  to  the  objects  and  wants  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  and  in  the 
collection  of  Funds ;  and  to  jK^rform  any  other  auxiliary  work  which  the 
Committee  may  assign. 

(IV.)  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  make  an  annual  report  of 
its  proceedings  to  the  Convention,  containing  the  names  of  the  stations  and 
Missionaries,  a  statement  of  its  annual  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  the 
Churches  contributing,  and  of  the  sums  contributed,  and  whatever  else  it 
may  bo  deemed  advisable  to  bring  before  the  Convention  in  furtherance  of 
the  trust  hereby  confided  to  said  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  The  business  of  distributing  all  funds  that  may  be  raised  under 
this  Canon  for  the  educating  of  young  men  for  holy  orders,  is  hereby  com- 
mitted \o  the  incorporatetl  society  styled  "  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Society 
for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New-York,"  which 
shall  make  a  full  annual  rejwrt  to  the  Convention,  of  the  application  of  all 
moneys  paid  into  its  treasury  under  the  i)ro\-i8ion8  of  this  Canon,  or  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  from  any  source. 

Sec.  4.  (I.)  In  every  Parish  of  the  Diocese,  provision  shall  be  made  for  at 
least  monthly  Clinrch  offerings,  by  collection  or  otherwise,  for  Theological 
Eclucation,  Diocesan  Missions,  and  other  Cliurch  objects,  it  being  the  duty  of 
the  Clergyman  to  give  due  notice  to  the  congregation  of  the  time  and  object 
of  such  offerings  or  collections,* and  also  to  call  their  attention  to  the  import- 
ance and  claims  of  the  respective  objects  to  which  the  offerings  are  to  be 
applied. 

(II.)  The  amount  of  these  Church  offerings  or  collections,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  such  portions,  not  exceeding  one-fourth,  as  may  be  retained  by 
decision  of  the  Rector  and  Wardens  for  parochial  and  other  i)ur]x>ses,  shall 
be  forwarded  by  the  Rector  or  Minister,  as  often  as  conveniently  may  be, 
but  at  least  once  in  six  months,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  specify- 
ing the  objects  to  which  the  same  shall  be  applied,  or  sent  directly  to  the 
Treasurers  respectively  of  the  various  funds  for  wliich  they  are  destined. 
The  amount  and  destination  of  all  such  contributions  to  form  a  distinct  item 
in  the  Annual  Parochial  Report. 

(III.)  This  Canon,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  prescribed  form  of  Cliurch  offer- 
ings, shall  not  be  deemed  imperative  on  any  Parish  that  has  another  system 
for  its  contributions. 

(IV.)  So  far  as  relates  to  the  offerings  or  contributions  of  Churches  within 
the  City  of  New- York,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the  New- York  City  Mission 
Society,  and  the  New-York  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  Missionary  Society 
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rw  SeMOon  in  tlie  City  and  Pirt  of  New-York,  are  to  bo  reckOMd  unon^  " 
lliu  Charch  ch«rillca  for  whidi  proTJsion  is  to  l*  made,  w)  timt  «wh  ongre- 
e»lion  lu  tliB  atj  of  New- York  eliaU  make  bd  annual  cuatributir.n  tu  uae  of 
tlirso  Sodetiofi.

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PAROCHIAL  REPORT. 

The  following  Report  was  received  after  the  foregoing  pages 
of  this  Journal  were  in  print : 

St.  James*  Church,  Niw-York;  the  Rev.  Corxeliub  B.  Smith,  Rector. 

The  Rev.  Peter  S.  Cluinnccy,  D.  D.,  became  Rector  of  St  Jamca^  Church  in  1850,  and 
continaed  in  this  office  until  December  14^  1866,  when  he  fell  asleep  in  Jesus,  at  the  age 
of  fiity-six  years.  A  model  Pastor,  a  (kithftil  Preacher,  an  earnest  Christian,  and  a  perfect 
gentleman  has  thus  been  called  to  his  rest.  He  was  very  remarkable  ibr  his  incessant  and 
loving  visitations  among  his  flock,  and  for  his  personal  share  in  all  the  sorrows  and  joys 
of  his  people. 

Struggling  against  the  inroads  of  consumption,  he  stood  by  his  post  to  the  last— officia- 
ting at  a  marriage  in  the  Church  two  days  before  his  death. 

The  present  Rector  entered  upon  his  chaige  on  the  19th  of  May,  1867.  His  report  of 
Parish  statistics  must  necessarily  be  imperfect  for  the  present  year.
